^HE  University  of  Edinburgh  was  originally  the  "  College 
of  Edinburgh  "  or  "  The  Town's  College,"  founded  in 
1583  by  the  Town  Council  of  Edinburgh,  under 
general  powers  granted  by  the  Charter  of  King  James  VI., 
dated  14th  April  1582.  No  Charter  of  foundation  is  extant; 
but  from  the  first  the  College  possessed  the  privilege  of 
conferring  degrees.  This  privilege  was  ratified  by  the  "  Act  of 
Confirmation,"  passed  in  1621,  which  secured  to  the  "College 
of  James  VI."  (as  it  had  come  to  be  called)  all  the  rights, 
immunities,  and  privileges  enjoyed  by  the  Universities  of 
Scotland.  This  ratification  was  renewed  in  the  Treaty  of  Union 
between  England  and  Scotland,  and  in  the  Act  of  Security. 
Gradually,  in  Acts  of  General  Assembly,  of  Town  Council, 
and  of  Parliament,  the  "  College  of  James  VI."  came  to  be 
styled  "  The  University  of  Edinburgh  "  ;  but  it  remained  under 
the  control  and  patronage  of  the  Town  Council  down  to 
1858,  when,  by  the  Universities  Act,  all  the  Universities  of 
Scotland  received  new  and  autonomous  constitutions. 

The  University  is  a  Corporation  consisting  of  the  Chancellor, 
Rector,  Principal,  Professors,  Registered  Graduates  and  Alumni, 
and  Matriculated  Students;  and  from  1858  to  1890  its  govern- 
ment was  vested  in  the  Senatus  Academicus  (consisting  of  the 
Principal  and  the  Professors),  subject  to  the  review  and  control 
of  the  University  Court. 

By  the  Universities  (Scotland)  Act  1S89,  the  University 
Court  was  constituted  a  body  corporate,  to  which  the  whole 
property  belonging  to  the  University  at  the  passing  of  the 
Act  was  transferred,  with  full  power  of  administration. 

The  Senatus,  as  heretofore,  regulates  the  teaching  and  dis- 
cipline of  the  University,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Universities  Acts  of  1858  and  1889.

CHANCELLOR. 

The  Chancellor  is  elected  by  the  General  Council  for  life. 
Changes  in  the  ordinances  and  in  Univ^ersity  arrangements,  pro- 
posed or  approved  by  the  University  Court,  must  receive  his  sanc- 
tion. Degrees  are  conferred  by  him,  or  by  the  Vice-Chancellor. 
The  Chancellor  is  President  of  the  General  Council,  and  nomi- 
nates an  Assessor  in  the  University  Court.     Appointments  : —

VICE-CHANCELLOR. 

The  Vice  -  Chancellor,  nominated  by  the  Chancellor,  may, 
in  absence  of  the  Chancellor,  confer  Degrees,  but  cannot  dis- 
charge any  other  of  the  Chancellor's  duties.  In  the  Vice- 
Chancellor's  absence  Degrees  are  conferred  by  the  Principal, 
or  by  the  senior  member  of  Senatus. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  acts  as  Returning  Officer  at  Parlia- 
mentary Elections.  If  there  be  no  Vice-Chancellor  at  the  time, 
the  University  Court  appoints  one  to  act  as  Returning  Officer.

The  Rector  is  elected  by  the  Matriculated  Students  in  the  Uni- 
versity on  such  day  in  October  or  November  as  maybe  fixed  by 
the  University  Court  after  consultation  with  the  Senatus,  but 
not  later  than  the  second  Saturday  in  November.  The  term 
of  office  is  three  years.  The  next  election  will  take  place  in 
November  191 1.  The  Rector  is  President  of,  and  nominates  an 
Assessor  in,  the  University  Court.  He  may,  before  he  ap- 
points his  Assessor,  confer  with  the  Students'  Representative 
Council.  No  Principal  or  Professor  of  any  Scottish  University 
is  eligible.

UNIVERSITY  COURT. 
Under  the  Universities  Act  1858,  the  Court  has  power  : — 

I.  To  review  all  decisions  of  the  Senatus,  and  to  be  a  Court  of  Appeal  from 
the  Senatus,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  Universities  Act. 
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2.  To  effect  improvements  in  the  internal  arrangements  of  the  University,  after  due 
communication  with  the  Senatus,  and  with  the  sanction  of  the  Chancellor  ;  pro- 
vided all  such  proposed  improvements  be  submitted  to  the  General  Council  for  con- 
sideration. 

3.  To  require  due  attention  on  the  part  of  the  Professors  to  the  Regulations  as  to 
the  mode  of  teaching  and  other  duties  imposed  on  the  Professors. 

4.  To  fix  and  regulate,  from  time  to  time,  the  Fees  in  the  several  Classes. 

5.  Upon  sufficient  cause  shewn,  and  after  due  investigation,  to  censure  any  member 
of  the  Senatus,  or  to  suspend  him  from  office,  and  from  the  emoluments  thereof,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  for  any  period  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  to  require  him  to  retire 
on  a  retiring  allowance,  or  to  deprive  him  of  office  ;  and  during  the  suspension  of 
any  Professor,  to  make  provision  for  the  teaching  of  his  class  :  provided  no  such 
sentence  of  censure,  suspension,  deprivation,  etc.,  shall  have  effect  until  approved  by 
His  Majesty  in  Council. 

By  Sec.  xix.  any  of  the  Rules  and  Ordinances  enacted  by  the  Universities  Conunis- 
sioners  imder  the  Act,  may  be  altered  or  revoked  by  the  University  Court  of  the 
University  to  which  they  are  applicable,  but  only  with  the  written  consent  of  the 
Chancellor,  and  with  the  approval  of  His  Majesty  in  Council. 

By  the  Universities  (Scotland)  Act  1889,  the  University 
Court  is  a  body  corporate  with  perpetual  succession  and  a 
common  seal  ;  and  all  the  property  belonging  to  the  University 
at  the  passing  of  the  Act  is  now  vested  in  that  body. 

By  the  same  Act,  the  University  Court,  besides  the  powers 
conferred  upon  it  by  the  Act  of  1858,  has  power — ' 

(i.)  To  administer  and  manage  the  whole  revenue  and  property  of  the  University, 
including  funds  mortified  for  bursaries  and  other  purposes,  and  have  all  the 
powers  necessary  for  the  purpose. 

(2.)  To  review  any  decision  of  the  Senatus  appealed  against  by  a  member  of 
Senatus,  or  other  member  of  the  University  having  an  interest,  and  to  take 
into  consideration  all  representations  and  reports  made  to  it  by  the  Senatus 
and  by  the  General  Council. 

(3.)  To  review,  on  representation  made  by  any  of  its  members,  or  by  any  member 
of  Senatus,  any  decision  which  the  Senatus  may  come  to  under  section 
seven,  sub-section  one,  but  the  University  Court  shall  not  review  any  decision 
of  the  Senatus  in  a  matter  of  discipline,  except  upon  appeal  taken  either  by  a 
member  of  Senatus  or  by  a  member  of  the  University  directly  affected. 

(4.)  To  appoint  professors  whose  chairs  are  in  the  patronage  of  the  University  ; 
to  appoint  examiners  and  lectxu-ers  ;  and  to  grant  recognition  to  the  teaching 
of  any  college  or  individual  teacher  for  the  purposes  of  graduation. 

{5.)  To  define,  on  application  by  any  member  of  Senatus,  the  nature  and  limits  of 
a  professor's  duties  under  his  commission. 

(6.)  To  take  proceedings  against  a  principal  or  professor,  University  lecturer, 
assistant,  recognised  teacher  or  examiner,  or  other  person  employed  in  teach- 
ing or  examining,  without  the  necessity  of  any  one  not  a  member  of  the 
Court  appearing  as  prosecutor,  and  in  such  proceedings  to  call  any  member  of 
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the  University  to  give  evidence,  and  to  require  the  production  of  documents, 
and  to  institute  any  inquiries  it  may  deem  necessary. 

(7-)  To  appoint  from  among  members  of  the  University  or  others,  not  being  mem- 
bers of  the  Senatus,  one-third  of  the  members  of  any  committee  charged, 
by  ordinance  of  the  GDmmissioners,  with  the  superintendence  of  any  Ubraries 
or  museimis  belonging  to  the  University  ;  and  on  representation  made  by  any 
of  its  members,  or  by  any  member  of  Senatus,  to  review  any  decision  which  the 
Senatus,  in  the  exercise  of  its  powers,  may  come  to  in  respect  of  the  recom- 
mendations of  such  committee. 

(8.)  To  appoint  committees  of  its  own  number,  of  not  less  than  five  members, 
with  powers  to  report  on  any  business  entrusted  to  them  by  the  University 
Court,  or  to  carry  out  special  instructions  ordered  by  the  Court. 

(9.)  To  elect  the  representative  of  the  University  on  the  General  Medical  Council, 
under  the  Medical  Act  1886. 

(10.)  After  the  expiration  of  the  powers  of  the  Commission  to  found  new  professor- 
ships, with  the  approval  of  the  Universities  Committee. 

The  University  Court,  by  Section  21,  has  power  to  make  new 
ordinances,  with  the  approval  of  His  Majesty  in  Council : 

(i.)  With  respect  to  the  appropriation  of  the  sum  allotted  to  the  University  by 
the  Commissioners  out  of  the  annual  grant. 

(2.)  Altering  or  revoking  ordinances  framed  under  the  Universities  Act  1858,  or 
this  Act ;  and  making  new  ordinances  :  provided  that  such  ordinances,  before 
being  submitted  to  His  Majesty  for  approval,  have  been  communicated  by 
the  University  Court  to  the  Senatus,  to  the  General  Council,  and  to  the 
University  Courts  of  the  other  Universities. 

The  Court  shall  meet  for  the  despatch  of  ordinary  business 
on  the  Monday  occurring  in  the  seven  days  beginning  on  the 
1 2th  and  ending  with  the  i8th  of  each  month,  excepting  the 
months  of  August  and  September,  in  which  months  the  Court 
shall  not  meet,  and  also  excepting  the  month  of  October,  in 
which  month  the  Court  shall  meet  on  the  Monday  occurring  in 
the  seven  days  beginning  on  the  i8th  and  ending  with  the  24th 
of  that  month.  Other  meetings  may  be  called  as  the  Court  may 
direct.  Any  meeting  may  be  postponed.  Special  Meetings 
may  be  called  by  order  of  the  Rector  or  the  Principal,  or  by 
the  Secretary  on  a  requisition  specifying  the  object,  signed  by 
at  least  three  members  of  the  Court. 

It  shall  also  meet,  if  necessary,  to  hear  Registration  Appeals 
on  the  first  Monday  following  the  19th  January. 

The  University  Court  holds  the  patronage  of  the  Chair  of 
Music;  of  the  new  Chair  of  History;  of  the  Chair  of  Pubhc 
B 
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Health  ;  of  the  Chair  of  Ancient  History  and  Palaeography  ; 
of  the  Chair  of  Fine  Art,  in  conjunction  with  the  President 
of  the  Royal  Scottish  Academy  ;  and  a  share  in  the  patronage 
of  the  Chair  of  Agriculture.  It  also  elects  three  of  the  seven 
Curators  of  Patronage,  and  appoints  the  Lecturers  and  the 
Additional  Examiners  for  Degrees. 

The  Court  consists  of — i.  The  Rector;  2.  The  Principal ;  3.  The 
Lord  Provost  of  Edinburgh  for  the  time  being  ;  4.  An  Assessor 
nominated  by  the  Chancellor  ;  5.  An  Assessor  nominated  by 
the  Rector ;  6.  An  Assessor  nominated  by  the  Lord  Provost, 
Magistrates,  and  Town  Council  of  Edinburgh;  7.  Four  Assessors 
elected  by  the  General  Council ;  8.  Four  Assessors  elected  by  the 
Senatus  Academicus  ;  9.  Representatives  of  affiliated  Colleges, 
under  section  15  (4)  of  the  Act  of  1889  (if  any). 

Seven  members  constitute  a  quorum.  The  Rector  and  his 
Assessor  continue  in  office  for  three  years  ;  but  when  the  Chan- 
cellor or  the  Rector  ceases  to  hold  office,  his  Assessor  continues 
to  be  a  member  of  the  Court  until  an  Assessor  is  nominated  by 
the  new  Chancellor  or  Rector.  The  other  Assessors  hold  office 
for  four  years;  and  all  Assessors  are  eligible  for  re-election.  No 
Principal  or  Professor  of  any  Scottish  University  is  eligible  as 
Assessor  to  any  other  person  or  body  than  the  Senatus.  The 
Rector,  and  in  his  absence  the  Principal,  presides  at  meetings  of 
the  Court,  and  in  the  absence  of  both  a  chairman  is  elected  by  the 
meeting.  The  person  presiding  at  any  meeting  of  the  Court  has 
a  deliberative  vote,  and  also  a  casting  vote  in  case  of  equality. 

An  abstract  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Court  in  1908- 1909  is 
given  in  a  subsequent  part  of  the  Calendar.

The  names  of  the  Assessors  before  1888  will  be  found  in  the 
Historical  Appendix  to  List  of  University  Graduates,  published 
in  1889  (page  105).  The  Assessors  since  1888  will  be  found  in 
the  various  Calendars. 

UNIVERSITIES    COMMITTEE    OF   PRIVY   COUNCIL. 

The  Scottish  Universities  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council 
consists  of  the  Lord  President  of  the  Privy  Council,  the  Secretary 
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for  Scotland ;  the  Lord  Justice-General,  Lord  Justice-Clerk, 
Lord  Advocate,  and  the  Chancellor  and  the  Lord  Rector  of  each 
of  the  Universities,  if  members  of  the  Privy  Council  ;  one  mem- 
ber at  least  of  the  Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council ;  and 
such  other  member  or  members  of  the  Privy  Council  as  His 
Majesty  may  appoint. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  this  Committee  may,  subject  to  rules 
or  regulations  passed  by  His  Majesty  in  Council,  be  exercised 
and  discharged  by  any  three  or  more  of  the  members,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy 
Council  or  a  Senator  of  the  College  of  Justice  in  Scotland. 


CURATORS  OF  PATRONAGE. 

By  the  Universities  Act  of  1858,  the  patronage  of  seventeen 
Chairs,  previously  in  the  gift  of  the  Town  Council,  was  transferred 
to  seven  Curators — three  nominated  by  the  University  Court,  and 
four  by  the  Town  Council.  The  Curators  also  have  the  patron- 
age of  the  Chairs  of  Celtic  and  Education  and  a  share  in  the 
patronage  of  the  Chairs  of  Humanity,  Agriculture,  Civil  Law, 
History  (and  Constitutional  Law),  Scots  Law,  and  Conveyanc- 
ing, formerly  in  the  gift  of  the  Town  Council,  and  of  the  Chair 
of  Political  Economy.  The  Curators  hold  office  for  three  years. 
The  names  of  the  present  Curators  are  given  on  page  2. 


REPRESENTATIVE  IN  GENERAL  MEDICAL 
COUNCIL. 

Under  the  Medical  Act  of  1886,  the  University  is  entitled  to 
electa  Member  of  the  General  Medical  Council,  who  holds 
office  for  five  years.  Sir  William  Turner  was  elected  by  the 
Senatus  in  December  1886.  Under  the  Universities  Act  of  1889, 
the  University  Representative  is  elected  by  the  University 
Court,  by  whom  Sir  William  Turner,  K.C.B.,  M.B.,  D.C.L., 
LL.D.,  was  elected  in  1891,  and  re-elected  in  1896  and  1901 
Sir  Thomas  R.  Eraser,  M.D.,  LL.D.,  was  elected  in  1905. 
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PRINCIPAL. 

The  Principal,  formerly  elected  by  the  Town  Council,  now  by 
the  Curators,  holds  office  for  life.  He  is  the  President  of  the 
Senatus  Academicus  ;  in  absence  of  the  Rector,  he  presides  at 
the  meetings  of  the  University  Court  ;  and  in  absence  of  the. 
Chancellor  and  Rector  he  presides  at  the  Statutory  Meetings  of 
the  General  Council,  and  also  at  the  Special  Meetings,  except 
for  the  election  of  Assessors.

SENATUS  ACADEMICUS. 

The  Principal  and  the  Professors  constitute  the  Senatus. 
This  body  superintends  and  regulates  the  teaching  and  dis- 
cipline of  the  University.  The  Senatus  elects  four  Assessors 
in  the  University  Court  who  hold  office  for  four  years.  Two 
retire  biennially,  but  may  be  re-elected  ;  and  in  case  of  a  casual 
vacancy,  the  person  elected  to  fill  it  goes  out  of  office  when  the 
person  whom  he  succeeded  would  in  the  ordinary  rotation  have 
retired.  The  Senatus  appoints  two-thirds  of  the  members  of 
the  Library  and  the  Museums  Committees,  receives  their 
reports,  and,  subject  to  the  review  of  the  University  Court, 
confirms,  modifies,  or  rejects  such  reports.  It  also  elects 
a  representative  in  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Church  of 
Scotland;  two  Managers  of  the  Royal  Infirmary;  two  Gover- 
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nors  of  George  Heriot's  Trust ;  two  Governors  of  Morrison's 
Academy,  Crieff;  two  Governors  of  the  Spence  Bursary  Trust; 
one  Governor  of  Dollar  Institution  ;  and  one  Governor  of  Stiell's 
Hospital,  Tranent.  Degrees  in  Arts,  Science,  Divinity,  Law, 
Medicine,  and  Music  are  conferred,  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Senatus,  by  either  the  Chancellor,  the  Vice- Chancellor,  the 
Principal,  or  the  senior  Professor  present.  The  Principal  is 
President  of  the  Senatus,  with  a  dehberative  and  also  a  casting 
vote  ;  and,  in  his  absence,  the  Senior  Professor  present  acts  as 
Chairman,  also  with  a  double  vote.  The  Ordinary  Meetings  of 
Senatus  shall  be  held  on  Saturday,  9th  October,  6th  November, 
4th  December,  8th  January,  5th  February,  5th  and  26th  March, 
at  II  A.M.,  and  on  Friday,  6th  May,  3rd  June,  and  ist  July, 
and  on  Thursday,  21st  July,  at  2  P.M. 

Extraordinar)'  Meetings  shall  be  held  when  necessary  in  April 
on  the  day  of  the  Graduation  Ceremonial  at  9.30  A.M.,  and  in 
October  on  the  day  of  the  Special  Graduation  Ceremonial. 

Special  Meetings  may  be  arranged  for  at  Ordinary  or  Extra- 
ordinary Meetings,  or  they  may  be  called  for  urgent  or  impor- 
tant business,  by  order  of  the  Principal,  or  on  a  requisition 
specifying  the  object,  signed  by  three  Professors. 

The  Senatus  reserve  the  power  of  changing  the  date  and 
hour  of  a  meeting  on  special  cause  shown. 

The  Graduation  Ceremonials  shall  be  held  in  October, 
December,  March,  July. 

The  Secretary'  of  Senatus,  among  other  duties,  summons  the 
Meetings,  prepares  the  Minutes,  and  intimates  business  assigned 
to  the  Principal,  the  Faculties,  the  Boards  of  Studies,  &c.  He 
also  administers  the  Sponsio  Academica  to  Graduates. 

FACULTIES. 

The  University  now  contains  six  Faculties,  as  constituted  by 
Ordinance  in  1893— viz..  Arts,  Science,  Divinity,  Law,  Medicine, 
and  Music.  Each  Faculty  is  presided  over  by  a  Dean,  who  is 
elected  by  the  Professors  of  his  Faculty,  and  who,  among 
other  duties,  presents  to  the  Chancellor  or  Vice-Chancellor  the 
Graduands  of  his  Faculty.     The  names  of  the  present  Deans  are 
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given  on  pp.  2,  3,  4,  and  5.  The  Chairs  in  the  various  Faculties 
are  here  given  in  chronological  order.  The  Faculties  as  pre- 
viously constituted  are  given  in  the  Calendar  for  1894-95,  and 
in  previous  Calendars. 


FACULTY  OF  ARTS. 

The  Faculty  of  Arts  embraces  the  Chairs  of  Humanity 
(Latin),  Greek,  Mathematics,  Logic  and  Metaphysics,  Moral 
Philosophy,  Natural  Philosophy,  Hebrew  and  Semitic  Lan- 
guages, History  (three  Chairs),  Rhetoric  and  English  Literature, 
Sanskrit  and  Comparative  Philology,  Commercial  and  Political 
Economy,  Education,  Fine  Art,  and  Celtic.

GENERAL  COUNCIL  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY. 

The  General  Council  consists  of  the  Chancellor,  the  Members 
of  the  University  Court,  the  Professors,  and  the  Graduates  of 
the  University.     The  fee  for  registration  is  ^i. 

The  Register,  now  containing  10,579  Members,  is  conclusive 
of  the  rights  of  persons  to  be  Members  up  to  ist  January  igao. 
By  the  Universities  Elections  Amendment  (Scotland)  Act  all 
candidates  for  graduation  must  pay  the  Registration  Fee  before 
they  can  appear  for  graduation. 

Under  the  Universities  Act  of  1858,  and  the  Commissioners' 
Ordinance  No.  i,  section  3,  the  Council  meets  twice  a  year — viz., 
on  the  first  Wednesday  of  May,  and  on  the  last  Friday  in  October, 
at  half-past  three  o'clock  P.M.,  "/i?  take  into  tlieir  consideration 
all  questions  affecting  the  well-being  and  prosperity  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  to  make  representations  front  time  to  time  on  such 
questions  to  the  University  Court,  who  shall  consider  the  same,  and 
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return  to  the  Council  their  deliverance  thereon."  All  proposed 
improvements  in  the  arrangements  of  the  University  "  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  University  Council  for  their  consideration." 

By  the  Universities  Act  1889,  besides  the  two  statutory 
meetings  above  mentioned,  the  Council  "may  hold  special 
meetings  at  the  instance  of  the  Chancellor,  who  shall 
convene  such  meetings  on  a  requisition  from  a  quorum  of 
members,  and  the  Council  may  adjourn  any  meeting,  and  may 
appoint  Committees  to  investigate  into  and  report  upon  any 
matter  remitted  to  them  or  to  carry  out  instructions  given  to 
them  by  the  Council.''  The  Commissioners  under  this  Act 
have  fixed  the  ciuorum  of  the  General  Council  at  ten  for  every 
thousand  or  fraction  of  a  thousand  of  members  on  the  register, 
but  this  provision  does  not  apply  to  the  statutory  half-yearly 
meetings,  or  to  adjourned  meetings. 

The  General  Council  recommend  that,  in  the  case  of  an 
Election  of  Assessors  by  the  Council,  the  names  and  designa- 
tions of  persons  to  be  proposed  for  the  office,  together  with  the 
names  and  designations  of  the  proposers  and  seconders  of  such 
persons,  shall  be  intimated  to  the  Secretary  at  least  ten  days 
before  the  meeting  of  the  Council  at  which  the  election  takes 
place. 

At  the  meetings  of  the  General  Council,  in  the  absence  of  the 
Chancellor,  Rector,  and  Principal,  the  Chancellor's  Assessor, 
and  in  his  absence  the  Rector's  Assessor  shall  preside  ;  and 
in  the  absence  of  all  of  these,  a  Chairman  shall  be  elected  by 
the  meeting,  but  no  member  of  Senatus  can  preside  at  any 
meeting  held  for  the  election  of  an  Assessor  or  Assessors.  The 
Chairman  shall  decide  all  points  of  order,  and  has  a  deliberative 
and  a  casting  vote  ;  and  in  case  of  an  equahty  of  votes  at  the 
conclusion  of  a  poll,  the  Chairman,  or  any  one  appointed  by 
the  University  Court  to  act  for  him,  shall  have  a  casting  vote. 

The  General  Council  of  this  University,  and  that  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  St  Andrews,  together  return  a  Member  of  Parliament. 
The  Chaficcllor  of  the  University  and  four  of  the  Assessors 
in   the    University    Court   are   elected   by   the    Council.      The 
Chancellor   holds    office   for   life,   and   the   Assessors  for   four 
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years.  Two  of  the  Assessors  retire  biennially,  but  may  be  re- 
elected. In  case  of  a  casual  vacancy  the  person  elected  to  fill 
it  retires  when  the  person  whom  he  succeeded  would  in  ordinary 
rotation  have  retired.  No  member  of  the  Senatus  can  vote  or 
take  part  in  the  election  of  any  Assessor  of  the  General  Council. 
The  next  election  of  two  Assessors  will  take  place  at  the  statutory 
half-yearly  meeting  in  October  1909. 

Members  of  the  General  Council  may  borrow  books  from  the 
Library  and  have  out  at  one  time  five  volumes  on  payment  of  an 
annual  fee  of  los.  6d.,  or  a  single  payment  of  ^5  ;  or  may  have 
ten  volumes  on  payment  of  an  annual  fee  of  ^i,  is.,  or  a  single 
payment  of  ^10.

Council — viz.,  a  Business  Committee  and  a  Finance  Committee.

STUDENTS'  REPRESENTATIVE  COUNCIL.

The  Students'  Representative  Council  was  founded  in  1884. 
Its  functions  are — (i)  To  represent  the  Students  in  matters 
affecting  their  interests  ;  (2)  To  afford  a  recognised  means  of 
communication  between  the  Students  and  the  University  au- 
thorities ;  and  (3)  To  promote  social  life  and  academic  unity 
among  the  Students.  The  Council  is  elected  annually  in 
November,  partly  by  the  Students  of  the  different  Faculties, 
and  partly  by  the  recognised  Students'  societies.  The  Ordinary 
Meetings  are  held  in  November,  December,  January,  February, 
March,  May,  June,  July,  and  October.  At  the  November 
meeting  an  executive  committee  is  elected,  consisting  of  the 
office-bearers,  three  members  elected  by  Council,  and  the 
Conveners    of    all    Committees.       The    Council    also    carries 
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out  its  work  by  means  of  the  following  Standing  Com- 
mittees : —  The  Inter-Universities,  Library,  Amusements, 
Student.,  International  Academic  and  Women's  Committees. 
During  the  Winter  Session  it  publishes  weekly  a  University 
Magazine. 

The  Commissioners,  acting  under  the  Universities  Act  1889, 
have  issued  an  Ordinance  to  the  following  effect  : — 

(i.)  The  Students'  Representative  Council  shall  submit  to  the  University  Court 
the  regulations  under  which  it  exists,  and  these  regulations  as  approved  shall 
form  the  constitution  of  the  Students'  Representative  Council. 
(2.)  After  the  University  Court  has  approved  of  the  constitution,  alterations  must 

receive  the  approval  of  the  University  Court. 
(3.)  I.  The  Council  may  petition  the  Senatus  as  to  any  matter  affecting  the  teaching 
and  disciphne  of  the  University,  and  the  Senatus  shall  dispose  of  the  matter 
or  shall,  if  so  prayed,  forward  such  petition  to  the  University  Court,  with 
such  observations  as  it  may  make  thereon. 

2.  The  Council  may  petition  the  University  Court  as  to  any  matter  affecting 
the  Students  other  than  those  falling  under  sub-section  i. 

3.  This  Section  shall  not  prejudice  any  right  of  appeal  under  Section  6,  sub- 
section 2,  of  the  said  Act,  nor  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Senatus,  as 
to  teaching  and  discipline. 

MATRICULATION. 

University  Matriculation  consists  in  signing  the  Sponsio 
Academica,  the  Student  thus  entering  his  or  her  name  in 
the  Album  of  Students  of  the  University,  and  in  paying  a 
fee  of  ^i,  IS.  for  the  academic  year  (ist  Oct.  to  ist  Oct.),  or 
a  fee  of  los.  6d.  for  a  Summer  Session  (ist  May  to  ist  Octo- 
ber). No  person  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  Matriculated  Student 
or  shall  enjoy  any  of  the  privileges  of  a  Matriculated  Student 
unless,  in  addition  to  paying  the  matriculation  fee,  he  is  enrolled 
as  a  Student  in  attendance  in  one  or  more  classes  in  the  Univer- 
sity, and  has  paid  the  fees  entitling  him  to  such  attendance  : 
Provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect  the  right  of 
the  University  Court  to  exact  a  fee  in  Heu  of  and  not  e.xceeding 
the  matriculation  fee  from  any  candidate  for  any  e.xamination  or 
for  graduation,  not  being  at  the  time  a  Matriculated  Student,  in 
addition  to  the  fee  payable  for  such  examination  or  graduation. 
No  one  can  attend  a  University  Class  without  matriculating, 
except  in  those  special  cases  in  which  an  Entrance  Fee  of  5s. 
only  is  exacted  (see  page  34). 

The  Matriculated  Students  elect  the  Rector  of  the  University. 
In  case  of  an  equality  of  votes,  the  Chancellor,  or  failing  him. 
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the  Principal,  has  the  casting  vote.  Students  are  also  admitted 
to  the  use  of  the  University  Library,  and  on  certain  days  to 
the  Museum  of  Natural  History. 

Candidates  for  Graduation  who  are  attending  Extra-Academi- 
cal Lectures  in  Edinburgh,  and  not  attending  Classes  within 
the  University,  must,  at  the  beginning  of  each  year,  enrol  their 
names  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  pay  a  Fee  of  the 
same  amount  as  the  Matriculation  Fee.  In  respect  of  such 
payment  they  have  a  right  to  use  the  University  Library.

DISCIPLINE. 

Students  are  subject  to  the  disciplinary  jurisdiction  of  the 
Senatus.  Among  oftences  visited  with  severe  academic  penal- 
ties may  be  mentioned  riotous  or  disorderly  conduct,  copying 
at  examinations,  and  mutilating  or  disfiguring  books  belonging 
to  the  Library. 

UNIVERSITY  EXAMINERS. 
The  Examiners  for  Degrees  are  the  Professors  of,  or  Lec- 
turers on,  the  different  subjects,  along  with  additional  Examiners 
appointed  by  the  University  Court.  As  a  general  rule,  no  Pro- 
fessor, Lecturer,  or  University  Assistant  or  Demonstrator  can 
be  appointed  an  additional  Examiner. 


GR.\DUATION  CEREMONIALS. 

The  relative  precedence  of  each  Faculty  is  as  follows  :— i.  Divinity  ; 
2.  Law  ;  3.  Medicine  ;  4.  Arts  ;  5.  Science  ;  6.  Music.  The  Deans' 
take  precedence  in  their  respective  Faculties,  followed  by  the  Members 
of  their  Faculties  in  the  order  of  the  dates  of  their  Commissions. 

Public  Graduation  Ceremonials  are  held  annually  about  the  end  of 
March  (chiefly  for  Divinity,  Law,  Science,  and  Music),  about  the 
beginning  of  July  (for  Arts),  and  about  the  end  of  July  (for  Medicine 
and  Science).  Special  Ceremonials  may  be  held  about  the  end  of 
October  and  in  December. 

Graduates  must  appear  on  these  occasions  in  Academic  Costume.

REGULATIONS  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  COURT. 

I.  Regulations  as  to  the  performance  of  the  Duties  of  Profes- 
sors, University  Lecturers,  University  Assistants  and 
Examiners,  during  their  temporary  absence  or  disability. 

(a)   Professors. 

1.  When  a  Professor  is  prevented  from  teaching  his  Class  for  more 
than  three  successive  days,  an  arrangement  shall  be  made  for  his  Class 
being  taught  during  his  absence ;  and  such  arrangement  shall  be 
intimated  to,  and  be  subject  to  the  approval  of,  his  Faculty  or,  in  the 
case  of  an  em.ergency,  the  Dean  of  his  Faculty, 

2.  No  arrangement  for  teaching  a  Class  in  the  absence  of  the  Pro- 
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fessor  shall  continue  longer  than  one  week  without  the  sanction  of  the 
Senatus  Academicus  ;  or,  if  there  be  no  sufficiently  early  meeting  of  the 
Senatus,  without  the  interim  sanction  of  the  Faculty,  or  of  the  Principal 
and  Deans  Committee. 

3.  If  the  absence  is  likely  to  extend  to  four  weeks  or  upwards,  the 
sanction  of  the  Senatus  shall  require  the  confirmation  of  the  University 
Court.  The  statement  of  the  arrangement  for  teaching  a  Class  in  the 
absence  of  a  Professor,  submitted  by  the  Senatus  to  the  University 
Court,  shall  specify  the  remuneration  proposed  to  be  given  to  the 
Professor's  Substitute,  which  shall  be  subject  to  revision  by  the  Uni- 
versity Court. 

4.  The  remuneration  as  fixed  by  the  Court  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Professor  to  his  Substitute,  unless  the  Court  shall,  in  any  particular 
case,  decide  that  special  circumstances  make  it  equitable  to  relax  the 
rule,  and  to  pay  part  of  the  remuneration  out  of  the  remaining  revenue 
(if  any)  of  the  University  for  the  year,  as  defined  in  Section  XL,  8,  of 
Ordinance  No.  27  [Edinburgh,  No.  6]. 

5.  No  Professor  shall  employ  any  one  other  than  a  Colleague  or  Univer- 
sity Lecturer  or  University  Assistant  to  teach  his  Class  for  him,  without 
obtaining  the  sanction  of  his  Faculty  or,  in  the  case  of  an  emergency, 
the  Dean  of  his  Faculty ;  and  such  sanction  shall  be  communicated 
to  the  Senatus  at  its  first  meeting  thereafter. 

(b)   University  Lecturers. 

1.  When  a  Lecturer  is  prevented  from  performing  the  work  of  his 
oiifice  for  more  than  three  successive  days,  he  shall  arrange  for  its  per- 
formance during  his  absence  ;  and  the  arrangement  made  by  him  shall 
be  intimated  to,  and  be  subject  to  the  approval  of,  either  the  Head  of 
his  Department,  or  the  Dean  of  his  Faculty,  as  the  case  may  require. 

2.  No  such  arrangement  shall  continue  longer  than  one  week  without 
the  sanction  of  the  Senatus  Academicus  ;  or,  if  there  be  no  sufficiently 
early  meeting  of  Senatus,  without  the  interim  sanction  of  the  Faculty, 
or  of  the  Principal  and  Deans  Committee. 

3.  If  the  absence  is  likely  to  extend  to  four  weeks  or  upwards,  the 
sanction  of  the  Senatus  shall  require  the  confirmation  of  the  University 
Court.  The  statement  of  the  arrangement  submitted  by  the  Senatus 
to  the  Court  shall  suggest,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Court,  the 
amount  of  remuneration  to  be  given  to  the  Substitute. 

4.  The  remuneration  of  the  Substitute,  as  fixed  by  the  Court,  shall 
be  charged  to  the  Lecturer  unless  the  Court  shall,  in  any  particular 
case,  decide  that  special  circumstances  make  it  equitable  to  relax  the 
rule,  and  to  pay  a  part,  or  the  whole,  of  the  remuneration  out  of  the 
remaining  revenue  (if  any)  of  the  University  for  the  year  as  defined  in 
Sect.  XL,  S,  of  Ordinance  No.  27  [Edinburgh,  No.  6]. 
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(c)   University  Assistants. 

1.  When  an  Assistant  is  prevented  from  performing  the  work  of  his 
office  for  more  than  three  successive  days,  an  arrangement  shall  be 
made,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Head  of  his  Department,  for  its 
performance  during  his  absence. 

2.  No  such  arrangement  shall  continue  longer  than  one  week  without 
the  sanction  of  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  to  which  such  Assistant  belongs. 

3.  If  the  absence  is  likely  to  extend  to  four  weeks  or  upwards,  the 
sanction  of  the  Senatus  Academicus  shall  also  be  required.  When  the 
arrangement  involves  the  payment  of  remuneration  to  a  Substitute,  a 
suggestion  as  to  amount  shall  be  submitted  by  the  Senatus  to  the 
University  Court. 

4.  The  remuneration  of  the  Substitute,  as  fixed  by  the  Court,  shall 
be  charged  to  the  Assistant,  unless  the  Court  shall,  in  any  particular 
case,  decide  that  special  circumstances  make  it  equitable  to  relax  the 
rule,  and  to  pay  a  part,  or  the  whole  of  the  remuneration  out  of  the 
remaining  revenue  (if  any)  of  the  University  for  the  year,  as  defined  in 
Section  XL,  8,  of  Ordinance  No.  27  [Edinburgh,  No.  6]. 

(d)  Examiners. 

1.  Any  University  Examiner  who  finds  himself  prevented  from 
being  present  at  any  Examination  at  which  it  is  his  duty  to  act,  shall 
intimate  this  to  the  Dean  or  other  Chairman  of  his  Examining  Board, 
who,  on  receiving  such  intimation,  or  otherwise  becoming  aware  of  the 
absence  of  the  Examiner,  shall,  if  possible,  appoint  a  properly  qualified 
Substitute  to  act  for  such  Examiner. 

2.  In  every  case  in  which  a  person  is  appointed  to  act  as  Substi- 
tute for  a  University  Examiner,  and  in  v.hichhis  Faculty,  or  Examining 
Committee,  shall  consider  it  necessary  that  the  Substitute  shall  receive 
remuneration,  the  rate  of  remuneration  to  be  paid  by  the  Examiner 
(whether  a  Professor  or  Additional  Examiner)  to  his  Substitute  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  Faculty,  or  Examining  Committee,  and  shall  be  based 
upon  the  amount  of  the  Fees  payable  to  the  Additional  Examiners 
attached  to  the  Faculty  or  Examining  Committee. 

3.  All  absences  of  University  Examiners,  their  duration  and  cause, 
and  the  relative  arrangements  made,  shall  be  immediately  reported 
for  approval  to  the  Senatus  Academicus  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
to  which  the  absent  Examiner  is  attached  ;  and  a  similar  Report  shall 
in  every  case  of  the  absence  of  a  University  Examiner  be  made  by 
the  Senatus  Academicus  to  the  University  Court  ;  provided  always 
that  such  arrangements  shall  receive  immediate  effect  when  circum- 
stances do  not  permit  the  previous  approval  of  the  Senatus  Academicus 
to  be  obtained. 

4.  In  every  case  in  which  a  Professor  shall  apply  for  leave  of 
absence  from  his  duties  generally,  provision  shall  be  made,  under  the 
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existing  Regulations  regarding  leave  of  absence  to  Professors,  for  the 
performance  of  his  duties  as  Examiner,  as  well  as  for  the  performance 
of  his  duties  as  Teacher  ;  and  provision  shall  be  made  for  the  remu- 
neration of  his  Substitute  in  both  capacities. 

II.  Applications  for  Additional  (or  Non-Professorial) 

EXAMINERSHIPS  IN  THE  UNIVERSITY. 

1.  Applicants  should  lodge  twenty  copies  of  their  applications  (one 
of  which  should  be  signed),  and  twenty  copies  of  any  testimonials  they 
may  desire  to  present,  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Court,  not  later  than 
one  week  before  the  day  fixed  for  making  appointments  in  each  case. 

2.  Applicants  who  send  in  testimonials  must  not  send  more  than  four 
for  any  one  appointment. 

3.  Persons  may  be  appointed  to  examine  in  two  of  the  thirteen  Sub- 
jects of  the  Examinations  for  Graduation  in  Medicine,  but  not  more,  and 
not  in  more  than  one  Subject  in  any  one  Division  of  the  Examinations. 

4.  Every  applicant  for  an  appointment  in  Divinity  must  hold  the 
degree  of  B.D.  from  a  Scottish  University. 

Every  applicant  for  an  Examinership  in  Law  must  be  a  Bachelor  of 
Laws  of  a  Scottish  University. 

III.  Opening  of  New  Classes. 

No  class  in  addition  to  those  existing  in  the  University  shall  at  any 
time  be  opened, — whether  for  the  purpose  of  dividing  the  course  on  a 
subject  necessary  for  graduation,  or  for  teaching  a  class  not  requisite  for 
graduation, — without  the  approval  of  the  Senatus  and  the  sanction 
of  the  University  Court. 

IV.  Recognition  of  Extra-Academical  Teachers. 

I.  Every  applicant  for  recognition  shall  furnish  for  the  information  of 
the  Authorities  of  the  University  : — 

(I.)  A  Statement  of  his  Registered  Qualification  or  Qualifications, 

and  of  the  name  of  the  Office,  or  Appointment  (if  any) 

which  he  holds,  as  a  Teacher  of  the  Subject  in  which  he 

requests  recognition. 
(2.)  A  Syllabus  of  his  Course  of  Lectures;  or,  in  the  case  of  a 

Practical  Class,  information  of  a  similar  kind. 
(3.)  A  Statement  of  the  number  of  Lectures,  and  of  the  number  of 

Written  or  Oral  Examinations  in   the  Course ;  or.   in   the 

case  of  a  Practical  Class,  information  of  a  similar  kind. 
(4.)  A  Short  Description  of  his  Accommodation  for  a  Class  ;  and  of 

the  Apparatus,  Illustrative  Specimens,  Diagrams,  and  other 

appliances,  at  his  disposal  for  teaching  the  Subject  in  which 

he  desires  recognition. 
(5.)  A  Statement  of  his  opportunities  of  studying  the  Subject,  and 

of  the  length  of  time  devoted  thereto. 
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(6.)  A  Statement  of  the  experience  he  has  had  in  teaching   the 

Subject. 
(7.)  A  Note  of  the  Titles  of  his  pubUshed  Contributions  to  the- 

Science  of  the  Subject. 
(8.)  A  Statement  as  to  whether  his  Course  or  Courses  of  Instruction 

have  been  already  recognised  by  any  University  or  other 

examining  body,  and,  if  so,   what  means  were  adopted  for 

ascertaining  his  qualifications  for  teaching. 

2.  In  the  case  of  every  Applicant  for  recognition  residing  in  Edin- 
burgh or  its  neighbourhood,  an  inspection  shall  be  made  of  his  teaching 
Appliances  and  Accommodation  for  teaching. 

3.  Every  recognised  Extra- Academical  Teacher  shall  annually  furnish 
the  University  with  the  information  regarding  his  Course  or  Courses 
which  is  required  from  the  University  Professors  as  to  (l.)  The  number 
of  Students  attending  the  recognised  Course  or  Courses  of  Instruction  ; 
(2.)  The  number  of  meetings  for  ordinary  Class  Work  in  the  Session, 
and  in  each  week  thereof;  (3.)  The  number  of  Special  Written  Exami- 
nations; (4.)  The  system  of  conducting  the  ordinary  Class  Work,  and 
the  number  of  meetings  devoted  to  each  kind  of  work. 

4.  The  Certificate  of  Attendance  granted  to  Students  by  recognised 
Extra- Academical  Teachers,  should,  in  all  cases,  state  the  duration  of 
the  Course  and  the  number  of  Meetings  for  Systematic,  Tutorial,  and 
Practical  Instruction,  respectively  ;  the  number  of  occasions  on  which 
attendance  was  ascertained,  and  the  number  of  those  occasions  on 
which  the  Student  was  present ;  and  the  number  of  Class  Examinations 
held  during  the  Course,  and  whether  or  not  the  Student  has  taken  a 
satisfactory  part  in  the  work  of  the  Course,  including  the  Class  Exami- 
nations, if  any.  The  Certificate  should  also  state  the  general  scope  of 
the  Course  ;  and,  in  particular,  in  the  case  of  Chemistry,  that  the 
Course  included  Organic  as  well  as  Inorganic  Chemistry  ;  in  the  case 
of  Midwifery,  that  it  included  the  diseases  of  Women  and  Children  ; 
and,  in  the  case  of  Practical  Materia  Medica,  that  it  included  Pharma- 
cognosy, Pharmacy,  Dispensing,  and  the  writing  of  Prescriptions. 

5.  When  application  is  made  for  the  recognition  of  a  Course  taught 
by  two  or  more  Teachers  in  conjunction,  information  shall  be  given  of 
the  share  to  be  taken  by  each  Teacher  in  such  conjoined  Course  ;  and 
the  recognition  of  such  conjoined  Courses,  and  of  each  of  the  persons 
recognised  as  Teachers  of  a  conjoined  Course  shall,  ipso  facto,  terminate 
should  one  or  more  of  the  Teachers  cease  to  conduct  the  Course,  or 
should  any  material  change  be  made  in  the  share  of  each  Teacher  in  the 
teaching  of  the  conjoined  Course. 

6.  The  recognition  of  any  Teacher  who  fails  to  furnish  the  infor- 
mation called  for  in  Section  3,  or  an  explanation  relative  to  such 
failure  ;  or  who  has  ceased  for  the  period  of  two  consecutive  Sessions 
to  teach  the  subject  on  which  he  is  recognised,  shall,  ipso  facto, 
terminate. 
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THE  University  Buildings  at  present  consist  of:  (i)  The 
College,  or  University  (Old)  Building,  with  Dome,  in 
South  Bridge  Street ;  (2)  The  New  Buildings  (School  of  Medi- 
cine), and  the  M'Ewan  Hall,  Teviot  Place;  (3)  The  Music 
Class  Room,  Park  Place ;  (4)  The  John  Usher  Institute  of 
Public  Health,  Warrender  Park  Road  ;  (5)  The  Engineering 
and  Natural  Philosophy  Departments,  Infirmary  Street. 

I.  THE  UNIVERSITY  (OLD)  BUILDING. 

The  Old  Building,  on  the  site  of  "  Kirk  o'  Field,"  the  scene 
of  the  murder  of  Darnley,  contains  the  Library  and  Reading 
Rooms ;  the  Class  Rooms  of  the  Faculties  of  Arts,  Divinity, 
and  Law,  the  Natural  History,  and  some  other  Science  Class 
Rooms  ;  the  Theological  Library  and  Reading  Room  ;  the 
Examination  Hall  ;  the  Physical,  and  the  Geological  and  Petro- 
logical  Laboratories  ;  the  Fulton  Engineering  Laboratory  ;  the 
Physical,  Geological,  Fine  Art,  and  Natural  History  Museums  ; 
the  Senate  Hall,  University  Court  Room,  and  the  Offices  of 
the  Senatus,  the  Court,  and  the  Students'  Representative 
Council. 

The  work  of  teaching  began  in  1583,  but  before  the  end  of 
the  eighteenth  century,  the  professors  and  students  had  been 
very  imperfectly  housed.  In  a  Memorial,  dated  1768,  Principal 
Robertson  complains  that  the  buildings,  "  poor  in  themselves, 
seem  not  to  have  been  carried  on  according  to  any  regular 
plan,  such  as  takes  place  in  other  academical  structures  which 
have  been  erected  on  more  opulent  foundations  ;  and  hence 
the  whole  fabric  has  a  mean,  irregular,  and  contemptible 
appearance."  At  that  time  the  number  of  students  was 
between  six  and  seven  hundred,  and  that  of  professors 
twenty-one. 
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Twenty  years  later  a  writer  in  the  "Scots  Magazine"  com- 
plains that  "in  1788  the  buildings  of  the  University  are  in  the 
same  ruinous  condition  that  they  were  in  in  1768,  and  the  most 
celebrated  University  at  present  in  Europe  is  the  worst  accom- 
modated." A  scheme  for  rebuilding,  often  discussed,  was  now 
taken  up  seriously  by  the  Town  Council,  encouraged  by  promise 
of  liberal  aid  from  Government.  A  plan  was  obtained  from 
Robert  Adam,  then  at  the  height  of  his  reputation,  and  the 
foundation  stone  of  "the  New  College  of  Edinburgh"  was 
solemnly  laid  on  i6th  November  1789. 

Adam's  original  plans,  preserved  in  the  Soane  Museum  in 
London,  divide  the  space  now  occupied  by  the  College  buildings 
into  two  quadrangles,  a  smaller  to  the  east,  entered  as  now 
from  South  Bridge  Street,  and  a  larger  beyond  it  to  the 
west,  with  a  block  of  academic  buildings  lying  between.  This 
arrangement  was  doubtless  suggested  by  the  rapid  rise  of  the 
ground  from  north-east  to  south-west.  Round  these  two  courts 
there  were  to  be  Class  Rooms,  Museums,  a  Library,  and  also 
houses  for  the  Principal  and  Professors.  The  western  side  of 
the  larger  court  was  to  be  occupied  by  a  Graduation  Hall  and 
Chapel  ;  and  the  great  quadrangle  was  to  be  flanked  with  cor- 
ridors, affording  communication  between  the  class-rooms.  The 
building,  begun  chiefly  on  the  eastern  and  northern  sides,  was, 
however,  soon  stopped  by  the  death  of  the  architect  in  1792,  and 
by  failure  of  funds.  In  181 5  a  Government  Commission  was 
appointed  to  collect  funds  and  to  carry  out  the  undertaking, 
though  in  a  modified  form.  They  invited  plans  "for  finishing 
the  College  of  Edinburgh,  on  a  reduced  scale,  leaving  out  the 
south  front,  and  the  cross  building,  which  formed  the  small 
court  in  the  original  plan, — regard  being  always  had  to  the 
part  already  executed,  and  to  the  preservation  of  the  archi- 
tecture of  Mr  Adam,  as  far  as  practicable."  Out  of  nine  sets 
of  plans  sent  in,  those  of  William  Henry  Playfair  were  selected, 
and  under  his  superintendence  the  work  was  practically  com- 
pleted in  1828,  at  a  total  cost  of  about  ^161,000. 

The  general  character  of  the  whole  design  is  due  to  Robert 
Adam.     Some  portions  were  erected  by  him,  or  completed  after 
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his  death  from  his  drawings.  In  other  parts  some  modification 
of  his  plans  and  elevations  was  necessary,  while  a  third  portion 
had  to  be  designed  anew  by  Playfair,  who  was  careful  to  con- 
form to  Mr  Adam's  design.  The  handsome  eastern  facade, 
with  its  monolithic  columns  22  feet  in  height,  was  erected  by 
Adam,  who  intended  to  have  embellished  it  with  a  certain 
amount  of  sculpture.  He  also  erected  the  north-west  corner  of 
the  great  court,  of  which  the  circular  Loggie  form  an  admired 
feature,  carried  out  part  of  the  north  side,  and  began  the 
western  block.  Playfair  threw  the  two  courts  into  one,  and 
designed  the  north  and  south  interior  elevations  anew.  In  the 
western  block  he  adhered  to  Adam's  designs  ;  but  the  interior 
treatment  of  the  block,  fitted  up  for  the  Natural  History 
Museums,  is  his  own  ;  and  the  "  Upper  Museum,"  now  the 
Natural  History  Laboratory,  is  a  good  specimen  of  his  style. 
The  "circular  corners"  designed  by  Adam  for  his  great  court 
were  retained  by  Playfair  for  his  single  quadrangle.  On  the 
exterior,  the  north  front  is  Adam's,  and  its  plainness  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  only  a  narrow  lane  instead  of  the  broad  Chambers 
Street  then  bounded  the  College  on  that  side.  Adam's  hand- 
some design  for  the  south  front  was  simplified  by  Playfair,  but 
is  still  superior  to  the  north  elevation. 

The  difficulty  of  the  levels  in  the  quadrangle  was  satisfactorily 
overcome  by  Playfair  by  surrounding  the  court  with  a  terrace, 
which  affords  a  suitable  architectural  base  for  the  noble  build- 
ings rising  above  it.  But  Playfair's  great  achievement  is  the 
Upper  Library,  a  fine  gallery  185  feet  by  54  feet,  with  an  arched 
ceiling  enriched  with  cassettes. 

The  general  effect  of  the  buildings  is  simple  and  dignified. 
The  material  is  mainly  Craigleith  stone,  and  the  detail  carving 
is  well  worked  out.  The  single  quadrangle,  measuring  242  feet 
6  inches  from  east  to  west,  by  134  feet  from  north  to  south,  is  a 
great  improvement  on  the  original  plan  of  1789,  though  the 
essentials  of  the  design  are  due  to  Adam.  The  interior  eleva- 
tions of  the  quadrangle,  especially  on  the  west,  and  the  eastern 
front  to  South  Bridge  Street,  may  safely  be  pronounced  excel- 
lent specimens  of  the  neo-classic  style. 
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The  Dome. 

Adam's  original  design  provided  for  a  Dome  over  the  eastern 
portal,  but  as  his  sketch  was  not  very  pleasing,  no  steps  were 
taken  to  carry  out  this  feature  until  1883,  vvhen  funds  came  into 
the  possession  of  the  University,  bequeathed  for  this  purpose 
by  Robert  Cox,  Esq.,  W.S.  It  was  then  determined  to  carry  out 
the  Dome  on  a  new  design  by  Sir  R.  Rowand  Anderson,  LL.D., 
Architect  of  the  University  New  Buildings  (School  of  Medicine). 
The  present  Dome,  though  less  purely  classical  than  the  Adam- 
Playfair  building,  is  pleasing  and  effective.  An  admirable  finial 
is  formed  by  a  vigorous  and  athletic  figure  of  Youth,  bearing 
the  torch  of  Knowledge,  executed  in  bronze  by  John  Hutchison, 
Esq.,  R.S.A.     The  Dome  now  contains  the  Fine  Art  Museum. 

II.  THE  UNIVERSITY  NEW  BUILDINGS. 

(SCHOOL   OF   MEDICINE.) 

In  1869  the  number  of  students  had  risen  to  fifteen  hundred, 
and  that  of  the  Professors  to  thirty-three,  while  there  were 
seventeen  Class  Rooms  only  for  their  use.  An  Extension  Com- 
mittee was  therefore  formed  in  1873,  and  an  appeal  was  made  to 
the  public  for  subscriptions  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  and  the 
erection  of  complete  Class  Rooms,  Theatres,  Laboratories,  and 
Museums  for  the  Faculty  of  Medicine ;  for  reorganising  the  Class 
Rooms  in  the  Old  Building  for  the  Faculties  of  Arts,  Divinity, 
and  Law  ;  for  providing  better  accommodation  for  the  Library  ; 
for  erecting  a  Hall  for  examinations  and  academic  ceremonials  ; 
and  for  improving  the  north  front  of  the  College  building. 

This  appeal  to  the  public  yielded  a  sum  of  ^148,548,  2s.  5d., 
which,  with  a  grant  of  ^80,000  from  Government,  and  interest, 
rents,  &c.,  amounted  to  ^244,587,  4s.  8d. 

These  buildings  (the  University  New  Buildings),  begun  in 
1878,  were  partly  opened  for  teaching  purposes  in  October 
1880,  and  after  their  completion,  were  transferred  by  the 
Committee  to  the  University  in  October  1888.  They  are  situated 
on  a  site  formerly  covered  by  Teviot   Row,  Park   Street,  and 
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Park  Place,  and  were  designed  by  Sir  R.  Rowand  Anderson, 
LL.D.,  Architect,  and  completed  under  his  supervision. 

They  contain  the  Lecture  and  Practical  Rooms,  &c.,  of 
the  Faculty  of  Medicine  (excepting  those  of  Botany,  Natural 
History,  and  Public  Health),  the  Museums  of  Practice  of 
Physic,  Anatomy,  Chemistry,  Obstetrics,  Materia  Medica,  and 
Surgery  ;  a  Students'  Reading  Room,  Students'  Common  Room, 
Faculty  of  Medicine  Reception  and  Reading  Rooms,  and  Office 
of  the  Faculty. 

The  style  of  architecture  is  Italian  of  the  Cinque-Cento  period, 
intermediate  between  the  Gothic  and  the  stiff  Palladian  work, 
which  aims  at  a  mere  manipulation  of  the  five  orders.  The  main 
frontage  presents  a  slightly  projecting  elevation,  pierced  by  the 
archway  which  forms  the  principal  entrance.  Over  the  arch  is 
an  ornate  window,  flanked  by  pilasters,  between  which  are  niches 
for  statuary  ;  and  the  whole  is  surmounted  by  a  bold  semi-circular 
pediment,  intended  to  be  occupied  with  sculpture.  The  facade 
is  three  storeys  in  height  except  in  the  projecting  west  wing, 
which  has  an  additional  floor.  On  the  ground  floor  the  windows 
are  square.  Above  these  runs  a  well-marked  string-course  orna- 
mented with  dentils.  The  first-floor  windows  are  round-headed 
and  furnished  with  architraves.  Next  comes  a  broad  frieze 
relieved  at  intervals  with  circular  panels.  Over  this  the  string- 
course is  repeated  ;  and  the  upper-floor  windows  are  separated 
by  pilasters,  and  divided  by  shafts  supporting  circular  tracery. 
The  wall  is  finished  at  the  top  with  architrave,  frieze,  and  cornice, 
and  crowned  with  a  low-pitched  roof  The  external  features 
have  of  course  been  influenced  by  the  internal  arrangements. 

The  Hughes  Bennett  Physiology  Laboratory  was  erected  in 
1901  by  Mrs  Cox  of  Gorgie,  at  a  cost  of  ^2800,  in  memory  of  her 
father,  the  late  John  Hughes  Bennett,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Physi- 
ology in  the  University,  1848-1874.  It  is  in  direct  connection 
with  the  other  Physiology  Laboratories,  and  consists  of  a  large 
laboratory  equipped  with  the  most  modern  appliances  for  prac- 
tical work,  a  small  theatre  for  demonstrations  of  experiments 
which  the  students  cannot  perform  individually,  and  a  room 
used  for  the  demonstration  of  microscopic  specimens. 
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III.  THE  M'EWAN  HALL. 

In  1885,  the  Acting  Committee  for  the  University  of 
Edinburgh  Buildings  Extension  Scheme  resolved  to  apply 
to  Parliament  for  power  to  acquire  property  adjoining  the 
University  as  a  site  for  a  University  Hall.  Certain  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  were  incorporated  as  Trustees  for 
this  purpose,  and  one  of  their  number,  Mr  William  M'Ewan, 
M.P.,  munificently  offered  to  contribute  the  sum  required 
for  the  erection  of  the  Hall,  on  condition  that  the  cost  of 
the  site  was  provided  from  other  sources.  A  Parliamentary 
grant  of  ^8000  was  obtained,  and  Mr  M'Ewan  having 
generously  provided  the  balance  required,  the  site  was  pur- 
chased. The  erection  of  the  "  M'Ewan  Hall "  so  named  by 
the  Senatus  Academicus  in  grateful  recognition  of  the  Donor, 
was  begun  in  1888  and  finished  in  1897,  from  the  designs  and 
under  the  superintendence  of  Sir  R.  Rowand  Anderson,  LL.D. 
The  total  cost  of  the  Hall  including  the  extensive  scheme  of 
mural  painting  executed  by  Mr  William  M.  Palin,  and  the 
Grand  Electric  Organ,  was  about  ^115,000,  and  as  an  archi- 
tectural monument  it  is  not  excelled  by  any  Academic  building 
in  the  country. 

The  Hall  is  of  theatre  form,  and  the  external  elevation  con- 
forms to  the  architectural  style  of  the  early  Italian  Renais- 
sance adopted  in  the  other  University  New  Buildings.  It  is 
capable  of  holding  upwards  of  2600  people,  and  is  used  for 
Academic  Ceremonials,  Concerts  of  a  high-class,  and  other 
functions  approved  by  the  University  Court. 


IV.  THE  JOHN  USHER  INSTITUTE  OF  PUBLIC 

HEALTH. 

Following  upon  the  foundation  of  the  Chair  of  Public  Health, 
it  was  found  that  the  accommodation  available  in  the  Univer- 
sity Buildings  for  the  thorough  teaching  of  the  subject  and  for 
investigation  was  totally  insufficient.     Sir  John  Usher,  Bart., 
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who  had  contributed  largely  to  the  endowment  of  the  Chair, 
ofifered  to  provide  such  a  sum  as  might  be  necessary  to  build 
and  equip  laboratories  and  class  rooms  in  connection  therewith, 
on  condition  that  the  University  should  provide  the  site.  A 
site  was  secured  in  Warrender  Park  Road,  and  the  building 
was  erected  from  plans  prepared  by  Messrs  Leadbetter  & 
Fairley,  architects,  and  completed  under  their  supervision  at  a 
cost  of  over  ^21,000.  The  exterior,  in  its  architectural  features, 
shows  a  treatment  of  the  Classic  Renaissance  detail.  The 
interior  is  equipped  with  the  most  modern  appliances  for  teach- 
ing and  research  work  in  Bacteriology  and  Chemistry.  The 
Institute,  which  was  formally  handed  over  to  the  University  by 
Sir  John  Usher  in  June  1902,  has  been  named,  in  grateful 
acknowledgment  of  his  munificent  gift,  "  The  John  Usher 
Institute  of  Public  Health." 


V.  THE  ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT. 

The  new  block  of  buildings  for  the  Engineering  Department 
at  High  School  Yards  was  completed  in  the  winter  session 
1905-6.  The  block  of  buildings  is  T-shaped.  On  the  ground- 
floor  of  the  west  front  are  provided,  in  addition  to  the  entrance 
hall,  a  large  laboratory  for  the  testing  of  materials  and  a 
large  hydraulics  laboratory.  In  connection  with  the  hydraulics 
laboratory  a  water  tower  was  constructed  at  the  south-east 
angle  of  the  building.  The  floor  above  these  two  laboratories 
is  devoted  mainly  to  a  large  laboratory  for  experimental  me- 
chanics, to  a  class-room,  which  is  used  for  advanced  classes, 
and  also  as  a  reading-room  attached  to  the  departmental 
library.  The  rest  of  the  space  on  this  floor  is  devoted  to 
rooms  for  the  staff,  lavatories,  etc.  The  back  block  of  the 
building  is  also  divided  into  two  floors  :  the  lower  floor  forms 
the  large  lecture  theatre  of  the  department,  and  the  upper  floor, 
which  has  been  arranged  to  have  only  north  lights,  forms  a 
large  drawing  office.  An  extensive  workshop  has  been  pro- 
vided by  roofing  in  and  connecting  to  the  main  building  a  site 
at   the   north-east   corner   lying   between   the   front  and  back 
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blocks  of  the  main  building.  A  full  account  of  these  new- 
buildings  is  published  as  an  Appendix  to  the  Calendar  of 
1906-7. 


VI.  THE  NATURAL  PHILOSOPHY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Natural  Philosophy  building,  which  was  completed  in 
1907,  was  originally  the  Old  Surgical  Hospital,  and  in  the 
transformation  to  which  the  hospital  has  been  subjected,  it  has 
been  found  possible  to  preserve  the  outer  walls  almost  without 
change. 

The  building  has  three  storeys,  an  annex,  and  a  tower.     The 
principal  floor  contains  the  lecture  theatre  with    preparation 
room    adjoining,    the    apparatus   room,   a  library  and   reading 
room,  assistants'  rooms,  and  the  professor's  consultation  room 
and    laboratory.      The    upper    floor   is    devoted   to   students' 
laboratories,  and  contains  a  large  junior  laboratory,  a  suite  of 
rooms  for  more  advanced  work  of  different  kinds,   and  a  re- 
search  room  for  the   assistant    in   charge.     The  ground   floor 
contains  the  rooms  of  the  applied  mathematics  department,  a 
large  workshop,  an  accumulator  room  and  a  number  of  research 
rooms  so  designed  as  to  have  as  great  freedom  as  possible  from 
vibration  and  from  variable  magnetic  conditions.     The  tower 
has  been  used  to  furnish  a  well  for  a  lift,  and  a  shaft  for  experi- 
ments requiring  considerable  height,  while  it  also  gives  access 
to  a  space  on  the  roof  for  experiments  in  the  open  air.     The 
annex  will  be  available  for  future  extension. 


VII.  REID  SCHOOL  OF  MUSIC. 

The  School  of  Music,  situated  immediately  to  the  south- 
east of  the  University  New  Buildings,  was  built  in  1858,  from 
the  designs  of  the  late  David  Cousin.  It  contains  the  Music 
Class  Room,  with  an  organ  of  four  manuals  and  sixty-six  stops, 
in  a  handsome  carved  oak  case  ;  and  a  Museum  of  interesting 
acoustic  and  antique  musical  instruments.

The  architecture  of  the  building  is  in  the  Italian  Renaissance 
style  of  the  early  part  of  the  sixteenth  century. 

VIII.  UNIVERSITY  UNION. 

This  building,  which  occupies  the  site  in  Park  Place,  close  to 
the  M'Ewan  Hall,  is  held  by  trustees  for  the  members.  Its 
institution  dates  from  the  year  1884,  when  the  Students' 
Representative  Council  started  the  movement.  A  large  in- 
fluential "General  Union  Committee"  was  appointed,  who 
succeeded  in  raising  the  sum  of  ^15,000.  With  this  amount 
the  original  buildings  of  the  Union  were  erected.  In  1900, 
however,  an  extension  was  found  necessary,  which  has 
been  carried  out  by  instalments,  the  last  having  now 
been  completed.  Part  of  the  extension  occupies  the  site  of 
the  famous  "Ross  House,"  referred  to  by  Sir  Walter  Scott 
in  "  Redgauntlet."  The  extension  entails  an  additional  ex- 
penditure of  ^26,000,  thus  raising  the  total  cost  to  ^{^4 1,000. 
The  original  buildings,  which  are  Scottish  Baronial  in  style, 
were  designed  by  Messrs  Sydney  Mitchell  &  Wilson,  architects, 
and  the  extension  has  been  planned  by  them  in  keeping 
therewith.  The  exterior  is  treated  with  large  mullioned  and 
transomed  and  cusped  windows,  which  form  a  marked  feature 
of  the  building.     See  Appendix  No.  111.

LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 

THE  Library  Committee  consists  of  not  more  than  seven 
members,  not  being  members  of  the  Senatus,  appointed  by 
the  University  Court,  and  of  such  number  appointed  by  the 
Senatus  as  shall  be  double  the  number  appointed  by  the  Court. 
The  Committee  is  charged  with  the  superintendence  of  the 
Library,  and  of  any  libraries  acquired,  or  to  be  acquired,  for  the 
use  of  the  University.  The  members  of  the  Committee  are 
D 
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appointed  by  the  University  Court  and  the  Senatub  respectively 
at  their  first  meeting  in  the  Winter  Session.

In  1580  Mr  Clement  Littil  or  Little  left  his  books  to  "  Edin- 
bvrgh  and  Kirk  of  God  thair  to  reman."  This  collection  of 
about  300  volumes,  chiefly  theological  (see  list  in  Miscellany 
of  the  Maitland  Club,  vol.  i.,  1834),  was  transferred  by  the  Town 
Council  to  the  University,  and  became  the  nucleus  of  the  Uni- 
versity Library. 

The  celebrated  Poet,  Drummond  of  Hawthornden,  bequeathed 
his  library  to  the  University  in  1627 — a  valuable  gift,  both  from 
the  eminence  of  the  donor,  and  the  rare  specimens  of  early  litera- 
ture it  embraces  (see  Atictarium  Bibliothecce  Edinbttrgefice, 
1627). 

Among  noteworthy  donors  are  Principal  Adamson ;  Dr  Robert 
Johnston,  a  physician  in  London  ;  the  Rev.  James  Nairne  of 
Wemyss,  in  Fife;  Dr  John  Stevenson,  Professor  of  Logic  and 
Metaphysics  in  the  University;  and  Dr  William  Thomson, 
Professor  of  Anatomy  in  the  University  of  Oxford.  In  1872, 
Mr  J.  O.  Hallivvell,  the  eminent  Shakespearean  critic,  presented 
his  very  valuable  collection  of  works  relating  to  Shakespeare. 
In  1875  3.  large  collection  of  Persian  and  Arabic  MSS.  was  pre- 
sented by  Mr  J.  B.  Baillie  of  Leys  ;  in  1879  ^1^  extensive  collec- 
tion of  MSS.  was  received  from  the  executors  of  David  Laing, 
LL.D.  ;  in  1880  the  works  on  Economic  Science  collected  by 
Professor  Hodgson  were  presented  by  Mrs  Hodgson;  in  1882 
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valuable  works  on  Sanskrit  Literature  were  presented  by  the 
family  of  Dr  John  Muir  ;  and  in  1886  Mr  Thomas  Stratton  be- 
queathed 1 10  works  bearing  on  the  study  of  Celtic.  In  1889  Sir 
William  Mackinnon,  Balinakill,  purchased  the  books  of  Dr 
Cameron  of  Brodick,  an  eminent  Celtic  scholar,  for  ^600,  for 
presentation  to  the  University ;  and  the  same  year  the  Library 
received  a  valuable  collection  of  MS.  Shakespeariana  from  Dr 
Halliwell-Phillipps,  and  a  number  of  books  belonging  to  the  late 
Professor  Wilson,  from  Mrs  Wilson.  A  "  Lorimer  Collection," 
in  memory  of  the  late  Professor  Lorimer,  was  presented  by  his 
son-in-law,  Sir  David  P.  Chalmers.  In  1895  Professor  Blackie 
left  to  the  Library  his  collection  of  modern  Greek  books  ;  and 
important  additions  were  received  from  the  Goodsir  bequest, 
and  from  Major  Sprot,  as  representative  of  the  late  Dr  Cleg- 
horn  of  Stravithie.  In  1898  Sir  William  Fraser  left  a  very 
handsome  legacy  to  the  Library,  putting  it  for  the  first  time 
since  the  General  Reid  Bequest  ceased  to  be  separately 
administered,  in  possession  of  funds  of  its  own. 

The  Library  contains  over  230,000  printed  volumes,  and 
about  7500  MSS.,  many  of  which  are  of  great  value. 

The  University  also  possesses  a  number  of  valuable  pictures 
and  busts,  which  adorn  the  Library  and  the  Senate  Hall. 

The  Library  Hall,  and  the  suite  of  rooms  connected  with  it, 
occupy  the  south  side  of  the  quadrangle  (Old  Buildings). 

In  1895  the  following  Library  Regulations  were  laid  down  by 
Ordinance  (No.  64) : — 
I. 

II.  .  . 

III.  All  books  ordered  for  the  Library  by  the  Library  Coniniittee  shall  be  sent 
direct  to  the  Librarian,  and  all  books  received  by  him  shall  be  forthwith  catalogued 
by  him  i»  such  manner  as  the  Library  Committee  may  direct,  and  stamped  with  the 
Library  stamp  ;  and  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  use  or  borrow  any  book  until  it 
has  been  entered  in  the  catalogue  and  stamped. 

IV.  The  Librarian  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  Library  Committee,  from  time 
to  time  prepare  a  list  of  such  books,  manuscripts,  and  other  works  as  cannot,  in  con- 
sequence of  any  deed  of  gift  or  otherwise,  be  lent  out  of  the  Library  ;  and  the  Library 
Committee  shall  from  time  to  time  make  such  regulations  as  they  shall  think  ex- 
pedient for  allowing  access  to  such  works  for  consultation. 
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V.  Manuscripts,  rare  books,  works  of  reference,  and  such  other  works  as  the 
Library  Committee  shall  determine,  shall  not  be  lent  out  of  the  Library,  except 
under  regulations  to  be  made  by  the  Library  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Senatus 
Academicus  and  the  University  Court ;  and,  in  addition  to  such  general  regulations, 
the  Library  Committee  may,  in  each  individual  case  of  borrowing  such  works, 
impose  such  special  conditions  as  they  may  think  necessary  or  expedient  :  Provided 
always  that  every  such  special  permission  and  all  such  additional  conditions  imposed 
by  the  Library  Committee  shall  be  entered  in  the  Minute-Book  of  the  Committee. 

VL  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Librarian  at  any  time  to  withdraw  any  work 
from  circulation,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Library'  Committee. 

VIL  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  University  Court,  after  consultation  with  the 
Senatus  Academicus,  and  on  the  report  of  the  Library  Committee,  to  sell  or  exchange 
such  works  as  they  consider  it  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Library  to  dispose  of. 

VIII.  A  general  inspection  of  the  Library  shall  take  place  at  such  times  and  during 
such  periods  as  the  University  Court,  on  the  report  of  the  Library  Committee,  shall 
determine,  and  all  works  whatsoever,  and  by  whomsoever  borrowed,  shall  be  returned 
to  the  Library  before  the  commencement  of  such  periods,  under  a  penalty  previously 
fixed  and  publicly  notified  by  the  University  Court. 

IX.  The  Library  Committee  shall  frame  regulations  to  be  approved  by  the  Uni- 
versity Court,  under  which  the  persons  hereinafter  mentioned  may  respectively 
borrow  or  consult  books.  Such  regulations  shall  prescribe,  inter  alia,  (a)  the  num- 
ber of  books  which  the  said  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  borrow  ;  (b)  the  period  for 
which  they  shall  be  allowed  to  retain  them  ;  (c)  the  penalties  to  be  imposed  in  the 
event  of  their  failure  to  return  books  in  due  time,  or  in  the  event  of  books  being  lost 
or  injured. 

The  persons  entitled  to  borrow  books  shall  be  ; — 

1.  Members  of  the  Senatus  Academicus  and  University  Lecturers. 

2.  University  Assistants  and  Examiners. 

3.  The  Librarian  and  Assistant-Librarians. 

4.  Matriculated  Students. 

5.  Extra-academical  Teachers,  recognised  by  the  University  Court,  in  the  town  in 

which  the  University  is  situated. 

6.  Students  enrolled  in  any  Scottish  University  as  attending  the  lectures  of  extra- 

academical  teachers  in  the  town  in  which  the  University  is  situated,  and  who 
are  already  entitled  by  Ordinance  to  the  use  of  the  Library. 

7.  Persons  who  have  retired  or  who  shall  hereafter  retire  from  the  office  of  Principal 

or  Professor. 

8.  Members  of  the  University  Court.  • 

9.  Members  of  the  General  Council. 

Provided  that  no  member  of  the  University  Court  or  of  the  General  Council  shall 
be  entitled  to  obtain  from  the  University  Library  books  required  by  the  Teachers  or 
Students  of  the  University  in  the  prosecution  of  academic  work  and  research,  and 
that  it  shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  Librarian,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Library 
Committee,  to  decide  from  time  to  time  what  books  are  so  required. 
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In  fixing  the  number  of  books  to  be  borrowed  by  the  afore-mentioned  persons 
respectively,  duo  regard  shall  be  had  to  the  preferable  claims  of  those  engaged  in 
teaching  and  studying  in  the  University. 

X.  Members  of  the  General  Council  shall  be  required,  as  a  condition  of  exercising 
the  privilege  of  borrowing  books,  to  pay  such  subscription  as  the  University  Court 
shall  fix  from  time  to  time. 

XI.  The  University  Court  shall  determine  what  sum,  if  any,  shall  be  deposited  by 
those  entitled  to  borrow  books. 

XII.  The  Library  Committee,  with  the  approval  of  the  University  Court,  may 
admit  to  the  use  of  the  Library,  upon  such  conditions  as  to  subscription  and  other- 
wise as  they  may  require,  members  of  the  General  Council  of  other  Scottish 
Universities  and  Graduates  of  the  University  who,  by  reason  of  being  under  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  are  not  qualified  to  be  members  of  the  General  Council. 

XIII.  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Library  Committee  from  time  to  time  to  grant 
the  use  of  the  Library  to  such  extent  and  on  such  conditions  as  they  shall  think 
expedient  to  persons  who  may  not  be  members  of  the  University,  for  purposes  of 
literary  research,  and  the  names  of  those  privileged  readers  shall  be  reported  annually 
to  the  University  Court. 

XIV.  So  long  as  any  Library  subscription  or  any  fine  incurred  remains  unpaid,  and 
so  long  as  any  person  continues  in  possession  of  a  book  which  he  is  not  entitled  to 
retain,  the  right  of  the  defaulter  to  the  use  of  the  Library  shall  be  suspended  and 
remain  in  abeyance. 

XV.  The  Library  Committee  shall,  in  an  annual  report  to  the  Senatus  Academicus, 
furnish  information  as  to  : 

1.  The  state  in  which  the  borrowing  registers  are  kept,  and  whether  there  is  in  use 

any  finding  hst  or  other  means  for  facilitating  the  recall  of  books. 

2.  The  condition  of  the  various  catalogues,  whether  they  are  brought  up  to  date 

or  not ;  the  amount  of  arrears,  if  any,  of  the  cataloguing  of  the  titles  of 
current  acquisitions ;  and  what  portions  of  the  Library,  if  any,  remain 
uncatalogued. 

3.  The  amount  of  money  spent  in  the  purchase  of  books  and  periodicals  respectively, 

and  how  the  expenditure  has  been  distributed  among  the  several  departments 
of  literature  and  science. 

XVI.  At  such  time  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Senatus  Academicus  the  Librarian 
shall  report  to  the  Senatus  in  reference  to  the  year  then  ended  : 

1.  The  particulars  of  every  case  of  admission  to  special  reading  privileges. 

2.  The  particulars  of  every  case  in  which  the  right  to  the  use  of  the  Library  has 

been  suspended  or  is  in  abeyance. 

3.  Every  case  in  which  a  book  belonging  to  the  Library  has  been  replaced  at  the 

expense  of  a  borrower. 

4.  The  titles  of  all  books  belonging  to  the  Library,  known  to  have  been  lost  or 

seriously  injured,  or  found  at  the  time  of  inspection  to  be  amissing. 

5.  The  titles  of  all  books  entered  as  missing  in  previous  reports  which  have  been 

recovered. 

6.  The  number  of  accessions  to  the  Library  acquired  by  purchase  and  received  in 

donation  respectively. 
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y.  Any  other  matter  which  the  Librarian  may  think  it  of  importance  to  bring 
under  the  notice  of  the  Senatus  Academicus,  or  which  he  may  be  directed 
by  the  Library  Committee  to  report. 
The  Senatus  Academicus  shall  forward  the  report  to  the  University  Court. 
XVII.  Ordinances  numbered  68  and  89  of  the  Commissioners  under  the  Uni- 
versities (Scotland)  Act,  1858,  are  hereby  repealed,  provided  that  the  regulations, 
therein  contained  shall  continue  to  be  in  force  in  each  University  until  new  regula- 
tions have  been  framed  by  the  Library  Committee,  and  approved  by  the  University 
Court  under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 


SUPPLEMENTARY   REGULATIONS    UNDER 
ORDINANCE  64,  XVII. 

I.  The  Library  is  open  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays, 
Thursdays,  and  Fridays,  from  10  A.iSL  to  4  p.ini.  during  the 
Winter  Session  ;  from  10  a.m.  to  3  p.m.  during  the  summer  and 
autumn  ;  and  on  Saturdays  from  10  a.m.  to  i  P.M.  throughout 
the  year  ;  with  the  following  exceptions  : — 

During  the  Christmas  Vacation  and  the  month  of  August  the 
Library  is  open  on  the  above-mentioned  days  (exckisive  of 
Saturdays)  from  10  A.M.  to  i  P.M.  only. 

The  Library  is  closed  on  Saturdays  during  the  Christmas 
Vacation  and  the  month  of  August  ;  ^'ictoria  Day,  Christmas 
Day,  New  Year's  Day,  Good  Friday,  the  Saturday  before 
Easter,  and  the  Edinburgh  Spring  and  Autumn  Holidays ; 
and  (except  for  the  return  of  books)  during  the  Annual  Inspec- 
tion (see  Regulation  IX.). 

II.  Members  of  the  under-mentioned  classes  of  readers  may 
borrow  from  the  Library  and  have  out  at  one  time,  respectively, 
the  number  of  books  specified  below,  but  no  larger  number 
(except  as  provided  in  Regulation  VII.)  : 

Members  of  Senatus  and  University  Lecturers  — 25  vols. 

Former  Principals  and  Professors,  Members  of  the  Univer- 
sity Court  and  the  Library  Committee,  University  Assistants, 
University  Examiners,   and  the  Librarian — 10  vols. 

Members  of  the  General  Council  of  any  Scottish  University, 
and  extra-academical  teachers  recognized  by  the  University,  on  an 
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annual  payment  of  los.  6d.,  or  a  single  payment  of  ^5 — 5  vols.  : 
on  an  annual  payment  of  ^i,  is.,  or  a  single  payment  of  ^10 
— 10  vols. 

Assistant-Librarians  and  Clerks  in  University  Offices  (being 
of  age) — 5  vols. 

III.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  borrow  books  in  more 
than  one  capacity. 

I\'.  Subject  to  the  provision  as  to  the  return  of  books  before 
the  Annual  Inspection  (Regulation  X.),  every  member  of  the 
classes  mentioned  in  Regulation  II.  is  entitled  to  retain  a 
book  for  one  month  :  but  this  period  may  be  prolonged  until 
the  time  of  the  Annual  Inspection,  if  the  book  is  not  otherwise 
required  under  Regulation  VI.  Provided  that  the  Librarian 
may  recall  a  book  at  any  time,  if  required  for  class  purposes. 

\ .  Every  Matriculated  Student  and  every  student  enrolled 
as  attending  an  extra-academical  teacher  in  Edinburgh  (under 
Ord.  No.  16,  Edinburgh,  No.  i,  Sect,  viii..  Sub-sect.  5)  may 
borrow  and  have  out  at  one  time  three  volumes,  but  not  more, 
and  may  retain  any  book  for  two  weeks  ;  but  this  period  rnay  be 
prolonged,  with  the  permission  of  the  Librarian,  if  the  book  is 
not  otherwise  required  under  Regulation  VI.  Provided  that 
every  such  student,  before  borrowing  a  book  for  the  first  time 
in  each  academical  year,  must  exhibit  his  Matriculation  Ticket, 
and  one  Class  Ticket,  and  deposit  £,\  at  the  Matriculation 
Office  ;  after  which  his  name  will  be  enrolled  in  the  Library 
Books.  Provided  also  that  the  Librarian  may  recall  a  book  at 
any  time,  if  required  for  class  purposes. 

VI.  When  a  borrower  has  had  a  book  out  for  a  period  (as 
determined  by  Regulations  IV.  and  V.)  of  one  month  or  two 
weeks,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  Librarian  may  recall  such  book, 
if  required  by  another  person.  If  the  book  so  recalled  be  not 
returned  on  or  before  the  day  specified  on  the  notice  of  recall, 
the  borrower  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  one  shilling  per 
volume  ;  and  to  a  further  fine  of  sixpence  per  volume  for 
every  subsequent  day  so   long   as  the  book   is  not   returned, 
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until  the  total  amount  of  the  fine  is  equal  to  the  sum  for 
which  the  book  can  be  replaced.  Provided  that,  in  the  case 
of  students,  only  half  the  above-mentioned  fines  shall  be  re- 
quired, until  the  total  amount  is  equal  to  the  value  of  the  book. 

VII.  In  exceptional  cases,  the  Library  Committee  may  in- 
crease the  number  of  books  allowed  by  Regulations  II.  and 
v.,  or  extend  the  periods  fixed  by  Regulations  IV.  and  V.  ; 
provided  that  in  every  such  case  the  additional  number  or  period 
be  specified,  and  entered  in  the  Committee's  minutes,  and  that 
the  Committee  may  attach  to  the  permission  such  conditions  as 
it  may  deem  advisable. 

VIII.  No  book  shall  be  given  out  except  to  the  borrower 
in  person,  or  to  some  one  having  written  authority  from  him  ; 
nor  without  the  presentation  of  a  Library  Ticket,  or  a  written 
request,  signed  by  the  borrower  :  and  all  books  borrowed  shall 
be  entered  immediately,  with  the  date  of  borrowing,  in  the  ledger 
or  ledgers  kept  for  the  purpose. 

IX.  A  General  Inspection  of  the  Library  shall  take  place 
annually  during  the  month  of  April,  and  shall  last  for  one 
week.  During  this  period  the  Library  shall  be  closed,  except 
for  the  return  of  books. 

X.  All  books,  except  as  provided  for  by  Regulation  XL, 
must  be  returned  to  the  Library  before  the  commencement 
of  the  General  Inspection,  under  a  penalty  of  one  shilling 
for  every  volume  not  returned.  Notice  of  each  book  not 
so  returned  shall  be  sent  forthwith  by  the  Librarian  to  the 
borrower,  requiring  its  return  before  the  close  of  the  Inspection  ; 
and  if  the  book  or  books  so  required  be  not  returned  on  or  before 
that  date,  the  borrower  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  sixpence 
a  day  for  each  volume  so  long  as  it  is  not  returned,  until  the 
total  amount  of  the  fine  is  equal  to  the  sum  for  which  the  book 
can  be  replaced.  Provided  that,  in  the  case  of  students,  only 
half  the  above  fines  shall  be  required,  until  the  total  amount  is 
equal  to  the  value  of  the  book. 

XI.  In  exceptional  cases,  the  Library  Committee  may,  before 
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the  commencement  of  the  General  Inspection,  and  on  the 
written  application  of  the  borrower,  give  permission  to  keep  out 
a  book  or  books  over  one  period  of  Inspection  only,  provided  that 
the  borrower  sign  a  fresh  ticket  for  them. 

XII.  All  books  returned  to  the  Library,  if  not  sent  by  rail 
or  post,  must  be  delivered,  at  the  Library-counter,  to  the 
Librarian  or  one  of  the  Assistant-Librarians  ;  and  a  receipt  for 
books  so  returned  shall  be  given  if  required. 

XIII.  Unbound  numbers  of  periodicals  shall  remain  for 
consultation  in  the  Library  during  the  first  month  after  publica- 
tion ;  they  may  then  be  borrowed,  but  shall  not  be  retained 
longer  than  fourteen  days  without  the  special  permission  of  the 
Librarian. 

XIV.  Manuscripts,  books,  and  other  works  contemplated 
under  Ordinance  64,  Section  iv.,  are  divided  into  two  classes. 
Those  in  class  ia)  may  be  consulted  with  the  permission  of  the 
Librarian,  who  shall  report  such  permission  to  the  Library 
Committee  at  their  next  meeting  ;  those  in  class  {b)  may  not 
be  consulted  without  the  leave  of  the  Library  Committee 
previously  obtained.  Works  included  in  either  class  shall  be 
consulted  only  in  such  parts  of  the  Library  as  the  Librarian 
shall  determine. 

XV.  Manuscripts,  books,  and  other  works  contemplated 
under  Ordinance  64,  Section  v.,  are  divided  into  two  classes,  viz. : 
{a)  works  of  reference,  {b)  manuscripts  and  other  works.  Works 
comprised  in  class  ia)  may  be  lent  out  by  the  Librarian  from  the 
hour  of  closing  to  the  next  hour  of  opening  (except  during  the 
Annual  Inspection),  subject  to  a  penalty  of  two  shillings  a  day 
per  volume  if  not  returned.  Manuscripts  and  other  works 
comprised  in  class  ib)  may  be  lent  out  by  permission  of  the 
Library  Committee  only,  subject  to  such  conditions  as  the 
Committee  may  in  each  case  determine.  Provided  that,  in 
urgent  cases,  such  works  (not  being  manuscripts)  may  be 
provisionally  lent  out  by  the  Librarian  and  two  members  of 
the  Library  Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the   Com- 
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mittee  at  their  next  meeting,  and  to  such    conditions  as  the 
Committee  may  in  each  case  determine. 

XVI.  All  fines  shall  be  collected  by  the  Librarian,  and  paid 
over  by  him  to  the  Factor  of  the  University.  A  report  of  names 
and  amounts  shall  be  made  annually  by  the  Librarian  to  the 
Library  Committee.  No  fine  shall  in  any  case  be  remitted, 
except  by  order  of  the  Library  Committee,  on  sufficient  cause 
shown. 

XVI L  No  books  or  papers  not  belonging  to  the  University 
shall  be  stored  within  the  Library  Building,  without  the  special 
permission  of  the  Library  Committee. 

XVIII.  The  use  of  matches  or  open  lights,  in  any  part  of  the 
Library  Building,  is  strictly  prohibited. 

XIX.  No  persons  except  the  Library  Staft",  not  being  actual 
or  former  members  of  the  Senatus,  University  Lecturers, 
members  of  the  University  Court  or  of  the  Library  Committee, 
or  persons  having  permission  under  Regulation  XI V.,  are  allowed 
to  enter  or  remain  in  any  part  of  the  Library  Building  beyond 
the  counter,  except  in  the  company  of  the  Librarian  or  an 
Assistant  -  Librarian  ;  unless  by  special  permission  of  the 
Library  Committee,  or  (in  urgent  cases)  of  the  Librarian 
and  two  members  of  the  Committee,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Committee  at  their  next  meeting. 

XX.  The  Librarian  shall  report  to  the  Library  Committee,  as 
soon  as  possible,  all  cases  in  which  a  book  has  been  mutilated, 
disfigured  by  writing,  or  otherwise  injured  while  in  the  possession 
of  readers  ;  and  offenders  may  be  required  to  replace  the  injured 
book,  or  may  be  fined  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  value  of 
the  book,  or  deprived  of  the  privilege  of  using  the  Library,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Committee. 


N.B. — The  word  "book,"  in  the  foregoing  regulations,  is  to 
be  taken  as  including  manuscripts,  pamphlets,  bound  or  unbound 
periodicals,  and  other  written  or  printed  matter  being  the 
property  of  the  University  Library. 
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READING-ROOMS. 
I.  Old  Buildings. 

A  separate  collection  of  books  is  set  apart  for  the  use  of 
Students. 

Those  wishing  to  consult  books  must  insert  in  one  of  the 
slips  provided  for  the  purpose  their  Matriculation  Number. 
Name  and  Residence,  and  the  title  of  the  Book,  and  present 
the  slip  to  the  Librarian  in  attendance. 

Each  slip  will  render  the  person  who  has  signed  it  responsible 
for  the  book  named.  The  counterfoil  of  the  slip  should,  there- 
fore, be  reclaimed  from  the  Librarian  when  the  Book  is  returned, 
or  whenever  the  Book  applied  for  is  not  available. 

Every  volume  must  be  returned  by  the  borrower  before 
leaving  the  Reading-Room.  Students  are  forbidden  to  leave 
the  Books  on  the  table  ;  they  are  required  to  hand  them  to  the 
Librarian,  and  to  get  back  the  counterfoils.  To  prevent  con- 
fusion, this  should  be  done  a  few  minutes  before  the  close  of 
each  hour  by  those  about  to  attend  classes. 

Besides  the  books  in  the  Reading-Room,  each  Student  may 
consult  in  the  Reading-Room  Two  Volumes  daily  from  the 
General  Library  :  Provided  he  has  handed  in  slips  applying  for 
them  on  the  previous  day,  before  2  p.m.  To  such  books  the  same 
rules  will  apply  as  to  those  consulted  from  the  Reading-Room. 

No  conversation  or  noise  is  permitted  in  the  Reading-Room. 

The  Librarian  is  responsible  for  the  management  of  the 
Reading-Room.  Any  difficulty  that  may  arise  must  be  referred 
to  him,  or,  if  necessary,  through  him  to  the  Library  Committee. 

Students,  on  first  applying  for  books  in  the  Reading-Room, 
must  exhibit  their  Matriculation  Tickets. 

All  books  taken  into  the  Reading-Room  from  the  General 
Library  shall  be  examined  and  returned  to  their  place  in  the 
General  Library  each  day.  No  books  shall  be  issued  from  the 
General  Library,  for  use  in  the  Reading-Room,  after  3.20  in 
Winter  or  2.30  in  Summer;  and  all  books  from  the  General 
Librarj'  shall  be  given  up  in  the  Reading-Room  at  3.45  in  Winter 
and  2.45  in  Summer. 
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The  Reading-Room  is  available  for  either  men  or  women 
Students.  It  is  open  daily,  holidays  excepted,  during  the  Winter 
Session  from  lo  to  4  and  from  7  to  9  P.M.;  Saturdays  10  to  i  ; 
and  during  the  Summer  Session  from  10  to  3  ;  Saturdays 
10  to   I. 

A  Special  Reading-Room  is  set  apart  for  women  students. 

II.  New  Buildings,  Teviot  Place. 

In  the  New  Buildings  is  a  Students'  Reading-Room  con- 
taining Books  of  Reference  for  those  attending  the  Classes  in 
the  Faculty  of  Medicine.  The  Regulations  as  to  consulting 
Books  are  similar  to  those  in  the  Reading-Room  in  the  Old 
Buildings.  It  is  open  daily,  during  Sessions,  from  9  a.m.  to  5, 
and  8  to  10  P.M.  ;  Saturdays,  9  a.m.  to  12.  In  September  and 
during  the  week  in  which  the  Spring  Holiday  occurs  (Saturday 
e.\cepted)  it  is  open  from  10  a.m.  to  i.  It  is  closed  during 
August  and  the  Christmas  vacation,  and  on  holidays. 

THEOLOGICAL  LIBRARY. 

This  Library,  founded  in  1698  for  Students  in  Theology, 
contains  above  10,000  volumes.  The  management  is  vested  in 
six  Curators,  chosen  by  ballot  by  the  "Cives"  of  the  Library 
from  their  own  number.  Students  of  Divinity  of  this  or  other 
Scottish  University  are  admitted  as  Cives  on  paying  :  the 
former,  two  shillings  and  sixpence ;  the  latter,  five  shillings, 
per  annum.  No  one  who,  when  a  Student  of  Divinity  in  this 
University,  failed  to  enter  as  a  Civis,  may  afterwards  do  so 
until  he  has  paid  up  the  arrears  of  two  shillings  and  sixpence 
for  each  year  of  his  Theological  Course  in  which  he  failed  to 
pay.  No  Civis  can  be  elected  a  Curator  unless  at  least  in 
the  second  year  of  his  attendance  at  the  Divinity  Hall.  The 
election  takes  place  in  the  second  week  of  December,  one-third 
of  the  Curators  going  out  annually  by  rotation.  The  Curators 
elect  one  of  their  own  number  to  be  Treasurer.  The  Curators 
and  Treasurer  report  the  state  of  the  funds,  &c.,  to  the  Cives, 
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the  Theological  Faculty,  and  the  Senatus.  The  books  pur- 
chased are  selected  by  the  Curators,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Faculty  of  Divinity.  The  Professor  of  Divinity,  who  if 
ex  officio  Honorary  Librarian,  annually  appoints  an  acting 
Librarian.  Books  may  not  be  kept  out  of  the  Library  longer 
than  two  months. 

SELLAR  AND  GOODHART  CLASSICAL  LIBRARY. 

This  Library  was  instituted  by  private  subscription  in 
October  1897,  in  memory  of  Professors  Sellar  and  Goodhart. 
It  is  used  as  a  Reading-Room  and  Library  of  Reference  for 
Students  reading  for  Honours  in  Classics.  It  contains  nearly 
1000  volumes,  and  is  managed  by  a  Committee  consisting  of 
the  Professors  of  Greek  and  Latin,  the  Assistants  to  the 
Professors,  and  five  representatives  elected  by  the  Members. 
Subscription  for  year,  6s. ;  for  Autumn  and  Spring  Terms, 
together,  5s.;  for  Summer  Term,  3s. 

HONOURS  PHILOSOPHICAL  LIBRARY. 

This  Library  was  instituted  by  private  subscription  in 
January  1897.  It  is  used  both  as  a  Lending  Library  and  as 
a  Library  of  Reference  for  Honours  Students  ;  and  is  man- 
aged by  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Professors  of  Logic 
and  Moral  Philosophy,  the  Assistants  to  the  Professors,  and 
two  representatives  elected  by  the  Honours  Classes.  Subscrip- 
tion for  year,  5s. ;  for  Winter  or  Summer,  3s.  There  are  also 
Class  Libraries  in  connection  with  the  ordinary  classes  of  Logic 
and  Moral  Philosophy. 

HISTORY  LIBRARY. 

This  Library  was  founded  in  1891  by  Professor  Kirkpatrick, 
and  was  extended  by  a  donation  of  ^ico  from  the  late  Professor 
Tiele  of  Leyden,  Gifford  Lecturer  in  1896-9S,  and  more  recently 
(1908)  by  the  application  of  part  of  a  bequest  of  ^1000,  made 
by  a  sister  of  the  founder.     The  Library  is  intended  mainly  for 
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the  use  of  Honours  Students  in  the  IVIodern,  Constitutional, 
Scottish  History,  and  Pohtical  Science  Classes.  The  room 
(formerly  the  Associated  Societies'  Hall)  is  open  as  a  Reading- 
Room  daily  from  9  a.m.  to  i  P.M.,  except  Saturdays,  when  it  is 
closed  at  i  p.m.  There  is  no  subscription,  but  a  deposit  of  5s.  is 
required.  The  Library  is  under  the  management  of  a  Committee, 
consisting  of  the  Professors  of  History,  the  Professor  of  Ancient 
(Scottish)  History  and  Palaeography,  and  the  Lecturer  in  History 
(Convener). 

Books  may  be  borrowed  from  a  section  of  the  Library  by 
members  of  the  ordinary  History  Classes  during  hours  and 
under  conditions  announced  at  the  beginning  of  the  Autumn 
Term. 

PHYSIOLOGY  LIBRARY. 

The  late  William  Rutherford,  IM.D.,  Professor  of  Physiology 
or  the  Institutes  of  Medicine  in  the  University  from  1874 
to  1S99,  bequeathed  to  the  Senatus  Academicus  all  his  books 
and  periodicals  relating  to  Physiology  and  allied  subjects,  on 
condition  that  they  should  be  deposited  in  the  Physiological 
department  of  the  University  in  charge  of  the  Professor  of 
Physiology. 

It  is  proposed  to  continue  the  periodicals  and  to  add  to  the 
Librai'y  by  donation  or  otherwise  as  opportunity  may  occur. 
The  books  have  been  placed  in  a  suitable  room  in  the  depart- 
ment of  Physiology,  which  is  used  as  a  Library  of  Reference 
and  Reading-Room  for  those  who  are  engaged  in  Research 
work  in  Physiology  :  and  the  books  may  be  consulted  at  any 
time  on  application  to  the  Professor  or  to  one  of  the  assistants 
in  the  department  who  have  special  charge  of  the  Library. 

ASTRONOMY  LIBRARY. 

A  sum  of  about  ^300  was  subscribed  in  order  to  perpetuate 
the  memory  of  the  late  Mr  Andrew  J.  Ramsay,  for  the  formation 
and  endowment  of  a  Library  in  the  Royal  Observatory  for  the 
use  of  Students  attending  the  class  of  Astronomy. 
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HONOURS  MODERN  LANGUAGES  LIBRARY 
AND  READING-ROOM. 

The  French  section  of  this  Library  was  founded  in  1900  by 
private  subscriptions,  and  has  since  been  kept  up  chiefly  by  the 
Library  Committee.  For  the  German  section  a  sum  of  ^500 
was  given  by  Miss  T.  S.  S.  Gibson  in  1901.  The  Reading- 
Room,  furnished  partly  from  private  subscriptions,  was  opened 
in  November  1901,  The  Library  and  Reading-Room  are  under 
the  management  of  the  Lecturers  in  Modern  Languages  and 
the  Librarians  appointed  by  them.  Subscription  for  year,  6s.  ; 
for  Autumn  and  Spring  Terms,  together,  5s. ;  for  Summer 
Term,  3s. 

NATURAL  PHILOSOPHY  LIBRARY. 

The  Natural  Philosophy  Library,  including  collections  of 
books  which  formerly  belonged  to  the  late  Professor  Tait  and 
Mr  A.  B.  Shand,  and  presented  by  Mrs  Tait  and  the  parents 
of  Mr  Shand  respectively,  is  used  as  a  Reference  Library  for 
members  of  the  Ordinary  Class,  and  as  a  Lending  and  a  Refer- 
ence Library  for  members  of  Honours  and  Laboratory  Classes. 

ENGINEERING  LIBRARY. 

The  Engineering  Departmental  Library,  which  includes  the 
Transactions  of  a  large  number  of  the  leading  Engineering 
Societies  in  Great  Britain  and  America,  is  housed  in  the 
new  Engineering  buildings,  and  is  available  as  a  Reference 
Library  for  Engineering  students. 

MUSIC  LIBRARY. 

This  Library  of  music  and  books  on  music  owes  its  existence 
to  bequests,  donations,  and  especially  the  Reid  Fund.  Pro- 
fessor John  Thomson,  Theophile  Bucher,  and  the  Scottish 
Musical  Society  may  be  mentioned  as,  next  to  General  Reid, 
the  chief  benefactors.  It  is  used  as  a  Refei-ence  Library  and 
Reading-Room,  its  management  being  in  the  hands  of  the 
Professor  of  Music.

Sir  James  Erskine  of  Torrie,  by  a  Will,  dated  April  1834,  bequeathed 
to  the  University  his  Pictures,  Bronzes,  and  Marbles,  "for  the  purpose 
of  laying  a  foundation  for  a  Gallery  for  the  encouragement  of  the 
Fine  Arts."  The  collection  is  at  present  temporarily  deposited  in  the 
National  Gallery  until  funds  can  be  obtained  for  its  suitable  display  in 
the  College,  and  for  carrying  more  fully  into  effect  the  intentions  of  the 
testator. 

The  Pictures,  forty-five  in  number,  include  choice  specimens  of  the 
works  of  different  Masters,  especially  in  the  Flemish  and  Dutch  Schools. 
The  Marbles,  seventeen  in  number,  and  twenty-three  Bronzes,  have  been 
chosen  with  a  correct  appreciation  of  the  merits  of  this  department,  and 
the  whole  collection  reflects  credit  on  the  taste  and  public  spirit  of  Sir 
James  Erskine.

JfluS  CUIUS. 

A  MUSEUM  COxMMITTEE,  consisting  of  three  members, 
not  being  members  of  the  Senatus,  appointed  by  the 
University  Court,  and  of  six  appointed  by  the  Senatus,  is 
charged  with  the  superintendence  of  all  Museums  belonging 
to  the  University,  and  of  any  collections,  furniture,  or  apparatus, 
or  objects  acquired  for  the  use  of  the  University  or  of  any 
class  therein.  The  members  are  appointed  by  the  University 
Court  and  .Senatus  respectively  at  their  first  meeting  in  the 
Winter  .Session  of  each  year.

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Of  the  following  Museums  several  belong  partly  or  wholly 
to  the  Professors  of  the  respective  subjects  : — 

1.  Natural  Philosophy  Museum. — A  large  collection  of 
physical  apparatus,  including  many  pieces  of  great  historical 
interest. 

2.  Music  and  Musical  Instruments. — A  very  interest- 
insf  and  valuable  collection  of  acoustic  and  musical  instruments. 

3.  Geological  Museum. — For  class  purposes,  showing  the 
characters  of  minerals  and  rocks,  and  the  typical  fossils  of  the 
different  geological  systems. 

4.  Fine  Art  Museum. — A  small  collection  of  casts,  photo- 
graphs, and  drawings,  in  the  Dome  above  the  portal,  illustrating 
the  main  points  in  the  history  of  classical  art. 

5.  Physiological  Museum. — A  large  collection  of  Physio- 
logical Instruments,  Models,  Microscopes,  Microscopical  and 
Chemical  Appliances,  Diagrams,  Preparations,  etc. 

6.  Practice  of  Physic  Museum.— Containing  Pathological 
.Specimens,  drawings,  models,  diagrams,  and  charts. 

7.  Anatomical  Museum. — Founded  in  1800  by  Dr  Monro, 
seciindiis,  who  presented  his  own  Anatomical  Collection,  and 
that  of  his  father,  to  the  University,  "to  be  used  by  his 
successors  for  the  purpose  of  demonstrating  and  explaining  to 
the  Students  the  structure,  physiology,  and  diseases  of  the  human 
body."  In  1859,  Sir  David  Monro,  M.D.,  presented  a  collection 
of  anatomical  preparations,  formed  by  his  father,  Dr  Alexander 
Monro,  tcrtius.  Numerous  additions  were  also  made  by  Pro- 
fessor Goodsir,  especially  in  the  department  of  Comparative 
Anatomy,  on  whose  death  the  Senatus  purchased  his  Private 
Museum,  and  added  it  to  the  Collection.  The  Museum  was 
transferred  in  1884-85  to  the  New  University  Buildings,  where 
it  is  arranged  in  a  large  and  handsome  Hall  with  two  galleries. 
This  Hall  was  designed  by  Sir  R.  Rowand  Anderson  in  consul- 
tation with  Sir  William  Turner,  who,  during  his  tenure  of  office 
as  Professor  of  Anatomy  in  the  University,  made  many  additions 
to  the  Collection  and  also  rearranged  it  in  its  transfer  to  the 
New  Buildings.  The  Museum  now  contains  sev^eral  thousand 
specimens  in  illustration  of  Human  Anatomy,  both  normal  and 
pathological,  and  of  Comparative  Anatomy.  It  is  specially 
distinguished  by  its  specimens  illustrative  of  the  anatomy  of  the 
Cetacea  and  by  its  very  large  collection  of  Human  Crania  from 
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all  parts  of  the  world.  Its  extension  in  both  of  these  directions 
was  effected  by  Sir  William  Turner. 

The  Conservator  will  gratefully  receive  contributions  of 
rare  and  interesting  specimens  from  Graduates  and  former 
Students.  He  is  especially  desirous  of  making  the  collection 
thoroughly  representative  of  the  osteology  of  the  different 
Races  of  Men. 

The  Museum  is  open  at  certain  hours  to  all  matriculated 
students.  The  pathological  collection  occupies  the  upper  gallery. 
The  spirit-preparations  in  illustration  of  normal  Human  and 
Comparative  Anatomy  are  arranged  in  the  lower  gallery.  The 
osteological  collection  is  disposed  in  the  cases  on  the  floor,  and 
suspended  in  the  centre  of  the  Hall.  In  1887  the  Henderson 
Trustees  committed  to  the  custody  of  the  Conservator  their 
valuable  collection  of  crania  and  casts. 

8.  Chemistry  Museum.  —  Professor  Playfair,  afterwards 
Lord  Playfair,  on  his  resignation  of  the  Chair  of  Chem- 
istry, presented  to  the  Univ^ersity  the  chemical  substances 
he  had  used  in  illustrating  his  lectures.  The  collection  has 
been  increased  by  gifts  from  chemical  manufacturers  and  others, 
and  by  substances  prepared  in  the  University  Laboratory. 

9.  The  Obstetrical  Museum,  besides  a  few  preparations 
left  by  Professor  Hamilton,  contains  instruments,  preparations, 
models,  and  diagrams,  collected  by  Sir  James  Y.  Simpson,  and 
added  to  by  Sir  Alexander  R.  Simpson,  to  whom  they  belong. 

10.  The  Museum  of  Natural  History. — The  old  Museum, 
established  in  1812  in  the  University,  contained  Zoological, 
Geological,  and  Mineralogical  Collections,  formed  chiefly  by 
Professor  Jameson,  for  fifty  years  Professor  of  Natural  History 
and  Regius  Keeper  of  the  Museum.  In  1854  it  was  transferred 
by  the  Town  Council,  then  the  Patrons  of  the  University,  to 
Government,  and  removed  to  the  Natural  History  Department 
of  the  Royal  Scottish  Museum,  where  it  is  still  accessible  to 
Students  of  the  University. 

A  Zoological  Museum  is  now  being  formed  in  the  University. 
Graduates  and  others  interested  will  greatly  aid  in  this  im- 
portant undertaking  by  presenting  specimens  to  the  Keeper — 
the  Professor  of  Natural  History. 

11.  Materia  Medica  Museum. — One  of  the  most  complete 
collections  of  medicinal  and  food  substances  in  this  country, 
founded  by  Professor  Andrew  Duncan.  His  successor.  Sir 
Robert   Christison,  during  his  long    incumbency  of  the  Pro- 
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fessorship,  added  many  valuable  specimens,  mounted  for 
the  most  part  by  himself  with  singular  neatness.  The 
present  Professor  has  made  extensive  additions.  The  Museum 
has  been  greatly  enriched  by  interesting  donations  from  former 
members  of  the  Class  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  There  is  also 
a  Students'  Reading  Museum,  containing  specimens  of  the 
medicinal  substances  usually  employed  in  this  country,  which 
has  been  formed  and  arranged  by  the  present  Professor. 

12.  Surgical  Museum.— This  collection,  formed  by  Pro- 
fessor Spence,  has  been  largely  extended  by  the  present  Pro- 
fessor, to  whom  It  belongs.  Many  additions  have  been  made, 
both  of  pathological  preparations  and  of  plaster  and  gelatine 
casts,  illustrative  of  Surgical  Anatomy  and  Pathology.  A  com- 
plete catalogue  may,  on  application,  be  consulted  by  practi- 
tioners of  medicine. 

13.  Forensic  Medicine  Museum.— This  Museum  contains 
a  large  collection  of  Pathological  specimens,  photographs,  casts, 
weapons,  etc.,  illustrative  of  the  various  branches  of  Medical 
Jurisprudence. 

ROYAL  BOTANIC  GARDEN,  ARBORETUM 

AND  MUSEUM. 

The  Royal  Botanic  Garden,  Inverleith  Row,  is  connected 
with  the  University,  in  so  far  as  the  Professor  of  Botany 
delivers  his  Lectures  in  the  Hall  in  the  Garden. 

The  Garden  is  open  daily.  Specimens  of  plants  for  study 
are  supplied  to  Students  so  far  as  practicable. 

The  Botanical  Museum  in  the  Garden  is  open  to  Students 
daily,  and  the  University  Herbarium,  which  is  placed  in  the 
Garden,  may  be  consulted  between  10  and  i,  and  2  and  5,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Professor  or  the  Curator. 

The  Botanical  Laboratory  in  the  Garden  is  open  daily  for 
work  and  original  research.

ENTRY  INTO  CLASSES  IN  THE  FACULTY  OF  ARTS. 

Every  individual  who  enters  a  classroom  on  the  opening  day  ^  of 
any  Course  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  must  present  to  the  Servitor  in 
charge — 

A  Class  Ticket  or  the  corresponding  counterfoil  issued  by  the   Fee 

Office; 
Or  a  Pass  from  one  of  the  Official  Advisers  ; 
Or  a  Pass  signed  by  the  Professor  or  Lecturer  who  is  giving   the 

Course  ; 
Or  a  Pass  from  the  Secretary  of  the  University  Court. 

Any  student  who  commences  to  attend  after  the  opening  day  must 
give  a  satisfactory  excuse  for  his  late  entry.  No  Professor  or  Lecturer 
will  in  any  term  admit  a  student  to  a  Qualifying  Course  in  Arts  more 
than  two  weeks  after  the  advertised  day  of  opening  without  the  express 
permission  of  the  Faculty. 

Introductory  Lectures,  which  are  open  to  the  general  public,  will  be 
specially  advertised  or  otherwise  announced. 

OFFICIAL  ADVISERS. 

The  Fees  for  Arts  Classes  cannot  be  accepted  at  the  Class  Fee  Office 
without  the  production  of  the  Official  Advisers''  Pass, 

I.  Graduation  Students  of  the  First  Year. 

Intending  students  who  have  completed  the  Preliminary  Examination 
and  propose  to  enter  the  Faculty  of  Arts  in  Octooer  1909,  are  requested 
to  apply  to  the  Clerk,  Matriculation  Office,  for  a  copy  of  the  "  Schedule 
of  Information  for  the  Official  Advisers  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts."  This 
Schedule  must  be  filled  up  and  returned  to  the  Clerk,  Matriculation 
Office,  not  later  than  1st  October  1909. 

Every  Graduation  Student  of  the  first  year  should  consult  the  Official 
Advisers   between   the   following   dates    if   possible — 4th    October   to

II.  Graduation  Students  of  other  Years  than  the  First. 

Graduation  Students  of  other  years  than  the  first  should  consult  the 
Official  Advisers  during  the  last  fortnight  of  the  Summer  Term  in 
1910,  and  obtain  from  them  passes  for  their  classes  for  the  next 
Academic  Year. 

Students  who  have  postponed  the  fixing  of  their  classes  for  1909-10 
may  consult  the  Official  Advisers  daily  (Saturday  excepted)  between 
1.30  P.M.  and  3.30  P.M.  from  4th  October  to  nth  October  1909. 

III.  Non-Graduation  Students. 

Students  not  studying  for  a  Degree  are  also  required  to  fill  up  the 
Schedule  of  Information,  and  may  consult  the  Official  Advisers.  If 
they  do  not  desire  to  consult  them,  they  should  write  on  the  top  of 
the  Schedule  "Non-Graduation,"  in  which  case  their  pass  will  be 
forwarded  to  the  Fee  Office  the  day  after  the  Schedule  has  been  filled 
up  and  handed  in  to  the  Clerk  at  the  Matriculation  Office.

GENERAL  ADVICE  TO  STUDENTS  REGARDING 
CURRICULA. 

1.  Every  intending  Arts  Student  is  advised  to  make  himself  familiar 
with  the  Regulations  for  Graduation  in  Arts  before  commencing  his 
course.  In  particular,  he  should  make  sure,  in  the  first  place,  that  he 
has  complied  with  all  the  Conditions  of  the  Preliminary  Examination. 
He  should  then  choose  a  Curriculum  to  suit  his  requirements  ;  see  that 
it  satisfies  the  regulations  and  is  approved  by  the  Official  Advisers  ; 
that  he  has  all  the  qualifications  necessary  for  entering  certain  classes  ; 
that  his  studies  are  spread  over  the  required  number  of  years  ;  and 
that  in  the  subjects  of  any  one  year  there  will  be  no  clashing  between 
the  dates  of  examinations  (see  p.  179). 

2.  Honours  Students  and  students  studying  for  special  examinations, 
should,  as  early  in  their  Course  as  possible,  consult  the  Professors  of 
the  Special  Subjects  which  tliey  are  to  study.  Students  who  desire 
to  obtain  information  or  advice  with  regard  to  the  India  or  Home 
Civil  Service,  or  other  posts  in  the  public  service,  should  apply  to  the 
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Conveners  of  the  Appointments   Committee  (Professors   Hardie  and 
Lodge)  or  to  the  Official  Advisers  (see  also  p.  76). 

3.  For  special  and  detailed  advice  as  to  each  subject,  students  should 
consult  the  several  Professors  or  Lecturers  before  entering  upon  their 
Curriada.  In  particular,  those  who  intend  proceeding  afterwards 
to  Degrees  in  Divinity,  Law,  Medicine,  Science,  or  Music,  should,  in 
cases  of  doubt,  consult  the  Deans  of  these  Faculties  as  to  the  most 
appropriate  Arts  Curriculum. 

Students  who  do  not  intend  to  graduate  in  Arts  may  attend  any  of 
the  Classes  on  payment  of  the  A'latriculation  and  the  Class  Fees,  without 
having  passed  any  Preliminaty  Examination.  Those  who  wish  their 
Classes  to  count  for  Graduation  must  pass  the  Preli?iiinary  Exaviination. 
With  the  exception  of  the  Class  of  Zoology,  all  the  Classes  in  the  Faculty 
are  open  to  Women.  Provision  has,  however,  been  made  to  admit  IVomen 
to  Graduation  in  Arts  who  have  received  the  requisite  instruction  in 
that  subject  f-om  Lectzirers  specially  recognised  for  that  pwpose. 

The  Matriculation  Fees  {see  page  32)  are  payable  ifi  the  Alatriculation 
Office. 

l^he  Class  Fees  are  collected  by  the  Factor.  For  the  purpose  of 
receiving  Fees  he  will  attend  at  the  University  for  a  short  period  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Terms,  and  Fees  not  then  paid  will  be  taken  at 
his  office,  61  Castle  Street.  All  comiuunications  regarding  Class  Fees 
should  be  addressed  to,  and  all  cheques  for  same  drawn  in  favour  of, 
the  Collector  of  Class  Fees,  Edinburgh  University.

The  Physical  Laboratory, ^  established  with  the  view  of  affording 
Students  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  construction  and  use  of  physical 
apparatus,  and  the  mode  of  conducting  experimental  inquiries,  is  open 
daily  during  the  Autumn,  Spring,  and  Summer  Terms  from  10  to  3 
(for  advanced  students  from  9.30  to  4-3o),  under  the  superintendence  of 
the  Professor.  It  is  open  (for  research  students  only)  on  ist  October 
and  will  continue  open  every  lawful  day  during  the  year,  holidays  and 
the  long  vacation  excepted.

HUMANITY— (Latin). 

PROFESSOR  HARDIE  and  MR  JAMES  MILL,  M.A.,  with  Assistants. 

First  Ordinary  Course —  i  o  to  11. 

Instruction  is  given  in  each  of  the  three  Terms  of  the 
Academic  year.  A  portion  of  a  Prose  Author  and  of  a  Poet 
will  be  taken  up  in  each,  with  the  Political  History  and  Literary 
History  pertaining  to  them  (see  Degree  Regulations,  p.  185). 
Students  who  have  attained  to  a  satisfactory  standard  in  the 
work  of  the  first  two  Periods  (tested  by  the  General  or  "  Un- 
seen "  Degree  papers,  which  will  be  set  at  the  end  ot  March), 
and  who  have  also  shown  high  proficiency  in  four  authors,  will 
be  exempted  from  attendance  during  the  third  Term,  under  the 
conditions  laid  down  by  the  University  (p.  162). 

The  Class  meets  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and 
Friday  in  the  Autumn  and  Spring  Terms,  and^^on  Monday, 
Wednesday,  and  Friday  in  Summer.  On  one  of  the  days 
History  or  Literature  will  usually  be  the  subject,  on  the  others 
the  text  of  prescribed  authors,  and  from  time  to  time  a  lecture, 
or  part  of  a  lecture,  will  deal  with  principles  of  composition  or 
passages  for  composition  or  translation  that  have  been  set  as 
exercises. 

In  addition  to  the  lectures.  Tutorial  Instruction  is  given  at 
times  arranged  each  week  for  individual  members  of  the  Class, 
when  composition  or  some  other  piece  of  written  work  is 
reviewed  and  discussed. 


I  The  annual  amount  payable  for  Matriculation,  Class  Fees,  etc.,  of  the  regular 
Course  in  Arts  and  Graduation  Fee  may  be  estimated  at  about  X<i3i  13s. 
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An  examination  in  books  read  is  held  towards  the  close  of 
each  Term.  From  time  to  time  shorter  papers  are  set,  in 
composition  or  in  translation  at  sight. 

On  Wednesday  at  12,  in  the  First  and  Second  Terms 
once  a  fortnight,  or  as  may  be  arranged.  Verse  Composition  is 
dealt  with,  or  a  lecture  is  given  on  Metre  or  some  other  special 
subject.  This  hour  is  optional,  and  intended  only  for  the  more 
proficient  members  of  the  Class. 

In  Autumn  and  Spring  (partly  owing  to  excessive  numbers, 
partly  because  the  attainments  of  students  were  found  to  be 
very  unequal)  the  Latin  Class  in  recent  years  has  been  taught 
in  two  divisions,  a  third  being  sometimes  formed  for  certain 
parts  of  the  work.  This  arrangement  will  be  continued  so  far 
as  the  conditions  justify  it. 

No  particular  edition  of  any  book  is  prescribed.  For 
ordinary  Class  purposes,  the  editions  published  in  Messrs 
Macmillan's  series  will  be  found  suitable  in  scope.  Only  a 
plain  text  is  necessary  in  the  case  of  books  on  which  lectures 
are  given.  Students  should  possess  a  plain  text  of  the  whole 
author,  e.g.  Horace  or  Virgil. 

Books  recommended.  —  Gildersleeve  and  Lodge's  Latin 
Grammar ;  Lindsay's  Historical  Latin  Grammar ;  Pelham's 
Outlines  of  Roman  History;  How  and  Leigh's  History  of 
Rome  ;  Myres'  History  of  Rome  ;  Capes'  Early  Empire  ; 
Strachan-Davidson's  Life  of  Cicero  ;  Oman's  Seven  Roman 
Statesmen  ;  Cruttwell's  History  of  Latin  Literature  ;  Mackail's 
Latin  Literature  ;  Companion  to  Latin  Authors  (Middleton  and 
Mills)  ;  Rich's  Dictionary  of  Antiquities. 

Second  Ordinary  Course. 

A  student  who  has  passed  the  Degree  Examination  after  a 
First  Course  in  Latin,  or  has  obtained  at  least  a  second  class 
certificate  of  merit,  may  take  the  Class  a  second  time  (entering 
the  higher  division,  whether  he  has  previously  attended  the 
higher  or  lower  division).  The  Class  work  will  be  the  ordinary 
work  for  that  year,  but  the  student  will  be  required  to  attain  to 
a  considerably  higher  standard. 
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The  Honours  Class  may  be  taken  as  a  Second  Course,  if  the 
student  has  obtained  a  Merit  Certificate,  and  has  passed  at 
least  the  Higher  Preliminary  Examination  in  Greek. 

Honours  Courses — 12  to  i. 

Each  period  forms  a  Half  Honours  Course,  two  Terms 
making  a  full  Honours  Course.  The  First  and  Second  Terms 
should,  if  possible,  be  taken  together.  Lectures  are  given  on 
four  days  a  week  (Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday), 
and  Tutorial  Instruction  is  given  to  members  of  the  Class 
individually,  at  times  arranged  with  them. 

The  chief  work  consists  of  readings  and  explanations  of  some 
of  the  more  difficult  Latin  authors.  Literature  or  History  is 
dealt  with  in  connection  with  one  of  the  books  read. . 

A  passage  for  Prose  Composition  is  set  every  week,  and 
usually  a  passage  for  Verse  Composition  (optional).  Papers  in 
Translation  at  Sight,  and  critical  papers  of  various  kinds,  are 
set  from  time  to  time  ;  and  subjects  are  prescribed  for  an  Eng- 
lish or  Latin  Essay  (in  December). 

An  examination  on  books  read  in  both  the  First  and  Second 
Terms  is  held  about  the  end  of  February. 

In  the  Spring  and  Autumn  Terms,  1909-1910,  the  books  taken 
up  will  be  : — Horace,  Ars  Poetica  ;  Lucan,  PJiarsalia^  vii.  ; 
Plautus,  Triniei/unus  ;  Seneca,  Ad  Marciam.  Similar  work 
will  be  done  in  Summer,  the  books  being  taken  mainly  from 
the  list  of  those  prescribed  for  the  Honours  examinations. 

GREEK. 

PROFESSOR  MAIR  and  MR  H.  J.  TILLYARD,  M.A. 

First  Ordinary  Course — 11  to  12. 

Instruction  is  given  in  each  of  the  three  Terms  of  the 
Academic  year.  The  Class  meets  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thurs- 
day, and  Friday  in  the  Autumn  and  Spring  Terms,  and  on 
Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  in  Summer.  The  work  con- 
sists of  the  reading  of  Greek  poets  and  prose  authors,  lectures 
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on  History,  Literature,  Philosophy,  and  the  Hke  ;  Composition ; 
papers  in  Unseen  Translation,  etc.  Students  who  have 
attained  to  a  satisfactory  standard  in  the  work  of  the  first 
two  periods  (tested  by  the  General  or  "  Unseen "  Degree 
papers,  which  will  be  set  at  the  end  of  March),  and  who  have 
also  shown  proficiency  in  four  authors,  will  be  exempted  from 
attendance  during  the  third  Term,  under  the  conditions  laid 
down  by  the  University  (p.  162). 

In  addition  to  the  lectures.  Tutorial  Instruction  is  given  at 
times  arranged  for  individual  members  of  the  Class,  when  com- 
position or  some  other  piece  of  written  work  is  reviewed  and 
discussed. 

An  examination  in  books  read  is  held  towards  the  close  of 
each  Term.  From  time  to  time  shorter  papers  are  set,  in 
Composition,  Unseen  Translation,  etc. 

Books  recommended.  —  Cambridge  Companion  to  Greek 
Studies  ;  Monro's  Homeric  Grammar;  Goodwin's  Greek  Moods 
and  Tenses;  Jebb's  Primer  of  Greek  Literature;  Murray's 
Ancient  Greek  Literature;  Croiset's  Abridged  History  of  Greek 
Literature  (Eng.  Trans.)  ;  Bury's  History  of  Greece  ;  Greek 
Verse  Composition  (Sidgwick  and  Morris)  ;  A  Manual  of  Com- 
parative Philology,  by  Giles  ;  Introduction  to  Comparative 
Philology,  by  J.  M.  Edmonds. 

During  the  Autumn  and  Spring,  1909-1910,  the  chief  work 
of  the  Class  with  the  Professor  will  be  :  Homer,  Iliad^  xviii.  ; 
Xenophon,  GLconoinicus  (Holden's  Edition). 

Second  Ordinary  Course. 

A  student  who  has  passed  the  Degree  examination  after  a 
First  Course  in  Greek,  or  has  obtained  at  least  a  second  class 
certificate  of  merit,  may  take  the  Ordinary  Class  a  second 
time.  The  Class  work  will  be  the  ordinary  work  for  that 
year,  but  the  student  will  be  required  to  attain  a  considerably 
higher  standard. 

The  Honours  Class  may  be  taken  as  a  second  course,  if  the 
student  has  attained  a  merit  certificate. 
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Honours  Course — 10  to  11. 

Each  Term  forms  a  Half  Honours  Course,  two  Terms 
making  a  full  Honours  Course.  The  First  and  Second  Terms 
should,  if  possible,  be  taken  together.  Lectures  are  given  on 
four  days  a  week — Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday,  Friday, 
and  Tutorial  Instruction  is  given  to  members  of  the  Class 
individually,  at  times  arranged  with  them. 

The  chief  work  consists  of — 

1.  Readings  of  some  of  the  more  difficult  Greek  authors. 

2.  Lectures  on  Greek  Literature,  History,  or  Philosophy. 

3.  Greek  Composition  and  Translation  of  Unseen  Passages. 

4.  Occasional  Critical  Papers  and  Essays. 

5.  Written  Examinations  on  the  work  done  in  Class. 
During  the  .A.utumn  and  Spring  Terms,  1909-1910,  the  chief 

work  of  the   Class  will  be   Pindar,  Pyf/nafi  Odes ;   yEschylus, 
Eumenides  ;    Aristotle,  Rhetoric^  iii. 

CLASSICAL  ARCHEOLOGY. 

PROFESSOR  BALDWIN  BROWN. 

Classical  Archseology  may  be  taken  as  one  of  the  special 
subjects  for  Honours  in  Classics. 

An  Honours  Course  of  about  fifty  lectures  is  given  in  the 
Autumn  and  Spring  Terms  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Thursdays,  at  5  P.M. 

The  treatment  of  the  subjects  includes  : — 

1.  A  general  survey  of  the  field  of  study,  embracing  a  notice 
of  {a)  sites  of  artistic  importance  (Knossos,  Mycenae,  Olympia, 
Delphi,  the  Athenian  Acropolis,  etc.(  ;  {b)  the  ancient  city,  its 
arrangement,  dwellings,  etc.,  with  public  structures,  such  as  the 
Temple  and  the  Theatre  ;  (c)  the  artistic  activity  of  the  ancient 
craftsman  in  various  departments,  with  the  materials  and  pro- 
cesses in  which  he  was  employed. 

2.  An  examination  of  selected  passages  from  ancient  authors 
bearing  on  the  earliest  history  of  the  Arts  in  Greece. 
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3.  A  study  of  the  History  of  Classical  Sculpture  from  the 
earliest  times  to  the  Roman  period. 

Under  heading  2,  and  to  some  extent  under  headings  i  and  3, 
original  literary  authorities  are  carefully  examined,  and  those 
taking  the  course  in  view  of  the  examination  in  the  subject  in 
connection  with  Honours  in  Classics  or  in  History  (see  pp.  197, 
208)  will  be  expected  to  acquire  a  critical  knowledge  of  them. 

The  textbooks  are  Oberbeck's  Schriftquellen  (a  collection 
of  passages  from  ancient  authors  bearing  on  Classical  Art) ; 
Walters's  The  Art  of  the  Greeks  (London  :  Methuen,  1906) ; 
F.  Gardner's  Haiidhook  of  Greek  Sculpture^  with  Appendix 
(London  :  Macmillan,  1896  and  1905). 

It  is  intended  at  the  same  time  that  the  course  shall  be  made 
available  for  those  who  take  a  general  or  artistic  interest  in  the 
theme,  as  well  as  for  those  who  study  it  in  connection  with  their 
classical  work  in  the  Department  of  Language  and  Literature. 
With  this  view  the  course  will  be  extended  into  the  third  or 
Summer  Term,  and  with  these  additional  lectures  will  constitute 
a  full  Graduation  Course  of  about  seventy-five  class  meetings, 
that  may  be  taken  as  a  course  cognate  with  Greek,  for  the  M.A. 
degree.     The  additional  subjects  thus  included  comprise: — 

4.  A  review  of  the  chief  landmarks  in  the  History  of  Greek 
Vase  Painting. 

5.  A  study  of  Greek  coins  in  their  historical  and  artistic 
aspects. 

6.  Roman  Sculpture. 

A  proper  standard  as  regards  intelligent  grasp  of  the  subjects 
and  accuracy  must  be  attained  by  all  students  who  take  the 
course  for  Graduation  purposes,  but  in  regard  to  the  critical 
knowledge  of  original  literary  authorities  the  standard  will  not 
be  so  high  as  in  the  case  of  those  contemplating  Honours  in 
Classics. 

The  lectures  are  delivered  in  the  Summer  Term  on 
Mondays,  Tuesdays,  and  Wednesdays  at  5  p.m.  Visits 
to  Museums  take  place  from  time  to  time  on  Saturday 
mornings.  A  class  examination  is  held  in  each  of  the  three 
terms. 
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ANCIENT  PHILOSOPHY. 
(See  Department  of  Mental  Philosophy.) 

ANCIENT  HISTORY. 

A.    F.    GILES,    M.A.,   Lecturer. 

Ancient  History  may  be  taken  as  an  optional  subject  for 
Honours  in  Classics  or  as  an  alternative  subject  for  Honours  in 
History. 

Candidates  may  offer  either  Greek  or  Roman  History,  in  each 
of  which  an  Introductory  Course  and  an  Honours  Half-Course 
— Course  of  twenty-five  lectures — will  be  given  (three  lectures 
weekly)  as  follows  : — 

Greek  Htsto?y. — {a)  Introductory  Course — The  History  of 
the  Greek  States  fi'om  the  Persian  Wars  to  the  Battle  of 
Chasronea. 

Spring  Term,  1910— Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday,  at 
1 1  o'clock. 

(b)  Greek  History,  490-429  B.C.  For  prescribed  books  see 
p.  198. 

Summer  Term,  19 10 — Tuesdays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays, 
at  1 1  o'clock. 

Roman  History. — (a)  Introductory  Course  on  the  Constitu- 
tional History  of  the  Roman  Republic. 

Summer  Term,  1910 — Tuesdays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays, 
at  9  o'clock. 

{b)  Roman  History,  29  B.C.  —  68  A.D.  (with  special  reference 
to  the  constitution  of  the  Principate).  For  prescribed  books 
see  p.  198. 

Autumn  Term,  19 10 — Tuesdays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays, 
at  II  o'clock. 

RHETORIC  AND  ENGLISH  LITERATURE. 

PROFESSOR   SAINTSBURY. 
Ordinary  Course. 
4  to   5,    Monday,  Wednesday,  and    Friday   throughout  the 
teaching  part  of  each  term. 
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Tutorial  Class  for  sections  at  2-3  by  the  lecturer  four  days  a 
week,  and  at  3-4  by  the  professor  one  day  in  rotation. 

On  Mondays  and  Fridays  the  lectures  will  take  for  text  the 
books  prescribed  for  the  year,  which  will  always  include  parts 
of  Chaucer,  Spenser,  Shakespeare,  and  Milton.  The  Wednes- 
day lectures  will  be  devoted  during  the  Autumn  Term  to  the 
subject  of  Style  in  Prose  and  Poetry  from  Chaucer  to  the  close 
of  the  nineteenth  century,  illustrated  from  Ward's  Poets  and 
Craik's  Prose  Selections,  which  should  also  form  the  subject  of 
private  reading  ;  during  the  Spring  Term  to  the  general  history 
of  the  subject,  with  the  professor's  Short  History  or  Morley's 
First  Sketch  (and  any  other  books  that  may  be  suggested)  for 
private  reading  ;  during  the  Summer  Term  to  Rhetoric,  with 
De  Quincey's  Essay,  Campbell's  Philosophy  of  Rhetoric,  Whate- 
ley's  Rhetoric,  Bain's  Compositiofi  and  Rhetoric,  and  Hodgson's 
Errors  in  English  for  illustration  and  private  reading. 

There  will  be  a  class  examination  towards  the  end  of  each 
Term,  and  in  each  of  the  Autumn  and  Spring  Terms  one  minor 
examination  in  class,  and  one  essay  to  be  done  at  home. 
There  will  be  prizes  for  these  essays  distinct  from  the  general 
class  prizes. 

No  one  can  take  the  second  part  of  the  Double  Course  with- 
out either  passing  the  Degree  examination  at  one  trial  in  the 
first,  or  obtaining  at  least  a  second  class  certificate  on  the  first 
year's  work. 

The  standard  of  Class  and  Degree  examinations  of  the 
second  year's  course  will  be  higher  than  that  of  the  first. 

Honours  Course. 

2-3  on  Tuesday  and  Friday  in  each  week  of  the  teaching 
term. 

The  course  of  fifty  lectures  will  be  divided  into  three  sets 
corresponding  to  the  terms.  In  the  Autumn  Term  it  will  be  a 
Higher  Rhetoric  Course,  including  the  History  of  Criticism  ; 
in  the  Spring  Term  it  will  deal  with  a  special  subject  connected 
with  the  Honours  period  of  the  year  ;  and  in  the  Summer  Term 
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with  some  particular  book  or  books,  author  or  authors,  so  con- 
nected. The  Spring  Term  subject  for  1910  will  be  "English 
Romances  from  Havelock  to  Arthur  of  Little  Britain  "  ;  that 
for  the  Summer  the  Confessio  Atnantis  and  the  Vision  of  Piers 
Plowman  ;  for  191 1  the  Spring  subject  will  be  "English  Lyric 
to  Jonson"  ;  the  Summer  subject  The  Faerie  Queene. 


The  Ordinary  Course  will  be  so  arranged  that  any  year  can  be 
taken  first  by  those  who  desire  a  Double  Course,  and  any  alone 
by  those  who  wish  for  a  single  one,  the  two  successive  courses 
being  complementary,  but  different,  and  each  covering  the  whole 
subject  in  varying  material.  The  books-lectures  will  be  increased 
in  num.ber,  and  the  books  themselves  different  in  each  year, 
their  number  being  correspondingly  increased.  The  additional 
time  available  for  private  reading  will  be  directed  to  the 
generalities  of  the  subject  under  the  guidance  of  the  Wednesday 
lectures,  which  may  be  specially  dev^oted  to  this. 

It  is  not  desirable  that  students  should  take  the  Double  Course 
in  English  unless  they  either  intend  to  take  Honours  or  have 
some  special  preparation  or  aptitude  for  the  subject. 

Those  who  do  intend  to  take  Honours  are  strongly  advised 
to  devote  the  full  five  years  to  the  subject,  taking  the  British 
History  Ordinary  Course  in  their  first  year,  with  any  other  suit- 
able one  ;  the  Double  English  Ordinary  in  their  second  and 
third  ;  and  the  Honours  Courses  in  the  fourth  and  fifth.  Those 
who  can  only  alTord  four  years  might  advantageously  begin 
their  Language  courses  in  the  third. 

Students  who  are  not  taking  Honours,  but  who  desire  to  take 
the  Double  Ordinary  Course,  will  find,  besides  the  "cognate" 
subjects  (see  p.  163),  Logic  or  Moral  Philosophy,  and  British 
History,  especially  suitable  for  combination. 

The  general  prohibition  of  taking  English  in  the  first  year 
will  only  be  suspended  in  particular  cases  for  special  reasons, 
such  as  the  wish  of  the  student  to  take  the  class  before  devoting 
himself  to  Honours  study  in  some  other  subject.

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Honours  Courses. 

A.  BLYTH  WEBSTER,  M.A.,  Lecturer. 

English  Language. 

An  Honours  Course  of  fifty  lectures  on  the  History  of  the 

EngHsh  Language  will  be  delivered  throughout  the  three  terms, 

on  Monday  and  Thursday,  from  3  to  4. 

In  the  Autumn  Term  the  lectures  will  follow  the  Historical 
Development  of  English  throughout  the  Old  English  Period 
(450-1100)  ;  and  in  the  Spring  Term  the  historical  sketch  will 
be  continued  through  Middle  English  (i  100-1500),  and  will 
include  also  a  survey  of  Middle  Scots  (1450-1600).  Special 
attention  will  be  given  to  the  problem  of  the  dialects  in  the 
Old  and  Middle  Periods,  to  their  differences  and  interaction, 
and  to  the  successive  additions  to  the  English  Vocabulary  of 
elements  adopted  from  foreign  sources.  In  both  courses  the 
lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  reference  to  special  texts,  and  as 
far  as  possible  to  texts  that  throw  light  on  habits  of  literary 
thought  or  cjualities  of  literary  expression.  In  the  Summer 
Term  some  of  the  texts  prescribed  for  the  examination  for  the 
Honours  Degree  will  be  studied,  with  reference  to  their  textual 
and  linguistic  problems.

An  Honours  Half-Course  of  twenty-five  lectures  on  a  subject 
connected  with  the  special  period  in  literature  will  be  given 
in  the  Autumn  Term,  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday, 
from  3  to  4.  Subject  for  1910  :  The  Origin  of  Critical  Theory 
in  England,  and  the  Theory  of  Elizabethan  Drama  to  Ben 
Jonson. 


FRENCH  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE  AND 
ROMANCE  PHILOLOGY. 

CHARLES  SAROLEA,  K.O.L.,  PH.D.,  LITT.D.,  Lecturer, 
and  Junior  Lecturer. 

(<■«)    Ordhtary    Course. 

The  Class  meets  three  days  a  week,  from  3  to  4,  during  the 
Autumn  and  Spring  Terms.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  lectures, 
two  meetings  a  week  will  be  devoted  to  tutorial  work,  which  are 
obligatory  on  all  members  of  the  Class  (a  minimum  of  one  hour 
per  week  for  each  student). 

During  the  Summer  Term  the  Class  meets  on  Tuesdays, 
Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  from  3  to  4. 

The  work  of  the  Class  consists  of : — 

1.  A  course  of  lectures  and  discussions  on  the  History  of 
French  Literature. 

2.  A  course  of  lectures  and  discussions  on  the  History  of 
French  civilization  in  its  relation  to  Literature. 

3.  A  course  of  lectures  on  Old  French  and  interpretations  of 
Old  French  Texts. 

4.  Interpretations  of  Modern  French  Authors. 

5.  Translations  from  English  into  French  and  discussions  on 
problems  of  French  Philology. 

Students  who  have  attained  a  satisfactory  standard  in  the 
work  of  the  Autumn  and  Spring  Terms  will  be  exempted  from 
attendance  during  the  Summer,  provided  they  give  reasons 
for  exemption  which  are  satisfactory  to  the  Senatus. 
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The  tutorial  lessons  and  the  instruction  given  during  the 
Summer  Term  will,  so  far  as  possible,  provide  that  discipline 
obtained,  and  supply  those  results  secured  by  residence  abroad, 
mastery  of  the  spoken  language,  practice  on  French  conversa- 
tion, free  composition,  viva  voce  translation,  study  of  the 
"Realia"  of  French  Life.  That  instruction  will  therefore 
specially  meet  the  needs  of  those  students  who  are  not  yet  in 
a  position  to  complete  their  practical  training  by  residence 
in  France. 

{b)  Second  Ordinary  and  Intermediate  Honours  Course. 
DR  SAROLEA  and  Junior  Lecturer. 

This  Class  meets  from  3  to  4  daily  during  the  Autumn  and 
Spring  Terms,  and  in  the  Summer  Term  from  3  to  4  on 
Tuesdays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays.  In  addition  to  the 
ordinary  lectures,  each  student  is  obliged  to  attend  one  tutorial 
lesson  per  week. 

The  work  includes  the  same  range  of  subjects  as  in  the 
Ordinary  Course,  but  will  be  both  more  advanced  and  on  a 
higher  standard  ;  it  will  also  be  more  of  a  tutorial  character, 
debates  and  discussions  taking  largely  the  place  of  set 
lectures. 

The  lectures  on  the  History  of  French  Literature  and  on  the 
History  of  French  CiviHzation  of  the  Ordinary  Course,  under 
headings  (i)  and  (2)  will  be  attended  jointly  by  Classes  {a) 
and  {b). 

The  regulations  of  the  Ordinary  Course  as  to  exemption 
from  attendance  during  the  Summer  Term  apply  to  the 
Intermediate  Class. 

(f)  Ho7iours  Course. 

DR  SAROLEA  and  Junior  Lecturer. 

This  Class  meets  four  times  a  week,  from  4  to  5,  during  the 
Autumn  and   Spring  Terms.     One  or  two  of  the  Class  hours 
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per  week  will  generally  be  devoted  to  tutorial  work,  which  is 
obligatory  on  all  members  of  the  Class. 

The  Summer  Term  is  optional,  and  intended  for  those 
Honours  students  who  are  not  going  abroad.  These  will  be 
taught  conjointly  with  the  students  of  the  Second  Ordinary 
Course. 

The  work  of  the  Class  consists  of: — 

1.  Lectures,  discussions  and  debates  on  the  History  of 
French  Literature. 

2.  Lectures,  discussions  and  debates  on  the  History  of 
French  Culture  in  its  relation  to  Literature. 

3.  Interpretation  of  Old  French  Texts. 

4.  Interpretation  of  texts  from  mediaeval  Latin  and  from 
other  Romance  Languages  (such  as  Dante,  Calderen,  Camoens 
Mistral),  illustrating  the  mutual  dependence  and  the  growth 
of  the  Romance  Languages  and  Literatures. 

5.  Translation  into  French  and  discussions  on  the  work  of 
the  members  of  the  Class. 

6.  Interpretation  of  French  Authors. 

Honours  students  who  intend  to  specialize  in  French  are 
strongly  recommended  to  take  Latin  as  one  of  their  additional 
subjects. 


GERMAN  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE  AND 
TEUTONIC  PHILOLOGY. 

OTTO  SCHLAPP,  PH.D.,  Lecturer. 

(a)  First  Ordinary  Course. 

DR  SCHLAPP  and  Junior  Lecturer. 

This  Class  meets  three  times  a  week  during  the  Autumn  and 
Spring  Terms  (4  to  5).  Besides  every  student  is  obliged  to 
attend  two  tutorial  lessons  per  week.  During  the  Summer 
Term  the  Class  meets  twice  a  week  (from  4  to  5).  Students 
are  oblitied  to  attend  one  additional  tutorial  lesson  a  week. 
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The  work  of  the  course  embraces  :  Translation  from  simple 
German  Prose  and  Verse,  translation  into  German  from 
simple  English  Prose  and  Verse,^  occasional  simple  German 
Essays,  interpretation  of  works  selected  chiefly  from  modern 
authors  (drama,  fiction,  lyrics  and  ballads,  and  essays),  a 
special  course  of  sixteen  lectures  in  German,^  a  study  of  the 
outlines  of  German  history,  a  study  of  the  lives  of  the  authors 
read,  a  study  of  German  word  formation,  vocabulary  and 
synonyms,  written  examinations  on  the  work  prescribed  and 
unseen  texts. 

The  tutorial  lessons  provided  afford  a  training  of  the  ear  in 
understanding  spoken  German,  practice  in  German  pronuncia- 
tion, reading  aloud,  recitation,  conversation,  viva  voce  trans- 
lation from  and  into  German,  oral  free  composition,  a  study  of 
the  vocabulary  and  idiom  of  ordinary  spoken  German  and  a 
study  of  selected  chapters  of  syntax. 

Students  who  have  attained  a  satisfactory  standard  in  the 
work  of  the  Autumn  and  Spring  Terms  may  be  exempted  from 
attendance  during  the  Summer  Term,  provided  they  give 
reasons  for  exemption  which  are  satisfactory  to  the  Senatus. 

The  Degree  examinations  will  take  place  in  June  and 
October. 

Fee  for  the  whole  course,  including  Summer  Term,  is  ^4,  4s. 

iU)  Second  Ordinary  and  Intermediate  Honours  Course. 

DR  SCHLAPP  and  Junior  Lecturer. 

This  Class  meets  three  times  a  week,  from  4  to  5,  during  the 
Autumn  and  Spring  Terms.  Besides  each  student  is  obliged 
to  attend  two  tutorial  lessons  per  week.  During  the  Summer 
Term  the  Class  meets  twice  a  week  (from  4  to  5  p.m.),  and 
students  are  obliged  to  attend  one  additional  tutorial  lesson 
per  week.  The  work  of  this  Class  is  in  every  respect  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  work  of  the  first  year  on  a  wider  basis  and  a 
higher  leveL     It  also  includes  the  study  of  some  specimens  of

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sixteenth-century  literature.  The  special  short  course  of  sixteen 
lectures  in  German  is  attended  by  Class  {a)  and  {b)  conjointly. 
The  Degree  examinations  take  place  in  June  and  October. 

The  Regulations  under  {a)  as  to  exemption  from  attendance 
during  a  third  term  apply  in  the  case  of  [b)  likewise.  The  fees 
in  the  case  of  (1^)  are  the  same  as  those  given  under  {ci). 

(c)  Honours  Course. 
DR  SCHLAPP  and  Junior  Lecturer. 

The  work  prescribed  for  the  Honours  Degree  examination 
is  spread  over  two  years.  The  Class  meets  during  the  Autumn 
and  Spring  Terms  daily  from  3  to  4,  except  on  Tuesdays,  when 
the  students  attend  the  special  short  course  of  lectures  in 
German.  Attendance  on  one  tutorial  lesson  per  week  is  obliga- 
tory on  all  members  of  the  Class. 

During  the  Summer  Term  practical  tutorial  instruction  of  an 
advanced  character  is  given  daily.  This  Summer  Class  is 
optional,  and  intended  for  those  Honours  students  who  are  not 
going  abroad. 

The  work  of  the  course  embraces  translation  from  German 
Prose  and  Verse  (advanced  texts)  ;  translation  from  English 
Prose,  advanced  texts  (e.g.  Lamb,  Hazlitt,  Ruskin,  Carlyle, 
Stevenson,  Pater,  Meredith,  Shaw)';  essays  in  German  ;  critical 
papers  in  English  ;  translation  and  interpretation  of  medi;tval 
texts  and  of  texts  illustrating  the  older  forms  of  modern  German  ; 
interpretation  of  characteristic  works  of  modern  and  contempo- 
rary authors  ;  translation  and  interpretation  of  texts  in  modern 
dialects.  A  special  course  of  sixteen  lectures  in  German  on  sub- 
jects announced  for  each  year — a  study  of  selected  chapters  of 
German  History;  a  study  of  special  chapters  of  German  Philology 
and  Historical  Grammar ;  a  study  of  selected  essays  (on  German 
Archceology,  History,  Topography,  Folk-lore,  Politics,  Social 
and  Economic  conditions,  Literature,  Art,  Philosophy,  Educa- 
tion, etc.)  ;  a  study  of  the  lives  and  times  of  the  authors  read  ; 
a  course  of  private  reading  and  research,  with  instruction  in  the

SANSKRIT  AND  COMPARATIVE  PHILOLOGY. 

PROFESSOR  EGGELING. 

A.  Sanskrit  Language  and  Literature. 

1.  Junior  Course — 2  to  3  p.m.  Instruction  in  the  elements  of 
Sanskrit  Grammar  by  means  of  systematic  practical  exercises. 
Translation  and  explanation  of  easy  texts,  such  as  Nalopa- 
khyanam,  and  selected  fables.  Easy  translations  from  English 
into  Sanskrit  (chiefly  from  Bhandarkar's  First  and  Second 
Books  of  Sanskrit). 

The  work  of  the  Junior  Class  is  intended  to  lead  up  to  the 
standard  of  the  Preliminary  examinations  in  Sanskrit. 

2.  Senior  Course — 3  to  4  P.M.  This  being  the  Graduating 
Class,  students  proposing  to  attend  it  with  a  view  to  graduation 
in  Arts  must  previously  have  passed  an  examination  under 
section  IV.  subsection  3,  of  the  Ordinance,  consisting  of 
plain  passages  for  translation  from  and  into  Sanskrit,  and 
grammatical  questions. 

The  work  of  the  Senior  Class  will  be  distributed  as  follows  : 
Three  days  a  week  will  be  devoted  to  the  interpretation  of  San- 
skrit work,  such  as  Hitopadesa,  Pancatantram,  Kalidasa's, 
RaghuvanSa,  Kumarasambhava,  and  Sakuntala,  Manu's  Insti- 
tutes of  Law,  Episodes  from  the  Epic  Poems,  and  selected 
hymns  of  the  Rigveda,  and  during  the  Autumn  and  Spring 
Terms  two  additional  days  will  be  given  to  Sanskrit  composi- 
tion and  to  tutorial  work  chiefly  for  the  revision  of  the 
Grammar.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  history  of  Sanskrit 
literature  will  be  required  in  the  M.A.  examination. 

Students  who  have  attained  to  a  satisfactory  standard  in  the 
work  of  the  Autumn  and  Spring  Terms,  as  tested  by  papers  set 
towards  the  end  of  March,  will  be  exempted  from  attendance 
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during  the  Summer  Term,  under  the  conditions  laid  down  by 
the  University  (p.  162). 

Second  Attoidance  of  Senior  Course.  —  A  student  who 
has  passed  the  Degree  examination  after  his  first  senior 
course,  or  has  obtained  a  first  or  second  class  certificate  of 
merit,  may  take  the  senior  course  a  second  time,  when  his 
Class  and  Degree  work  will  be  the  ordinary  work  for  that  year, 
but  he  will  be  required  to  attain  to  a  higher  standard  in  both, 
and  to  study  some  texts  in  addition  to  those  prescribed  for  the 
First  Year's  Class  for  home-reading. 

B.  Comparative  Philology. 
The    professor    will    be    prepared   to   deliver   a    Course   of 
Lectures  on  the  Principles  of    Indogermanic    Philology   and 
the  History  of  Linguistic  Studies,  provided  a  sufficient  number 
of  students  give  in  their  names. 

HEBREW. 

PROFESSOR  KENNEDY  and  Assistant. 
The  following  classes  are  provided  for  students  desiring  to 
take  Hebrew  as  a  subject  for  Graduation  in  Arts  : — 

1.  An  Elementary  or  Beginners'  Class.,  meeting  on  Tuesdays 
and  Thursdays,  for  three  terms  at  2  P.M.  Textbook,  Davidson's 
Introductory  Hebrew  Grammar. 

This  Class  prepares  intending  students  of  Divinity  for  the 
Entrance  examinations  of  the  various  Churches. 

2.  Jujiior  Class.,  meeting  four  times  a  week  (Mondays,  Tues- 
days, Thursdays,  Fridays),  for  three  terms  at  i  P.M.  Revision 
of  Grammar  with  home  exercises,  reading  of  easy  prose 
passages  (Genesis,  Ruth,  etc.)  and  of  selected  Psalms.  Mem- 
bers of  the  Junior  Class  may  also  attend  the  Wednesday 
lectures  on  the  History  and  Literature  of  the  Hebrews  without 
extra  fee. 

This  Class  prepares  for  the  Preliminary  examination  required 
of  all  students  taking  Hebrew  as  a  graduating  subject  in  terms 
of  the  Ordinance.  This  Examination  includes  questions  on 
Grammar  and  plain  passages  to  translate  from  and  into  Hebrew. 
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Members  of  the  Junior  Class  are  understood  to  have  mastered 
the  elements  of  the  Grammar  as  represented  by,  at  leasts 
sections   i  to  30  of  the  textbook. 

3.  Senior  or  Gradinifini^  Class,  meeting  daily  at  2  P.M. 
during  the  Autumn  and  Spring  Terms.  Three  hours  a  week 
are  occupied  with  the  critical  study  of  selected  portions  of 
the  historical,  prophetical  and  poetical  books  of  the  Old 
Testament.  These  vary  from  year  to  year.  (For  1909-10  see 
under  Graduation  subjects — Semitic  Languages,  p.  189.)  The 
other  two  hours  are  devoted  to  lectures  on  the  History  and 
Literature  of  the  Hebrews  (Wednesdays),  the  study  of  the 
syntax  and  prose  composition. 

Students  taking  the  Senior  Class  as  a  second  course  for 
graduation  have  to  give  evidence  of  fitness  either  (i)  by  pass- 
ing the  M.A.  examination  in  Hebrew  on  the  ordinary  standard, 
or  (2)  by  obtaining  a  first  or  second  class  certificate  for  the 
work  of  the  ordinary  class.  They  will  also  be  required  to  pass 
the  Term  examinations  in  the  second  year  of  attendance  on 
a  higher  standard.

PROFESSOR  KENNEDY  and  Assistant. 

The  following  classes  are  provided  for  students  taking 
Arabic  as  a  subject  for  Graduation  in  Arts  : — 

1.  An  Elementary  or  Bcs^inncrs'  Class,  meeting  daily  during 
the  Summer  Term  at  an  hour  to  suit  intending  students. 

Textbooks. — Socin's  Arabic  Grammar  and  Jacob's  Bible 
Chrestomathy. 

2.  Jimior  Class,  in  continuation  of  the  above,  meeting  on 
Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays  for  three  terms  at  3  p.m., 
in  alternate  years  (next  in  1909-10). 

Textbooks. — Socin's  Grammar,  Bruennow's  Chrestomathy  of 
Arabic  Prose  Pieces,  Nallino's  Chrestofnathia  Oorani  Arabica. 

The  Class  prepares  for  the  Preliminary  examination  required 
of  all  students  taking  Arabic  as  a  graduating  subject.  For  the 
scope  of  the  examination  see  above,  under  Hebrew. 
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3.  Senior  or  Graduatifig  Class,  meeting  on  Mondays, 
Wednesdays  and  Fridays  for  three  terms  at  3  P.M.,  in  alternate 
years  {ntxl  in  1910-11).  The  work  comprises  more  advanced 
reading-  in  prose  and  poetry,  the  study  of  the  syntax  and  prose 
composition.

PROFESSOR   MACKINNON. 
A.  Graduation  Class — First  Ordinary  Course. 

The  Class  meets  daily  at  4  P.M.,  and  the  course  of  study  will 
be  arranged  as  follows  : — 

Autumn  Term. — (i)  Reading  and  Exposition  of  Scottish 
Gaelic  on  three  days  per  week.  Text-books  :  Gaelic  Reader  ; 
Beauties  of  Gaelic  Poetry  ;  Ossian's  Poems  ;  Extracts  for 
Reading,  Part  II.  (2)  Grammar  and  Composition  on  two  days 
per  week  :  Stewart's  Grammar. 

Spring  Term. — (i)  Reading  and  Exposition  of  Scottish  and 
Irish  Gaelic  :  Extracts  for  Reading,  Part  II.  ;  Graduated 
Reading  in  Irish  Gaelic  ;  Keating  ;  O'Rahilly  ;  Irish  Prose 
Composition  ;  Old  Gaelic  ;  Strachan's  Paradigms  ;  and  Selec- 
tions from  Old  Irish  Glosses. 

Summer  Te?-m. — (i)  Reading — Strachan's  Extracts  ;  Win- 
disch's  Irische  Texte.  (2)  Lectures  on  {a)  Modern  Gaelic 
Literature  (Scottish  and  Irish),,  {b)  the  Phonetics  and  Structure

Second  Ordinary  Course. 

A  student  who  has  passed  the  Degree  Examination  after  a 
First  Course  in  Celtic,  or  has  obtained  a  first  or  second  class 
certificate  of  merit,  may  take  the  Class  a  second  time.  The 
Class  work  will  be  the  ordinary  work  for  that  year,  but  he  will 
require  to  attain  to  a  considerably  higher  standard. 
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Any  student  who  attends  this  Class  with  a  view  to  Graduation 
in  Arts  must  previously  have  passed  an  examination  (under 
sect.  IV.  subsec.  3  of  the  Ordinance),  which  will  be  in  Scottish 
Gaelic,  or  Irish  GaeUc,  or  Welsh  ;  and  will  include  translations 
from  and  into  English,  with  grammatical,  hterary,  and  easy 
philological  questions. 

The  fee  for  a  student  who  attends  with  a  view  to  graduation 
is  £\,  4s. 

B.  Advanced  Class. 

The  Class  meets  on  three  days  per  week  at  3  p.m.  The 
course  of  study  will  be  : — 

(i)  Old  Gaelic  ;  Strachan's  Paradigms  and  Extracts  ; 
Grammar  and  Exercises. 

(2)  Windisch's  Grammar  and  Exercises  in  Composition  ; 
Reading  from  Windisch's  Irische  Texte  ;  Book  of  Deer  ;  and 
other  texts  of  Old  and  Middle  Gaelic. 

(3)  Composition  ;  Reading  from  MS.,  Selected  Texts ;  Lectures 
on  the  Old  and  Middle  Periods  of  Gaelic  Literature  (alternating). 

An  Elementary  Class  in  Scottish  Gaelic,  meeting  on  two 
days  of  the  week,  will  be  held  in  the  Autumn  and  Spring 
Terms,  if  a  sufficient  number  of  students  give  in  their  names.

//.  DEPARTMENT  OF  MENTAL  PHILOSOPHY. 
LOGIC  AND  METAPHYSICS. 

PROFESSOR   A.    S.   PRINGLE-PATTISON. 

Ordinary  Class — i  to  2. 
Logic  and  Philosophical  Introduction. 

This  Class  meets  for  Lectures  on  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays, 
and  Fridays  during  the  teaching  part  of  each  Term,  besides 
additional  meetings  for  tutorial  instruction. 

The  course  in  this  Class  falls  into  two  parts. 

The  first  part  includes  the  Elements  of  Logic,  deductive  and 
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inductive,  giving  special  attention  to  the  methods  of  science 
and  the  nature  of  scientific  proof. 

The  textbook  used  is  Mellone's  "  Introductory'  Textbook  of 
Logic,"  and  students  preparing  for  the  Class  may  find  it  useful 
to  work  over  the  elementary  doctrines  of  Formal  Logic  to  the 
end  of  Syllogism  (chapters  i,  2,  3,  5,  6). 

In  the  second  part  of  the  course  an  attempt  is  made  to  intro- 
duce the  student  to  the  chief  questions  of  Philosophy  in  con- 
nection with  their  historical  development,  especially  in  modern 

times. 

Advanced  Metaphysics — 3  to  4. 

This  Class,  constituting  an  Honours  Course  of  fifty  lectures, 

meets  three  days  a   week  during  the   first  two  terms  of  the 

academic  year.    The  course  is  mainly  devoted  to  the  Philosophy 

of  Kant.     The  earlier  lectures  deal  critically  with  Locke  and 

Hume  as  leading  up  to  the  Kantian  Problem,  and  the  concluding 

portion  of  the  course  is  devoted  to  the  Idealistic  development 

of  German  Philosophy  in  Hegel.      Students,  if  they  so  desire, 

may  take  the  first  half  of  this  course   in  the  /\utumn  Term  of 

one  session  and  the  second   half  in   the  Spring  Term  of  the 

following  session. 

ANCIENT  PHILOSOPHY. 
Introductory  Course. 
This    course   (25    lectures    on    Tuesdays,   Wednesdays   and 
Fridays  at  1 1  o'clock  in  the  Summer  Term)  is  intended  to  be 
an  introduction  to  Greek  Philosophy,  and  will  include  an  out 
line  of  the  development  of  Greek  thought.     Special  attention 
will  be  given  to  Pre-Socratic  Philosophy  (including  Atomism)  and 
to  Plato's  Theory  of  Ideas  as  presented  in  his  earlier  period. 

Honours  Course. 
This  course  (an  Honours  half-course  of  25  lectures  on  Tues- 
days, Thursdays  and  Fridays  at  11  o'clock,  in  the  Autumn 
Term)  will  assume  a  knowledge  of  Greek  Philosophy  equivalent 
to  that  given  in  the  Introductory  course.  It  will  discuss  the 
Minor  Socratic  Schools,  the  later  period  of  Plato  (with  special 
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reference  to  the  Theatetus  and  Sophist)  and  the  philosophy  of 
Aristotle  (with  special  reference  to  the  De  Anima).  The  sub- 
jects taken  up  may  be  extended,  by  means  of  additional  lec- 
tures or  of  tutorial  work,  to  suit  the  special  needs  of  those 
taking  the  course. 

ADVANCED  LOGIC. 

JOHN  HANDYSIDE,  M.A.,  Lecturer. 

This  course  of  25  lectures,  constituting  a  half-course  for 
Honours,  will  be  given  in  the  Spring  Term.  The  subjects  of 
the  course  will  be  :  Logic  as  Reflection  upon  Knowledge  in 
General  ;  Presuppositions  of  Formal  Logic — Its  place  in 
General  Logic  ;  Criticism  of  Erroneous  Presuppositions  ;  Judg- 
ment—  Its  Functions  in  relation  to  Experience  ;  Ideas,  Psycho- 
logical and  Logical  Aspects  ;  Negative  Judgment  ;  Modality  ; 
Forms  and  Classification  of  Judgment  (Lotze,  Bradby,  Bosan- 
quet)  ;  Inference  as  Extension  of  Judgment  ;  Significance  of 
Syllogism  ;  Implications  of  Induction  ;  Hypothesis  and  Ex- 
planation ;  Re-interpretation  of  Deduction  and  Induction — 
their  common  basis. 

PSYCHOLOGY. 

\v.  G.  SMITH,  M.A.,  PH.D.,  Lecturer. 

Ordinary  Course — Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday,  2  to  3. 

The  course  will  deal  with  the  following  topics  mainly  in  the 
order  indicated.  Reference  will  be  made  during  the  course  to 
the  history  of  psychological  theories  and  investigations.  In 
the  third  term,  part  of  the  Class  work  will  be  carried  on  in  the 
Psychological  Laboratory. 

The  scope  and  general  methods  of  Mental  Science.  Its 
relations  to  philosophical  and  biological  studies.  Theories  and 
facts  regarding  the  connection  of  mind  and  body.  Outline  of 
the  structure  and  functions  of  the  sense-organs  and  the  nervous 
system  in  their  relations  to  mental  life.  The  various  forms  of 
sensation  and  perception.  The  simpler  affective  and  conative 
processes. 
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The  connection  between  the  simpler  and  the  more  complex 
mental  processes.  The  nature  and  functions  of  attention. 
The  ideational  and  intellectual  processes,  including  imagina- 
tion, memory,  conception  and  judgment.  The  higher  forms  of 
feeling.  Voluntary  activity.  Theories  of  freedom  and  deter- 
minism. Personality  and  consciousness  of  self.  The  social 
factor  in  mental  life.  The  scope  and  relations  of  Individual 
and  Social  Psychology. 

The  principles  of  mental  development  :  its  connection  with 
biological  evolution  and  its  relation  to  the  facts  of  mental 
abnormality.  The  successive  stages  in  childhood  and  adol- 
escence. Outline  of  Comparative  Psychology.  The  problems 
of  Applied  Psychology. 

During  the  Summer  Term,  in  addition  to  lectures,  which 
will  be  continued  on  Fridays  after  the  first  week,  the  Class 
work  will  include  a  course  of  practical  work  illustrating  the 
employment  of  experimental  and  statistical  methods  in  psycho- 
logical investigation.  For  this  purpose  the  Class  will  be 
divided,  after  the  first  week  of  term,  into  two  sections,  the  first 
meeting  at  the  ordinary  Class  hours  on  Mondays  and  Wednes- 
days, and  the  second  meeting  from  3  to  4  on  the  same  days. 


Advanced  Psychology. 

Honours  Course — Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday,  4  to  5, 
Autumn  and  Spring  Terms. 

This  course  qualifies  for  Honours  in  Mental  Philosophy. 
The  work  falls  into  two  sections,  which  will,  as  a  rule,  be 
carried  on  concurrently.  The  theoretical  section  will  deal  with 
the  more  abstract  and  fundamental  questions  arising  in  connec- 
tion with  the  various  branches  of  Psychology.  The  experi- 
mental section  will  include  lectures  and  practical  work  dealing 
with  the  more  advanced  treatment  of  experimental  problems 
and  methods.  A  certain  number  of  lectures  will  be  devoted  to 
the  History  of  Psychology.  Attention  will  be  given  to  the 
books  prescribed  for  the  Honours  Examination. 
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MORAL  PHILOSOPHY. 

PROFESSOR   JAMES   SETH. 

Fi?-st  Ordina?y  Course — 12  to  i. 

This  Class  meets  for  lectures  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and 
Friday  during  the  teaching  part  of  each  term. 

Atitumn  Term. — Problem  and  Method  of  Ethics — Psychology 
of  Ethics — The  Moral  Ideal  in  its  historical  development  :  The 
Greek  Ideals. 

Spriiig  Term. — Ideals  of  Primitive  and  Mediaeval  Christianity 
— Modern  Ethics. 

Summer  Term.  —  Applied  Ethics:  Ethical  Basis  and 
Functions  of  the  State — Present  Social  Problems. 

The  Class  will  also  meet  frequently  on  Tuesdays  or  Thurs- 
days, at  the  same  hour,  for  discussion  and  tutorial  instruction, 

The  textbook  will  be  the  Professor's  Ethical  Principles^  and 
a  special  study  will  be  made  of  Aristotle's  Ethics,  Books  i.,  ii., 
and  X.,  chs.  6-9  ;  Kant's  Fundamental  Principles  of  the  Meta- 
physic  of  Ethics,  and  Mill's  Utilitarianism.  Sidgwick's  History 
of  Ethics  should  also  be  used  in  connexion  with  the  lectures. 

Second  Ordinary  Course — 12  to  i. 
HENRY  BARKER,  M.A.,  Lecttirer. 

This  Class  meets  for  lectures  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and 
Friday  during  the  teaching  part  of  each  term. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  supplement  the  historical 
study  of  Ethical  thought  in  the  First  Ordinary  Course  by  a 
similar  study  of  Political  thought. 

In  the  Autumn  Term  the  lectures  will  deal  mainly  with  the 
political  thought  of  Plato  and  Aristotle.  Parts  of  Aristotle's 
Politics  will  be  studied  in  detail. 

In  the  Spring  Term  the  lectures  will  deal  with  the  develop- 
ment of  modern  political  thought.  Rousseau's  Social  Con/ract 
will  be  studied  in  detail. 
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In  the  Summer  Term  the  lectures  will  deal  with  recent 
tendencies  of  ethical  and  political  thought  as  represented  by 
Spencer,  Stephen,  and  Green. 

Honours  Course — 2  to  3. 

PROFESSOR  SETH. 

This  Class  meets  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  during 
the  Autumn  and  Spring  Terms. 

Some  of  the  books  prescribed  for  Honours  will  be  made  the 
basis  of  study  and  discussion. 

Honours  Half-Course  —11  to  12. 
HENRY  BARKER,  M.A.,  Lecturer. 

This  Class  meets  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  during 
the  Summer  Term. 

The  lectures  will  deal  with  recent  ethical  theories,  and  more 
especially  with  the  recent. works  in  ethics  prescribed  for 
Honours. 

The  course  continues  the  study  of  ethical  theories  from  the 
point  which  is  reached  at  the  end  of  the  Spring  Term  in  the 
First  Ordinary  Course,  and  students  reading  for  Honours  in 
Philosophy  are  recommended  to  take  it  along  with  the  Summer 
Term  of  the  First  Ordinary  Course. 

POLITICAL   ECONOMY. 

Ordinary  Course. 

PROFESSOR  NICHOLSON. 

The  Class  meets  daily  (except  Saturday)  from  9  to  10  during- 
the  Autumn  and  Spring  Terms. 

The  course  embraces  two  half-courses  qualifying  for  Gradua- 
tion in  Arts  and  for  Graduation  in  Law  (see  under  Faculty 
of  Law),  and  for  B.Sc.  in  Agriculture. 

Arrangements   are   made   for   tutorial    instruction    in    small 
groups  as  part  of  the  regular  work  of  the  Class. 
H 
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In  connection  with  the  Lectures  students  are  expected  to 
read  the  Professor's  "  Elements  of  Pohtical  Economy"  and  the 
portions  indicated  in  the  Lectures  of  Mill's  "  Political  Economy," 
bks.  i.  to  iii.  ;  and  of  Marshall's  "Economics  of  Industry"; 
Smith's  "  Wealth  of  Nations,"  bk.  iv.  ;  and  the  Professor's 
"  Treatise  on  Money,"  6th  edit.  For  fuller  treatment  of  the 
subjects  of  the  Lectures  students  may  consult  the  Professor's 
"  Principles  of  Political  Economy,"  bks.  i.  to  iii. 

The  first  half  of  the  course  (in  the  Autumn  Term)  will  em- 
brace the  subjects  corresponding-  to  books  i.  and  ii.  of  the 
Professor's  "  Elements." 

1.  Scope  and  Methods  of  Political  Economy. — Analysis 
of  Fundamental  Conceptions,  Wealth,  Utility,  Total  and  Mar- 
ginal Utility,  Capital,  Labour,  &c. 

2.  Production  of  Wealth.  —  Meaning  of  Production  — 
Agents  of  Production — Land,  Labour  and  Capital — Efficiency 
of  Labour — Division  of  Labour — Organisation  of  Industry — 
Production  on  a  Large  and  Small  Scale  —  Accumulation  of 
Capital — Growth  of  Population — Limits  to  the  Production  of 
National  Wealth. 

3.  Distribution  of  Wealth. — Private  Property— SociaUsm 
—Land  Tenures  —  Wages — Profits — Rents — Combinations  of 
Labour  and  Capital. 

The  second  half  of  the  course  (in  the  Spring  Term)  includes 
the  subjects  treated  in  the  "  Elements,"  books  iii. -v.,  and  in  the 
corresponding  portions  set  of  Adam  Smith  and  Mill. 

4.  Exchange. — Theory  of  Value — Demand  and  Supply — 
Cost  of  Production — Money — Ranking  Credit — Rate  of  Interest 
—  Commercial  Crises — Foreign  Trade— Free  Trade — Foreign 
Exchanges,

A  Tutorial  Course  of  twenty  lectures,  intended  as  preparatory 
for  the  Ordinary  Class,  is  given  by  Mr  Clark.     Fee,  ;^i,  is. 


In  the  Summer  Term,  Honours  Half-Courses  are  held  in 
Statistics  and  Mathematical  Economics,  Advanced  Geography 
(Economic),  and  students  are  recommended  to  take  these,  and 
also  the  courses  in  Mercantile  Law  and  Palaeography,  after  the 
Ordinary  Class  of  Political  Economy.     See  various  courses. 


Honours  Class — (Fifty  Lectures,  11  to  12,  Mondays,  Tuesdays, 
Thursdays  during  the  Autumn  and  Spring  Terms). 

The  course  will  be  devoted  partly  to  more  difficult 
Economic  Theories  not  taken  up  in  the  ordinary  class,  and 
partly  to  the  special  treatment  of  Economic  Progress,  Economic 
Functions  of  Government,  and  Public  Finance. 

In  connection  with  the  lectures,  Marshall's  "Principles," 
vol.  i.,  the  Professor's  "  Principles,"  vol.  iii.,  and  Bastable's 
"  Public  Finance,"  will,  as  far  as  possible,  be  used  as  textbooks. 

THEORY  AND  HISTORY  OF  EDUCATION. 

PROFESSOR    DARROCH    and    MR   JAMES    DREVER,  M.A. 

The  Class  meets  daily  from  9  to  10  a.m.  during  the  Autumn 
and  Spring  Terms.  Two  of  the  Class  hours  per  week  will  be 
devoted  to  tutorial  work,  which  is  obligatory  on  all  students. 

During  the  Summer  Term  the  Class  meets  on  Mondays, 
Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  from  9  to  10  a.m. 

The  work  of  the  course  will  embrace  a  study  of  the  principles 
underlying  modern  Educational  theory  and  practice.  During 
the  Autumn  Term  the  lectures  will  be  mainly  devoted  to  a  study 
of  the  various  theories  of  the  end  and  method  of  Moral  Educa- 
tion,    In  the  Spring  Term,  the  work  of  the  class  will  be  chiefly 
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concerned  with  the  discussion  of  the  principles  underlying 
Intellectual  Education.  In  the  Summer  Term,  the  lectures 
will  embrace  a  study  of  the  Educational  principles  of  the  chief 
writers  from  the  Renaissance  down  to  the  present  time.  For 
the  first  part  of  the  course,  students  require  to  read  M'Dougall's  . 
"  Social  Psychology  "  and  Herbert  Spencer's  chapter  on  "  Moral 
Education." 

For  the  second  part  of  the  course  : — Adams'  "  Herbartian 
Psychology"  and  Bagley's  "The  Educative  Process."  For  the 
third  part  either  Quick's  "  Essays  on  Educational  Reformers  " 
or  Laurie's  "  Educational  Opinion  since  the  Renaissance." 

Advanced  Course. 

A  course  of  fifty  lectures  will  be  given  in  this  subject.  The 
Class  will  meet  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays  during 
the  Autumn  and  Spring  Terms,  at  1 1  A.M. 

The  first  part  of  the  course  will  deal  with  Greek  and  Roman 
systems  and  theories  of  Education.  The  second  part  of  the 
course  will  deal  with  modern  theories  of  Education,  especially 
with  the  doctrines  of  Rousseau,  Froebel,  Herbart,  and  Herbert 
Spencer. 

Books  prescribed. — Plato's  "  Republic,"  book  ii.  366,  to  end 
of  book  iv.  and  book  viii.  ;  Aristotle's  "Ethics  and  Politics" 
(Selections  as  given  in  Professor  Burnet's  "Aristotle  on  Educa- 
tion") ;  Ouintilian's  "Institutes  of  Oratory,"  books  i.,  ii.,  x.,  xi., 
and  xii.  ;  Rousseau's  "  Emile,"  books  i.-iii.  ;  Froebel's  "The 
Education  of  Man  "  (I.  E.  Series) ;  Herbart's  "  Science  of  Educa- 
tion" (Felkin's  translation)  ;  Herbert  Spencer's  "Education." 

Either  half  of  the  course  may  be  taken  separately.  Fee  for 
half-course,  £2,  23. 

Summer  Session,  1909. 

Present-Day  Problems  in  Education — Contemporary 
Educational  Systems  in  Europe  and  America. 

JAMES  DREVER,  M.A.,  Assistant  to  the  Professor  of  Education. 

This  Class  meets  during  the  Summer  Session  on  Mondays 
and   Thursdays,  at  an  hour  to  be  afterwards  arranged.     The 
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course,  which  is  largely  a  Seminar  course,  consists  of  lectures 
and  discussions  on  the  educational  systems  of  France,  Germany, 
and  America,  and  is  based  on  the  Board  of  Education  "  Special 
Reports,"  and  Hughes'  "  The  Making  of  Citizens." 


STATISTICS  AND   MATHEMATICAL  ECONOMICS. 
G.  A.  CARSE,  M.A.,  D.SC,  Lecturer. 

Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Thursday,  4-5,  Summer  Term.  Quali- 
fying as  a  half-course  for  Economics  Honours. 

The  course  will  comprise  about  twenty-five  lectures,  and  will 
cover  the  following  : —

Application  of  statistical  methods  to  problems  of  trade, 

production,    population,    &c.,    and    to   problems    in 

Sociology. 
Elements  of  the  theory  of  correlation  and  calculation  of 

the  co-efficient  of  correlation. 

Books  recommended  :  Bowley,  "  Elements  of  Statistics  "  ; 
various  memoirs  in  the  Journal  of  the  Royal  Statistical  Society. 

Mathematical  Economics. 

Students  are  expected  to  have  a  working  knowledge  of 
Nicholson's  "  Elements  of  Political  Economy." 
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Mathematical  treatment,  both  by  geometric  and  algebraic 
methods,  of  questions  of  utility,  demand  and  supply,  production, 
monopolies,  taxation,  trade,  &c. 

References  will  be  given  to  the  treatment  of  Mathematical 
Economics  by  Cournot,  Pareto,  Edgeworth,  Walras,  Marshall, 
and  others. 


GIFFORD  LECTURES  ON   NATURAL  THEOLOGY. 

w.  WARDE  FOWLER,  M.A.,  Lecturer. 

These  Lectures  were  endowed  by  the  late  Adam  Gifford, 
Senator  of  the  College  of  Justice,  "for  promoting,  advancing 
teaching,  and  diffusing  the  study  of  Natural  Theology  in  the 
widest  sense  of  that  term."  ..."  The  lecturers  appointed 
shall  be  subjected  to  no  test  of  any  kind,  and  shall  not  be 
required  to  take  any  oath,  or  to  emit  or  subscribe  any  de- 
claration of  belief,  or  to  make  any  promise  of  any  kind  ;  they 
may  be  of  any  denomination  whatever,  or  of  no  denomination 
at  all ;  they  may  be  of  any  religion  or  way  of  thinking,  or,  as  is 
sometimes  said,  they  may  be  of  no  religion  ;  or  they  may  be  so- 
called  sceptics  or  agnostics  or  free-thinkers  ; — provided  only  that 
the  'patrons'  will  use  diligence  to  secure  that  they  be  able  reverent 
men,  true  thinkers,  sincere  lovers  of  and  earnest  inquirers  after 
truth.  I  wish  the  lecturers  to  treat  their  subjects  as  a  strictly 
natural  science,  the  greatest  of  all  possible  sciences,  indeed,  in 
one  sense,  the  only  science, —  that  of  Infinite  Being,  without 
reference  to  or  reliance  upon  any  supposed  special  exceptional 
or  so-called  miraculous  revelation.  The  lecturers  shall  be  under 
no  restraint  whatever  in  their  treatment  of  their  theme.  The 
lectures  shall  be  public  and  popular,  that  is,  open  not  only  to 
students  of  the  Universities,  but  to  the  whole  community,  with- 
out matriculation." 

The  arrangeme?its  for  the  next  course  will  be  duly  announced.

MATHEMATICS. 

PROFESSOR  CHRYSTAL,  ASSISTED  BY  CHARLES  TWEEDIE,  M.A., 
B.SC.  ;  E.  M.  HOKSBURGH,  M.A.,  B.SC,  A.MI.C.E.  ;  AND  J. 
MACLAGAN    WEDDERBURN,  M.A.,  D.SC. 

{a)  First  Ordinary  Course. 

PROFESSOR   CHRYSTAL,   MR  TWEEDIE,  and   MR    WEDDERBURN. 

The  Class  meets  daily  from  9  to  10  during  the  Autumn  and 
Spring  Terms.  Two  of  the  Class  hours  per  week  will  generally 
be  devoted  to  Tutorial  work,  which  is  obligatory  on  all  members 
of  the  Class. 

During  the  Summer  Term  the  Class  meets  on  Mondays, 
Wednesdays,  and   Fridays,  from  9  to   10. 

The  work  of  the  whole  course  embraces  Elementary  Geometry, 
Euclidian  and  Projective  ;  Elementary  Algebra  ;  Trigonometry; 
Elements  of  Co-ordinate  Geometry  ;  and  Graph  Tracing. 

The  Pure  Geometry  will  be  taken  up  chiefly  in  the  Summer 
Term. 

Students  who  have  attained  a  satisfactory  standard  in  the 
work  of  the  Autumn  and  Spring  Terms  will  be  exempted  from 
attendance  during  the  Summer  Term,  provided  they  give 
reasons  for  exemption  which  are  satisfactory  to  the  Senatus. 

{b)  Second  Ordinary  Course. 

MR    WEDDERBURN   and    PROFESSOR   CHRYSTAL. 

This  Class  meets  from  12  to  i  daily  during  the  Autumn  and 
Spring  Terms,  and  from  12  to  i  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Fridays  during  the  Summer  Term.  Tutorial  work  as  in  the 
First  Ordinary  Course. 

The  work  of  the  course  embraces  Algebra,  Spherical  Trigo- 
nometry, Elementary  Theory  of  Equations,  Theory  of  Deter- 
minants, Co-ordinate  Geometry,  and  the  First  Principles  of  the 
Differential  and  Integral  Calculus. 
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[c)  First  Technical  Course. 
MR    HORSBURGH. 

This  Class  meets  daily  from  9  to  lo  during  the  Autumn  and 
Spring  Terms.  Two  of  the  Class  hours  per  week  will  generally 
be  devoted  to  Tutorial  work,  which  is  obligatory  on  all  members 
of  the  Class.

chiefly  from  the  Engineer's  point  of  view. 

{ci)  Second  Technical  Course. 
MR  HORSBURGH. 

This  Class  meets  daily  from  11  to  12  during  the  Autunm  and 
Spring  Terms. 

The  work  of  the  course  embraces  :— Use  of  Graphic  Methods, 
Spherical  Trigonometry  (with  reference  to  Geodesy  and  Naviga- 
tion), Elementary  Co-ordinate  Geometry,  Differential  and  In- 
tegral Calculus,  Simple  Differential  Equations,  Practical  Appli- 
cations of  these  subjects,  chiefly  from  the  Engineer's  point  of 
view.

The  Class  meets  during  the  Summer  Term  from  11  to  12  on 
Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays.

Professor  MacGregor,  assisted  by  Dr  Carse,  Dr  Milne, 
Mr  Strang,  and  Mr  Bell. 

Autumn,  Spring,  and  Summer  Terms,  daily  11  to  12,  qualify- 
ing as  a  full  course  for  the  M.A.  degree  (see  p.  130  for  double 
courses). 

The  work  of  the  Class  is  conducted  by  means  of  lectures, 
laboratory  exercises  and  tutorial  instruction. 

The  Lecture  Course  is  divided  into  three  portions. 

I.  Experimental    Physics,    Autumn    and    Spring    Terms, 

Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,   11   to  12. 

II.  Dynamics  and  Thermodynamics,  Spring  Term,  Tues- 
days and  Thursdays,  11  to  12. 

III.  Wave  Theories,  Summer  Term,  Tuesdays  and  Thurs- 
days, II  to  12. 

The  Class  fee  covers  all  three  portions. 

The  courses  of  practical  exercises  in  connection  with  the 
Class  are  conducted  by  Dr  Carse  and  Dr  Milne,  and  are  as 
follows  : — • 

(i)  Twelve-hours  course,  open  to  all  members  of  the  Class, 
without  additional  fee. 

(2)  Fifty-hours  course  ;  fee,  ^i,  is. 

(3)  Eighty-hours  course,  either  an  ordinary  course  or  the 
special  course  for  students  in  training  as  teachers  ;  fee,  £2,  2s. 

For  the  practical  exercises  the  laboratory  is  open  daily  from 
10  to  3  o'clock,  and  students  may  in  general  select  such 
days  and  hours  of  attendance  as  best  suit  their  convenience 
and  their  stage  of  advancement.  It  is  desirable,  though  not 
necessary,  that  at  each  attendance  they  should  have  two  con- 
secutive hours  available.  Practical  courses  are  begun  in  the 
Autumn  or  Spring  Term,  according  as  students  may,  or  may 
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not,  have  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  Elements  of  Physics  on 
entering  the  Class. 

Three  ordinary  courses  of  tutorial  instruction  are  conducted 
by  Mr  Strang  and  Mr  Bell  in  the  subjects  of  the  respective 
lecture  courses  during  the  terms  in  which  these  courses  are 
given.  For  this  purpose  the  Class  is  divided  into  sections  of 
from  15  to  20  students  each,  and  every  student  may  attend  two 
or  three  sectional  meetings  per  week.  Special  courses  are 
conducted  in  the  Summer  Term  in  Experimental  Physics  and 
Dynamics. 

All  students  who  are  candidates  for  degrees  must  take 
Lecture  Course  I.  They  must  also  take  II.  and  III.,  unless 
exempted  from  one  or  both  through  the  taking  of  a  course  of 
practical  exercises. 

Arts  students  are  not  required  to  take  any  of  the  practical 
courses.  If  they  take  (2)  they  are  exempted  from  attending 
one  of  the  two  lecture  courses  II.  and  III.  If  they  take  (3) 
they  are  exempted  from  both  II.  and  III. 

Attendance  on  tutorial  courses  is  not  obligatory. 

Candidates  for  M.A.  who  have  been  exempted,  as  above, 
from  attending  either  of  the  lecture  courses  II.  and  III.,  or 
both,  are  exempted  also  from  the  cjuestions  set  in  the  subjects 
of  such  course  or  courses  at  the  Degree  Examinations,  provided 
they  submit  to  the  Examiners  the  records  properly  certified  as 
having  been  supervised  and  approved,  of  the  laboratory  work 
on  which  the  exemption  is  based.  Such  records  will  be  taken 
into  consideration  by  the  Examiners  (see  p.  191). 

Class  Examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of  each  term. 

Qualifying  Certificates  are  issued  to  students  who  have 
attended  with  sufficient  regularity,  and  have  given  sufficient 
evidence  of  diligence  and  progress  in  the  subjects  required  by 
the  regulations  of  the  degrees  for  which  they  are  candidates. 

Certificates  of  Merit  are  awarded  to  students  who  reach 
certain  standards  in  those  portions  of  the  Class  work  which 
they  may  have  selected,  provided  they  form  a  course  qualifying 
for  a  degree.  Additional  work  that  may  have  been  done  will 
be  taken  into  account,  if  of  sufficiently  high  standard. 
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The  award  is  based  upon  the  results  of  the  Class  Examina- 
tions and  the  reports  on  practical  exercises.

This  Class  provides  courses  of  from  50  to  100  hours  for 
students  who  may  not  have  taken  practical  courses  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Natural  Philosophy  Class. 

(f)  Senior  Practical  Physics  Class. 
Professor  MacGregor  and  Dr  Carse. 

Autumn,  Spring,  and  Summer  Terms,  qualifying  as  a  full 
course  for  the  M.A.  degree. 

The  course  includes  : — 

(i)  Two  lectures  per  week  in  the  Autumn  Term  on  Experi- 
mental Methods  and  the  Discussion  of  Observations. 

(2)  A  course  of  about  200  hours  of  Laboratory  work,  in- 
cluding the  experimental  investigation  of  physical  laws  and  the 
performance  of  exercises  affording  experience  in  the  use  of  a 
variety  of  physical  instruments  and  methods.  The  Laboratory 
work  will  be  of  such  a  character  as  to  call  for  extended  private 
study  of  the  subjects  of  the  Natural  Philosophy  Class,  and  will 
be  tested  by  examinations  and  Laboratory  Reports.

degree,  but  not,  in  itself,  either  for  M.A.  or  M.A.  Honours. 

The  course  includes  the  dynamics  of  particles,  rigid  and 
deformable  solids,  flexible  cords,  and  fluids. 

In  the  treatment  of  the  subject  the  simpler  processes  only  of 
the  differential  and  integral  calculus  are  used. 

{e)  Intermediate  Honours  Class  in  Experimental  Physics.

Summer  Term,  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  9  to  jo 
o'clock.  Qualifying  as  a  half-course  for  M.A.  Honours,  and 
under  conditions  specified  on  p.  130  as  part  of  a  double 
course  for  M..-^. 

The  Class  work  consists  of  lectures  on  branches  of  Experi- 
mental Physics  selected  from  Properties  and  Constitution  of 
Matter,  Heat,  Light,  Electricity  and  Magnetism,  including 
some  of  the  later  developments  of  the  conduction  of  Electricity 
through  gases  and  of  the  phenomena  of  radio-activity.

Autumn,  Spring,  and  Summer  Terms,  daily.  Qualifying  as  a 
half-course  for  M.A.  Honours. 

The  work  consists  of  the  conducting  of  original  investigations 
in  those  departments  of  Physics  in  which  the  laboratory  is 
provided  with  the  requisite  apparatus. 

Students  entering  this  Class  are  assumed  to  have  acquired 

facility  in  using  the  experimental  methods  studied  in  the  Senior 

Practical  Class.    They  will  find  it  of  great  advantage  to  have 

acquired  a  reading  knowledge  of  French  and  German,  and  to 
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have  taken  a  sufficient  course  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory  to 
enable  them  to  carry  out  not  only  qualitative,  but  also  volumetric 
and  gravimetric  quantitative  analyses. 

Students  who  engage  in  research  will  be  required  to  acquaint 
themselves  with  the  literature  of  their  subject,  and  to  prepare 
reports  on  the  methods  and  results  of  their  work.

ASTRONOMY. 

PROFESSOR   DYSON. 

The  Course  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  is  the  same  as  in  the 
Faculty  of  Science,  and  consists  of  sixty  Lectures,  and,  on 
different  days,  twenty  Meetings  of  two  hours  each  for  Observa- 
tory work. 

The  Lectures  will  be  delivered  on  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays, 
and  Thursdays,  at  the  University,  from  5  to  6  p.m.,  and  the 
Class  will  meet  on  Fridays  at  the  Royal  Observatory,  Blackford 
Hill,  from  5  to  7  P.M.     In  the  Autumn  and  Spring  Terms  the 
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Class  will  meet  for  seven  weeks,  and  in  the  Summer  Term  for 
six  weeks. 

The  Course  will  consist  of — 

(i)  Geometrical  Astro7iomy. — The  theory  and  use  of  Astro- 
nomical Instruments,  the  determination  of  time,  latitude,  etc., 
the  causes  of  refraction,  aberration,  precession,  etc.,  and  their 
effects  on  the  apparent  positions  of  the  heavenly  bodies.

The  Second 
Ordinary  Course  is  the  "  Class  of  Practical  Mineralogy  and 
Geology,"  which  is  a  two-term  Course. 

{a)  First  Ordinary  Course — 4  to  5. 

The  Class  meets  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays 
during  the  Autumn  and  Spring  Terms.  During  the  Spring 
Term  twenty  Laboratory  Demonstrations  are  given  on  Tuesdays 
and  Thursdays  at  the  same  hour. 

During  the  Summer  Term  the  Class  meets  on  Tuesdays  and 
Thursdays  from  4  to  5  o'clock. 

Excursions  take  place  on  Saturdays  (6  to  8  in  number  during 
the  Autumn  and  Spring  Terms,  and  4  to  6  in  number  during  the 
Summer  Term).

GEOGRAPHY. 

G.  G.  CHISHOLM,  M.A.,  B.sc,  Lecturer. 

Ordinary  Course. 

The  Class  meets  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday,  4  to  5, 
during  the  three  terms  of  the  year. 

The  Course  embraces  both  lectures  and  practical  work,  and 
covers  the  following  subjects  : — 

Scope  of  Geography.  Its  relation  to  other  branches  of  study, 
especially  Geology,  Economics,  and  History. 

Cartography.  The  perspective  projections  and  some  of  the 
more  important  non  -  perspective  projections.  Conventional 
signs  in  Cartography. 

Form  of  the  Earth.  Distribution  of  land  and  water.  Oceanic 
circulation,  horizontal  and  vertical. 

Meteorology  and  Climatology.  The  typical  climates  of  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  world,  and  their  significance  in  relation  to 
vegetation  and  animal  life. 

Typical  land-forms  and  their  relation  to  rock  structure,  and 
the  various  agents  that  modify  the  form  of  the  earth's  crust  and 
affect  its  value  as  the  scene  of  human  activity. 

The  modes  in  which  the  surface  of  the  earth  is  modified 
directly  and  deliberately,  as  well  as  indirectly  and  unintention- 
ally, by  man's  action. 

Economic  Geography.  The  nature  of  the  chief  industries  in 
different  regions  as  determined  by  local  conditions  and  the 
circumstances  of  the  time.  Conditions  determining  the  situa- 
tion and  importance  of  towns. 

Special  attention  will  be  given  in  this  part  of  the  Course  to 
the  Mediterranean  region  and  Central  and  Western  Europe,  in- 
cluding the  British  Isles. 
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Political  Geography.  Growth  of  states  and  determination  ot 
national  and  administrative  boundaries.  Relation  of  political 
and  economic  conditions. 

History  of  Geographical  ideas  and  the  progress  of  discovery. 

Elementary  principles  of  Surveying.

Spring  Term. 

On  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  from  3  to  4. 

A  Course  of  twenty-five  lectures  or  practical  work,  dealing 
in  a  fuller  manner  than  in  the  ordinary  course  with  the  history 
of  exploration  and  of  geographical  ideas,  cartography,  the 
distribution  of  typical  land  forms,  and  the  distribution  of  plants, 
animals,  and  the  races  of  mankind. 

Honours  Half-Course. 

Summer  Term. 

Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  from  3  to  4. 

A  Course  of  twenty-five  lectures,  with  practical  work,  quali- 
fying for  this  examination,  will  be  delivered  in  the  Summer 
Term  of  1910.  The  Course  will  consist  of  an  analysis  of  the 
economic  and  commercial  development  of  some  of  the  leading 
commercial  countries  of  the  world  during  the  last  forty  or  fifty 
years,  with  special  reference  to  the  geographical  conditions 
that  have  influenced  that  development.  The  analysis  will  be 
based  on  an  examination  of  the  statistical  data  in  the  lecturer's 
"  Handbook    of    Commercial   Geography,"   and   the    practical 
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work  will  relate  to  the  handling  of  statistics.  Students  are 
expected  to  be  familiar  with  elementary  statistical  methods, 
as  treated,  for  example,  in  A.  L.  Bowley's  "Elements  of 
Statistics,"  Part  I.

ANCIENT  (SCOTTISH)  HISTORY  AND 
PALEOGRAPHY. 

PROFESSOR   HUME   BROWN. 
Autumn  and  Spring  Terms. 

I.  Ancient  (Scottish)  History  {Moftdays,  Wednesdays  and 
Fridays.,  from  4  to  5  P.M.). — The  main  subject  of  this  Course  is 
Scottish  History  from  its  origins  to  the  close  of  the  15th 
century,  but  the  histories  of  other  countries  will  be  treated, 
so  far  as  they  directly  bear  on  the  development  of  Scotland. 
The  Course  will  be  divided  into  the  following  periods  : — (i) 
The  Roman  Occupation.    (2)  The  Moulding  of  Scotland  through 
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the  gradual  union  of  Picts,  Scots,  Britons  and  Angles.  (3)  The 
Consolidation  of  Scotland.  Under  this  head  will  be  discussed 
the  growth  of  Civil,  Political  and  Ecclesiastical  Institutions, 
and  the  appearance  and  influence  of  Historic  Families.  (4) 
The  War  of  Independence.  (5)  The  Struggle  between  the 
Crown  and  the  Barons. 

This  Course  qualifies  for  Graduation  in  Arts  with  Honours 
in  History.

II.  Palaeography  (Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  from  4  to

This  Course  will  deal  only  with  Latin  Paleography,  and 
specially  with  the  period  from  the  nth  to  the  15th  century 
(inclusive).  The  opening  meetings  of  the  Class  will  be  devoted 
to  the  study  of  hand-writing  from  the  5th  to  the  i  ith  century,  but 
the  chief  work  of  the  Class  will  consist  in  the  reading  of  Scottish 
Documents  from  the  nth  century.  Illustrative  specimens  of 
the  documents  of  other  countries  will  also  be  read.  Questions 
of  Diplomatic  will  be  discussed  in  connection  with  the  reading 
of  Documents. 

N.B. — Some  knowledge  of  Latin  is  required  for  this  Class.

This  Course  of  Twenty  Lectures  will  be  given  on  Tuesdays 

and  Thursdays  at  12,  beginning  on  19th  April.     The  Lectures 

will  treat  of  the  political  development  of  Britain  from  the  earliest 

to  modern  times. 

ANCIENT  HISTORY. 

A.  F.  GILES,  M.A.,  Lecturer. 
{See  under  Classics.) 
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ECONOMIC  HISTORY. 
GEORGE  UNWIN,  B.A.,  Lecturer. 

This  Course  qualifies  for  graduation,  and  will  consist  of 
seventy-five  Lectures,  to  be  given  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays, 
and  Fridays,  at  5  o'clock,  in  the  Autumn,  Spring,  and  Summer 
Terms.  The  Class  will  also  meet  occasionally  in  sections  for 
tutorial  instruction,  at  times  fixed  to  suit  the  convenience  of 
members.

3.  Civic  economy  and  the  medieval  monarchy  ;  Royal 
finance  and  the  alien  capitalist ;  Gilds  and  the  evolution  of 
classes  in  towns  ;  Black  Death  and  Peasants'  revolt. 

4.  End  of  the  Middle  Ages  ;  Break-up  of  customary  agricul- 
ture ;  Culmination  of  civic  economy  ;  Rise  of  professions ; 
Cloth  manufactured  in  the  country  ;  the  Renaissance. 

5.  National  economy  of  Tudors  ;  Growth  of  middle-class 
opinion  ;  Inclosures  ;  Mining  ;  the  Reformation  crisis  ;  Bur- 
leigh's policy  ;  Elizabethan  legislation  ;  Merchant  companies. 

6.  Stuart  mercantilism;  Monopolies  and  State  enterprise; 
Joint-stock  in  commerce  and  industry  :  State  regulation  ;  Com- 
parison with  French  mercantilism  ;  Excise  ;  Banking  ;  Landed 
interest. 

7.  The  Industrial  Revolution  ;  Inventors  and  captains  of 
industry;  Roads  and  canals;  Trade  unions;  Laissez-faire; 
Large  farming  and  inclosures  ;  Colonial  policy  ;  Protection  ; 
National  debt. 

8.  World  economy  ;  Increase  of  population  ;  Free  trade  ;

A  full  Honours  Course  of  fifty  lectures  on  Economic  History 
for  graduation  with  honours  in  Economic  Science  or  in  History 
will  be  given  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  at  9 
o'clock,  in  the  Autumn  and  Spring  terms,  1909-10.  There  will 
be  sectional  meetings  of  the  class  (in  addition  to  the  lectures) 
arranged  at  intervals  for  tutorial  instruction.

Capitalist  corporations  in  industry  and  commerce  ;  Joint-stock 
companies  ;  Co-operative  experiments  ;  State  enterprises  under 
the  Stuarts  ;  Projected  national  regulation  of  industry  ;  Cul- 
mination of  mercantilism  in  1614-21  and  in  1635-9  '■>  Com- 
parison of  English  mercantilism  with  that  of  Henri  IV. 
and  of  Colbert ;  The  industrial  and  commercial  policy  of 
Charles  II.

FINE  ART. 

PROFESSOR   BALDWIN    BROWN. 

Graduation  and  Honours  Courses. 

There  are  two  Courses  qualifying  for  the  M.A.  Degree. 

I.  A  Course  of  about  one  hundred  Lectures  on  The  History 
and  Theory  of  the  Fine  Arts,  covering  the  three  terms  of  the 
Academical  year.  This  Course  is  included  among  the  subjects 
cognate  with  Histor\',  with  which  it  may  be  grouped  as  a 
Double  Course. 

In  the  arrangement  of  the  lectures  a  historical  order  is 
observed,  and  the  artistic  annals  of  Europe  and  the  nearer  East 
are  followed  from  the  earliest  manifestations  of  Art  in  primitive 
civilization,  through  Egypt  and  Babylonia,  and  the  Classical, 
Early  Christian,  and  Mediseval  epochs,  to  the  more  modern 
developments  of  Painting  and  the  other  arts  in  our  own  days. 
At  the  same  time  the  theoretical  and  critical  points  of  view  are 
maintained  throughout,  and  the  principles  that  underlie  the 
concrete  facts  of  Art  are  constantly  kept  in  mind. 

On  the  historical  side — 

The  connection  of  the  Arts  with  the  national,  religious,  and 
social  life  of  successive  epochs  is  fully  explained  and  illustrated. 
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On  the  artistic  side — 

Particular  stress  is  laid  on  the  explanation  of  different 
materials  and  technical  processes,  as  upon  these  largely  depend 
the  particular  forms  in  which  beauty  is  realised  in  the  various 
works  of  human  hands. 

Arrangements  for  the  work  of  the  Class  : — In  the  Autumn 
and  Spring  Terms  there  are  Lectures  at  3  P.M.  on  Monday, 
Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday — in  the  Summer  Term  on 
the  first  three  days  of  the  week.  Three  Class  Examinations 
are  held,  and  a  series  of  eight  Essays  are  set  for  the  Cousin 
Prize  (^15).  At  least  four  satisfactory  Essays  are  included 
in  the  work  required  from  those  taking  the  Course  for 
Graduation. 

The  Class  Library,  Reading  Room,  and  collections  of 
examples  are  open  to  members  of  the  Class. 

Museums,  etc.,  are  visited  from  time  to  time  on  Saturdays. 

The  Professor's  manual,  "The  Fine  Arts,"  is  used,  so  far 
as  it  goes,  as  a  textbook.  Other  books  to  be  read  by  those 
taking  the  Course  for  Graduation  are  indicated  on  page  193.

ECCLESIASTICAL  HISTORY. 

PROFESSOR  J.    MACKINNON. 
Ordinary  Course. 

Full  Course  qualifying  for  the  M.A.  Ordinary  Degree  (if 
taken  after  British  History)  on  the  History  of  the  Christian 
Church  during  the  First  Six  Centuries.  See  under  Faculty  of 
Divinity). 

The  Class  meets  five  times  a  week,  during  the  Autumn  and 
Spring  Terms,  at  1 1  o'clock. 

Ho/iours  Course. 

Full  Course  qualifying  for  the  M.A.  Degree,  with  Honours  in 
History,  on  the  Reformation  in  the  i6th  Century. 
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The  Class  will  meet  at  least  fifty  times  during  the  Autumn 
and  Spring  Terms,  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays. 
The  hour  of  meeting  is  provisionally  fixed  at  12  o'clock. 

A  special  knowledge  of  the  following  contemporary  works 
will  be  required  for  the  degree  examination  : — 

The  following  three  Reform  pamphlets  of  Luther — An  den 
Christlichen  Adel  Deutscher  Nation  (1520);  De  Captivitate 
Babylonica  Ecclesise  (1520);  Von  der  Freiheit  eines  Christen 
Menschen  (1520).  These  will  be  found  in  any  edition  of 
Luther's  works  (preferably  the  Kritische  Gesamtausgabe,  edited 
by  Knaacke),  and  translations  of  them  in  any  of  the  English 
editions.  Histoire  Ecclesiastique,  attributed  to  Beza,  up  to 
1560.  Knox's  Historie  of  the  Reformation  in  Scotland,  edited 
by  D.  Laing  (Period  1 559-1 567). 

The  lectures  will  deal  with  the  origin  and  progress  of 
the  Reformation  as  a  general  movement,  and  will  treat  to  some 
extent  of  the  political  and  social  as  well  as  the  religious  aspect 
of  this  movement.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  English 
and  more  particularly  the  Scottish  Reformation,  and  the  more 
important  original  documents,  relative  to  this  part  of  the 
Course,  will  be  read  and  commented  on  in  the  Class. 


MILITARY  HISTORY. 

CAPT.  H.  M.  JOHNSTONE,  R.E.  (Ret),  Lecturer. 

The  Course,  which  qualifies  for  Graduation  in  Arts,  extends 
over  three  academic  years,  about  thirty  lectures  being  given 
each  academic  year  during  the  Autumn  and  Spring  Terms. 

Some  of  the  following  Campaigns  will  be  studied  in  detail, 
some  only  in  their  salient  features  :— 

The  Wars  of  Frederick  the  Great  ;  Campaigns  of  Napoleon  I.; 
Peninsular  War  ;  War  of  Secession  in  America  ;  Campaign  of 
1866  in  Bohemia;  Franco-German  War,  1870-71  ;  Russian 
Invasion  of  Turkey,  1877-78  ;  "Small  Wars,"  Soudan,  Afghan- 
istan; South  African  War,  1899-1900;  Russo-Japanese  Cam- 
paign in  Manchuria. 
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The  Evolution  of  Strategy,  Tactics  and  Military  Organisation 
from  1740  to  the  present  day  will  be  studied. 

Books  will  be  prescribed  and  recommended  from  time  to  time 
during  the  Course. 

The  dates  of  lectures  will  be  displayed  on  a  poster  at  the 
beginning  of  each  session. 

PUBLIC  LAW. 

PROFESSOR   SIR    LUDOVIC   J.    GRANT,    BART. 

This  Course  is  divided  into  two  sections — (i)  General 
Jurisprudence  (Oct.-Dec.) ;  (2)  Public  International  Law  (Jan.- 
Mar.),  and  the  full  Course  qualifies  for  Graduation  in  Arts.

The  full  Course  in  Roman  Law  extends  over  three  terms.

ACADEMICAL     YEAR. 

I.  The  Academical  year  shall  commence  on  the  first  clay  of  October. 
It  shall  include  at  least  twenty-five  teaching  weeks,  and  shall  be 
divided  into  three  periods.  The  days  on  which  classes  shall  open  and 
close  in  each  period  shall  be  determined  by  the  Senatus  with  the 
approval  of  the  University  Court.  For  the  purpose  of  reckoning 
duration  of  study  in  any  subject  an  Academical  year  shall  be  consti- 
tuted by  attendance  on  at  least  one  course  of  study  in  each  of  the  three 
periods  aforesaid,  but  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Senatus,  with  the 
approval  of  the  University  Court,  to  accept  attendance  on  at  least  one 
course  of  study  in  each  of  two  of  the  periods  aforesaid,  as  completing 
an  Academical  year. 

II.  The  Curriculum  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  (M.A.)  shall 
extend  over  not  less  than  three  .\cademical  years. 

Preliminary  Examination.  ^ 

III.  (l)  Before  entering  on  the  Curriculum  (subject  to  the  proviso 
contained  in  Section  IV.  Sub-section  i)  each  student  shall  pass  a 
Preliminary  Examination  in  the  following  subjects  : — 

1.  English. 

2.  Latin  or  Greek. 

3.  Mathematics. 

4.  One  of  the  following  : — Latin  or  Greek  (if  not  already  taken), 

French,    German,    Italian,    or   such    other    language   as    the 
Senatus  may  approve,-  Dynamics. 

(2)  The  examination  must  be  passed  in  the  matters  and  on  the 
standards  hereinafter  defined  ;  but  there  shall  be  a  higher  and  a  lower 
standard  in  Latin  and  in  Greek,  and  a  higher,  an  intermediate,  and  a 
lower  standard  in  Mathematics.

-  Any  candidate  who  proposes  to  be  examined  in  a  language  other  than  those 
above  named,  is  required  to  apply  to  the  Senatus  for  approval  before  1st  February 
or  ist  July  for  the  Spring  and  .4.utumn  Examinationrespectively,  and  on  approval  of 
the  language,  the  Examination  Fee  must  be  paid  Among  languages  which  have 
been  accepted  under  this  section  are  : — Gaelic,  Spanish.  Chinese,  Dutch,  and  various 
Indian  languages  on  the  same  standard  as  French  and  German. 


154  Regulations  for  Degrees  in  Arts. 

Candidates  must  pass  on  the  higher  standard  in  at  least  one  of  these 
three  subjects,  and  may  pass  on  the  lower  standard  in  either  or  both  of 
the  remaining  two  ;  sul)jcct  always  to  the  conditions  relative  to  attend- 
ance contained  in  Section  IV.  hereof. 

(3)  English  shall  include  Grammar  and  Composition,  and  the  outlines 
of  Cjeography  and  British  History,  and  the  standard  shall  not  be  lower 
than  that  adopted  at  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  Ordinance  for  a 
pass  on  the  Higher  Grade  standard  at  the  Leaving  Certificate  Examina- 
tion of  the  Scotch  Education  Department. 

In  the  case  of  a  student  whose  native  language  is  other  than  English, 
the  standard  required  in  English  in  the  Preliminary  Examination  shall 
be  such  as  the  Joint  Board  of  Examiners  may  deem  sufficient. 

(4)  Latin  and  Greek  shall  comprise  grammatical  questions,  translation 
into  English  from  Latin  or  Greek  authors  not  previously  prescribed, 
and  translation  of  plain  passages  or  easy  sentences  from  English  into 
Latin  or  Greek.  The  higher  standard  shall  not  be  lower  than  that 
adopted  at  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  Ordinance  for  a  pass  on 
the  Higher  Grade  standard  at  the  Leaving  Certificate  Examination  of 
the  Scotch  Education  Department,  and  the  lower  standard  shall  not 
be  lower  than  that  adopted  at  the  said  date  for  a  pass  on  the  Lower 
Grade  standard  at  the  Leaving  Certificate  Examination  of  the  said 
Department. 

In  the  case  of  a  student  whose  native  language  is  other  than 
European,  the  Senatus  may  accept,  as  an  alternative  to  Latin  or 
Greek,  any  other  classical  language,  as,  for  example,  Sanskrit  or 
Arabic,  subject  always  to  the  provisions  of  Section  IV.,  Sub-section  (3) 
hereof. 

(5)  French,  German,  and  Italian  shall  comprise  grammatical,  literary, 
and  easy  philological  questions,  translation  into  English  from  French, 
German,  or  Italian  authors  not  previously  prescribed,  and  translation 
from  English  into  French,  German,  or  Italian  ;  and  the  standard  shall 
not  be  lower  than  that  adopted  at  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this 
Ordinance  for  a  pass  on  the  Higher  Grade  standard  at  the  Leaving 
Certificate  Examination  of  the  Scotch  Education  Department. 

(6)  Mathematics  on  the  lower  standard  shall  comprise — (i)  Arith- 
metic, including  Vulgar  and  Decimal  Fractions,  Proportion,  Percentage, 
Square  Root,  Simple  Interest ;  (2)  Algebra,  including  Fractions, 
Factors,  Square  Root,  Equations  of  the  First  Degree,  Simultaneous 
Equations  of  the  First  Degree,  Easy  Quadratic  Equations,  Problems 
leading  to  the  above  Equations  ;  (3)  Geometry — Euclid,  Books  I.,  II., 
and  III.  (or  their  equivalents),  with  easy  deductions.  Demonstrations 
other  than  Euclid's  will  be  accepted  if  they  assume  no  propositions 
which  in  Euclid's  order  are  subsequent  to  the  proposition  under 
consideration. 

(7)  Mathematics  on  the  intermediate  standard  shall,  in  addition  to 
the  subjects  comprised  in  the  lower  standard,  comprise  —(a)  Euclid, 
Book    VI.,     Propositions     i  19,    or    Geometry    equivalent     thereto; 
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{b)   Algebra,    Quadratic    Equations,    Ratio   and    Proportion  ;    (c)   the 
Trigonometry  of  Right-angled  Triangles. 

(8)  Mathematics  on  the  higher  standard  shall,  in  addition,  to 
the  subjects  comprised  in  the  lower  standard,  comprise  Euclid, 
Books  IV.,  VI.,  and  the  first  twenty-one  propositions  of  Book 
XL  (or  their  equivalents),  with  deductions,  Quadratic  Equations, 
Trigonometry  to  the  solution  of  Triangles  inclusive,  and  the  use  of 
Logarithmic  Tables. 

(9)  Dynamics  shall  mean  the  Elementary  Statics  and  Kinetics  of 
Solids,  Liquids,  and  Gases. 

(10)  A  candidate  shall  be  obliged  to  pass  in  all  the  required  sub- 
jects at  one  or  not  more  than  two  examinations,  provided  that  he  may 
offer  himself  for  re-examination  as  often  as  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy 
this  condition. 

IV.  (i)  Subject  to  what  is  hereafter  contained  in  this  Sub-section, 
attendance  on  any  class  shall  not  qualify  for  graduation,  unless  the 
whole  Preliminary  Examination  has  been  previously  passed.  Any 
student  who  has  passed  in  I^atin,  Greek,  or  Mathematics  on  the  higher 
standard  may  attend  a  qualifying  class  in  such  subject  or  subjects  with- 
out having  passed  in  the  other  subjects  of  the  examination,  provided 
always  that  {a)  no  candidate  shall  be  allowed  to  present  himself  for 
examination  in  any  subject  qualifying  for  graduation  until  he  has  passed 
the  whole  Preliminary  Examination,  and  [h)  no  student  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  a  degree  in  Arts  unless  he  has  attended  qualifying  classes  in 
this  University,  or  in  another  Scottish  University,  or  in  a  University 
specially  recognised,  as  provided  by  Section  XX.  hereof,  for  three 
Academical  years  after  he  has  completed  his  Preliminary  Examination. 

(2)  Attendance  on  a  class  in  any  language  included  in  the  Prelimin- 
ary Examination  shall  not  qualify  for  graduation,  unless  the  candidate, 
before  entering  the  class,  has  passed  the  Preliminary  Examination  in 
that  subject,  and  on  the  higher  standard  where  more  than  one  standard 
is  provided.  He  may,  for  that  purpose,  attend  any  Preliminary  Ex- 
amination held  during  the  course  of  his  study,  taking  only  the  paper 
set  in  that  subject  ;  provided  always  that  the  provisions  of  the  sub- 
section immediately  preceding  shall  have  been  satisfied. 

(3)  Attendance  on  a  class  in  any  language  not  included  in  the 
Preliminary  Examination  shall  not  qualify  for  graduation,  unless  the 
candidate  has  previously  passed  an  examination  in  that  language  on  a 
standard  as  nearly  as  possible  equivalent  to  the  higher  standard  of 
the  languages  included  in  the  Preliminary  Examination. 

(4)  Attendance  on  a  class  of  Mathematics  or  Natural  Philosophy 
shall  not  qualify  for  graduation  unless  the  candidate,  before  entering  the 
class,  has  previously  passed  in  Mathematics  on  the  higher  standard,  or 
on  the  intermediate  standard. 

(5)  If  a  student,  before  passing  the  Preliminary  Examination,  has 
attended  a  class  qualifying  for  graduation,  the  Senatus  may,  on  special 
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cause  shown,  permit  him  to  count  such  class  as  qualifying  for  gradua- 
tion, on  condition  of  his  passing  the  full  Pieliminary  Examination 
within  such  time  thereafter  as  the  Senatus  may  appoint  ;  and  in  every 
such  case  the  Senatus  shall  make  a  report  to  the  University  Court, 
setting  forth  the  reasons  for  the  relaxation. 

V.  (i)  The  Preliminary  Examination  shall  be  held  not  oftener  than 
twice  in  each  year,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Senatus,  with  the 
approval  of  the  University  Court,  shall  from  time  to  time  determine, 
and  shall  be  conducted  in  writing  ;  but  the  regulations  may  prescribe 
that,  with  respect  to  any  of  the  subjects,  the  written  Examination  shall 
be  supplemented  by  an  Oral  or  a  Practical  Examination. 

(2)  The  Joint  Board  of  Examiners,  appointed  under  the  provisions 
of  Ordinance  No.  13,  General  No.  8  (Regulations  as  to  Examinations) 
of  the  aforesaid  Commissioners,  shall  have  power  to  accept  a  pass  on 
the  Higher  Grade  standard  at  the  Leaving  Certificate  Examination 
of  the  -Scotch  Education  Department  in  any  subject  as  an  equivalent 
for  the  Preliminary  Examination  in  that  subject,  to  accept  a  pass  in 
Science  at  the  Leaving  Certificate  Examination  of  the  said  Department 
as  an  equivalent  for  the  Preliminary  Examination  in  the  subject  of 
Dynamics,  and  to  accept  a  pass  on  the  Lower  Grade  standard  at  the 
Leaving  Certificate  Examination  of  the  said  Department  as  an  equiva- 
lent for  the  Preliminary  Examination  on  the  lower  standard  in  Latin, 
Greek,  and  Mathematics  ;  provided  they  are  satisfied  that  the  standard 
of  the  examination,  at  which  the  said  certificates  were  granted,  is  not 
lower  than  that  required  by  this  Ordinance. 

(3)  The  Joint  Board  of  Examiners  shall  have  power  to  determine  what 
examinations,  if  any,  other  than  the  Leaving  Certificate  Examinations  of 
the  Scotch  Education  Department,  may  be  accepted  as  equivalent  to  the 
Preliminary  Examination  in  whole  or  in  part,  provided  they  are  satis- 
fied that  such  other  Examinations  are  in  fact  equivalent  thereto. 

Ordinary  Degree. 

VL  The  Curriculum  for  the  Ordinary  Degree  shall  consist  of  five 
subjects,  of  which  two  subjects  shall  each  be  studied  for  two  Academical 
years  ;  and  the  Degree  Examinations  in  these  two  subjects  shall  be  on 
a  higher  standard  than  the  Degree  Examinations  in  the  other  three 
subjects ;  provided  that  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Senatus,  with 
the  approval  of  the  University  Court,  to  reckon  courses  in  two  cognate 
subjects  (and,  wherever  so  determined  by  the  Senatus  and  University 
Court,  studied  in  separate  Academical  years)  as  two  courses  in  one 
subject ;  the  Examinations  in  the  cognate  subjects  being  on  the  same 
standard  as  if  each  of  the  subjects  had  been  taken  in  a  single  course. 

VII.  (i)  Each  of  the  subjects  must  be  studied  in  a  full  course,  but 
two  half-courses  in  one  subject  or  in  two  cognate  subjects,  or  a  qualify- 
ing Honours  course  as  hereinafter  defined,  may  be  held  to  be  equivalent 
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to  a  full  course  in  one  subject  in  such  cases  as  the  Senatus,  with  the 
approval  of  the  University  Court,  may  determine,  and  under  such 
regulations  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  made  for  that  purpose  by  the 
same  authority. 

(2)  A  full  course  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  seventy-five  ineetings 
of  the  whole  class  on  separate  days,  with  additional  meetings  for 
tutorial  or  other  supplementary  instruction  where  such  is  provided  : 
but  the  Senatus,  with  the  approval  of  the  University  Court,  may,_  in 
special  cases,  having  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  subjects,  sanction 
full  courses  of  less  than  seventy-five  meetings  of  the  whole  class,  with 
additional  meetings  for  tutorial  or  other  supplementary  instruction. 

A  half  course  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  forty  meetings  of  the 
whole  class  on  separate  days,  with  additional  meetings  for  tutorial  or 
other  supplementary  instruction  where  such  is  provided ;  but  the 
Senatus,  with  the  approval  of  the  University  Court,  may,  in  special 
cases,  having  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  subjects,  sanction  half-courses 
of  less  than  forty  meetings  of  the  whole  class,  with  additional  meetings 
for  tutorial  or  other  supplementary  instruction. 

(3)  Where  a  subject  is  taught  in  a  practical  class,  as  well  as  in  a  sys- 
tematic class,  the  Senatus,  with  the  approval  of  the  University  Court, 
shall  regulate  the  course  of  study  and  determine  the  relative  proportion 
of  lectures  and  laboratory  or  practical  work. 

VIII.  The  Departments  of  Study  for  graduation  in  Arts  with  or 
without  Honours  shall  include  the  following  subjects,  with  such 
additions  or  modifications  as  may  hereafter  be  made  by  the  Senatus, 
with  the  approval  of  the  University  Court;  provided  always  (i)  that 
no  subject  shall  be  included  unless  a  qualifying  course  shall  have  been 
established  therein  ;  and  (2)  that  the  University  Court  shall  communi- 
cate to  the  General  Council  all  such  additions  and  modifications 
relating  to  the  definition  and  grouping  of  the  subjects  of  the  several 
Departments  of  Study,  their  selection  for  the  Curriculum,  and  their 
classification  as  cognate  ;  and  any  representation  made  thereon  by 
the  General  Council  within  two  months  from  the  date  of  such  com- 
munication shall  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  University  Court 
before  any  such  addition,  modification,  selection  or  classification  is 
approved  : —

IX.  The  Senatus,  with  the  approval  of  the  University  Court,  shall 
have  po^er  to  make  from  time  to  time  regulations  regarding  the 
definition  and  grouping  of  the  subjects  in  each  of  the  Departments  of 
Study,  the  selection  of  subjects  for  the  Curriculum,  their  classification 
as  cognate,  and  the  order  in  which  they  are  to  be  studied,  and  also  re- 
garding the  standards  of  the  Degree  Examinations  and  the  conditions 
of  admission  thereto. 

X.  Candidates  who  produce  certificates  that  they  have  satisfied  all 
the  conditions  prescribed  by  this  Ordinance  and  who  have  passed  the 
necessary  examinations,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  ordinary 
Degree  of  Master  of  Arts  on  payment  of  the  fees  required,  and  shall 
receive  a  diploma  wherein  shall  be  set  forth  the  subjects  in  which  they 
have  passed. 

Degree  with  Honours. 

XI.  (l)  The  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts  may  be  taken  with  Honours 
in  any  group  (consisting  of  a  subject  or  subjects)  in  which  Honours 
classes,  conducted  by  at  least  two  separate  Professors  or  Lecturers, 
have  been  established. 

(2)  Subject  to  the  provision  specified  in  Section  VIII.  (2)  hereof  the 
Senatus,  with  the  approval  of  the  University  Court,  shall  have  power 
to  make  from  time  to  time  regulations  regarding  the  definition  and 
grouping  of  the  subjects  in  each  of  the  recognised  groups,  the  selection 
of  subjects  for  the  Curriculum,  their  classification  as  cognate,  and  the 
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order  in  which  the  subjects  are  to  be  studied,  and  also  regarding  the 
standard  of  the  Honours  Examinations  and  the  conditions  of  admission 
thereto. 

(3)  Every  candidate  shall  take  up  at  least  two  subjects  outside  his 
Honours  Group. 

(4)  Every  candidate  sh:ill  attend  seven  classes,  taking  at  least  four 
classes  (two  of  which  at  least  shall  be  Honours  classes  under  separate 
Professors  or  Lecturers)  in  his  Honours  group. 

(5)  A  candidate  who  has  obtained  Honours  in  any  one  group  may, 
under  such  regulations  as  may  be  laid  down  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Senatus,  with  the  approval  of  the  University  Court,  present  himself 
again  for  examination  in  a  second  Honours  Group.  In  such  a  case, 
if  the  two  groups  do  not  overlap,  he  shall  not  be  required  to  take  any 
subject  or  class  outside  his  Honours  Groups. 

(6)  The  examination  in  the  subjects  comprised  in  the  candidate's 
Honours  group  or  groups  shall  be  of  a  higher  standard  than  that  re- 
quired for  the  ordinary  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts.  In  his  other  subjects 
the  standard  shall  be  that  required  for  the  ordinary  Degree. 

(7)  The  provisions  of  Section  VII.  of  this  Ordinance  shall  apply  to 
candidates  for  Honours  ;  but,  in  their  case,  not  fewer  than  fifty  meet- 
ings of  the  whole  class,  on  separate  days,  extending  over  at  least  two 
periods  of  the  Academical  year,  shall  constitute  a  full  course  for  an 
Honours  class  ;  and  not  fewer  than  twenty-five  meetings  of  the  whole 
class  on  separate  days,  extending  over  at  least  one  of  the  periods  of  the 
Academical  year,  shall  constitute  a  half-course  ;  and  two  half-courses 
so  sanctioned  shall  be  held  to  be  equivalent  to  a  qualifying  Honours 
course  in  such  cases  as  the  Senatus,  with  the  approval  of  the  Univer- 
sity Court,  may  de.ermine,  and  under  such  regulations  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  made  for  that  purpose  by  the  same  authority. 

XII.  Where  a  subject  is  taught  in  a  practical  class,  as  well  as  in  a 
systematic  class,  the  Senatus,  with  the  approval  of  the  University 
Court,  shall  regulate  the  course  of  study,  and  determine  theielative 
proportion  of  lectures  and  laboratory  or  practical  work. 

XIII.  (i)  In  each  group  there  shall  be  three  grades  of  Honours,  to 
be  denominated  respectively  the  First,  Second,  and  Third  Class.  The 
names  of  the  candidates  entitled  to  Honours  in  each  class  shall  be 
arranged  in  alphabetical  order. 

(2)  For  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts  with  Honours  the  graduates 
shall  receive  a  Diploma  setting  forth  the  subjects  in  which  he  has 
passed  with  Honours,  and  those  in  which  he  has  passed  in  the  standard 
required  for  the  Ordinary  Degree. 

(3)  A  candidate  for  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts  with  Honours,  who 
has  failed  to  be  placed  in  any  class,  may,  provided  that  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Examiners  he  has  given  evidence  of  sufficient  attainments  in  any 
subject  for  the  ordinary  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  receive  from  them  a 
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certificate  of  having  passed  in  such  subject,  which  shall  count /ro  (anto 
as  part  of  the  examination  required  under  the  regulations  for  the 
ordinary  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts. 

Boards  of  Studies. 

XIV.  The  Senatus  shall  from  time  to  time  institute  Boards  of  Studies 
corresponding  in  general  to  the  Departments  of  Study  or  to  any  two 
or  more  of  such  Departments  enumerated  in  Section  VIII.  of  this 
Ordinance. 

XV.  Each  Board  of  Studies  shall  consist  of  such  Members  of  the 
Senatus  and  Lecturers  in  the  University  as  the  Senatus  may  from  time 
to  time  select,  and  the  Senatus  shall  appoint  one  of  the  Members  of 
the  Board  to  be  Convener  thereof. 

XVI.  In  the  course  of  each  Academical  year  each  Professor  and 
Lecturer  in  each  of  the  said  Departments  of  Study  shall  submit  to  the 
proper  Board  of  Studies  for  its  approval  (a)  a  syllabus  of  the  subjects 
and  books  proposed  for  the  work  of  his  class  for  the  next  Academical 
year  ;  and  \h)  a  syllabus  of  the  subjects  ana  Dooks  to  be  prescribed  for 
the  Examinations  for  the  Ordinary  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  the 
next  Academical  year,  and  also  for  the  Honours  Examinations  in  the 
Academical  year  next  but  one.  As  soon  as  such  approval  has  been 
given,  each  syllabus  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Faculty  of  Arts  for 
its  consideration.  Each  syllabus,  with  such  observations  as  the  Faculty 
of  Arts  may  see  fit  to  make  thereon,  shall  then  be  transmitted  to  the 
Senatus  for  its  sanction. 

XVII.  Each  Board  of  Studies  shall  in  like  manner  make  recom- 
mendations through  the  Faculty  of  Arts  to  the  Senatus  in  regard  to 
the  Honours  courses  which  may  be  sanctioned  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance,  and  the  lectures  which  may  be  given  on  special 
subjects. 

XVIII.  The  Principal  and  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  shall  be 
ex  officio  members  of  each  Board  of  Studies.  The  convener  shall  pre- 
side, and,  in  his  absence,  each  meeting  shall  appoint  its  own  chairman, 
and  every  chairman  shall  have  a  deliberative,  and,  in  cases  of  equality, 
a  casting  vote. 

General. 

XIX.  A  candidate  for  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts  shall  not  be 
deemed-  to  have  attended  a  class  as  part  of  the  Curriculum  for  that 
Degree  who  does  not  present  a  certificate  bearing  not  only  that  he  has 
regularly  attended  the  class,  but  also  that  he  has  duly  performed  the 
work  thereof. 
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XX.  A  student,  who  has  given  attendance  at  classes  recognised  as 
qualifying  for  graduation  in  Arts  during  one  or  more  Academical  years 
in  any  one  or  more  of  the  other  Scottish  Universities,  may  complete 
his  curriculum  by  giving  attendance  during  the  remainder  of  his  course 
in  the  University  of  Edinlsurgh,  and  may  proceed  to  a  Degree  in  that 
University,  in  the  same  way,  in  all  respects,  as  if  the  previous  part  of 
his  Curriculum  had  been  taken  therein  ;  provided  always  that  no  such 
student  shall  be  admitted  to  a  Degree  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh 
unless  he  has  attended  qualifying  classes  therein  during  the  whole  of 
the  last  Academical  year  of  bis  Curriculum.  Further,  the  Senatus  may 
accept,  under  such  conditions  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe, 
attendance  at  other  Universities  specially  recognised  by  the  University 
Court,  and  the  examinations  passed  therein,  provided  always  that 
every  student  whose  attendance  or  examinations  are  thus  accepted, 
shall  attend  qualifying  classes  for  at  least  two  Academical  years  in  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  and  shall  pass  the  Examinations  of  that 
University  in  the  subjects  studied  therein. 

XXI.  The  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts  shall  in  no  case  be  conferred  on 
persons  who  have  not  satisfied  the  conditions  hereinbefore  set  forth, 
and  shall  not  be  conferred  honoris  causd  tantiim  ;  but  the  Senatus  shall 
have  power  to  admit  {ad  eitndem  gradum)  to  the  Degree  of  Master  of 
Arts  any  person  who  has  already  received  that  Degree  from  another 
University  recognised  by  the  University  Court  ;  provided  that  he  is  of 
distinguished  merit  or  has  been  appointed  to  an  academic  office  in  the 
University  of  Edinburgh. 

XXII.  Students  may  attend  any  classes  without  having  passed  the 
Prehminary  Examination  within  the  meaning  of  this  Ordinance,  but 
such  attendance  shall  not  qualify  for  graduation. 

XXIII.  From  and  after  the  date  at  which  this  Ordinance  comes  into 
operation,  Ordinances  numbered  12,  14,  18,  and  69  of  the  Commis- 
sioners under  the  Universities  (Scotland)  Act,  1858,  as  altered  under 
the  provisions  of  the  said  Act,  and  Ordinances  Nos.  11,  44,  148,  160, 
and  168  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  under  the  Universities  (Scot- 
land) Act,  1889,  the  first  clause  of  Section  III.  Subsection  (i)  of  their 
Ordinance  No.  18,  and  Ordinance  General  No.  i  of  the  University 
Courts  of  the  Scottish  Universities  are  hereby  repealed,  as  regards  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  in  so  far  as  they  are  inconsistent  with  this 
Ordinance  ;  and  any  references  made  in  existing  Ordinances  applicable 
to  the  University  of  Edinburgh  to  the  said  repealed  Ordinances  or 
Sub-section  shall  be  deemed  to  refer  to  this  Ordinance  and  the  cor- 
responding Sections  and  Sub  sections  thereof;  provided  always  that  a 
student  who,  at  the  aforesaid  date  has  already  commenced  his  course 
of  study  with  a  view  to  graduation  in  Arts  in  any  of  the  Scottish 
Universities  under  the  regulations  in  force  at  the  time  in  such  Univer- 
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sity,  may  complete  his  course  and  become  a  candidate  for  the  Degree 
of  Master  of  Arts  with  or  without  Honours  at  the  University  of  Edin- 
burgh, in  conformity  with  such  regulations.

By  a  Double  Course  is  meant  the  study  of  a  subject  for  two 
separate  Academical  years,  or  the  study  of  two  cognate  subjects  in 
accordance  with  Section  VL  of  the  foregoing  Ordinance. 

Except  in  the  cases  in  Group  (c)  infra,  or  in  individual  cases  where 
the  Senatus,  with  the  approval  of  the  University  Court,  has  for  cause 
duly  shown,  decided  otherwise,  the  two  courses  in  a  Double  Course 
shall  not  be  taken  in  the  same  Academic  year  ;  and  except  in  such 
cases  a  student  shall  not  be  allowed  to  attend  the  Second  Course  of 
the  Double  Course  before  he  has  passed  the  M.A.  Examination  in  the 
First  Course  or  has  satisfied  some  test  recognised  by  the  Faculty  of 
Arts  with  the  approval  of  the  Senatus  as  equivalent  thereto.

IV.  Restrictions  on  the  Curriculum. 

Every  Curriculum  admitted  for  an  Ordinary  Degree  must  embrace 
subjects  taken  from  at  least  three  out  of  the  four  Departments  of  vStudy 
enumerated  in  No.  II.  of  these  Additional  Regulations— Geography 
to  be  reckoned  for  the  present  purpose  as  a  subject  in  the  Department 
of  History  and  Law. 

Every  student  at  the  beginning  of  his  first  term  must  submit  the 
subjects  which  he  proposes  for  his  Curriculum,  and  at  least  a  provisional 
order  of  study  for  the  approval  of  the  Official  Advisers,  who  act  under 
the  control  of  the  Faculty. 

Any  subsequent  alteration  of  the  Curriculum  must  be  sul)mitted  to 
the  Official  Advisers  and  the  Dean. 

V.  Degree  Examinations. 

In  each  suVjject  for  the  Ordinary  Degree  there  are  two  Degree 
Examinations  in  the  Academic  year. 

Degree  with  Honours. 
I.  Honours  Groups. 

The  following  are  recognised  as  groups  in  which  the  Degree  of  M.  A, 
can  be  taken  with  Honours  : — 

(a)  Classics  {i.e.   Latin  and   Greek,  with  special  subjects,  such 
as  Comparative  Philology,  Ancient  Philosophy,   Classical 
Archeology,  and  Ancient  History — Greek  and  Roman).

II.  Subjects  Outside  Honours  Group. 

With  regard  to  the  two  subjects  to  be  taken  outside  the  candidate's 
Honours  group  the  following  restrictions  are  placed  upon  the 
candidates  : — 

C/aj-i-nx— Candidates  must  take  at  least  one  subject  not  within  the 
Department  of  Language  and  Literature. 

Mental  Philosophy. — Candidates  must  take  at  least  one  subject  not 
within  the  Department  of  Mental  Philosophy. 

Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy. — Candidates  must  take  at 
least  one  subject  not  within  the  Department  of  Science. 

English. — Candidates  must  take  British  History. 

Modern  Lajigiiages.  —  C&ndxAsiits  must  take  at  least  one  subject  not 
within  the  Department  of  Language  and  Literature. 

History. — Candidates  must  take  Logic,  Moral  Philosophy,  or 
Political  Economy. 

Economic  .S'tzV/zr.?.  — Candidates  must  take  British  History. 

III.  Entry  for  Honours. 

No  candidate  who  has  completed  his  Examination  for  Honours  in 
any  group  is  allowed  to  present  himself  a  second  time  for  Honours  in 
that  group. 

A  candidate  for  Honours  in  any  group  must  complete  all  the 
examinations  required  for  Honours  within  five  years  from  the  date  of 
his  first  matriculation  after  having  passed  the  Preliminary  Examination. 

A  candidate  who  has  obtained  Honours  in  any  one  group  may 
present  himself  for  Honours  in  a  second  group,  provided  all  the 
examinations  required  for  Honours  in  both  groups,  in  accordance 
with  Section  XL  (5)  of  the  foregoing  Ordinance,  are  completed  within 
six  years  from  the  date  of  his  first  matriculation  after  passing  the 
Preliminary  Examination. 

The  usual  period  of  five  (or  six)  years  within  which  a  candidate 
must  take  Honours  may  be  extended  by  the  Senatus  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  in  any  individual  case  where  special 
cause  has  been  shown. 

When  the  usual  period  of  five  (or  six)  years  has  been  extended, 
unless  the  Faculty  of  Arts  expressly  decide  otherwise,  the  number  of 
years  allowed  for  extension  shall  be  noted  on  the  candidate's  diploma, 
and  also  mentioned  in  the  record  in  the  Calendar. 

When  the  usual  period  of  five  (or  six)  years  has  been  extended,  it  is

a  condition  that  the  eligibility  of  the  candidate  for  University  Prizes, 
Bursaries,  Fellowships,  or  Scholarships  shall  be  affected  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Where  the  condition  for  eligibility  is  the  possession  of  an 
Honours  Degree  sijiipliciter,  the  candidate  shall  not  be 
eligible. 

(/')  Where  eligibility  is  confined  to  a  period  subsequent  to 
graduation  with  Honours,  the  period  of  eligibility  shall  be 
diminished  by  the  number  of  years  granted  for  extension. 

IV.  Honours  Examinations. 

In  each  Honours  group  there  is  one  Honours  Examination  in  each 

Academical  year. 

Graduation  of  Women. 

I.  It  is  in  the  power  of  the  University  Court  to  admit  women  to 
graduation. 

II.  The  conditions  for  graduation  are  the  same  for  women  as  for 
men,  subject  to  the  following  modification,  which  has  effect  until 
provision  is  made  for  the  instruction  of  women  in  all  subjects  qualifying 
for  graduation  in  which  provision  is  made  for  the  instruction  of  men  :  — 

vSo  long  as  within  the  Faculty  provision  is  not  made  for  the 
instruction  of  women  in  any  subject  qualifying  for  graduation  in  which 
provision  is  made  for  the  instruction  of  men,  it  is  in  the  power  of  the 
University  Court  to  admit  to  graduation  women  who  have  received  the 
requisite  instruction  in  that  subject  in  any  Scottish  University,  or  from 
any  teacher  or  in  any  Institution,  within  the  University  town,  recognised 
for  the  purposes  of  graduation  by  the  University  Court ;  provided 
always  that  every  candidate  for  graduation  produces  evidence  of  having 
satisfied  the  conditions  with  respect  to  the  Preliminary  Examination, 
and  be  examined  in  all  the  subjects  necessary  for  graduation  by  the 
Examiners  of  the  University. 

III.  .So  soon  as  within  the  University  provision  is  made  for  the 
instruction  of  women  in  all  sul)jects  qualifying  for  graduation  in  which 
provision  is  made  for  the  instruction  of  men,  the  conditions  for  the 
graduation  of  women  shall  be  the  same  as  the  conditions  for  the  gradua- 
tion of  men. 

IV.  (i)  Women  who  may  attend  classes  in  the  University  must 
matriculate,  paying  a  fee  of  the  same  amount  as  that  exigible  for  other 
students.  (2)  Women,  who  are  candidates  for  graduation  but  not 
matriculated  students,  and  who  may  attend  classes  within  a  University 
town,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  II.  (2)  hereof,  must,  at  the  com- 
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mencement  of  each  year  of  such  attendance,  enrol  their  names  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  in  the  University  for  that  purpose,  paying  a  fee  of  the  same 
amount  as  the  matriculation  fee  paid  by  students  of  the  University 
and  having,  in  respect  of  such  payment,  a  right  to  the  use  of  the 
Library  of  the  University. 


Additional  Regulations  by  the  University  Court. ^ 

Any  woman  who  has  received  the  requisite  instruction  in  Zoology  in 
any  Scottish  University,  or  under  any  Teacher  recognised  for  the  pur- 
pose by  the  University  Court,  will  (subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Ordinance  No.  18,  General  No.  9,  Regulations  for  the  Graduation  of 
Women,  etc.)  be  admitted  to  examination  in  that  subject  for  graduation 
in  Arts.  Women  may  attend  within  the  University  the  advanced 
courses  in  Zoology. 


Regulations  for  Special  Study  and  Research,  for  Appointment 
of  Research  Students  and  Fellows,  &c. 

I.  It  is  in  the  power  of  the  Senatus  Academicus,  with  the  approval  of 
the  University  Court,  to  make  regulations  under  which  graduates  of 
Scottish  Universities,  or  of  other  Universities  recognised  by  the  Univer- 
sity Court  for  the  purposes  hereof,  or  other  persons  who  have  given 
satisfactory  proof  of  general  education  and  of  fitness  to  engage  in  some 
special  study  or  research,  may  be  admitted  to  prosecute  such  study  or 
research  in  the  University. 

II.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Senatus  Academicus — 

(1)  To  receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  for  admission  to 

prosecute  special  study  or  research. 

(2)  To  prepare  a  list  of  all  persons  so  admitted  (hereinafter  referred 

to  as  Research  Students). 

(3)  To  make  regulations  for  the  supervision  of  their  work. 

(4)  To  satisfy  themselves  from  time  to  time  that  the  Research 

Students  are  carrying  on  their  work  in  the  University  in  a 
satisfactory  manner. 

(5)  To   suspend  or  exclude  from   any  course  any  student  whose 

conduct  or  progress  is  unsatisfactory. 

III.  Every  applicant  for  admission  must  send  in  to  the  Senatus 
Academicus  a  written  application  stating  any  degree  or  other  distinction 
which  he  has  already  obtained,  the  line  of  study  or  research  which  he

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wishes  to  prosecute  and  the  probable  period  of  its  duration,  together 
with  evidence  as  to  his  character,  capacity,  and  general  qualifications. 

IV.  An  application  for  admission  is  in  the  first  instance  referred  by 
the  Senatus  to  the  appropriate  FacuUy,  or  to  a  Committee  appointed  by 
the  Senatus  ;  one  member  of  the  Committee  shall  always  be  a  Professor 
or  Lecturer  within  whose  department  the  proposed  line  of  study  or 
research  falls.  No  applicant  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Faculty  or 
the  Committee  who  has  not  satisfied  them  by  examination  or  otherwise 
that  he  is  qualified  to  prosecute  the  proposed  line  of  study  or  research, 
and  further — 

{d)  That  his  proposed  line  of  study  or  research  is  a  fit  and  proper 

one ; 
{b)  That  he  possesses  a  good  general  education  ; 
(<:)   That  he  is  of  good  character  ; 
(d)  That  he  proposes  to  prosecute  his  studies  or  research  during  a 

period  to  be  approved  by  the  Senatus. 

The  Faculty  or  the  Committee  shall  make  a  report  to  the  Senatus 
upon  each  application.  It  is  also  their  duty,  subject  to  the  regulations 
of  the  Senatus,  to  provide  for  the  supervision  of  the  Research  Student's 
work,  and  to  report  at  least  once  a  year  to  the  Senatus  as  to  his  pro- 
gress and  conduct.  The  Senatus  shall  then  determine  whether  he  shall 
remain  a  Research  Student. 

V.  Every  Research  Student  is  required  to  matriculate  each  year, 
paying  the  ordinary  fee. 

VI.  Research  Students  have  access  to  and  the  use  of  the  University 
Laboratories  and  Museums,  under  such  conditions  as  to  payment  and 
otherwise  as  the  University  Court,  after  consultation  with  the  Senatus, 
may  determine. 

VII.  The  title  of  Research  Fellow  may  be  conferred  by  the  Senatus, 
with  the  approval  of  the  University  Court,  on  Research  Students  who 
have  shown  special  distinction.  Such  title  shall  not  of  itself  confer  any 
right  to  stipend,  but  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  University  Court 
to  provide  a  stipend  of  such  amount  and  for  such  period  as  it  may  think 
fit  to  any  Research  Fellow  under  the  powers  of  Section  XI.  Sub-section 
8  of  Ordinance  27. 

VIII.  (i)  The  Research    Fellows  shall   be   appointed   as   aforesaid 

after  consideration   of  the  report    or   reports  submitted    in 
terms  of  Section  IV.  hereof. 

(2)  The  title  of  Research  Fellow  may  be  conferred  either  at  the 
commencement  of  the  Research  Student's  course  of  study  or 
research,  or  at  any  time  during  its  progress,  as  the  Senatus 
may  determine. 
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(3)  Research  Fellows  shall  retain  their  title  and  stipend,  if  any, 

for  the  period  during  which  they  are  engaged  in  special 
study  or  research  in  the  University,  and  no  longer. 

(4)  Research    Students  who  have    been  appointed   Research  Fel- 

lows shall  continue  to  be  subject  to  the  conditions  above 
prescribed  as  to  the  supervision  of  their  work  and  the 
reports  to  be  made  thereon. 

IX.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prejudice  the  right  of  Research 
Students  to  such  Fellowships,  Scholarships,  or  Prizes  as  may  be  open 
to  them  by  Ordinance  or  Deed  of  Foundation. 

X.  The  University  Court  may,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
XI.  Sub-section  8  of  Ordinance  27,  provide  such  sums  as  it  may  think 
fit  in  aid  of  the  expenses  of  Special  Study  or  Research. 

Regulations  for  Higher  Degrees  in  Arts  and  Science. 
Degree  of  D.Sc. 

I.  Graduates  wdio  have  taken  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  the 
University  of  Edinburgh  with  first  or  second  class  honours  under 
the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Regulations  for  Degrees  in  Arts,  or 
under  the  Regulations  previously  in  force  therein,  or  who  have  taken 
a  degree  in  any  Scottish  University  which  the  Senatus  shall  hold  to 
be  equivalent  to  such  degree  with  honours  as  aforesaid,  may  ofter 
themselves  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science  (D.Sc.)  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Edinburgh  under  the  same  conditions  as  if  they  held  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Science,  and  after  the  expiry  of  the  same  period  from 
the  date  of  such  graduation  as  is  required  in  the  case  of  Bachelors  of 
Science  of  that  University. 

II.  Research  Students,  within  the  meaning  of  the  Regulations  for  the 
Encouragement  of  Special  Study  and  Research  and  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  Research  Fellows,  may  otfer  themselves  for  the  degree  of  D.Sc. 
of  the  University  in  which  they  have  prosecuted  some  special  study  or 
research  under  those  Regulations,  although  they  have  not  taken  the 
degree  of  B.Sc.  or  the  degree  of  M.  A.  with  honours  as  aforesaid  in  that 
University  ;  provided — 

(i)  That  they  hold  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  or  M.B.  of  a  Scottish  or  any 
recognised  University,  or  a  degree  of  any  such  University,  which  the 
Senatus  shall  hold  to  be  equivalent  to  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  or  to  the 
degree  of  M.A.  with  first  or  second  class  honours;  provided  that 
candidates  who  hold  any  such  degree  from  a  University  outside  the 
United  Kingdom  may  be  required,  if  the  Senatus  think  fit,  before 
beginning  their  course  as  Research  Students  with  a  view  to  the  degree 
of  D.Sc,  to  pass  an  examination  equivalent  to  an  Honours  or  to  a 
Final  Science  examination  in  a  group  of  subjects  cognate  to  their  line 
of  work  as  Research  Students. 
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(2)  That  they  have  spent  not  less  than  two  winter  sessions  or  an 
equivalent  period  as  Research  Students  in  the  University  granting  the 
degree,  and  that  they  produce  evidence  of  satisfactory  progress  in  the 
special  study  or  research  undertaken  by  them  during  that  period. 

III.  All  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science  shall  satisfy 
the  same  conditions  with  respect  to  the  presentation  of  a  thesis  or  ■ 
published  memoir  or  work,^  and  to  the  passing  of  examinations  as  are 
required  in  the  case  of  Bachelors  of  Science  of  the  University  of  Edin- 
burgh. 

Degree  of  D.Phil. 

IV.  Graduates  who  have  taken  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  the 
University  of  Edinburgh  with  first  or  second  class  honours  under 
the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Regulations  for  Graduation  in  Arts, 
or  under  the  Regulations  previously  in  force  therein,  or  who  have  taken 
a  degree  in  any  Scottish  University  which  the  Senatus  shall  hold  to 
be  equivalent  to  such  degree  with  honours  as  aforesaid,  may  offer 
themselves  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  (D.Phil.)  in  the 
University  of  Edinburgh  after  the  expiry  of  five  years  from  the  date  of 
such  graduation. 

V.  Research  Students  as  aforesaid  may  offer  themselves  for  the 
degree  of  D.Phil,  of  the  University  in  which  they  have  prosecuted 
some  special  study  under  Ordinance  No.  61  [General,  No.  23 — Regula- 
tions for  the  Encouragement  of  Special  Study  and  Research  and  for 
the  appointment  of  Research  Fellows],  although  they  have  not  taken 
the  degree  of  M.  A.  with  honours  as  aforesaid  in  that  University  ; 
provided — 

(i)  That  they  hold  the  degree  of  M.A.  with  first  or  second  class 
honours  of  any  Scottish  University,  or  a  degree  of  a  Scottish  or  any 
recognised  University,  which  the  Senatus  shall  hold  to  be  equivalent 
to  such  degree  with  honours  as  aforesaid  ;  provided  that  candidates 
who  hold  such  a  degree  from  a  University  outside  the  United  Kingdom 
may  be  required,  if  the  Senatus  think  fit,  before  beginning  their  course 
as  Research  Students,  with  a  view  to  the  degree  of  D.Phil.,  to  pass 
an  examination  equivalent  to  an  honours  examination  in  a  group  of 
subjects  cognate  to  their  line  of  work  as  Research  Students. 

(2)  That  they  have  spent  not  less  than  two  winter  sessions  or  an 
equivalent  period  as  Research  Students  in  the  University  granting  the 
degree,  and  produce  evidence  of  satisfactory  progress  in  the  special 
study  undertaken  by  them  during  that  period.

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VI.  All  candidates  for  the  degree  of  D.Phil,  shall  present  a  thesis  or 
a  published  memoir  or  work,^  which  shall  be  an  original  contribution 
to  learning,  to  be  approved  by  the  Senatus  on  the  recommendation  of 
a  Committee  appointed  by  the  Senatus  ;  provided  that,  if  required  by 
the  Senatus,  a  candidate  shall  also  be  bound  to  pass  such  examination, 
conducted  orally  or  otherwise,  on  the  subject  of  his  thesis  or  of  his 
special  study  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  determined.  The  thesis,  or 
memoir,  or  work  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  declaration  signed  by  the 
candidate  that  it  has  been  composed  by  himself.  If  the  thesis  has  not 
already  been  published,  it  shall  be  published  by  the  candidate  in  such 
manner  as  the  Senatus  shall  approve. 

Degree  of  D.Litt. 

VII.  Graduates  who  have  taken  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in 
the  University  of  Edinburgh  with  first  or  second  class  honours,  under 
the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Regulations  for  Degrees  in  Arts,  or 
under  the  Regulations  previously  in  force  therein,  or  who  have  taken  a 
degree  in  any  Scottish  University,  which  the  Senatus  shall  hold  to  be 
equivalent  to  such  degree  with  honours  as  aforesaid  may  offer  them- 
selves for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Letters  (D.Litt.)  in  the  University 
of  Edinburgh  after  the  expiry  of  five  years  from  the  date  of  such 
graduation. 

VIII.  Research  Students  as  aforesaid  may  offer  themselves  for  the 
degree  of  D.Litt.  of  the  University  in  which  they  have  prosecuted  some 
special  study  under  Ordinance  No.  61  [General  No.  23 — Regulations 
for  the  Encouragement  of  Special  Study  and  Research  and  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  Research  Fellows],  although  they  have  not  taken  the  de- 
gree of  M.A.  with  honours  as  aforesaid  in  that  University;  provided — 

(i)  That  they  hold  the  degree  of  M.A.  with  first  or  second  class 
honours  of  any  Scottish  University,  or  a  degree  of  a  Scottish  or  any 
recognised  University,  which  the  Senatus  shall  hold  to  be  equivalent  to 
such  degree  with  honours  as  aforesaid  ;  provided  that  candidates  who 
hold  such  a  degree  from  a  University  outside  the  United  Kingdom  may 
be  required,  if  the  Senatus  think  fit,  before  beginning  their  course  as 
Research  Students  with  a  view  to  the  degree  of  D.Litt.,  to  pass  an 
examination  equivalent  to  an  honours  examination  in  a  group  of  sub- 
jects cognate  to  their  line  of  work  as  Research  Students. 

(2)  That  they  have  spent  not  less  than  two  winter  sessions  or  an 
equivalent  period  as  Research  Students  in  the  University  granting  the 
degree,  and  produce  evidence  of  satisfactory  progress  in  the  special 
study  undertaken  by  them  during  that  period. 

(3)  That  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years  shall  have  elapsed  from 
the  date  of  the  graduation  required  in  sub-section  (i)  of  this  section. 

1  The  Thesis  must  be  lodged  and  the  fees  paid  before  ist  December. 
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IX.  All  candidates  for  the  degree  of  D.Litt.  shall  present  a  thesis 
or  a  published  memoir  or  work,i  which  shall  be  an  original  contribution 
to  learning,  to  be  approved  by  the  Senatus  on  the  recommendation 
of  a  Committee  appointed  by  the  Senatus;  provided  that,  if  required 
by  the  Senatus,  a  candidate  shall  also  be  bound  to  pass  such  examina- 
tion, conducted  orally  or  otherwise,  on  the  subject  of  his  thesis  or  of  his 
special  study  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  determined.  The  thesis, 
or  memoir,  or  work  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  declaration  signed  by 
the  candidate  that  it  has  been  composed  by  himself.  If  the  thesis  has 
not  already  been  published,  it  shall  be  published  by  the  candidate 
in  such  manner  as  the  Senatus  shall  approve. 

General. 

X.  Notwithstanding  and  in  supplement  of  the  Regulations  as  to 
Examinations,  Sections  XIV.  and  XV.,  the  Senatus  Academicus  in 
each  University  shall  appoint  such  Professors  or  Lecturers  as  it  may 
think  suitable  to  conduct  the  examination  of  candidates  who  may  offer 
themselves  under  the  Regulations  for  Degrees  in  Science,  or  of  these 
Regulations  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Science,  Doctor  of  Philosophy, 
or  Doctor  of  Letters  ;  and  the  University  Court  shall,  after  consultation 
with  the  Senatus  Academicus,  appoint  an  additional  Examiner  to  act 
along  with  them.  Such  additional  Examiner  shall  be  a  person  of  recog- 
nised eminence  in  the  subject  of  the  thesis,  or  memoir,  or  work  which 
is  to  be  submitted  for  approval.  The  result  of  the  examination  shall 
be  reported  to  the  appropriate  Faculty  or  Committee  of  Senatus. 

XL  The  degrees  of  D.Sc.  in  Mental  Science  or  D.Sc.  in  Philology 
shall  no  longer  be  conferred  by  any  Scottish  University. 

XII.  Candidates  who  have  already  completed  the  necessary  attend- 
ance on  classes  required  for  the  degree  of  D.Sc.  in  Mental  Science  or 
D.Sc.  in  Philology,  under  regulations  hitherto  in  force  in  any  Scottish 
University,  may  proceed  to  the  degree  of  D.Phil.,  or  of  D.Litt.,  as 
the  case  may  be,  under  this  Ordinance  ;  provided  such  candidates 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  VI.  or  Section  IX.  hereof,  as 
the  case  may  be,  and  that  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years  shall  have 
elapsed  from  the  date  of  their  graduation  as  M.A. 

XIII.  The  degrees  of  D.Sc,  D.Phil.,  and  D.Litt.  shall  in  no  case  be 
conferred  on  persons  who  have  not  satisfied  the  conditions  hereinbefore 
set  forth,  and  shall  not  be  conferred  honoris  causa  taiitum. 

The  fee  to  be  paid  for  Examination  for  each  of  the  degrees  of  D.Sc, 
D.Phil.,  and  D.Litt.  is  ten  guineas,  payable  when  the  thesis  is  lodged, 
and  the  fee  for  each  re-examination  for  each  of  the  degrees  is  ^^5,  5s. ^ 

1  The  Thesis  must  be  lodged  and  the  fees  paid  before  ist  December. 
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Candidates  for  examination  or  graduation  must  pay  the  matriculation 
feeof;^!,  IS.  Candidates  for  graduation  are  required  to  enter  their 
names  and  (if  not  previously  registered)  to  pay  the  registration  fee  ten 
days  before  the  date  of  the  Graduation  Ceremonial.

The  examinations  for  the  First  Course  will  be  held  in  July  and 
March. 

The  examinations  for  the  Second  Course  will  be  held  in  July  only. 
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Zoology. 

1.  For  students  taking  Zoology  as  Xh^  first  of  two  cognate  subjects 
the  paper  will  be  set  to  test  their  knowledge  of:  — 

(a)  The  General  Principles  of  Biology. 

{b)  The  distinctive  characters  of  the  Invertebrate  groups  and  the 
structure,  habits,  etc.,  of  Amoeba,  Paramoecium,  Hydra,  Arenicola, 
Hirudo,  Helix,  and  Nephrops. 

[c)  The  distinctive  characters  of  the  Vertebrate  groups  and  the 
structure,  habits,  &c.,  of  Gadus,  Raia,  Rana,  Columba,  and  Lepus. 

(d)  A  general  knowledge  of  the  orders  of  Vertebrata. 

{e)   The  outlines  of  the  development  of  Amphioxus,  Rana,  GalJus 
and  Lepus. 
{f)  The  Geographical  Distribution  of  Animals. 
{g)  A  general  knowledge  of  Wallace's  Darwinism. 

2.  For  students  taking  Zoology  as  the  second  of  two  cognate  subjects, 
the  paper  will  inchide  questions  dealing  with  the  work  of  the  Third 
Term.  This  will  be,  for  Summer  1909,  Protozoa,  Porifera,  Ccelen- 
terata  and  Vermes  ;  for  Summer  1910,  Mollusca,  Echinodermata  and 
Arthropoda. 

The  Practical  and  Oral  Examinations  will  deal  with  the  work  of  the 
Practical  Classes  taken.

Ecclesiastical  History. 

The  History  of  the  Christian  Church  during  the  First  Six  Centuries. 
The  papers  for  the  M.A.  Degree  will  not  be  the  same  as  for  the  B.  D. 
Degree,  and  the  standard  of  attainment  will  not  be  so  high.  Books 
recommended,  in  addition  to  the  Class  Lectures  : — Cheetham,  A  His- 
tory of  the  Ck>-istiau  Church  during  the  First  Six  Centuries ;  Plummer, 
The  Church  of  the  Early  Fathers  ;  Carr,  Tiie  Church  and  the  Roman 
Empire ;  Tozer,  Tlie  Chtirch  and  the  Eastern  Empire.

/.   CLASSICS. 

Honours  in  Classics. 
{The  Examiiialion  is  held  at  the  end  of  March.) 

Curriculuni. — The  ordinary  classes  in  Latin  and  Greek  are  usually 
taken  in  the  first  year.  It  will  be  found  desirable  to  take  two  full 
Honours  courses  (or  equivalent  half-courses)  in  each  language. 
Few,  if  any,  candidates  should  attempt  the  Honours  Examination 
before  the  end  of  their  fourth  year.  A  course  in  a  special  subject  will 
usually  form  part  of  the  work  of  the  third  or  fourth  year. 

Ordinary  subjects  outside  the  Honours  group. — The  two  subjects 
required  may  advantageously  be  taken  in  the  second  year,  or  one  in 
the  second  and  one  in  the  third.  When  an  Honours  course  in 
Classics  is  not  taken,  a  course  in  Greek  or  Latin  Composition  should 
be  taken,  to  maintain  continuity  of  classical  work. 

For  an  Honours  candidate  in  Classics,  Logic  and  Metaphysics  or 
Moral  Philosophy  is  an  important  subject.  A  sound  knowledge  of 
English  literature  is  also  very  desirable.  These  subjects  should  not 
be  omitted  without  careful  consideration  and  consultation.  For 
advanced  work  in  this,  as  in  other  subjects,  ability  to  read  French  and 
German  books  is  of  much  importance. 

Subjects  of  Examination. — A  general  acquaintance  with  the  Greek 
and  Latin  writers  of  the  classical  age  will  be  expected  from  all 
candidates ;  and  unseen  passages  from  other  than  the  prescribed 
authors  will  form  an  important  part  of  the  examination. 

History. — A  general  knowledge  of  Roman   history  (to  the   death 
of  Trajan),  and  of  Greek  history  (to  the  death  of  Alexander) ;  and  a 
more  minute  knowledge  in  connection  with  prescribed  works  of  orators 
historians,  or  writers  on  Political  Theory. 

Literature. — A  general  knowledge  of  the  course  of  Greek  and 
Roman  literature,  and  a  more  minute  knowledge  of  the  lives  and 
writings  of  prescribed  authors. 

Composition. — Prose  composition  in  Greek  and  Latin  is  required  of 
all  candidates.     Verse  composition  is  optional. 
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Special  Subject. — Every  candidate  must  offer  one  Special  Subject  from 
the  list  given  below.

LLP.  MA  THE  MA  PLCS  AND  NATURAL  PHLLOSOPHY.^ 

The  Honours  Examination  in  this  group  is  divided  into  two  parts, 
the  Intermediate  Honours  Examination  and  the  Final  Honours 
Examination,  which  may  or  may  not  be  taken  at  the  same  time. 

1  Candidates  for  Honours  under  the  Old  Regulations  are  required  to  take  in  Pure 
Mathematics,  papers  2  and  3  of  the  Intermediate  Honours  Examination,  and  papers 
I  or  2,  3  and  4,  and  5  (optional)  of  the  Final  Examination. 

In  Natural  Philosophy  they  are  required  to  take  the  papers  on  .\nalytica, 
Dynamics,  Thermodynamics,  and  at  least  two,  and  at  most  three,  other  subjects. 
These  subjects  may  include  one  or  more  of  the  following  :— Advanced  Dynamics, 
Electrostatics  and  Magnetism,  Electrokinetics  and  Electromagnetism,  Quaternions 
and  its  Physical  Applications  ;  one  or  both  of  the  following  branches  of  Experi- 
mental Physics— Heat,  Electricity;  and  one  branch  of  Practical  Physics  (such  as 
Capillarity,  Thermal  Conduction. etc.),  in  which  the  candidate  has  submitted  to  the 
Examiners  a  thesis,  approved  by  them,  embodying  the  results  of  original  investi- 
gation. In  addition,  candidates  will  be  permitted  to  submit  to  the  Examiners 
properly  authenticated  records  of  laboratory  work  conducted  by  them,  and  such 
records  will  be  taken  into  consideration. 
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All  the  subjects  of  the  Intermediate  Examination  are  obligatory  on 
every  candidate  for  Honours,  but  in  the  Final  Examination  a  certain 
amount  of  selection  and  specialisation  is  allowed. 


INTERMEDIATE  HONOURS  EXAMINATION. 

Admission. — Any  student  may  enter  for  the  Intermediate  Honours 
Examination  not  earlier  than  the  end  of  his  second  Academic  year. 

Subjects. — The  subjects  of  the  examination  correspond  generally  to 
the  subjects  of  the  courses  in  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy,  up 
to  and  including  the  Intermediate  Honours  Classes,  that  is  to  say— 


I.  In  Pure  Mathematics. 
Three  papers  will  be  set — 

1.  A  paper  on  Algebra  and  Trigonometry,  Plane  and  Spherical. 

2.  A  paper  on  Geometry,  Synthetic,  Projective  and  Analytical. 

3.  A  paper  on  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus,  and  Elementary 

Differential  Equations. 

The  questions  will  be  set  more  from  the  point  of  view  of  practical 
applications,  and  less  from  the  point  of  view  of  abstract  theory. 

II.   In  Natural  Philosophy,  including  Applied  Mathematics. 
Three  papers  will  be  set,  one  in  each  of  the  following  subjects  : — 

1.  Analytical  Dynamics.

Pass  in  the  Inte>'?nediate  Honours  Examination. 

A  student  who  has  taken  the  Intermediate  Honours  Examination 
separately  and  satisfied  the  Examiners  may  take  his  Final  Honours 
Examination  separately  in  a  succeeding  year  ;  if  he  has  failed  in  his 
Intermediate  Honours  Examination,  he  must  take  this  examination 
again,  either  separately  or  along  with  his  Final  Honours  Examination. 
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FINAL  HONOURS  EXAMINATION. 

Admission. — A  student  who  has  completed  the  attendances  required 
in  Section  XI.  (4)  of  the  (New)  Arts  Ordinance,  and  passed  in  the  two 
ordinary  subjects  required  by  this  Ordinance  and  by  the  Additional 
Regulations,  may  enter  for  his  Final  Examination.

following  : — Function  Theory,  Theory  of  Elliptic  Functions, 
Higher  Plane  Curves,  or  other  special  subject  which  the  candi- 
date may  profess,  with  the  permission  of  the  Examiners,  after 
notice  of  at  least  six  months  before  the  date  of  entry  for  the 
examination. 

II.   In  Natural  Philosophy,  including  Applied  Mathematics. 

A  paper  on  each  of  the  following  subjects  :—

Conduction,  etc.,  in  which  the  candidate  has  submitted  to  the 
Examiners  a  thesis,  approved  by  them,  embodying  the  results 
of  original  investigation. 

Records  of  laboratory  work  may  be  submitted  by  the  candidate  to 
the  Examiners,  provided  these  records  have  not  been  previously  sub- 
mitted at  the  Intermediate  Examination. 

A  candidate  must  take  six  papers  in  all,  with  a  minimum  of  two 
from  each  of  the  Departments  I.  and  II.  if  a  candidate  takes  only 
two  papers  in  Natural  Philosophy,  one  of  these  must  be  i. 

In  settling  the  class  of  the  candidate  in  the  Honours  list,  the  results 
of  both  the  Intermediate  and  the  Final  Examination  will  be  taken  into 
account. 
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Knowledge  of  Modern  Languages, 

A  paper,  which  may  be  taken  at  any  stage  of  the  Honours  course, 
will  be  set  with  the  object  of  testing  the  ability  of  candidates  to  read 
intelligently  French  and  German  works  on  Mathematics  and  Natural 
Philosophy  ;  but  a  candidate  who  has  obtained  a  certificate  signed  by 
the  Professors  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy,  certifying  the 
ability  in  question  will  be  excused  from  taking  this  paper. 

The  Examiners  may  refuse  to  give  First  Class  Honours  to  a  candidate 
who  has  failed  to  satisfy  this  test  in  Modern  Languages. 

IV.  ENGLISH  {LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE). 

Candidates  for  Honours  in  English  must  attend  at  least  four  com- 
plete courses  of  lectures  within  their  Honours  group,  viz. :  (a)  Not 
less  than  three  courses  in  English  Literature,  of  which  one  at  least  must 
be  an  Honours  course ;  and  {b)  the  Honours  course  in  English 
Language.

I.  GUTHRIE  FELLOWSHIP  IN  CLASSICAL

By  the 
Deed  of  Foundation  (given  at  p.  213  of  Calendar  for  1866-67),  the 
Fellowship  is  open  to  all  Graduates  in  Arts  of  the  University  of  Edin- 
burgh of  not  more  than  three  years'  standing  at  the  time  of  the  com- 
petition. It  cannot  be  held  along  with  any  other  Scholarship  or 
Fellowship  in  any  Scottish  University.  The  subjects  of  examination 
are  Logic,  Metaphysics,  Moral  Philosophy,  and  the  History  of  Philos- 
ophy. The  next  competition  may  take  place  in  June  1912.

IIL  SHAW  FELLOWSHIP  IN  MENTAL  PHILOSOPHY. 

This  Fellowship,  founded  in  1867  by  contributors  to  a  Memorial  to 
Sir  James  Shaw,  Bart.,  a  native  of  Ayrshire,  afterwards  Lord  Mavor 
of,    and    M.P.    for,   London,   and   by  the  Association  for   the  better

endowment  of  the  University,  for  the  encouragement  of  the  study  of 
Logic,  Psychology,  Metaphysics,  Moral  Philosophy,  and  the  History 
of  Philosophy,  is  awarded  after  competitive  examination  on  these 
subjects.  It  is  open  to  Graduates  in  Arts  of  any  of  the  four  Scot- 
tish Universities,  of  not  more  than  five  years'  standing  at  the  time 
of  the  competition,  is  of  the  annual  value  of  about  ^^148  (less  fees  to 
Examiners),  and  is  tenable  for  five  years.  It  cannot  be  held  along 
with  any  other  Fellowship,  Scholarship,  or  Bursaiy  in  any  Scottish 
University,  and  it  is  not  open  to  the  competition  of  any  person  who 
already  holds  a  Fellowship  in  any  English  or  Irish  University,  though 
the  holder  of  the  Shaw  Fellowship  will  not  be  precluded  from  after- 
wards obtaining  an  English  or  Irish  Fellowship.  The  holder  is  re- 
quired during  the  fourth  or  fifth  year  of  his  tenure  of  the  Fellowship 
to  deliver  in  this  University  a  Course  of  four  Lectures  on  any  of  the 
subjects  for  the  encouragement  of  the  study  of  which  the  Fellowship 
was  founded.  The  next  competition  for  the  Fellowship  may  take 
place  in  December  1913  at  the  beginning  of  the  Christmas  holidays.

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//.  ENDOWMENTS  FOR  RESEARCH  AND 
GRANTS  IN  AID. 

I.  WILLIAM  DICKSON  TRAVELLING  FUND. 

This  Fund  (the  interest  of  which  amounts  to  about  £go  per  annum) 
has  been  established  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  Graduates  (men  or 
women)  of  any  Faculty,  of  not  more  than  Three  Years'  standing,  to 
travel,  for  a  shorter  or  longer  period,  for  purposes  of  study  or  research. 
Grants  from  the  Fund  may  be  made  to  holders  of  Scholarships,  Bursaries, 
&c.  Applicants  are  required  to  state — "  (i)  The  purpose  for  which  the 
Applicants  desire  to  get  a  Grant  for  travelling  ;  (2)  the  total  amount  of 
expenditure  thought  necessary  ;  (3)  the  other  means  they  have  towards 
meeting  this  expenditure ;  and  (4)  the  amount  of  the  Grant  required 
from  the  Fund."  The  award  of  a  grant  to  be  based  on — "(i)  The  im- 
portance of  the  work  proposed  to  be  undertaken  ;  (2)  the  sufficiency  of 
the  means  proposed  to  be  applied  to  the  work;  (3)  the  capability  of 
the  Applicants  for  the  work  they  respectively  propose  to  undertake." 
"  Holders  of  Grants  in  all  cases  to  satisfy  the  Senatus  by  periodical  re- 
ports that  they  are  carrying  out  satisfactorily  the  work  or  investigation 
undertaken  ;  and  to  present  a  final  report,  or  to  deliver  a  course  of  public 
University  Lectures  on  their  work  when  completed."  Applications, 
on  Special  forms  to  be  obtained  at  the  Matriculation  Office,  must  be 
lodged  with  the  Secretary  of  Senatus  on  or  before  7th  March  annually. 
For  Deed  of  Endowment,  see  p.  514  of  Calendar,  1889-90. 

II.   EARL   OF   MORAY   ENDOWMENT   FOR   THE 
PROMOTION   OF  ORIGINAL  RESEARCH. 

1.  The  available  income  (which  amounts  to  about  ;(^630  per  annum) 
is,  in  the  first  place,  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  actual  expenses  of 
the  prosecution  of  Original  Research,  present  or  contemplated,  in- 
tended and  likely  to  increase  existing  human  knowledge,  in  any  of  its 
departments. 

In  such  expenses  would  be  included  apparatus,  special  accommodation, 
specimens,  chemical  substances,  books,  journals,  pamphlets,  repro- 
ductions of  manuscripts,  &c.,  and  actual  maintenance  and  travelling 
expenses,  in  so  far  as  they  are  shown  to  be  necessary  for  the  purposes 
of  research,  provided  that  it  shall  be  permissible  to  furnish  out  of  the 
income  such  specific  additions  to  the  Librarj'  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary to  stimulate  and  aid  research. 

All  apparatus,  specimens,  books,  journals,  pamphlets,  &c.,  and  all 
unused  chemical  substances  shall,  at  the  termination  of  the  research, 
be  returned,  or  otherwise  accounted  for  to  the  University. 

2.  Any  surplus  income  after  meeting  the  claims  defined  in  i,  above, 
may  be  expended  in  (a)  the  printing  and  publishing  of  noteworthy 
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results,  including  illustrations  for  papers  containing  such  results  ;  and 
(h)  the  payment,  after  careful  consideration  of  all  the  circunistances, 
of  such  grants  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  applicants  to 
enter  upon  or  carry  on  the  work  of  research,  or  to  encourage  the  pro- 
secution of  research. 

3.  All  graduates  and  other  members  of  the  University,  ''  or  other 
persons  who  have  given  satisfactory  proof  of  general  education  and  of 
fitness  to  engage  in  some  special  study  or  research,"  are  entitled  to 
apply  for  assistance. 

4.  In  so  far  as  the  subject  of  the  research  admits,  the  investigation 
shall  be  conducted  in  the  buildings  of  the  University. 

5.  Applications  will  only  be  considered  at  the  November,  January, 
and  May  Meetings  of  Senatus.  Any  Application  should  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  Secretary  of  Senatus  at  least  six  -weeks  before  the  date  of 
the  Meeting  at  which  it  is  to  be  considered.  See  Regulations  in 
Calendar  for  1897-98,  page  428.

Ten  Vans  Dunlop  Scholarships,  each  of  the  annual  value  of 
;^IOO,  and  tenable  for  three  years,  are,  by  the  Deed  of  Foundation, 
appropriated  to  the  following  subjects: — i.  English  Literature  and 
Poetry;  2.  Classical  Learning — Latin  and  Greek;  3.  Commercial  and 
Political  Economy  and  Mercantile  Law;  4.  Logic  and  Metaphysics; 
5.  Natural  Philosophy ;  6.  Mathematics  ;  7.  Hebrew  and  Orient  al 
(Semitic)  Languages;  8.  History;  9.  Moral  Philosophy;  10.  Sanskrit 
and  Comparative  Philology.  In  terms  of  the  Trust- Disposition  (which 
is  given  at  p.  3S0  of  Calendar  for  1880-81),  the   Scholarships  are 
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given  only  for  "distinguished  proficiency"  in  the  various  subjects 
of  competition,  as  determined  by  the  Examiners  and  the  Senatus 
Academicus. 

The  following  are  the  General  Regulations  for  the  Examinations : — 

Competitors  for  these  Scholarships  must  have  regularly  attended  at 
least  one  full  Course  or  two  Half-Courses  in  the  University  of  Edin- 
burgh during  each  academic  year  in  which  they  claim  to  have  been 
Matriculated  Students,  and  no  Candidate  is  eligible  who  has  discontinued 
attendance  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh  for  more  than  one  year.  The 
years  of  academic  study  count  from  the  lirst  year  in  which  a  Candi- 
date has  attended  one  of  the  classes  qualifj'ing  for  the  degree  of  M.  A. 

Each  Scholarship  is  tenable  on  condition  that  the  scholar  sub- 
mits annually  to  the  University  evidence  that  he  is  prosecuting  his 
studies,  or  his  professional  work,  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the 
Senatus.  The  evidence  generally  may  consist  of — (i)  Certificates  of 
attendance  on  Lectures  or  Laboratories  in  this  or  some  other  LTni- 
versity;  or  (2)  Certificate  of  having  acted  as  Assistant  to  a  Professor 
in  this  or  some  other  University  ;  or  (3)  A  written  Report  of  work 
done  by  the  Scholar  during  the  year,  together  with  a  Thesis  com- 
posed by  himself  on  a  subject  connected  with  that  work.  For  the 
Natural  Philosophy  Scholarship,  Scholars  will  be  required  in  the  first 
year  of  tenure  of  the  Scholarship  either  to  pursue  a  course  of  Labora- 
tory study  or  to  engage  in  Experimental  Research,  and  in  the  second 
and  third  years  either  to  pursue  a  course  of  Advanced  study  in  Mathe- 
matical Physics  or  to  engage  in  Experimental  Research — the  work  for 
each  year  to  be  approved  by  the  Senatus. 

Not  more  than  one  of  these  Scholarships  can  be  held  by  the  same 
person,  and  V^ns  Dunlop  Scholars  cannot  hold,  along  with  their 
Scholarship,  any  other  Fellowship,  Scholarship,  or  Bursary  in  the 
University  of  Edinburgh. 

Candidates  for  the  Vans  Dunlop  Scholarships  must,  on  entering 
for  the  Examinations,  produce  evidence  that  they  have  fulfilled  the 
conditions  of  eligibility. 

Candidates,  if  not  already  matriculated,  are  required  to  pay  the 
Matriculation  Fee  for  the  year  in  which  the  competition  takes  place.

Bursaries  in  Arts  heretofore  tenable  for  four  years  shall  continue  to 
be  so  tenable,  provided  that,  if  the  holders  graduate  after  three  years, 
they  shall  only  retain  their  Bursaries  during  a  fourth  year  if  they  shall 
engage  in  study  approved  by  the  Senatus  in  subjects  included  in  the 
Curriculum  for  Degrees  in  Arts  or  in  Pure  Science.  Bursars  in  Arts, 
subject  to  the  provision  as  to  the  fourth  year  of  tenure,  shall  attend  in 
each  year  at  least  two  classes  qualifying  for  Graduation  in  Arts,  and 
shall  duly  perform  the  work  of  these  classes  :  Provided  that  it  shall  be 
in  the  power  of  the  Senatus,  with  approval  of  the  University  Court, 
to  permit  such  Bursars  to  attend  classes  qualifying  for  Graduation  in 
Pure  Science  in  place  of  classes  qualifying  for  Graduation  in  Arts.

Examinations  unless  otherwise  stated,  and  are  tenable  at  the  University 
of  Edinburgh  only.

The  Town  Council  of  Barcelona  have  announced  that  the  conditions 
of  the  competition  for  the  above  Prize  (bequeathed  to  the  city  by 
Don  Francisco  Martoreil  y  Pefia)  will  be  as  follows  : — 

The  Prize,  of  the  value  of  pesetas  20,000  (about  ;^750  to  ;!^8oo),  will 
be  awarded  for  the  best  original  work  upon  Spanish  Archaeology  pre- 
sented for  competition,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  jury  the  work  merits  it. 

Works  may  be  either  printed  or  in  manuscript,  and  may  be  written 
in  Latin,  Spanish,  Catalan,  French,  Italian,  or  Portuguese. 

Each  work  must  be  presented  anonymously  with  a  "nom  de  plume," 
and  the  author's  name  and  address  must  be  sent  in  a  separate  envelope 
inscribed  with  the  "nom  de  plume." 

Works  must  be  presented  in  the  Secretary's  Office  at  the  Town  Hall, 
Barcelona,  on  or  before  the  23rd  October  191 1,  at  midday,  and  the 
Prize  will  be  awarded  on  23rd  April  1912. 

The  successful  work  must  be  published  in  Spanish  within  two  years 
from  the  date  of  the  award,  and  five  copies  must  be  sent  to  the 
Municipality. 

The  Jury  will  consist  of  five  suitable  persons  selected  by  the  Town 
Council  of  Barcelona,  and  the  Mayor  will  be  the  Honorary  President.

— The  following  subjects  will  be  dealt  with  : — Con- 
jugation and  sexual  reproduction,  the  maturation,  etc.,  of  the  t^g 


1  Any  student  may  be  allowed  to  substitute  for  the  qualifying  attendance  on  the 
Ordinary  Class  of  IMathematics  an  attendance  on  the  first  part  of  the  Course  of 
Technical  Mathematics,  and  to  take,  instead  of  the  Second  Pure  Mathematical

Those  intending  to  teach  Mathematics 
in  Secondary  Schools  or  Higher  Technical  Institutes  would  be  well  advised  to  take 
the  class  of  Technical  Mathematics  in  addition  to  their  other  Mathematical 
Classes,  if  they  can  find  time  to  do  so. 
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and  spermatozoon,  the  modes  of  formation  of  the  germinal  layers 
in  a  series  of  selected  types,  the  development  of  Scyllium  or  Raja, 
Amphioxus  and  Rana  as  a  basis  for  general  Vertebrate  Embry- 
ology, the  organogeny  of  the  chief  systems  of  organs  in  the 
Vertebrata,  the  evolution  and  comparative  development  of  the 
placenta.  A  few  lectures  will  be  given  on  the  general  principles 
and  theory  of  Comparative  Embryology,  the  recapitulation 
theory,  the  nature  of  larval  forms,  genetic  variation,  and  the 
nature  and  course  of  Heredity. 

Practical  Work. — Each  member  of  the  Class  will  have  an 
opportunity  of  preparing  for  himself  and  studying  a  series  of 
preparations  to  illustrate  the  development  of  Salmo,  Rana, 
Gallus,  and  other  forms.  In  addition,  an  extensive  series  of 
preparations  of  Raja,  Scyllium,  Torpedo,  and  Lacerta,  etc., 
and  of  certain  Invertebrate  forms  will  be  available. 

In  the  laboratory  work  members  of  the  Class  may  confine 
their  studies  to  one  particular  type,  or  to  some  selected  branch, 
such  as  iMammalian  Embryology.

FIRST  LECTURE  COURSE. 

DR   DOBBIN, 

The  Class  meets  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays 
from  10  to  II  during  the  three  terms.  For  Tutorial  work, 
which  is  obligatory,  the  Class  may  be  divided  into  two  sections, 
which  will  meet  on  Tuesdays  or  Thursdays. 

The  lectures  are  devoted  to  Elementary  Inorganic  Chemistry, 
embracing  the  more  important  metallic  and  non-metallic 
elements  and  their  chief  compounds,  together  with  an  intro- 
duction to  Chemical  Theory.  A  few  special  lectures  will  be 
given  to  Engineering  and  Agricultural  students. 

FIRST  LABORATORY  COURSE. 

This  Course  should  be  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  First 
Lecture  Course.  It  meets  for  two  hours  twice  a  week  during 
the  three  terms.  The  work  will  include  simple  inorganic  pre- 
parations, the  detection  of  the  chief  inorganic  elements  and 
compounds,  the  analysis  of  simple  inorganic  mixtures,  and  an 
introduction  to  Volumetric  Analysis. 

Students  who  intend  to  take  Chemistry  as  a  subject  in  the 
Final  B.Sc.  examination  are  recommended  to  take  part  of  their 
Intermediate  Laboratory  Work  concurrently  with  the  First 
Laboratory  Course. 
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INTERMEDIATE  LECTURE  COURSE. 

PROFESSOR   WALKER   AND    LECTURERS. 

The  Class  will  meet  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  and  Wednesdays, 
during  all  three  terms,  from  lo  to  1 1.  In  the  Winter  and  Spring 
Terms  the  work  will  be  devoted  chiefly  to  Organic  Chemistry. 
In  the  Summer  Term,  Advanced  Inorganic  Chemistry,  Chemical 
Theory,  and  Elementary  Physical  Chemistry  will  be  taken  up. 
Wednesdays  throughout  the  year  will  be  largely  occupied  by 
Tutorial  work. 


INTERMEDIATE  LABORATORY  COURSE 

A  minimum  of  240  hours  must  be  given  to  laboratory  work, 
which  will  include  the  preparation  of  typical  organic  substances, 
the  testing  of  organic  substances,  complex  qualitative  analysis, 
and  simple  quantitative  estimations. 


ADVANCED  LECTURE  COURSES. 

PROFESSOR  WALKER  AND  LECTURERS. 

Three  Advanced  Lecture  Courses,  of  about  25  lectures  each, 
will  be  given  during  the  year,  two  of  them  being  held  in  the 
Summer  Term.  The  fee  for  each  of  these  Courses  is^i,  is. 
Candidates  who  take  Chemistry  on  the  Higher  Standard  must 
have  attended  two  at  least  of  these  Courses. 

ADVANCED  LABORATORY  WORK. 

In  addition  to  the  time  spent  in  the  laboratory  for  the  First 
and  Intermediate  Courses,  students  who  take  Chemistry  on  the 
Higher  Standard  must  give  at  least  240  hours'  attendance  in  the 
laboratory.  The  work  will  include  further  inorganic  analysis, 
the  testing  and  ultimate  analysis  of  organic  substances,  gas 
analysis,  assaying,  and  physico-chemical  measurements.

VI.  ASTRONOMY. 

PROFESSOR  DYSON. 
{Sixty  Lectures,  and,  on  different  days.  Twenty  Meetings  oj 
two  hours  each  for  Obserz'atory  work.) 
The  lectures  will  be  delivered  on  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays, 
and  Thursdays  in  the  University  from  5  to  6  P.M.,  and  the 
Class  will  meet  on  Fridays  at  the  Royal  Observatory  from 
5  to  7  P.M.  The  Class  will  meet  for  seven  weeks  in  each  of  the 
two  Winter  Terms,  and  for  six  weeks  in  the  Summer  Term. 
The  Course  will  consist  of — 

1.  Geometrical  Astronomy,  including  the  theory  and  use  of 
Astronomical  instruments  ;  the  determination  of  time,  latitude, 
etc.  ;  the  causes  of  refraction,  aberration,  precession,  etc.,  and 
their  effects  on  the  apparent  position  of  the  heavenly  bodies. 

2.  Elementary  Celestial  Mechanics  ;  Orbital  Motion  in  a 
Conic  Section,  with  applications  to  the  determination  from 
observations  of  the  circular  orbit  of  a  planet,  the  orbit  of  a 
Meteor  Stream,  Double  Stars,  etc.  The  Figures  of  the  Planets ; 
Precession  of  Equinoxes  ;  Equilibrium  Theory  of  the  Tides. 

3.  The  distance  and  movements  of  the  stars,  etc.  Spec- 
troscopy as  applied  to  the  determination  of  the  Constitution 
and  Movements  of  the  heavenly  bodies. 

Note. — The  Autumn  Term  (Oct. -Dec.)  may  be  attended  by  non-gradua- 
tion students  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  £1,  is.  and  the  entrance  fee 
of  5s. 

VII.  HUMAN  ANATOMY,  including  ANTHROPOLOGY. 

PROFESSOR   CUNNINGHAM. 

For  a  Synopsis  of  Lectures  on  Anatomy  and  for  Course  of 
Practical  Anatomy,  see  under  Faculty  of  Medicine. 
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ANTHROPOLOGY. 

If  a  sufficient  number  of  students  express  their  intention  of 
selecting  Human  Anatomy,  including  Anthropology,  as  a  subject 
for  the  degree  of  B.Sc,  the  Professor  of  Anatomy  will  deliver, 
during  the  Summer  Session,  a  Course  of  twenty-five  lectures 
and  demonstrations  on  Physical  Anthropology.  Members  of 
the  Class  are  trained  in  Anthropometrical  methods.  Fee, 
;^2,  23.  ;  or  for  students  who  take  the  Summer  Course  of 
Practical  Anatomy,  £.\^  is. 

VIII.  PHYSIOLOGY. 

PROFESSOR   SCHAFER,  WITH  DRS  CRAMER,  JOLLY,   AND 
PRINGLE,  Lecturers^  and  dr  JOHN  tait,  Assistant. 

For  Synopsis  of  Lectures,  and  Elementary  Courses  of  Prac- 
tical Physiology  and  Histology,  see  under  Faculty  of  Medicine. 

ADVANCED  PRACTICAL  PHYSIOLOGY.^ 

This  Course  is  devoted  to  Experimental  and  Chemical  Physi- 
ology and  Histology  of  a  more  advanced  nature  than  that  of 
the  ordinary  Course  of  Practical  Physiology.  It  is  an  advantage 
for  those  who  propose  attending  this  Course  to  have  already 
attended  the  Elementary  Course  {or.,  ci.  similar  Course  else- 
where). The  Course  is  divided  into  three  parts,  viz.,  (i)  Ex- 
perimental, (2)  Chemical,  (3)  Histological.  Parts  i  and  2  are 
taken  in  the  Winter  Session,  Part  3  is  taken  in  the  Summer. 

This  Course  is  adapted  for  those  preparing  for  Examinations 
in  Physiology,  and  for  those  who  may  afterwards  desire  to 
prosecute  Physiological  Research. 

IX.  GEOLOGY,  INCLUDING  MINERALOGY. 

PROFESSOR  GEIKIE. 

I.  Class  of  Geology  and  Mineralogy. — This  Course 
extends  over  three  terms — Autumn,  Spring,  and  Summer.  The 
work  of  the  Class  is  distributed  as  follows : — 


1  This  Course  is  open  to  women  students. 
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Autumn  Term. 

Dytiamical  Geology — A  discussion  of  the  nature  and  causes 
of  geological  changes  effected  on  the  surface  and  within  the 
interior  of  the  earth. 

The  Class  meets  at  4  o'clock  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Fridays. 

Spring  Term. 

Mineralogy—  An  account  of  the  physical  and  chemical  char- 
acters of  minerals,  and  a  description  of  some  of  the  more 
important  and  typical  species  in  the  various  mineral  groups. 

Petrography — A  description  of  the  various  families  of  rocks. 

Tectonic  Geology—  A  description  of  the  geological  structure 
and  relations  of  rock-masses  to  each  other. 

Physiographical  Geology — An  inquiry  into  the  origin  of  the 
present  outlines  of  the  earth's  surface. 

The  Class  meets  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays  at 
4  o'clock. 

\N.B. — For  Arts  students  twenty  demonstrations  of  one  hour 
each  are  held  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  at  4  o'clock.] 

Slimmer  Term. 

Palceantological  and  Historical  Geology — A  description  of  the 
more  important  types  of  life  represented  by  fossils,  together 
with  the  history  of  the  successive  geological  periods. 

The  Class  meets  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  at  4  o'clock. 

Field  demonstrations,  which  must  be  attended  by  both 
Science  and  Arts  students,  are  given  as  frequently  as  possible 
during  each  term  of  the  Course. 

Textbooks. — "  Outlines  of  Geology,"  by  the  Professor  (Stan- 
ford); Hatch's  "Mineralogy"  (Whittaker);  Hatch's  "Petrology" 
(Sonnenschein)  or  Barker's  "Petrology  for  Students"  (Cam- 
bridge University  Press). 
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II.  Class  of  Practical  Mineralogy  and   Geology. 

ROBERT    CAMPBELL,    M.A.,    B.SC,    AND    PROFESSOR    GEIKIE. 

This  Class  meets  at  2  o'clock,  for  two  hours,  on  Mondays, 
Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  during  the  Autumn  and  Spring 
Terms.  It  qualifies  for  the  Science  degree,  and  forms  a  second 
ordinary  Course  qualifying  for  the  Arts  degree. 

The  Field  demonstrations  on  Saturdays  are  open  to  students 
attending  this  Class.

III.  Class  of  Structural  and  Field  Geology. 

PROFESSOR   GEIKIE,  ASSISTED    BY   MR    CAMPBELL. 

This  Class  is  held  during  the  Summer  Term. 

The  following  subjects  are  dealt  with  in  the  Course  : — Tectonic 
or  Structural  Geology  j  Geological  Surveyifig ;  Economic 
Geology — the  application  of  the  Science  to  Mining,  Engineer- 
ing, Agriculture,  Public  Health,  &c. 

This  Class  is  intended  to  meet  the  requirements  of  students 
of  Applied  Science.  No  previous  knowledge  of  Geology  is 
required  of  those  attending  the  Class — the  principles  of  the 
Science  being  set  forth  both  in  the  lecture-room  and  the  field. 

The  Class  meets  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays  at 
4  o'clock,  and  a  series  of  practical  lessons  on  the  study  of  rocks 
and  minerals  will  be  given  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  on 
Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  at  the  same  hour.  The  Saturdays, 
so  far  as  possible,  are  devoted  to  field  demonstrations. 

Textbook. — "  Structural  and  Field  Geology,"  by  the  Pro- 
fessor (Oliver  &  Boyd). 

Adjoining  the  class-room  is  a  small  museum  exhibiting 
minerals  and  rocks,  and  the  typical  fossils  of  the  different 
geological  systems. 

PETROLOGY. 

ROBERT  CAMPBELL,  M.A.,  B.SC,  Lecturer. 

Lectures  and  Practical  Work,  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Fridays,  from  10  to  12,  in  Summer. 
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//.  ENGINEERING. 
THE  ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT. 

The  new  block  of  buildings  for  the  Engineering  Department, 
at  High  School  Yards,  was  completed  in  the  Winter  Session 
1905-6,  and  is  in  full  occupation  by  the  Department.  This  block 
of  buildings  is  T-shaped.  On  the  ground  floor  of  the  west  front 
are  provided,  in  addition  to  the  entrance  hall,  a  large  laboratory 
for  the  testing  of  materials  and  a  large  hydraulics  laboratory.  In 
the  testing  laboratory  there  are  the  following  testing  machines  : 
A  100-ton  machine  of  the  usual  English  pattern,  a  6o,ooo-lb. 
machine  of  an  American  type,  and  a  100-ton  machine  of  a  con- 
tinental type.  A  portion  of  this  laboratory  is  specially  set  aside 
for  the  testing  of  building  materials  of  all  classes.  For  the  new 
hydraulics  laboratory  a  water  tower  has  been  constructed  at  the 
south-east  angle  of  the  building,  containing  at  the  top  a  cast- 
iron  tank  capable  of  holding  10,000  gallons,  and  giving  a  head 
of  65  feet  above  the  floor  level  of  the  laboratory.  Below  the 
floor  level  are  two  large  rectangular  measuring  tanks,  and  an 
electrically  driven  centrifugal  pump  lifts  the  water  from  these 
lower  tanks  back  to  the  tank  in  the  tower.  The  machines 
installed  in  this  laboratory  are  water  turbines  of  various  types, 
and  other  hydraulic  motors,  which  are  all  used  for  experimental 
work  on  the  efficiency  of  hydraulic  machines.  The  laboratory 
also  contains  large  rectangular  and  other  weirs  and  various 
well-known  types  of  water  meters.  Lengths  of  iron  pipes  fitted 
with  enlargements,  contractions,  valves,  etc.,  are  arranged  with 
pressure  gauges  at  various  points  to  measure  losses  by  frictional 
and  other  resistances.  The  floor  above  these  two  laboratories  is 
devoted  mainly  to  a  large  laboratory  for  Experimental  Mechanics, 
including  experimental  work  on  friction,  laws  of  stress  and  strain, 
microscopic  study  of  the  structure  of  iron,  steel,  and  alloys, 
calorific  value  of  solid  fuels,  oils,  gas,  etc.  The  rest  of  the 
space  is  occupied  by  a  class-room,  which  is  used  for  advanced 
classes,  and  also  as  a  reading-room  attached  to  the  Depart- 
mental Library.  A  workshop  has  been  provided  on  the  ground 
evel  by  roofing  in  and  connecting  to  the  main  building  a  site 
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at  the  north-east  corner  between  the  two  portions  of  the  main 
building.  In  this  workshop  are  examples  of  all  the  ordinary 
machine  tools  used  by  engineers,  and  gas  engines,  steam  engines, 
and  other  motors.  The  back  block  of  the  T-shaped  building  is 
also  divided  into  two  floors.  The  lower  floor  forms  the  large 
lecture  theatre  of  the  Department  ;  complete  provision  has  been 
made  for  experimental  demonstration,  and  for  the  use  of  the 
electric  lantern  for  illustrating  lectures  by  slides.  The  upper 
floor,  which  has  been  arranged  to  have  only  north  light,  forms 
a  large  drawing  office  ;  in  connection  with  this  drawing  office 
provision  has  been  made  for  complete  instruction  in  the  photo- 
graphic work  necessary  in  the  preparation  of  blue  prints  and 
other  reproductions  of  tracings. 

The  work  of  this  Department  includes  Lectures,  Drawing 
Office  work,  practical  work  in  the  Laboratories,  Surveying  and 
Field  Work,  and  visits  to  Engineering  works  and  manufactories, 
details  of  which  are  given  below. 

It  must  be  clearly  understood  that  these  Classes  are  not 
intended  to  supersede  the  practical  training  which  can  only  be 
acquired  in  the  office  or  workshop  during  a  pupilage  or  its 
equivalent.  The  training  given  in  these  Classes,  however,  will 
be  found  to  be  of  value  in  enabling  those  who  have  gone  through 
them  to  obtain  more  advantage  from  the  opportunities  afforded 
them  during  their  professional  pupilage  or  apprenticeship. 

Though  primarily  intended  to  meet  the  wants  of  students 
who  propose  to  devote  themselves  to  some  branch  of  engineer- 
ing, the  work  of  the  Classes  will  be  found  to  be  of  direct 
practical  value  to  those  who  are  training  for  the  profession  of 
an  architect,  and  also  to  all  those  who  propose  to  engage  in 
occupations  directly  connected  with  manufacturing  industries. 

Courses  of  Study. 
The  following  Courses  are  recommended  for  Civil  Engineer- 
ing students,^  who  are  preparing  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc.   in 
Engineering  : — 


1  Students  who  have  taken  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  in  Engineering,  and  have  had  at 
least  one  year  of  training  in  the  office  of  an  engineer,  are  eligible  for  appointment 
to  the  Public  Works  Department  of  the  Indian  Government.  Full  particulars  as  to 
these  appointments  can  be  obtained  from  Professor  Hudson  Beare. 
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1st  Year. — Mathematics  (c),  First  Technical  Course,  Autumn, 
Spring,  and  Summer  Terms — Natural  Philosophy  and  Labora- 
tory, and  Chemistry  and  Chemical  Laboratory,  or  Engineering 
Drawing. 

2nd  Year.  —  Junior  Engineering,  Engineering  Drawing 
(Junior),  Mathematics  ((7),  Second  Technical  Course,  Autumn 
and  Spring  Terms — Chemistry  and  Chemical  Laboratory  (if  not 
taken  during  the  first  winter). 

'i^rd  Year. — Senior  Engineering,  Engineering  Drawing  (Senior), 
Applied  Mathematics  (Advanced  Science  Class),  Engineering 
Laboratory,  Geology,  or  other  Optional  Course. 

The  Engineering  Field  Work  Class  should,  if  possible,  be 
taken  during  the  first  Summer  Session. 

Students  who  are  preparing  for  Mechanical  Engineering 
should  attend  during  the  second  and  third  years,  classes  in 
the  Heriot-Watt  College  on  Mechanical  Engineering,  and 
Mechanical  Engineering  Drawing  ;  and  those  preparing  for 
Electrical  Engineering  must  also  attend  the  classes  of  Electrical 
Engineering. 

L  CHEMISTRY. 

DR   DOBBIN. 
Lecture  Course. 

The  Class  meets  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays, 
from  10  to  1 1,  during  the  three  terms.  For  Tutorial  work, 
which  is  obligatory,  the  Class  may  be  divided  into  two  sections, 
which  will  meet  on  Tuesdays  or  Thursdays. 

The  lectures  are  devoted  to  Elementary  Inorganic  Chemistry, 
embracing  the  more  important  metallic  and  non-metallic  ele- 
ments and  their  chief  compounds,  together  with  an  introduction 
to  Chemical  Theory.  A  few  special  lectures  will  be  given  to 
Engineering  students. 

Laboratory  Course. 

This  Course  should  be  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  Lecture 
Course.  It  meets  for  three  hours  twice  a  week  during  the 
Autumn   and   Spring  Terms.      The  work   will  include  simple 
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inorganic  preparations,  the  detection  of  the  chief  inorganic 
elements  and  compounds,  the  qualitative  analysis  of  simple 
alloys,  and  an  introduction  to  volumetric  analysis. 

II.  MATHEMATICS. 

E.  M.  HORSBURGH,  M.A.,  B.SC,  ASSOC.M.INST.C.E.,  Lecturer. 

The  Technical  Classes  {c)  and  {d)  are  specially  for  Engineer- 
ing and  Technological  students.  These  Classes  are  also  recog- 
nised as  constituting  a  Double  Course  in  Mathematics  for  the 
ordinary  degree  of  M.A. 

Mathematics  {c\  First  Technical Couj'se — Autumn,  Spring,  and 
Summer  Terms.  The  work  of  the  Class  includes  : — Elementary 
Algebra,  Trigonometry  (with  special  reference  to  Surveying), 
Elementary  Co-ordinate  Geometry  and  Graph  Tracing,  use 
of  Graphic  Methods,  Introduction  to  the  Differential  and 
Integral  Calculus  ;  simple  practical  applications  of  these  sub- 
jects, chiefly  from  the  engineer's  point  of  view. 

Mathematics  {d\  Second  Technical  Course — Autumn  and 
Spring  Terms.  The  work  of  the  Class  includes  : — Use  of 
Graphic  Methods,  Spherical  Trigonometry  (with  reference  to 
Geodesy  and  Navigation),  Elementary  Co-ordinate  Geometry, 
Differential  and  Integral  Calculus,  Simple  Differential  Equa- 
tions ;  practical  applications  of  these  subjects,  chiefly  from  the 
engineer's  point  of  view. 

A  student  who  has  obtained  a  certificate  of  merit  in  one  of  the 
Mathematical  Technical  Courses  is  exempted  from  the  corre- 
sponding B.Sc.  examination  in  Mathematics  for  Engineering. 

III.  NATURAL  PHILOSOPHY. 

PROFESSOR   MACGREGOR. 

G.  A.  CARSE,  M.A.,  D.SC.,  Lecturer. 

For  Synopsis  of  Lecture  and  Laboratory  Courses,  see  under 
Faculty  of  Arts.  The  qualifying  Course  in  Natural  Philosophy 
for  students  of  Engineering  consists  of  the  lectures  of  the 
Natural    Philosophy  Class  on   Experimental  Physics,  and  on 
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Dynamics  and  Thermodynamics,  with  80  hours  of  laboratory 
work.  An  additional  fee  of  £2^  2s.  is  charged  for  the  Labora- 
tory Course.  For  qualifying  certificates  special  stress  is  laid 
on  the  subject  of  Dynamics. 


IV.  ENGINEERING. 

PROFESSOR    HUDSON  BEARE. 

Aietumn  and  Spring  Terms. 

Two  complete  Courses  of  lectures  will  be  given  in  each 
Autumn  and  Spring  Term  ;  each  of  these  complete  Courses 
is  divided  into  two  Half-Courses.  A  student  is  permitted  to 
attend  a  Half-Course  of  either  of  the  two  complete  Courses  on 
payment  of  half  the  fee  for  a  complete  Course. 

Junior  Course. 
Lectures. — Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday,  9  A.M. 

Laboratory  Instruction. — On  two  days  a  week,  for  at  least 
two  hours  on  each  day.  The  hours  for  this  will  be  arranged  at 
the  first  meeting  of  the  Class. 

The  following  subjects  will  be  dealt  with  in  these  lectures : — 

During  the  Autumn  Term. 

The  Materials  of  Construction. — Cast  iron,  wrought  iron, 
steel,  copper,  aluminium,  alloys,  limes  and  cements,  bricks, 
stones,  timber  —  their  origin,  preparation,  properties,  and 
uses. 

Elementary  Hydraulics. — Steady  and  unsteady  motion,  laws 
of  flow  through  orifices,  notches  and  mouth-pieces,  laws  of  fluid 
friction,  law  of  flow  in  pipes,  effects  of  sudden  enlargement  and 
contraction,  pressure  on  surfaces,  centre  of  pressure,  strength 
and  stability  of  structures  subjected  to  water  pressure. 

Friction  losses  in  sliding  pairs,  turning  pairs,  screw  pairs  and 
pivots  ;  experiments  to  determine  the  value  of  the  co-efificient 
of  friction    under   varying   conditions  of  loading,    velocity   of

rubbing,  lubrication,  etc.     The  mechanical  efficiency  of  steam 
and  other  heat  engines  ;  brakes,  and  dynamometers. 

During  the  Spring  Term. 

The  Strength  and  Elasticity  of  Materials. — Elastic  stress  and 
strain,  elastic  limit  and  yield  point,  ductile  strains,  ultimate 
strength,  effects  of  variation  and  repetition  of  stress,  resilience 
and  shock.  Factors  of  safety,  hardening  and  annealing  effects, 
stresses  due  to  temperature  changes. 

Struts  and  columns,  the  bending  of  long  columns  ;  formulse 
of  Euler,  Gordon,  Rankine,  and  others  for  strength  of  columns. 

Theory  of  bending  ;  simple  bending,  bending  moments,  and 
shearing  forces  ;  moments  of  inertia  and  of  resistance  of  various 
sections,  graphical  methods  ;  determination  of  stresses  at  any 
cross  section  of  a  beam,  beams  of  uniform  strength.  Deflection 
of  simple  beams,  relations  between  curvature,  slope,  and  deflec- 
tion ;  deflection  and  slope  from  bending  moment  diagrams. 
Built-in  and  continuous  beams,  theorem  of  three  moments, 
graphical  methods,  resilience  of  beams,  shearing,  resilience  and 
deflection  due  to  shear. 

Compound  stresses  ;  direct  and  bending  stresses,  eccentric 
loads,  struts  and  ties  with  lateral  loads,  crane  hooks,  masonry 
seating  for  beam  ends. 

Torsion  and  shear  ;  stress  and  strain  in  pure  torsion,  relation 
to  twisting  effort,  modulus  of  rigidity  ;  shafts  of  circular  and 
square  section.  Combined  twisting  and  bending,  effect  of  end 
thrust. 

Torsional  resilience  ;  helical  springs  close  and  open  coiled. 
Stresses  in  thin  cylindrical  shells,  riveted  joints  ;  stresses  and 
strains  in  thick  cylinders  ;  rotating  rings  and  discs. 

Senior  Course. 
Lectures. — Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday,  at  9  a.m. 

Laboratory  Instruction. — On  two  days  a  week,  for  at  least  two 
hours  on  each  day.  The  hours  for  this  will  be  arranged  at  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Class. 
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The  following  subjects  will  be  dealt  with  in  these  lectures  : — 

During  the  Autumn  Term. 

Waterworks. — Rainfall,  methods  of  measurement,  variation, 
losses  by  evaporation,  etc.,  available  rainfall,  measurement  of 
flow  off  a  given  catchment  area,  weirs,  velocity  meters,  laws  of 
flow  in  channels  and  pipes.  Storage  of  water  and  construction 
of  reservoirs,  earthen  and  masonry  dams  ;  service  reservoirs. 
Purification  of  water,  sand  filter  beds,  mechanical  filters,  soften- 
ing of  hard  waters.  Construction  of  aqueducts  and  laying  of 
pipes  ;  cast-iron  and  steel  pipes,  their  manufacture,  and  tests 
applied  ;  pipe  jointing. 

Hydraulic  Motors. —  Impact  of  water  on  vanes,  reaction  of 
jets,  the  Pelton  wheel,  water  wheels,  overshot  and  breast  wheels, 
the  Poncelet  wheel.  Turbines,  outward  flow,  inward  flow,  and 
axial  flow,  form  of  guide  and  wheel  vanes,  losses  due  to  fric- 
tional  and  other  resistances,  efficiency  of  turbines.  Centrifugal 
pumps,  efficiencies  of  such  pumps,  reciprocating  pumps,  slip, 
air  vessels,  diagrams  of  work  done,  variation  of  pressure  due  to 
inertia. 

The  accumulator,  differential  accumulators,  intensifiers  ; 
hydraulic  cranes,  hydraulic  presses,  hydraulic  engines,  hyd- 
raulic forging  presses. 

During  the  Spring  Term. 

Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal. — Volume  and  variation  of  flow, 
separation  of  rain  water;  determination  of  sizes  of  sewers,  their 
construction,  methods  of  ventilation,  storm-water  overflows,  out- 
fall works.  Chemical  treatment  at  the  outfall  works,  settlement 
tanks,  volume  of  sludge  produced,  disposal  of  sludge,  sludge 
steamers,  sludge  presses,  treatment  of  the  effluent  from  the 
settlement  tanks  on  sewage  farms,  degree  of  purification  obtain- 
able. Bacterial  treatment,  screening  tanks,  filtering  media  for 
bacteria  beds  ;  contact  beds  and  their  operation  ;  percolation 
filters,  determination  of  dimensions,  open  troughs  and  sprinklers 
of  various  forms,  treatment  of  trade  wastes. 

Railways  and  Tramways. — Permanent  way  ;    rails,    chairs, 
U 
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and  fastenings  ;  sleepers  and  ballast.  Embankments  and  cut- 
tings, computation  of  volumes,  methods  of  constructing  and 
draining.  Tunnels,  method  of  driving  and  lining  tunnels  and 
shafts  ;  deep  level  tunnels,  excavation  by  use  of  Greathead  and 
and  similar  shields,  sections  of  cast-iron  lining.  Stations,  ter- 
minal and  intermediate,  general  arrangement.  Station  roofs, 
various  types  used,  their  design  and  erection.  Bridges,  various 
types  for  road  bridges,  bridges  over  streets  in  towns  and  over 
rivers  ;  live  and  dead  loads. 

Harbours  and  Breakwaters. — Motion  of  waves,  tides  and 
their  action  on  coasts  and  channels,  sea  defences,  improvement 
of  tidal  rivers  and  estuaries,  quays,  piers.  Docks  and  deep 
water  basins,  dock  walls,  entrance  locks,  lock  gates,  machinery 
for  opening  and  closing  gates,  dry  docks.  Breakwaters  and 
their  construction. 

Tutorial  Classes,  Class  Exercises,  etc. 

There  are  Tutorial  Classes  in  connection  with  each  of  the 
above  Courses,  and  every  student  must  attend  for  at  least  one 
hour  of  tutorial  work  in  each  week.  Each  Class  is  divided 
into  small  groups,  and  the  hours  of  attendance  of  each  group 
for  tutorial  work  are  arranged  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Class. 

In  each  Class  monthly  examinations  are  held,  and  each  week, 
unless  there  be  an  examination,  a  problem  paper  is  set,  to  be 
worked  out  at  home.  The  questions  proposed  are  such  as  are 
met  with  in  the  Practice  of  Engineering,  and  the  answers,  being 
returned  to  the  students  annotated  and  corrected,  form  a  body 
of  examples  for  subsequent  reference. 

Visits  to  Engineering  Works  and  Manufactories  will  be  made 
from  time  to  time,  and  as  far  as  possible,  one  visit  will  be 
arranged  for  in  each  month  of  the  Session. 

Summer  Term. 

Engineering  Field-Work. 

A  Course  of  Practical   Instruction  in   Surveying,   Levelling, 

Setting    Out,    and    Calculation   of    Quantities,    is    given    each 

Summer.     The  Course  consists  of  lectures,  of  practical  work 
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in  the  Field,  and  of  plotting  work  in  the  Drawing  Office.  The 
subjects  dealt  with  include  Surveying  with  the  chain  and  with 
angular  instruments  ;  Levelling  ;  the  Optical  and  Mechanical 
Principles,  Tests  and  various  Adjustments  of  Surveying  and 
Levelling  Instruments  ;  Setting  out  of  Curves  ;  Triangulation 
and  Tacheometry.  The  Class  will  meet  three  times  a  week,  and 
the  whole  of  each  of  these  days  will  be  occupied  in  the  work  of 
the  Class,  from  10  until  4. 

All  Civil  Engineering  students  who  have  the  available 
time  are  strongly  advised  to  take  this  Class  for  two  con- 
secutive Summer  Terms.  Advanced  work  in  the  field  will  be 
provided  each  summer  for  such  students,  including  Plane  Table 
Work.  There  will  also  be  a  short  Course  of  lectures  for  such 
students  dealing  with  portions  of  the  subject  not  overtaken  in 
the  regular  Lecture  Course. 

Special  Lectures  on  Laboratory  Work. 

G.  H.  GULLIVER,  B.SC,  A.M.l.MECH.E.,  Lecturer. 

Autumn  and  Spring  Terms. 

A  special  Course  of  twenty  lectures  is  given  during  each 
Autumn  and  Spring  Term  on  some  branch  of  Experimental 
Laboratory  Investigation.  The  lectures  are  given  once  a  week, 
on  Friday  afternoons  from  4  to  5. 

For  the  Session  1909-10  there  will  be  two  separate  Half- 
Courses  of  ten  lectures  each.  The  subject  for  the  Autumn  Term 
will  be  "The  Structure  and  Constitution  of  Metallic  Alloys." 
Special  laboratory  work,  dealing  with  the  preparation  of  alloys, 
the  study  of  their  structure  by  means  of  the  microscope,  and 
the  changes  produced  in  them  by  heat  treatment  and  by 
mechanical  work,  will  be  arranged  in  connection  with  this 
Course. 

The  subject  for  the  Spring  Term  will  be  "  The  Engineering 
Mechanics  of  Fluids  in  Motion."  The  treatment  will  be  experi- 
mental, as  far  as  possible,  and  the  lectures  will  deal  with  stream 
line  and  turbulent  flow  of  water,  the  formation  of  waves,  wind 
pressures,  the  discharge  of  air  through  pipes  and  chimneys, 
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ventilation,  the  discharge  of  steam  and  gas  through  nozzles,  and 
the  behaviour  of  metals  as  viscous  fluids  ;  or  as  much  of  this  as 
time  permits. 

Engineering  Drawing. 

w.  HUME  KERR,  M.A.,  B.SC.,  Lecturer. 

The  Drawing  Office  will  be  open  daily,  except  Saturday,  from 
lo  A.M.  to  4  P.M.  Each  student  is  required  to  attend  at  least 
eight  hours  per  week  (the  times  of  attendance  to  be  arranged 
at  the  beginning  of  the  Session).  Every  student  is,  however, 
expected  to  devote  additional  time  to  the  Drawing  Office  work. 
It  is  desirable,  when  possible,  that  students  should  take  the 
Classes  of  Engineering  Drawing  simultaneously  with  the  Classes 
in  Engineering,  but  the  Junior  Class  may  be  attended  by  those 
who  are  preparing  to  enter  the  Junior  Engineering  Class  in  the 
following  Session.  These  Classes  will  be  found  useful  also  to 
those  who  propose  to  become  Architects  or  Surveyors.  The 
work  is  arranged  so  as  to  form  a  Two  Yeai's'  Course. 

A  utumn  and  Spring  Tcrms^Junior  Course. 

Lectures. — 

The  subjects  dealt  with  in  this  Course  will  include  the  follow- 
ing : — Graphical  Calculus  ;  Signs  of  Lines  and  Areas  ; 
Addition  and  Multiplication  of  Vectors  ;  Vector  and  Link 
Polygons,  and  their  application  ;  Areas  of  Plane  Figures  ; 
Centroids  ;  Moment  of  Inertia  ;  Rectification  of  Circular  Arcs 
and  Areas;  Integration  Polygon.  Graphical  Statics; 
Moments  of  Forces  ;  Bending  Moment  and  Shearing  Force 
Diagrams  ;  Reciprocal  Figures  ;  Stresses  in  Framed  Struc- 
tures ;  Suspension  Bridge  and  Catenary ;  Lines  of  Pressure  ; 
the  Construction  of  the  Linear  Arch  for  Masonry  and  Metal 
Arches  ;  Theory  of  the  Elastic  Line. 

Senior  Course. 

Lectures. — 

This  Course  is  arranged  to  be  as  far  as  possible  a  progressive 
Course  of  Civil  Engineering  Design,  in  which  the  students  will 
apply  practically  the  instruction  they  receive  in  the  lectures. 
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It  will  include  therefore  the  complete  design  throughout  and 
the  making  of  working  drawings  of  the  details  of  girders,  of 
steel  bridges  and  roofs,  and  of  structures  in  masonry,  timber, 
etc.  Instruction  will  be  given  in  inking  and  colouring  and  in 
the  photographic  methods  of  reproducing  tracings,  etc. 

Siwuner  Term. 

This  is  a  Half-Course  qualifying  for  the  degree,  and  may  be 
taken  either  with  that  intention  or  as  a  supplementary  Course. 

The  subjects  of  study  will  be  selected  to  suit  the  requirements 
of  the  Class,  and  will  be  such  as  it  has  been  found  impossible 
to  overtake  in  the  Winter  Courses.  These  will  probably  in- 
clude : — Projective  Geometry  ;  Plans  and  Elevations ; 
Sections  of  Solids  ;  Interpenetration  ;  Development  ;  Isometric 
Projection.  Loci  ;  Geometrical  Loci  ;  Point  Paths  ;  Velocity 
and  Acceleration  Curves  ;  Valve  Diagrams  ;  Combined  in- 
dicator Diagrams,  Twisting  Moment  Diagrams  ;  Entropy 
Diagrams,  etc.  The  Skew  Arch  ;  Development,  Plans  and 
Elevations  ;  and  the  Design  of  Templates. 

The  conditions  of  work  and  hours  of  attendance  will  be  the 
same  as  those  already  stated  for  the  Winter  Classes. 

Engineering  Laboratories. 

The  Engineering  Laboratories  are  intended  to  provide  syste- 
matic instruction  in  the  experimental  methods  which  serve  for 
determining  the  numerical  data  employed  in  Engineering 
calculations,  and  to  familiarise  students  with  the  strength 
and  other  physical  properties  of  the  chief  materials  used  by 
Engineers.  Such  instruction  is  valuable  for  two  reasons.  In 
the  first  place,  only  those  who  have  had  practical  acquaintance 
with  experimental  processes  can  judge  of  the  limits  of  accuracy 
of  numerical  data  derived  from  experiments  ;  and  in  the  second 
place,  engineers  are  frequently  called  upon  to  make  special 
experiments  for  their  own  guidance,  and  in  such  cases  a 
previous  training  in  the  art  of  experiments  and  in  the  methods 
which  have  been  successfully  adopted  by  others  will  be  found 
to  be  of  the  utmost  value. 
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As  the  instruction  in  the  Laboratory  is,  to  a  large  extent, 
individual,  it  is  possible  for  students  to  enter  at  any  period  of 
the  Session.  Advanced  students,  especially  those  who  have 
already  been  engaged  in  practical  work  before  entering  the 
University,  are  encouraged  to  undertake  original  investiga- 
tions on  matters  in  relation  to  which  Engineers  still  require 
experimental  data. 

A  six  months'  Laboratory  Course,  with  attendance  during  at 
least  two  whole  days  in  the  week,  is  a  qualifying  Course  for  the 
Final  Bachelor  of  Science  (Engineering)  Examination. 

Municipal  Engineering. 

The  attention  of  students  attending  the  Engineering  Class, 
who  propose  to  devote  themselves  to  such  work  as  falls  within 
the  scope  of  what  is  usually  called  Municipal  or  Sanitary 
Engineering,  is  directed  to  the  Course  of  Lectures  on  Sanitary 
Engineering  and  Building  Construction,  which  has  been  specially 
arranged  for  candidates  for  Degrees  in  Public  Health.  For 
full  details  see  under  Public  Health,  p.  317. 

Heriot-Watt  College. 

In  accordance  with  an  agreement  entered  into  between  the 
"University  Court  and  the  Governors  of  George  Heriot's  Trust 
for  the  purpose  of  arranging  a  joint  curriculum  of  study  for  the 
degree  in  Engineering  Science,  the  following  classes  in  the 
Heriot-Watt  College  should  be  attended  by  University  students 
preparing  for  the  B.Sc.  degree  who  propose  to  devote  them- 
selves to  Mechanical  and  Electrical  Engineering  : —

properties  and  laws  of  steam  and  permanent  gases  ;  efficiency 
of  perfect  heat-engine  ;  calculation  of  density  of  steam  ; 
entropy ;  adiabatic  equation  ;  entropy  diagrams  ;  efficiency 
according  to  the  Rankine  cycle  ;  cylinder  condensation  ;  super- 
heating ;  compounding,  principle  and  advantage  of. 

Engine  and  Boiler  Testing. — Calorific  value  of  fuels  ; 
calorimeters  ;  flue  gas  analysis  ;  radiation  and  other  losses 
in  boilers  ;  heat  balance-sheet  ;  indicators  and  indicator 
diagrams  ;  determination  of  moisture  in  steam  ;  steam 
calorimeters  ;  effect  of  jackets  ;  Willans'  law  ;  brakes  ;  testing 
indicators  and  gauges. 

Steam  Engines. — Various  forms  ;  high-speed  engines  ; 
types  of  compound  engines  ;  computation  of  size  for  a  given 
horse-power  ;  condensers — ^jet,  surface,  and  evaporative  ;  steam 
turbines;  balancing  of  engines. 

Boilers. — Theory  and  construction  of  various  types  ;  Lanca- 
shire ;  multitubular  ;  marine  ;  water-tube  ;  economical  combus- 
tion of  fuel ;  mechanical  stokers  ;  grate  and  heating  surfaces  ; 
evaporative  power  ;  economisers  and  feed-heaters  ;  injectors  ; 
boiler  inspection  ;  natural,  forced,  and  induced  draught ; 
super-heaters  ;  boiler  fittings  ;  non-conducting  compositions  for 
boilers  and  steam-pipes  ;  steam-traps. 

Gas  and  Petroleum  Engines. — The  different  cycles  of 
operations  ;  various  modern  forms  ;  motor  car  engines  ; 
methods  of  igniting  and  governing ;  scavenging  principle  ; 
testing  gas  and  oil  engines  ;  gas  and  oil  calorimeters  ; 
vaporisation  and  flash-points  of  petroleum  ;  efficiency  of  gas 
and  oil  engines  ;  producer  gas,  gas  producers  ;  blast-furnace 
gas  for  motive  power  ;  starting  gear. 

Dynamics  of  Steam  and  other  Engines. — Crank-effort 
diagrams  ;  inertia  forces.     Fluctuation  of  velocity  ;  fly-wheels  ; 
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velocity  curves.  The  slide  valve ;  valve  diagrams.  Link 
motions  ;  Corliss  and  drop-valve  gears.  Governors  : — Porter, 
Hartnell,  Shaft,  etc.,  their  design  and  construction.  Balancing 
of  Engines  : — Marine,  locomotive  and  motor-car  ;  estimation  of 
unbalanced  forces. 

During  the  above  Course  students  will  carry  out  complete 
engine  and  boiler  tests  with  the  experimental  engines  and 
boilers  ;  also  gas  and  oil  engine  tests,  etc. 

Course  on  Kinematics  and  Dynamics  of  Machinery.

The  subjects  dealt  with  in  the  lectures  include  a  treatment 
of  electrical  instruments  for  the  measurement  of  electromotive 
force,  current,  resistance,  power,  etc.  ;  the  testing  of  magnetic 
materials,  conductors  and  insulators  ;  the  theory  of  alternating 
currents  ;  the  theory  and  construction  of  continuous  and  alter- 
nating current  dynamos  and  motors,  transfonners,  accumulators, 
arc  and  mcandescent  lamps,  and  other  electrical  appliances. 
A  short  treatment  will  also  be  given  of  the  design  of  central 
stations,  the  distribution  of  power  by  electrical  means,  electric 
traction  and  electrical  operations  in  factories.     The  lectures  on 
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Mondays,  11-12,  are  devoted  to  a  treatment  of  electrical  theory, 
and  apparatus  and  methods  of  measurement  are  dealt  with  in 
a  manner  suitable  for  electrical  engineers. 

In  the  laboratory,  students  work  for  the  most  part  in  small 
groups,  and  carry  out  work  on  the  testing  and  calibration  of 
instruments,  batteries,  lamps,  electrical  and  magnetic  materials, 
etc.,  and  tests  are  made  on  the  dynamos  and  motors  in  the 
laborator)^  The  laboratory  contains  several  continuous  current 
dynamos  and  motors  from  50  h.p.  downwards,  and  a  new  in- 
stallation of  alternating  current  machinery,  including  40  h.p. 
three  phase  and  single  phase  dynamos,  several  three  phase  and 
single  phase  motors,  rotary  convertors,  transformers,  etc., 
arranged  for  exhaustive  testing  and  experimental  work.  A 
battery  of  60  large  cells  supplies  current  at  any  required 
pressure,  and  the  town  mains  are  also  available.  There  is  a 
large  equipment  of  commercial  and  standard  instruments  of  all 
kinds  for  commercial  and  scientific  testing  and  experimental 
work. 

Students  devote  a  part  of  the  Laboratory  Course  to  work  in 
the  Physical  Laboratory,  principally  on  Electricity  ;  but  this 
arrangement  may  be  modified,  if  a  student  is  receiving  the 
practice  in  Physical  Laboratory  work  elsewhere. 


V.  APPLIED  MATHEMATICS. 

C.  G.  KNOTT,  D.SC,  Lecturer. 

The  Advanced  Science  Course  on  Applied  Mathematics,  of 
fifty  lectures,  is  adapted  for  Engineering  students,  and  for  Arts 
students  studying  Natural  Philosophy  intensively.  In  the  treat- 
ment of  the  subject  the  simpler  processes  only  of  the  differential 
and  integral  calculus  will  be  used.  The  Course  will  include  the 
Dynamics,  Kinematics,  Kinetics,  and  Statics,  of  particles,  rigid 
and  deformable  solids,  flexible  cords,  and  fluids.

Water  (i)  on  the  large  scale  by  Sand  Filtration — Construc- 
tion and  working  of  Filter  Beds — Theory  of  Sand  Filtra- 
tion— (2)  On  the  small  scale  by  Pasteur-Chamberland, 
Berkefeld,  and  other  Filters — Micro-organisms  in  Milk — 
Sterilization  of  Milk  on  small  and  large  scale — Pasteuriza- 
tion of  Milk. 
Practical  work  by  each  worker — Sterilizing  all  glass  appa- 
ratus, e.g.  tubes,  dishes,  pipettes,  etc.

PROFESSOR   MACGREGOR   AND   G.  A.  CARSE,  M.A.,  D.SC. 

A  practical  Course  of  60  hours  in  the  following  : —

ticity as  exhibited  under  tension,  torsion  and  flexure  ;  laws  of 
liquid  pressure  ;  surface  tension  ;  viscosity  of  liquids  ;  variation 
of  volume  with  pressure  for  gases  and  vapours.

Residence  and  Practical  Work  in  Forests  to  such  extent  and 
under  such  regulations  as  the  Senatus,  with  the  approval  of  the 
University  Court,  may  from  time  to  time  appoint. 
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The  Practical  Course  should  extend  over  six  months  ;  the 
best  time  being  from  ist  January  to  30th  June.  It  is  most 
desirable  that,  until  better  facilities  for  practical  instruction  exist, 
in  this  country  (especially  by  the  provision  of  a  Forest  Garden 
and  a  State  Demonstration  Forest),  Degree  students  should 
take  their  practical  course  in  Germany,  under  arrangements 
to  be  made  for  them  by  the  University.

would  visit  other  specially  interesting  forest  districts.  They 
would  be  required  to  keep  diaries  of  their  work.

[i.]  Two  Degrees  in  Science  are  conferred  by  the  University  of 
Edinburgh,  viz.: — Bachelor  of  Science  (B.Sc. )  and  Doctor  of  Science 
(D.Sc).  These  degrees  are  given  in  Pure  Science  and  in  Applied 
Science. 

Preliminary  Examination. 

[n.]  I.  Candidates  before  entering  on  the  Curriculum  must,  unless 
exempted,  pass  a  Preliminary  Examination  in  the  following 
subjects  :^  '^ — 

(1)  English, 

(2)  One  of  the  following: — Latin,  Greek,  French,  or  German, 

(3)  Mathematics. 

(4)  One  of  the  following  : — Latin,  Greek,  French,  or  Ger- 

man   (if  not    already    taken),    Italian,    or    such    other 
language  as  the  Senatus  may  approve,''  Dynamics. 

2.  English  includes  Grammar  and  Composition,  and  the  Outlines  of 
Geography  and  British  History,  the  standard  being  that  presently 
adopted  for  the  Higher  Grade  Leaving  Certificate  of  the  Scottish 
Education  Department.

-  In  the  case  of  a  foreign  student,  whose  native  language  is  other  than  English, 
the  standard  required  in  English  in  the  Preliminary  Examination  is  such  as  the 
Joint  Board  of  Examiners  deems  sufficient.  In  the  case  of  a  student,  whose  native 
language  is  other  than  European,  the  Senatus  may  accept  as  an  alternative  to  Latin 
or  Greek  any  other  classical  language,  such  as  Sanskrit  or  Arabic.

and  translations  from  English  into  French,  German,  or  Italian. 
The  standard  is  that  presently  adopted  for  the  Higher  Grade 
Leaving  Certificate  of  the  Scottish  Education  Department. 

5.  Mathematics — A    student,  who,    having    passed    the   Arts    Pre- 

liminarj-  Examination,  has  thereafter  obtained  a  certificate  of 
attendance  on  a  qualifying  class  of  Mathematics,  will  not  be 
required  to  pass  any  further  examination  in  Mathematics  as  a 
condition  of  entering  on  the  course  of  study  for  graduation  in 
Science. 

6.  Candidates  may  take  Mathematics  on  the  intermediate  standard 

instead  of  on  the  higher  standard,  provided  they  also  take  an 
additional  modern  language  on  the  standard  of  the  Preliminary 
Examination  for  Degrees  in  Medicine,  as  a  fifth  subject. 

Mathematics  on  the  intertnediate  standard  comprises  Mathematics 
on  the  lower  standard— viz.,  (i)  Arithmetic,  including  Vulgar  and 
Decimal  Fractions,  Proportion,  Percentage,  Square  Root,  Simple 
Interest ;  (2)  Algebra,  including  Fractions,  Factors,  Square  Root, 
Equations  of  the  First  Degree,  Simultaneous  Equations  of  the 
First  Degree,  Easy  Quadratic  Equations,  Problems  leading  to 
the  above  Equations  ;  (3)  Geometry— Euclid,  Books  I.,  II.,  and 
III.  (or  their  equivalents),  with  easy  deductions  ;  and  also  (a) 
Euclid;  Book  VI.,  Propositions  1-19,  or  Geometry  equivalent 
thereto.  {b)  Algebra ;  Quadratic  Equations,  Ratio  and  Pro- 
portion.     ((■)  The  Trigonometry  of  Right-angled  Triangles. 

No  Candidate  can  pass  on  the  Intermediate  Standard  who 
does  not  either  at  the  same  titne  pass  on  the  Lower  Standard,  or 
has  previously  passed  on  the  Loiver  Standard. 

No  Candidate  will  be  entitled  to  profess  Mathematics,  Natural 
Philosophy,  or  Astronomy  at  the  Final  Science  Examination, 
unless  he  has  passed  the  Preliminary  Examination  in  Mathe- 
matics on  the  higher  standard. 

Mathematics  on  the  higher  standard  comprises  Mathematics  on 
the  lower  standard  as  above,  and  Books  IV.,  VI.,  and  the  first 
twenty-one  propositions  of  Book  XI.  (or  their  equivalents),  with 
deductions.  Quadratic  Equations,  Trigonometry  to  the  solution 
of  Triangles  inclusive,  and  the  use  of  Logarithmic  Tables. 

7.  Dynamics  includes  Elementary  Statics  and  Kinetics  of  Solids, 

Liquids,  and  Gases. 
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8.  A  Candidate  must  pass  in  all  the  required  subjects  at  one  or  not 

more  than  two  Examinations,  provided  that  he  may  offer  himself 
for  re-examination,  as  often  as  may  be  necessary,  to  satisfy  this 
condition. 

9.  A  Degree  in  Arts  (not  being  a  Degree  honoris  causa  iantuin)  in 

any  of  the  Universities  of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  in  any 
Colonial  or  Foreign  University  specially  recognised  for  the 
purpose  by  the  University  Court,  after  consultation  with  the 
Senatus,  will  exempt  from  the  Preliminary  Examination. 

10.  Attendance  on  any  Science  Class  will  not  qualify  for  Graduation 
in  Pure  Science  unless  the  whole  Preliminary  Examination  has 
been  previously  passed.^

[VI.]  (i)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Senatus  to  determine  from  time 
to  time  the  number  of  meetings  of  which  a  full  course  in  any  subject 
shall  consist,  and  to  report  its  determination  to  the  University  Court 
for  its  approval. 

(2)  The  Senatus.  with  the  approval  of  the  University  Court,  may 
sanction  half  courses  of  not  less  than  half  the  number  of  meetings  which 
constitute  a  full  course  in  the  subject  ;  but  two  half  courses  shall  be 
held  to  be  equivalent  to  a  full  course  in  such  cases  as  the  Senatus,  with 
the  approval  of  the  University  Court,  may  determine,  and  under  such 
regulations  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  made  for  that  purpose. 

(3)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Professor  and  Lecturer  "^  annually  at  the 
end  of  each  winter  session  to  submit  to  the  Senatus  a  scheme  specifying 
what  proportion  of  the  courses  shall  be  devoted  to  lectures,  practical 
demonstrations,  examinations,  and  tutorial  work  respectively.  The 
Senatus  shall  transmit  such  scheme,  with  such  observations  as  it  may 
think  fit  to  make  thereon,  to  the  University  Court  for  its  approval. 

(4)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Professors  and  Lecturers  annually  at 
the  end  of  each  winter  session  to  submit  to  the  Faculty  of  Science  for 
its  consideration,  a  syllabus  of  the  subjects  and  books  proposed  for  the 
work  of  their  classes  during  the  next  academical  year.  The  Faculty  of 
Science  shall  transmit  such  syllabus,  with  such  observations  as  it  may 
think  fit  to  make  thereon,  to  the  Senatus  for  its  approval. 

[VII.]  The  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  shall  not  apply  to 
approved  Institutions  or  recognised  teachers  outside  the  town  in  which 
the  University  is  situated  ;  but  the  University  Court  shall  not  grant  or 
continue  recognition  to  any  Institutions  or  teachers  unless  they  shall  be 
satisfied  that  their  courses  of  instruction  are  equivalent  to  the  courses 
sanctioned  in  the  Universities  of  Scotland.

II.  The  Commissioners  statute  and  ordain  as  follows  : — 

(i)  For  the  better  carrying  out  of  the  purposes  of  Section  VI.,  Sub- 
sections I,  2,  and  3,  of  Ordinance  No.  12  [General  No.  7 — Regulations 
for  Degrees  in  Science],  the  Senatus  Academicus  shall  institute  a  Board 
or  Boards  of  Studies  consisting  of  Professors  in  the  Faculty  of  Science, 
together  with  such  Professors  in  other  Faculties  whose  subjects  qualify 
for  graduation  in  Science,  and  such  of  the  Lecturers  in  the  University 
appointed  under  the  provisions  of  Ordinance  No.  17  [General  No.  10 — 
Regulations  as  to  Assistants  and  Lecturers]  as  the  Senatus  may  from 
time  to  time  select. 

(2)  The  Senatus  shall  appoint  one  of  the  members  of  such  Board  or 
Boards  to  be  Convener  thereof. 

(3)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Board  or  Boards  of  Studies  to  con- 
sider the  matters  specified  in  the  said  Section  VI.,  Sub-sections  i  and 
2,  of  the  said  Ordinance,  and  to  report  their  opinion  on  the  same  to 
the  Faculty  of  Science  for  consideration  before  transmission  by  the 
Faculty  to  the  Senatus. 

(4)  In  carrying  out  the  duty  imposed  upon  them  by  the  said  Section  ^ 
VI.,  Sub-section  3,  of  the  said  Ordinance,  tlie  Professors  and  Lecturers 
shall  submit  the  schemes  therein  mentioned  to  the  Board  or  Boards 
of  Studies,  by  whom  the  same  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Faculty  of 
Science,  who  shall  submit  them  to  the  Senatus  Academicus,  with  such 
observations  as  they  may  tliink  lit  to  make  thereon. 

Courses  of  Instruction. 

[ill.-]  I.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  must,  in  the  course  of  not 
less  than  three  academical  years  {i.e.  three  Winter  Sessions,  or 
two  Winter  Sessions  and  three  .Summer  Sessions),  attend  at 
least  seven  courses  of  instruction  in  the  subjects  included  in  the 
Science  Examination  which  they  purpose  to  undergo. 

2.  Three  of  these  courses  must  be  in  subjects  prescribed  for  the  First 
Science  Examination,  and  four  must  be  in  subjects  prescribed 
for  the  Final  Science  Examination. 

[iv.]  3.  Four  of  the  seven  courses  must  be  taken  in  the  University  of 
Edinburgh.  The  remaining  three  courses  may  be  taken  at  this 
University  or  at  other  Universities  or  Institutions  approved  by 
the  University  Court,  or  under  teachers  recognised  by  the  Uni- 
versity Court  for  purposes  of  graduation  in  Science,  provided 
that  the  fees  for  attendance  at  an  approved  Institution  or  under 
a  recognised   teacher  in  Edinburgh,  shall  in  all  cases  not  be

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less  than  the  fees  exigible  for  the  corresponding  courses  in  the 
University  of  Edinburgh.  ^ 

[v.]  4.  Every  Candidate  for  a  degree  in  Science  must  produce  his 
Matriculation  Ticket  for  the  year  in  which  he  appears  for 
Examination  or  Graduation. 

5.  All  Candidates,  not  matriculated  students  of  this  University, 
availing  themselves  of  the  permission  to  attend  lectures  at 
approved  Institutions  or  by  recognised  teachers  in  Edinburgh, 
must,  at  the  commencement  of  each  year  of  such  attendance, 
enrol  their  names  at  the  Matriculation  Office,  paying  a  fee  of  the 
same  amount  as  the  Matriculation  fee,  and  having,  in  respect  of 
such  payment,  a  right  to  the  use  of  the  University  Library. 

[xvil.]  6.  A  student  who  before  October  1892  has  completed  apart 
of  his  course  of  study  with  a  view  to  graduation  in  Science  under 
regulations  in  force  at  the  time  in  this  University,  and  shall 
thereafter  complete  his  course  of  study  and  pass  the  necessary 
Examinations  in  conformity  with  such  regulations,  or  with  those 
now  in  force,  may  become  a  Candidate  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc. 

7.  Candidates  for  Graduation  who  have  previously  passed  the  exam- 
inations are  required  to  intimate  to  the  Clerk  lo  the  Senatus  their 
intention  to  graduate,  and  pay  the  Registration  fee  at  least  ten 
days  before  the  date  of  graduation.  Those  whose  examina- 
tions are  not  then  completed  are  required  to  give  such  intimation 
at  the  earliest  possible  date,  and  at  latest  one  clear  day  before 
the  day  of  graduation.

[viii.]  I.  The  First  Examination  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  is  as  to  the 
general  knowledge  of  the  candidate  on  the  following  subjects  : — 

(i)  ^Mathematics,  or  Biology  {i.e.  Zoology  and  Botany,  Lectures 

and  Practical  Work). 
(ii)  Natural  Philosophy.-' 
(iii)  Chemistry,  including  Practical  Work.^ 

2.  The  Examination  in  these  subjects  is  the  same  as  for  the  ordinary 
degree  of  Master  of  Arts.  [The  First  Professional  Examination  (Medi- 
cine) in  Zoology  and  Botany  is  not  accepted  as  equivalent.] 

3.  Candidates  may  present  themselves  in  any  one  or  more  of  these 
subjects  at  any  Examination  held  after  they  have  attended  a  full  course 
in  the  subject  or  subjects  professed. 

{J})  Final  Science  Examination. 

[ix.]  I.  The  Final  B.Sc.  Examination  is  on  a  higher  standard  in 
any  three  or  more  of  the  following  subjects  : — 

(i)  Mathematics. 

(2)  Natural  Philosophy. 

(3)  Astronomy. 
{4)  Chemistry. 

(5)  Human  Anatomy,  including  Anthropology. 

(6)  Physiology,  including  Histology  and  Physiological  Chemistrj', 

(7)  Geology,  including  Mineralogy. 

(8)  Zoology,  including  Comparative  Anatomy. 

(9)  Botany,  including  Vegetable  Physiology. 

2.  The  standard  of  this  Examination  is  as  nearly  as  possible  equiva- 
lent to  that  of  the  Examination  for  the  degree  of  M.A.  with  Honours, 
where  the  subjects  are  different  :  and  where  the  subjects  arc  the  same 
the  examination  is  identical. 

3.  A  subject  already  taken  for  the  First  Examination  may  be  taken 
also  for  the  Final  Examination. 

4.  Candidates  presenting  themselves  for  the  Final  Examination 
must  have  attended  four  full  courses  of  higher  instruction,  including 
practical  or  laboratory  work,  in  the  subjects  professed.     [Sec  below.] 


1  A  full  course  in  Natural  Philo5ophy  includes  at  least  80  lectures,  and  50  hours 
of  practical  work  in  the  Laboratory. 

_  ^  The  Graduation  course  in  Chemistry  for  the  First  Science  Examination  con- 
sists of  the  course  of  Lectures  described  under  Faculty  of  Arts,  together  with  a 
three  months'  course  (half  day)  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory.  [Attendance  on  the 
class  of  Practical  Chemistry  no  longer  qualifies  for  Graduation  in  Science.] 
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5.  The  Final  Science  Examination  cannot  be  taken  sooner  than 
one  year  after  the  Candidate  has  passed  the  First  Science  Examination. 

[x.]  If  a  student,  before  passing  the  Preliminaiy  Examination,  has

A  Candidate  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  is  not  deemed  to  have 
attended  a  class  as  part  of  the  curriculum  for  that  degree  unless  he 
presents  a  certificate  bearing  not  only  that  he  has  given  regular  attend- 
ance, but  also  that  he  has  duly  performed  the  work  of  the  class. 

[xii.]  The  Examiners  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  have  power  to  report 
that  a  Candidate  has  passed  with  special  distinction  in  one  or  more  of 
the  subjects  professed  by  him  :  and  in  such  case  a  Diploma  is  given 
setting  forth  the  subjects  in  respect  of  which  the  degree  has  been  granted, 
and  the  subject  or  subjects  in  which  special  distinction  has  been  obtained. 

Courses  for  Final  Examination  in  Pure  Science. 

In  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy  the  Examination  is  the 
same  as  for  Honours  in  Arts.  In  each  of  the  other  subjects  professed, 
two  written  papers  are  set,  namely,  a  first  and  a  second  paper  ;  and  the 
Practical  and  Oral  Examinations  also  consist  of  fi7-st  and  second  parts, 
The  second  part  of  the  Examination  is  of  a  higher  standard  than  the 
first.  Candidates  must  pass  the  first  section  of  the  Examination  (as 
well  written  as  practical  and  oral)  in  all  the  subjects  professed.  They 
must  also  pass  the  second  section  in  at  least  one  of  their  subjects.  The 
following  Courses  of  Higher  Instruction  in  this  University,  (i)  Inter- 
mediate and  (2)  Advanced,  qualify  for  the  first  and  second  stages 
respectively  of  the  Final  Examination  in  Pure  Science  : — 

1.  Mathematics  :  (i)  Inte7-mediate  Course,  as  for  Honours  in  Arts. 
(2)  Advanced  Course,  as  for  Honours  in  Arts.^ 

2.  Natural  Philosophy:  (i)  Intermediate:  Intermediate  Honours 
Classes  (Half-Courses)  in  Analytical  Dynamics,  Thermodynamics,  and 
Experimental  Physics  ;  (2)  Advanced:  The  Senior  Practical  Physics 
Class,  and  the  Final  Honours  Classes  (Half-Courses)  in  Advanced 
Dynamics,  Electrostatics,  Electrokinetics,  Quaternions  and  its  Physical 
Applications,  Advanced  Experimental  Physics,  and  Advanced  Practical 
Physics. 

3.  Astronomy  :  Intermediate  Course :  Lecture  Course,  including 
Practical  work. 


'  Honours  in  Arts,  in  the  subjects  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy,  are 
accepted  for  the  final  Examination  in  Science  on  condition  that  Candidates  shall 
have  duly  entered  their  names  as  for  the  final  Science  Examination  and  paid  the 
requisite  fees  before  appearing  for  their  Honours  Examination.

Course  (Summer).  (2)  Advanced  Course:  Further  Laboratory  Work 
and  one  additional  Lecture  Course.

Degree  of  Doctor  of  Science. 

1.  Graduates  of  this  University  who  have  held  the  degree  of  B.Sc. 
for  five  years  may  offer  themselves  for  the  degree  of  D.Sc.  Candidates 
must  profess  one  of  the  following  branches  of  Science  :— Mathematics; 
Natural  Philosophy  ;  Astronomy  ;  Chemistry  ;  Human  Anatomy,  in- 
cluding Anthropology ;  Physiology,  including  Histology  ;  Geology, 
including  Mineralog>' ;  Zoology,  including  Comparative  Anatomy; 
Botany,  including  Vegetable  Physiology;  and  in  this  they  will  be 
expected  to  show  a  thorough  knowledge. 

2.  Masters  of  Arts  of  this  University  who  have  taken  the  degree  with 
first  or  second  class  honours  under  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the 
present  Regulations  for  degrees  in  Arts,  or  under  the  Regulations 
previously  in  force  in  this  University,  or  who  have  taken  a  degree  in 
any  Scottish  University  which  the  Senatus  shall  hold  to  be  equivalent 
to  such  degree  with  honours  as  aforesaid,  may  offer  themselves  for 
the  degree  of  D.Sc.  after  the  expiry  of  five  years  from  the  date  of 
their  graduation  in  Arts,  under  the  same  conditions  as  if  they  held  the 
degree  of  B.Sc. 

3.  Research  Students  within  the  meaning  of  the  Regulations  for  the 
Encouragement  of  Special  Study  and  Research  and  for  the  appointment 
of  Research  Fellows,  may  offer  themselves  for  the  degree  of  D.  Sc.  of  the 
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University  in  which  they  have  prosecuted  some  special  study  or  research, 
although  they  have  not  taken  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  or  the  degree  of  M.A. 
with  honours  as  aforesaid,  in  that  University  ;  provided — 

(i)  That  they  hold  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  or  Bachelor 
of  Medicine  of  a  Scottish  or  any  recognised  University,  or  a 
degree  of  any  such  University,  which  the  Senatus  shall  hold 
equivalent  to  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  or  to  the  degree  of  M.A. 
with  first  or  second  class  honours  in  Mathematics  and  Natural 
Philosophy  ;  provided  that  Candidates  who  hold  any  such 
degree  from  a  University  outside  the  United  Kingdom  may 
be  required,  if  the  Senatus  think  fit,  before  beginning  their 
course  as  Research  Students  with  a  view  to  the  degree  of 
D. Sc,  to  pass  an  examination  equivalent  to  an  Honours 
or  to  a  Final  Science  examination  in  a  group  of  subjects 
cognate  to  their  line  of  work  as  Research  Students. 

(2)  That  they  have  spent  not  less  than  two  winter  sessions,  or  an 

equivalent  period,  as  Research  Students  in  the  University 
granting  the  degree,  and  that  they  produce  evidence  of 
satisfactory  progress  in  the  special  study  or  research  under- 
taken by  them  during  that  period. 

(3)  That  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years  shall  have  elapsed 

from  the  date  of  the  graduation  required  in  sub-section  (i) 
of  this  section. 

4.  All  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  D.Sc.  shall  present  a  Thesis 
or  a  published  Memoir  or  Work,  to  be  approved  by  the  Senatus 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty  of  Science  ;  provided  that,  if 
required  by  the  Senatus,  the  Candidate  shall  also  be  bound  to  pass  such 
an  examination  conducted  orally  or  practically,  or  by  written  papers, 
or  by  all  of  these  methods,  on  the  subjects  of  his  special  study, 
or  of  his  Thesis,  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  determined.  The  Thesis 
shall  be  a  record  of  original  research  undertaken  by  the  Candidate,  and 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  Declaration,  signed  by  him,  that  the  work 
has  been  done,  and  the  Thesis  composed  by  himself. 

The  Thesis  must  be  lodged  with  the  Deatt  of  the  Faculty  of  Science 
and  the  fees  paid  on  or  before  ist  December. 

5.  Notwithstanding  and  in  supplement  of  the  Regulations  as  to 
Examinations,  the  Senatus  Academicus  shall  appoint  such  Professors 
or  Lecturers  as  it  may  think  suitable  to  conduct  the  examination  of 
candidates  who  may  offer  themselves  for  the  degree  of  D.Sc,  and  the 
University  Court  shall,  after  consultation  with  the  Senatus  Academicus, 
appoint  an  additional  Examiner  to  act  along  with  them.  Such  addi- 
tional Examiner  shall  be  a  person  of  recognised  eminence  in  the 
subject  of  the  thesis,  or  memoir,  or  work  which  is  to  be  submitted 
for  approval.  The  result  of  the  examination  shall  be  reported  to  the 
appropriate  Faculty  or  Committee  of  Senatus. 

6.  The  degree   of  D.Sc.   shall  in  no  case  be  conferred  on  persons 
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who  have  not  satisfied  the  conditions  hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  shall 
not  be  conferred  honoris  causa  taiitum. 

7.   The  fee  for  examination  for  D.Sc.  is  £\o,  lOs. ;  for  re-examina- 
tion, ^5,  5s. 


Regulations  for  Special  Study  and  Research  and  for 
Appointment  of  Research  Students  and  Fellows. 

I.  The  Senatus,  with  the  approval  of  the  University  Court,  may 
make  regulations  under  which  graduates  of  Scottish  Universities,  or  of 
other  Universities  recognised  by  the  University  Court,  or  other  persons 
who  have  given  satisfactory  proof  of  general  education  and  of  fitness 
to  engage  in  some  special  study  or  research,  may  be  admitted  to  pro- 
secute such  study  or  research  in  the  University. 

II.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Senatus  in  each  University — 

(1)  To  receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  for  admission  to 

prosecute  special  study  or  research. 

(2)  To  prepare  a  list  of  all  persons  admitted  as  Research  Students. 

(3)  To  make  regulations  for  the  supervision  of  their  work. 

(4)  To  satisfy  themselves    from    time    to  time  that  the  Research 

Students  are  carrying  on  their  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

(5)  To  suspend  or  exclude  from  any  course  any  student  whose 

conduct  or  progress  is  unsatisfactory. 

III.  Every  applicant  must  send  in  to  the  Senatus  a  written  applica- 
tion stating  any  degree  or  other  distinction  he  has  obtained,  the  line 
of  study  or  research  he  wishes  to  prosecute  and  the  probable  period  of 
its  duration,  together  with  evidence  as  to  his  character,  capacity,  and 
general  qualifications. 

IV.  Any  application  shall  be  in  the  first  instance  referred  by  the 
Senatus  to  the  appropriate  Faculty,  or  to  a  Committee  appointed  by 
the  Senatus  ;  one  member  of  the  Committee  shall  always  be  a  Professor 
or  Lecturer  within  whose  department  the  proposed  line  of  study  or 
research  falls.  No  applicant  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Faculty  or 
the  Committee  who  has  not  satisfied  them  by  examination  or  otherwise 
that  he  is  qualified  to  prosecute  the  proposed  line  of  study  or  research, 
and  further — 

{a)  That  his  proposed  line  of  study  or  research  is  fit  and  proper  ; 
{b)  That  he  possesses  a  good  general  education  ; 

(c)  That  he  is  of  good  character  ; 

[d)  That  he  proposes  to  prosecute  his  studies  or  research  during  a 

period  to  be  approved  by  the  Senatus. 
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The  Faculty  or  the  Committee  shall  report  to  the  Senatus  on  each 
application.  It  shall  also  be  their  duty,  subject  to  the  regulations  of 
the  Senatus,  to  provide  for  the  supervision  of  the  Research  Student's 
work,  and  to  report  at  least  once  a  year  to  the  Senatus  as  to  his  pro- 
gress and  conduct.  The  Senatus  shall  then  determine  whether  he  shall 
remain  a  Research  Student. 

V.  Every  Research  Student  shall  be  required  to  matriculate  each 
year,  paying  the  ordinary  fee. 

VI.  Research  Students  have  the  use  of  the  University  Laboratories 
and  Museums,  under  such  conditions  as  the  University  Court,  after 
consultation  with  the  Senatus,  may  determine. 

VII.  The  title  of  Research  Fellow  may  be  conferred  by  the  Senatus 
with  the  approval  of  the  University  Court,  on  Research  Students  who 
have  shown  special  distinction.  Such  title  shall  not  of  itself  confer 
any  right  to  stipend,  but  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  University 
Court  to  provide  a  stipend  of  such  amount  and  for  such  period  as  it 
may  think  fit  to  any  Research  Fellow. 

VIII.  (i)  The  Research  Fellows  shall  be  appointed  after  considera- 

tion of  the  report  or  reports  submitted  in  terms  of  Section  IV. 

(2)  The  title  of  Research  Fellow  may  be  conferred  at  the  commence- 

ment of  the  Research  Student's  course  of  study  or  research,  or 
at  any  time  during  its  progress,  as  the  Senatus  may  determine. 

(3)  Research  Fellows  shall  retain  their  title  and  stipend,  if  any, 

for   the  period   during  which   they  are  engaged  in   special 
study  or  research  in  the  University,  and  no  longer. 

(4)  Research  Students  who  have  been  appointed  Research  Fellows 

shall  continue  subject    to  the  above  conditions   as   to   the 
supervision  of  their  work  and  the  reports  to  be  made  thereon. 

IX.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prejudice  the  right  of  Research 
Students  to  such  Fellowships,  Scholarships,  or  Prizes  as  may  be  open 
to  them  by  Ordinance  or  Deed  of  Foundation. 

X.  The  University  Court  may  provide  such  sums  as  it  may  think 
fit  in  aid  of  the  expenses  of  Special  Study  or  Research. 


Regulations  for  the  Graduation  of  Women  and  for  their 

Instruction. 

EXCERPTS   FROM    ORDINANCE    NO.     18   (GENERAL   NO.    9). 

1.  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the   University  Court  to  admit  women 
to  graduation. 

2.  The  conditions  for  graduation  shall  be  the  same  for  women  as  for 
men,   subject   to   the  following  modifications,  which  shall  have  effect 
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until  provision  is  made  for  the  instruction  of  women  in  all  subjects 
qualifying  for  graduation,  in  which  provision  is  made  for  the  instruction 
of  men  : — 

Section  3  of  the  Regulations  for  Degrees  in  Science  shall  not  be 
applicable  to  the  graduation  of  women  in  Science,  so  long  as  within 
the  Faculty  provision  is  not  made  for  the  instruction  of  women  in  any 
subject  qualifying  for  graduation  in  which  provision  is  made  for  the 
instruction  of  men,  and  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  University  Court 
to  admit  to  graduation  women  who  have  received  the  requisite  instruc- 
tion in  that  subject  in  any  other  Universities  or  Institutions  approved 
by  the  University  Court,  or  under  teachers  recognised  by  the  University 
Court  for  purposes  of  Graduation  in  Science :  Provided  always  that 
every  candidate  for  graduation  shall  produce  evidence  of  having  satisfied 
the  conditions  with  respect  to  the  Preliminary  Examination,  and  shall 
be  examined  in  all  the  subjects  necessary  for  graduation  by  the 
Examiners  of  the  University. 

3.  So  soon  as  within  the  University  provision  is  made  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  women  in  all  subjects  qualifying  for  graduation  in  which  pro- 
vision is  made  for  the  instruction  of  men.  the  conditions  for  the  graduation 
of  women  shall  be  the  same  as  the  conditions  for  the  graduation  of  men. 

4.  (l)  Women  who  attend  classes  in  the  University  must  matriculate, 
paying  a  fee  of  the  same  amount  as  that  exigible  for  other  students. 
(2)  Women,  who  are  candidates  for  graduation  but  not  matriculated 
students,  and  who  may  attend  classes  in  Edinburgh,  under  the  pro- 
visions above  set  forth,  must,  at  the  commencement  of  each  year  of  such 
attendance,  enrol  their  names  in  a  book  to  be  kept  in  the  University  for 
that  purpose,  paying  a  fee  of  the  same  amount  as  the  Matriculation 
Fee  paid  by  students  of  the  University ;  and  having,  in  respect  of  such 
payment   a  right  to  the  use  of  the  Library  of  the  University. 


Additional  Regulations  by  the  University  Court. 

Any  woman  who  has  received  the  requisite  instruction  in 
Zoology,  in  any  other  University  or  Institution  already 
approved  by  the  University  with  the  view  to  the  gradua- 
tion of  men,  or  under  any  teacher  already  recognised 
with  that  view,  will — subject  to  the  provisions  of  Ordinance 
No.  18,  General  No.  9,  Regulations  for  the  Graduation  of 
Women,  &c. — be  admitted  to  examination  in  these  subjects  for 
graduation  in  Science. 

Women  may  attend  within  the  University  the  advanced 
courses  in  Botany  and  Zoology,  the  courses  of  lectures  and 
practical    instruction    given    by    the    University    Lecturer   on 
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Botany,  the  advanced  lecture  courses  in  Chemistry,  the 
Chemical  Laboratory,  and  the  course  of  Advanced  Practical 
Physiology,  qualifying  for  graduation  in  Science.  A  separate 
class  in  Chemistry  for  women  students  in  Arts  and  Science  is 
now  held.

FINAL  EXAMINATION  FOR  B.SC.  IN  PURE  SCIENCE. 
{a)  MATHEMATICS.! 
Candidates  must  take  the  three  Pure  Mathematical  Papers  in  the 
Intermediate  Examination  for  M.A.  Honours  in  the  group  of  Mathe- 
matics and  Natural  Philosophy ;  and  three  or  four  of  the  Pure 
Mathematical  Papers  in  the  Final  Examination,  according  as  he 
professes  both  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy  or  Mathematics 
only.

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{b)  NATURAL  FHILOSOPHY.i 

Analytical  Dynamics,  Thermodynamics,  and  Experimental  Physics, 
together  with  three  or  four  of  the  following,  according  as  the 
candidate  may  or  may  not  profess  Mathematics  as  well  as  Natural 
Philosophy,  viz.  :  Advanced  Dynamics  (including  either  Elasticity 
or  Hydrodynamics),  Electrostatics  (including  Magnetism),  Electro- 
kinetics (including  Electro-magnetism),  Quaternions  and  its  Physical 
Applications,  Advanced  Experimental  Physics,  and  one  branch  of 
Practical  Physics,  such  as  Capillarity,  Thermal  Conduction,  (Sic, 
in  which  the  candidate  has  submitted  to  the  Examiners  a  thesis 
approved  by  them  embodying  the  results  of  original  investigation. 

Properly  authenticated  records  of  Laboratory  work  may  be  submitted 
to  the  Examiners  by  candidates  as  additional  evidence  of  proiicicncy, 
and  if  submitted  will  be  taken  into  consideration. 

{c)  ASTRONOiVlV. 

1.  The  Principles  and  Practice  of  astronomically  finding  the  geogra- 
phical co-ordinates  of  the  place  of  observation  on  land  and  at  sea. 

2.  The  Principles  that  guide  the  actual  determination  of  the  chief 
astronomical  constants — refraction,  aberration,  nutation,  precession,  and 
solar-parallax  in  fixed  observatories. 

3.  Elementary  Celestial  Mechanics. 

The  candidate  will  be  required  to  explain  the  general  principles  on 
which  the  orbits  of  planets,  etc.,  are  calculated,  and  must  show  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  methods  followed  in  the  case  either  of  a 
comet,  planet,  double-star,  or  of  a  meteorite  and  a  meteoric  swarm. 

{d)  CHEMISTRY. 

Written  Examinations. — Inorganic  Chemistry,  Organic  Chemistry, 
and  Physical  Chemistry. 

Candidates  who  take  Chemistry  on  the  Higher  Standard  will  be 
required  to  show  proficiency  in  the  Intermediate  Paper,  as  well  as  to 
satisfy  the  Examiners  in  the  subjects  of  special  papers  of  a  more 
advanced  type. 

Practical  Examination. — Intermediate:  Complex  qualitative  Ana- 
lysis ;  the  Preparation  of  Organic  and  Inorganic  Substances ;  the 
Testing  of  Organic  Compounds ;  Gravimetric  and  Volumetric 
Analysis. 

Higher  Standard :  Candidates  will  also  be  examined  in  Ultimate 
Organic  Analysis;  Gas  Analysis  ;  Assaying  ;  Physico-chemical  Measure- 
ments.

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W  HUMAN  ANATOMY,  including  ANTHROPOLOGY. 

Candidates  are  required  to  show  a  competent  knowledge  of  the 
principles  of  Embryology  and  of  the  development  of  the  human  body  ; 
also  the  position  and  general  arrangement  of  the  different  "  systems  " 
of  organs  which  enter  into  its  construction,  and  the  structure  both  of 
these  organs  and  of  the  simple  tissues.  Surface  Anatomy  forms  a 
reco!L;nised  part  of  the  examination.  An  acquaintance  with  the  technical 
applications  of  human  anatomy  to  the  practice  of  Medicine  and  Surgery 
is  not  required. 

The  Anthropological  part  of  the  subject  will  embrace  a  knowledge 
of  race  characters  as  found  in  the  skull  and  other  parts  of  the  skeleton, 
in  the  .skin,  eyes,  hair,  features,  and  the  external  configuration  of  the 
body  generally.  The  methods  of  anthropometrical  measurement  both 
of  the  living  body  and  of  the  skeleton  should  be  known.  The  possible 
influence  of  use  and  of  external  surroundings  in  producing  modifications 
in  the  physical  characters  of  man  will  require  attention.  An  acquaint- 
ance with  the  "types"  of  mankind  and  the  structural  relations  of  man 
to  the  higher  mammals  will  also  be  expected. 


(/)  ANIMAL  PPIYSIOLOGY. 
( Written  and  Practical  Examinations.) 

The  minute  Structure,  Chemical  Composition,  and  Functions  of  the 
Tissues  and  Organs  of  the  Animal  Body. 

The  Chemical  Composition  and  Products  of  the  Foods  and  Fluids 
involved  in  the  Processes  of  Nutrition  and  Secretion. 

In  the  Practical  Examination  candidates  may  be  examined  orally 
on  any  of  the  above  subjects,  and  will  be  required  to  show  a  practical 
acquaintance  with  the  methods  employed  in  Histology,  Physiological 
Chemistry,  and  Experimental  Physiology.

II.  ENGINEERING. 

Regulations  and  Curriculum  for  Degrees 
IN  Engineering. 

The  Engineering  Department  of  the  University  is  now  located  in  the 
large  new  block  of  buildings  at  High  School  Yards.  This  block  of 
buildings,  which  was  completed  during  the  winter  session  1905-6, 
includes  lecture  rooms,  a  large  drawing  office,  laboratories  for  Hydraulics, 
Strength  of  Materials,  and  Experimental  Mechanics,  and  large  work- 
shops. A  full  account  of  the  buildings  is  given  in  Appendix  I., 
Calendar,   1906-7. 
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I.  T\\o  degrees  in  Science  in  Engineering  are  conferred^  by  llie 
University  of  Edinburgh — viz.,  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Engineering  and 
Doctor  of  Science  in  Engineering. 

Preliminary  Examination. 

II.  Every  candidate  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  in  Engineering  must 
pass  the  Preliminary  Examination^  prescribed  for  Degrees  in  Pure 
Science,  and  the  conditions  with  respect  thereto  imposed  by  the 
Regulations  for  Degrees  in  Pure  Science  are  applicable  in  all  respects 
to  Degrees  in  Engineering  except  as  follows — viz.,  Mathematics  must 
be  passed  on  the  Higher  Standard,  and  the  Preliminary  Examination 
must  be  passed  before  the  candidate  presents  himself  for  any  part  of 
the  First  Science  examination,  but  not  necessarily  before  he  enters  on 
his  curriculum. 


Courses  of  Instruction. 

III.  (i)  Candidates  must,  in  the  course  of  not  less  than  three 
academical  years  {i.e.  three  Winter  Sessions,  or  two  Winter  Sessions 
and  three  Summer  Sessions),  attend  at  least  the  eleven  courses  of 
instruction  prescribed  under  Section  VIII.  hereof. 

(2)  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Senatus  to  determine  from  time  to  time 
which  of  the  said  courses  are  full  and  which  are  half  courses  respec- 
tively, and  also  to  determine  the  number  of  meetings  of  which  such 
full  courses  and  half  courses  respectively  shall  consist,  and  to  report  its 
determination  to  the  University  Court  for  its  approval. 

IV.  (i)  Five  full  courses  or  their  equivalent  (counting  two  half 
courses  as  one  full  course)  must  be  taken  in  the  University  of  Edin- 
burgh, and  must  include  the  necessary  courses  in  Engineering,  except 
where  the  University  Court,  after  consultation  with  the  Senatus,  sees 
fit  to  allow  one  of  the  courses  in  Engineering  to  be  taken  outside  the 
University  under  the  provisions  of  the  next  sub-section. 

(2)  The  remainder  of  the  said  courses  may  be  taken  in  other  Uni- 
versities or  Institutions  approved  by  the  University  Court,  or  under 
teachers  recognised  by  the  University  Court  for  purposes  of  graduation 
in  Science  in  Engineering  :  ^  Provided  that  the  fees  for  attendance  at  an 
approved  Institution  in  Edinburgh  or  under  a  recognised  teacher  there 
are  not  less  than  the  fees  exigible  for  the  corresponding  courses  in  the 
University  of  Edinburgh. 


1  Students  who  have  taken  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  in  Engineering,  and  have  had 
some  practical  training  in  the  office  of  an  engineer,  are  eligible  for  appointment  to 
the  Public  Works  Department  of  the  Indian  Government.  Full  particulars  as  to

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V.  The  University  Court  may  make  regulations  to  enable  candidates, 
not  matriculated  students  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  availing 
themselves  of  the  permission  to  attend  lectures  at  approved  institutions 
or  by  recognised  teachers  in  Edinburgh  to  obtain,  on  payment  of  a  fee 
not  exceeding  in  amount  the  matriculation  fee  paid  by  the  students  of 
the  University,  a  right  to  the  use  of  the  Library  of  the  University. 

VI.  (i)  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Professors  and  Lecturers  annually 
at  the  end  of  each  winter  session  to  submit  to  the  Senatus  a  scheme 
specifying  what  proportion  of  the  courses  shall  be  devoted  to  lectures, 
practical  demonstrations,  examinations,  and  tutorial  work  respectively. 
The  Senatus  transmits  such  scheme,  with  such  observations  as  it  may 
think  fit  to  make  thereon,  to  the  University  Court  for  its  approval. 

(2)  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Professors  and  Lecturers  annually  at  the 
end  of  each  winter  session  to  submit  to  the  Facult)'  of  Science,  for 
its  consideration,  syllabuses  of  the  subjects  and  books  proposed  for 
the  work  of  their  classes  during  the  next  academical  year.  The  Faculty 
of  Science  transmits  such  syllabuses,  with  such  observations  as  it  may 
think  fit  to  make  thereon,  to  the  Senatus  for  its  approval. 

VII.  The  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  do  not  apply  to 
approved  Institutions  or  recognised  teachers  outside  Edinburgh  ;  but  the 
University  Court  will  not  grant  or  continue  recognition  to  any  Institu- 
tions or  teachers  unless  it  is  satisfied  that  their  courses  of  instruction  are 
equivalent  to  the  courses  sanctioned  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh.

10.  Applied  Mathematics  (Dynamics  of  Solids  and  Fluids). 

11.  One  of  the  following  : —

{a)  First  Science  Examination. 

IX.  (i)  There  is  a  First  Science  Examination  in  the  three  fol- 
lowing subjects,  viz.: — (i)  Mathematics,  (2)  Natural  Philosophy,  (3) 
Chemistry  and  the  examinations  in  Natural  Philosophy,  and  in 
Chemistry  are,  so  far  as  possible,  practical. 

The  examination  in  Geometrical  Drawing  may  be  taken  either  at  the 
First  or  at  the  Final  Science  Examination. 

(2)  The  examination  in  Mathematics  includes  the  higher  branches  of 
Mathematics  specified  under  Mathematics  in  the  Section  immediately 
preceding  ;  but  it  is  optional  to  candidates  to  pass  the  same  examina- 
tion in  this  subject  as  that  required  for  the  ordinary  degree  of  M.A., 
provided  that  in  that  case  they  will  be  required,  before  graduation,  to 
pass  an  examination  in  the  remainder  of  the  subject. 

(3)  Candidates  may  present  themselves  in  any  one  or  more  of  the 
subjects  of  the  First  Science  examination  at  any  examination  held  after 
they  have  attended  a  full  course  in  the  subject  or  subjects  professed. 

The  following  Classes  in  the  University  qualify  for  the  First  Science

X.  (i)  There  is  a  Final  .Science  examination  in  the  remaining 
subjects  specified  in  Section  VIIL  ;  and,  if  required,  in  the  higher 
branches  of  Mathematics  as  provided  in  Section  IX.  Sub-section  2. 

(2)  Candidates  may  present  themselves  in  one  or  more  of  these  sub- 
jects at  any  examination  after  they  have  passed  the  whole  of  the  subjects 
in  the  First  Science  examination  and  have  attended  the  required  courses 
in  the  sulijects  professed,  provided  that  for  this  purpose  subjects  5,  6, 
7,  8,  and  9,  specified  in  Section  VIIL,  shall  form  one  subject, 

XL  A  candidate  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  in  Engineering  is  not 
deemed  to  have  attended  a  class  as  part  of  the  curriculum  for  that 
degree  who  does  not  present  a  certificate  bearing  not  only  that  he 
has  given  regular  attendance,  but  also  that  he  has  duly  performed  the 
work  of  the  class. 

XII.  It  is  competent  to  the  Examiners  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  in 
Engineering  to  report  that  a  candidate  has  passed  with  special  distinc-

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tion  in  one  or  more  of  the  subjects  professed  by  him  ;  and  in  such  a  case 
a  diploma  is  given  setting  forth  the  subjects  in  respect  of  which  the 
degree  has  been  granted,  and  the  subject  or  subjects  in  which  special 
distinction  has  been  obtained. 

XIII.  It  is  competent  to  the  University  Court  to  modify  from  time 
to  time  the  provisions  as  to  the  curriculum,  in  case  such  modification 
be  rendered  desirable  by  the  development  of  Engineering  Science, 
or  in  consequence  of  further  provisions  having  been  made  within  or 
without  the  University  for  the  study  of  any  branch  of  the  said  Science  : 
Provided  that  in  no  case  shall  the  number  of  full  courses  of  study 
required  be  less  than  the  number  required  for  the  degree  of -B.Sc.  in 
Pure  Science. 

The  following  classes  in  the  University  qualify  for  the  Final  Science 
examination  in  Engineering  : — 

1.  Drawing — Class  of  Engineering  and  Mechanical  Drawing  during 

two  Winter  Sessions,  or  one  Winter  and  two  Summer  Sessions. 

2.  Engineering — {a)  The  Junior  and  Senior  Classes  of  Engineering 

during    two   Winter    Sessions.       (^)    Class   of    Engineering 
Field-Work,  held  in  Summer. 

3.  Natural  Philosophy,   involving  Higher  Mathematics — Advanced 

Course  of  Dynamics,  Winter  Session. 

4.  Engineering  Laboratory,  or  Geology  and  Mineralogy — A  three 

months'  Course  in  either. 

Heriot-Watt  College. — In  accordance  with  an  agreement 
entered  into  between  the  University  Court  and  the  Governors  of 
George  Ileriot's  Trust  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  a  joint  curriculum 
of  study  for  the  degree  in  Engineering  Science,  the  following  classes 
at  the  Heriot  Watt  College  have  been  recognised  by  the  University 
Court  as  qualifying  for  the  First  Science  examination  and  the  Final 
Science  examination  in  Engineering. 

Mathematics : — A  two  years'  course  qualifying  for  the  First  Science 
examination  up  to  the  standard  required  for  the  ordinary  degree  of 
M.A.  ;  Mechania,  and  Physics,  as  equivalent  to  one  course  in  Natural 
Philosophy;  Chemistry  and  the  Chemical  Laboratory;  Electrical 
Engineering,  including  lectures  and  laboratory  practice ;  Engineer- 
ing : — Lectures,  Mechanical  Drawing  and  Laboratory  practice. 

Post- Graduate  Courses  for  Students  of  En^ijteering,  dr'c. 

There  are  facilities  in  the  Engineering  Laboratory  of  the  University 
for  post-graduate  work  in  Strength  of  Materials  and  Hydraulics  for 
graduates  who  purpose  devoting  themselves  to  Civil  Engineering.  In 
the  Heriot-Watt  College  there  is  a  post-graduate  course  of  instruction 
in  Electrical  Engineering  for  graduates  who  have  taken  Electrical 
Engineering  as  one  of  their  optional  subjects. 
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Doctorate  of  Science  in  Engineering. 

XIV.  Graduates  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh  who  have  held  the 
degree  of  B.Sc.  in  Engineering  for  five  years,  may  offer  themselves  for 
the  degree  of  D.Sc.  in  Engineering. 

XV.  A  candidate  for  the  degree  of  D.Sc.  in  Engineering  must 
present  a  Thesis,'  or  a  published  memoir  or  work,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Senatus  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty  of  Science :  Pro- 
vided that,  if  required  by  the  Senatus,  the  candidate  must  pass  such 
examination  as  may  l^e  determined.  The  Thesis  must  be  a  record 
of  original  research  undertaken  by  the  candidate,  or  of  important 
engirjeering  work  designed  liy  himself,  and  actually  carried  out,  and 
must  be  accompanied  by  a  declaration,  signed  by  him,  that  these 
conditions  have  been  satisfied. 

General. 

XVI.  Candidates  who  produce  certificates  that  they  have  satisfied  all 
the  conditions  prescribed  by  these  Regulations,  and  who  have  passed 
the  necessary  examinations,  will  be  entitled  to  receive  the  degrees  of 
B.Sc.  in  Engineering  and  D..Sc.  in  Engineering,  as  the  case  may  be,  on 
the  payment  of  the  fees  required. 

XVII.  A  student  who,  when  these  Regulations  came  into  operation, 
had  completed  a  part  of  his  course  of  study  with  a  view  to  gradua- 
tion in  Science  in  Engineering  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  under 
regulations  in  force  at  the  time,  and  who  thereafter  completes  his 
course  of  study  and  passes  the  necessary  examinations  in  conformity 
with  such  regulations,  or  with  the  provisions  hereof,  may  become  a 
candidate  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  in  Engineering. 

XVIII.  The  degrees  of  B.Sc.  and  D.Sc.  in  Engineering  are  in  no 
case  conferred  on  persons  who  have  not  complied  with  the  above  con- 
ditions, and  are  not  conferred  honoris  causd  tantum. 


OUTLINE    OF    SUBJECTS    OF    EXAMINATION. 

FIRST  EXAMINATION  FOR  B.SC.  IN  ENGINEERING. 

I,  2.   MATHEMATICS. 

There  are  two  papers  each  of  three  hours,  the  first  on  a  lower,  the 
second  on  a  higher  standard.  Candidates  may  present  themselves  for 
examination  in  the  first  paper  whenever  they  have  duly  completed  the 
first  part  of  the  complete  Technical  Mathematics  course.     The  use  of

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the  calculus  is  not  excluded  from  the  first  or  lower  paper.'  The  second 
paper  may  if  desired  be  taken  as  part  either  of  the  first  or  second  B.Sc. 
examination  in  Engineering. 

First  Paper. — Subjects: — Mensuration;  Plane  Trigonometry  with 
reference  to  Surveying,  including  trigonometrical  solution  of  plane 
triangles,  involving  the  use  of  logarithmic  tables  (to  be  brought  by  the 
candidates);  Elementary  Algebra,  including  calculations  with  and  with- 
out the  use  of  logarithms  ;  the  use  of  Graphic  Methods  (involving  the 
use  of  drawing  instruments  and  ruled  papers  to  be  brought  by  the 
candidates) ;  Elementary  Co-ordinate  Geometiy,  including  Curve  Trac- 
ing ;  some  elememary  parts  of  the  Difierential  and  Integral  Calculus; 
Simple  Practical  Applications  of  these  subjects. 

Second  Paper. — The  subjects  of  the  First  Paper  on  a  somewhat 
higher  standard,  and  in  addition  : — Elementary  Spherical  Trigonometry, 
with  practical  applications;  Elementary  Co-ordinate  Geometry,  Curve 
Tracing,  and  an  introduction  to  Solid  Geometry ;  Differential  and  In- 
tegral Calculus,  including  elementary  applications  to  curves,  maxima  and 
minima,  parametric  equations  and  functions  of  more  than  one  inde- 
pendent variable,  lengths,  areas,  volumes,  curvature,  centres  of  mass, 
moments  of  inertia  ;  Simple  Differential  Equations;  Practical  Applica- 
tions of  these  subjects  chiefly  from  the  engineer's  point  of  view. 

3.  NATURAL  PHILOSOPHY. 

Dynamical  Properties  of  Matter,  Sound,  Heat,  Light,  Electricity  and 
Magnetism.  Candidates  must  submit  to  the  Examiners  properly 
authenticated  records  of  80  hours  of  Laboratory  work. 

4.  CHEMISTRY. 

The  Written  Examination  will  be  identical  with  that  for  Pure 
Science. 

The  Practical  Examination,  whilst  of  the  same  general  character  as 
the  corresponding  examination  for  B.Sc.  in  Pure  Science,  will  be 
specially  directed  to  substances  of  importance  to  Engineering  Students, 
and  will  not  be  held  as  equivalent  to  the  Practical  Examination  in 
Chemistry  for  Pure  Science. 

FINAL  EXAMINATION  FOR  B.SC.   IN  ENGINEERING. 

5,  6.   DRAWING. 

There  are  two  papers  and  both  should  be  taken  at  this  examination. 
(See  Section  X.  2  of  Regulations.) 

The  First  Paper  embraces  all  the  subjects  of  instruction  dealt  with 
in  ihe Junior  and  Su?n>ner  Courses. 

1  A  candidate  who  has  passed  the  M.A.  examination  in  Mathematics  in  this 
University  is  exempted  from  the  first  of  these  papers. 
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The  Second  Paper  comisi?,  of  the  Design  of  Structures  or  Machines 
from  data  supplied,  and  the  making  of  detailed  drawings  from  the 
Candidates'  own  designs.

—  Surveying;  Levelling;  Setting  out  of  Work;  Calcu- 
lation of  Quantities.

III.  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

Regulations  and  Curriculum  for  Degrees  in 
Public  Health. 

I.  Two  degrees  in  Science  in  Public  Health  are  conferred  by  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  viz..  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Public  Health 
and  Doctor  of  Science  in  Public  Health. 
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Bachelor  of  Science. 

II.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  in  Public  Health  must  be 
graduates  in  Medicine  of  a  University  of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  of 
some  other  University  recognised  for  the  purpose  by  the  University 
Court  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh.^ 

III.  Candidates  must  be  matriculated  for  the  year  in  which  they 
appear  for  examination  or  graduation. 

(a)  First  Examinalion. 

IV.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  in  Public  Health,  before 
proceeding  to  the  first  examination,  must  produce  evidence  (i) 
that,  after  their  graduation  in  Medicine,  they  have  practically  studied 
Bacteriology,  the  Pathology  of  the  Diseases  of  Animals  transmissible 
tu  man,  and  Chemistry  as  applied  to  Public  Health,  for  at  least 
twenty  hours  per  week  during  a  period  of  not  less  than  eight  months, 
of  which  at  least  five  consecutive  months  must  be  in  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  and  the  remainder 
in  the  foresaid  Laboratory,  or  in  a  Public  Health  Laboratorj'  recognised 
for  the  purpose  by  the  University  Court;-  and  (2)  that  they  have 
attended  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh  or  elsewhere,  in  addition 
to  the  course  of  lectures  in  Physics  qualifying  for  graduation  in 
Medicine,  such  further  course  in  Physics  as  the  Senatus  Academicus, 
with  the  approval  of  the  University  Court,  shall  deem  necessary,^ 
and  such  a  course  of  lectures  in  Geology,  extending  over  not  less  than 
three  months,  as  the  Senatus  with  the  like  approval  shall  deem 
sufficient  and  appropriate. 

The  Courses  in  this  University  which  at  present  qualify  are  the 
Laboratory  Cour^e  in  Physics  for  Students  in  Public  Health,  and  either 
the  ordinary  Winter  Course  or  the  Summer  Course  in  Geology. 

(b)  Seco7td  Examination. 
V.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  in  Public  Health  are  not 
admitted  to  the  second  examination  for  the  degree  sooner  than  eighteen 
months  after  having  taken  their  degree  in  Medicine,  nor  sooner  than 
six  months  after  having  passed  their  first  examination  for  the  degree  of 
B.Sc.  in    Public  Health.      They  must  have  attended,   subsequent  to

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Graduation  in  Medicine,  two  separate  courses  in  Pulslic  Health  in  the 
University  of  Edinijurgh,  or  in  any  University  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
or  any  Indian,  Colonial,  or  Foreign  University  recognised  for  the  pur- 
pose by  the  University  Court,  or  in  such  Medical  School  or  under 
such  teacher  as  may  be  recognised  or  approved  for  the  purpose  by  the 
University  Court,  each  course  consisting  of  forty  lectures  at  least ; 
one  of  these  courses  shall  deal  with  Medicine  and  the  other  with 
Engineering,  each  in  its  relation  to  Public  Health,  in  such  manner  as 
the  Senatus  Academicus,  with  the  approval  of  the  University  Court, 
shall  determine. 

They  must  also  give  evidence  that,  subsequent  to  Graduation  in 
Medicine,  (i)  they  have,  during  three  months,  which  must  be 
separate  and  distinct  from  the  period  of  Laboratory  instruction,  been 
diligently  engaged  in  acquiring  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  duties, 
routine  and  special,  of  Public  Health  administration  under  the  super- 
vision of  {a)  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  recognised  for  this  purpose 
by  the  General  Medical  Council  ;  {b)  a  Sanitary  Staff  Officer  of  the 
Royal  Army  Medical  Corps,  having  charge  of  an  Army  Corps,  District 
or  Command,  recognised  for  this  purpose  by  the  General  Medical 
Council  ;  (2)  that  they  have  attended  during  three  months  the  practice 
of  an  Hospital  for  Infectious  Disease,  at  which  opportunities  are 
afforded  for  the  study  of  methods  of  administration  ;  and  (3)  that  they 
have  had  three  months'  instruction  in  Mensuration  and  Drawing  under 
a  teacher  recognised  for  this  purpose  by  the  University  Court. 

The  lectures  in  this  University  which  qualify  are — (i)  Advanced 
Course  of  Public  Health  and  Sanitary  Science  by  the  Professor  of 
Public  Health ;  and  (2)  the  course  of  instruction  (Theoretical  and 
Practical)  in  Sanitary  Engineering  and  Building  Construction  by  the 
Professor  of  Engineering,  and  the  Class  of  Mensuration  and  Drawing 
by  the  Lecturer  on  Drawing. 

VI.  There  is  a  first  examination  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  in  Public 
Health  in  (i)  Laboratory  Work,  the  examination  being  practical, 
written,  and  oral ;  (2)  in  Physics  ;  and  (3)  in  Geology,  if  an  examina- 
tion in  Physics  or  Geology,  as  the  case  may  be,  qualifying  for  gradua- 
tion either  in  Science  or  Arts  has  not  previously  been  passed  by  the 
candidate. 

VII.  There  is  a  second  examination,  written,  oral,  and  as  far 
as  possible  practical,  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  in  Public  Health  in  the 
following  subjects,  included  in  the  course  of  instruction  in  Public  Health 
— viz.  (i)  Sanitation,  (2)  Sanitary  Law,  (3)  Vital  Statistics,  and  (4) 
Medicine  in  its  bearings  on  Public  Health,  and  the  examinations  in  these 
subjects  are  taken  at  one  time.  The  examination  in  Sanitation,  pro- 
vided for  under  this  section,  shall  include  Reports  by  the  candidates  on 
Dwellings,  Workshops,  Hospitals,  and  Sanitary  Schemes  generally. 

Candidates  for  B.Sc.  (Public  Health)  must  conform  to  the  Regula- 
tions of  the  General  Medical  Council  for  Diplomas  in  Public  Health. 
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VIII.  The  Board  of  Studies  for  the  Faculty  of  Science  from  time 
to  time,  with  the  approval  of  the  Senatus,  determines  and  announces 
the  character  of  the  instruction  to  be  given  in  the  Laboratory,  and  fixes 
the  standard  of  the  examinations. 

IX.  It  is  competent  for  the  University  Court,  after  consultation  with 
the  Senatus,  to  modify  from  time  to  time  the  provisions  as  to  the  work 
and  instruction  hereinbefore  specified  as  necessary  for  graduating  in 
Science  in  Public  Health,  in  case  such  modification  may  lie  rendered 
desirable  by  the  development  of  the  Science  of  Public  Health,  or  by 
increase  of  the  facilities  provided  in  the  said  University  or  elsewhere 
tor  the  study  of  any  branch  of  the  said  Science.

XI.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  D.Sc.  in  Public  Health  must  pre- 
sent a  thesis,  or  a  published  memoir  or  work,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Senatus,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty  of  Science,  and  are 
required  to  pass  an  examination  in  Public  Health,  and  in  such  of  its 
special  departments  as  the  Senatus,  with  the  approval  of  the  University 
Court,  may  determine.  [Candidates  for  D.Sc.  in  Public  Health  may 
appear  for  examination  in  any  one  of  the  departments  of  knowledge 
required  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  in  Public  Health.

Regulations  and  Curriculum   for  the  Degree  in 

Agriculture. 

I.  A  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Agriculture  is  conferred  by 
the  University  of  Edinburgh. 

Preliminary  Examination. 

II.  Every  candidate  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  in  Agriculture  must 
pass  the  Preliminary  Examination '  prescribed  for  degrees  in  Pure 
Science  ;  and  the  conditions  imposed  with  respect  thereto  by  the  said 
Regulations  are  applicable  in  all  respects  to  the  degree  in  Agricul- 
ture, except  as  follows  : — The  Preliminary  Examination  must  be  passed 
before  the  candidate  presents  himself  for  any  part  of  the  First  Science 
examination,  but  not  necessarily  before  the  candidate  enters  on  his 
curriculum.

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Courses  of  Instruction. 

III.  (i)  Candidates  musi,  in  the  course  of  not  less  than  three 
academical  years  {i.e.  three  Winter  Sessions,  or  two  Winter  Sessions 
and  three  Summer  Sessions),  attend  at  least  eleven  courses  of  instruc- 
tion in  subjects  prescribed  for  examination  under  Section  VIII.  hereof. 

(2)  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Senatus  to  determine  from  time  to  time 
which  of  the  said  courses  are  full  courses  and  which  are  half  courses 
respectively,  and  also  to  determine  the  number  of  meetings  of  which 
such  full  courses  and  half  courses  respectively  shall  consist/  and  to 
report  its  determination  to  the  University  Court  for  its  approval. 

IV.  (i)  Five  full  courses  or  their  equivalent  (counting  two  half 
courses  as  one  full  course)  must  be  taken  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh, 
and  must  include  the  course  in  Agriculture  and  Rural  Economy. 

(2)  The  remainder  of  the  said  courses  maybe  taken  in  other  Univer- 
sities or  Institutions  approved  by  the  University  Court,  or  under  teachers 
recognised  by  the  University  Court  for  purposes  of  graduation  in  .Science 
in  Agriculture  :  "^  Provided  that  the  fees  for  attendance  at  an  approved 
Institution  in  Edinburgh  or  under  a  recognised  teacher  there  must  not 
be  less  than  the  fees  exigible  for  the  corresponding  courses  in  the 
University  of  Edinburgh. 

(3)  Residence  and  practical  work  at  a  farm  is  required  of  each  candi- 
date to  such  an  extent  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  Senatus,  with 
the  approval  of  the  University  Court,  may  from  time  to  time  appoint. •* 

V.  The  University  Court  may  make  regulations  to  enable  candidates, 
not  matriculated  students  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  availing 
themselves  of  the  permission  to  attend  lectures  at  approved  Institutions 
or  by  recognised  teachers  in  Edinlnirgh,  to  obtain,  on  payment  of  a  fee 
not  exceeding  in  amount  the  matriculation  fee  paid  by  the  students  of 
the  University,  a  right  to  the  use  of  the  Library  of  the  University. 

VI.  (i)  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Professors  and  Lecturers  annually,  at 
the  end  of  each  winter  session,  to  submit  to  the  Senatus  a  scheme 
specifying  what  proportion  of  the  courses  is  to  be  devoted  to  lectures, 
practical  demonstrations,  examinations,  and  tutorial  work  respectively. 
The  Senatus  transmits  such  scheme,  with  such  observations  as  it  may 
think  fit  to  make  thereon,  to  the  University  Court  for  its  approval. 

(2)  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Professors  and  Lecturers  annually  at  the 
end  of  each  winter  session  to  submit  to  the  Faculty  of  Science,  for  its 
consideration,  a  syllabus  of  the  subjects  and  books  proposed  for  the 
work  of  their  classes  during  the  next  academical  year.  The  Faculty  of 
Science  transmits  such  syllabus,  with  such  observations  as  it  may  think 
fit  to  make  thereon,  to  the  Senatus  for  its  approval.

Forestry. 

I.  A  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Forestry  is  conferred  by  the 
University  of  Edinburgh. 

Preliminary  Examinations. 

II.  Before  a  candidate  can  be  admitted  to  the  first  examination  for 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Forestry,  he  must  have  passed  a 
Preliminary  Examination,'  on  a  standard  to  be  determined  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Joint  Board  of  Examiners  of  the  Scottish  Universities,  in 
the  following  subjects  : — (i)  English;  (2)  Mathematics  up  to,  and  in- 
cluding, Plane  Trigonometry ;  (3)  German  ;  (4)  Latin  or  French. 
Provided  always  that,  in  the  case  of  a  candidate  whose  native  language 
is  not  English,  an  examination  in  the  native  language  of  the  candidate 
may  be  substituted  for  one  in  either  French  or  German,  and  an  ex- 
amination in  any  other  classical  language  for  one  in  Latin, 

Courses  of  Instruction. 

III.  (i)  Candidates  must,  in  the  course  of  not  less  than  three  academi- 
cal years,  within  the  meaning  of  Ordinance  No.  11  [General  No.  6. — 
Regulations  for  Degrees  in  Arts],  Section  I.  Sub-section  (i),  attend  at 
least  ten  courses  of  instruction,  in  subjects  prescribed  for  examination 
under  Section  VIII.  of  this  Ordinance. 

(2)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Senatus  to  determine  from  time  to 
time  which  of  the  said  courses  shall  be  full  courses  and  which  shall  be 
half-courses  respectively,  and  also  to  determine  the  number  of  meetings 
of  which  such  full  courses  and  half-courses  respectively  shall  consist, 
and  to  report  its  determination  to  the  University  Court  for  approval. 

IV.  (i)  Five  full  courses,  or  their  equivalent  (counting  two  half- 
courses  as  one  full  course)  must  be  taken  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh, 
and  must  include  the  course  in  Forestry. 

(2)  The  remainder  of  the  said  courses  may  be  taken  in  other  Uni- 
versities or  Institutions  approved  by  the  University  Court,  or  under 
teachers  recognised  by  the  University  Court  for  purposes  of  graduation 
in  Science  in  Forestry  :  provided  that  the  fees  for  attendance  at  an  ap- 
proved Institution  in  Edinburgh,  or  under  a  recognised  teacher  there, 
shall  not  be  less  than  the  fees  exigible  for  the  corresponding  courses  in 
the  University  of  Edinburgh. 

(3)  Residence  and  practical  work  in  forests  shall  be  required  of  each 
candidate  to  such  an  extent  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  Senatus,

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with  the  approval  of  the  University  Court,   may  from  time  to  time 
appoint. 

V.  The  University  Court  may  make  regulations  to  enable  candidates, 
not  matriculated  students  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  availing 
themselves  of  the  permission  to  attend  lectures  at  approved  Institutions 
or  by  recognised  teachers  in  Edinburgh,  to  obtain,  on  payment  of  a  fee 
not  exceeding  in  amount  the  matriculation  fee  paid  by  students  of  the 
University,  a  right  to  the  use  of  the  Library  of  the  University. 

VI.  (i)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Professors  and  Lecturers  annually, 
at  the  end  of  each  winter  session,  to  submit  to  the  Senatus  (through  the 
proper  Board  of  Studies  and  the  Faculty  of  Science)  a  scheme  specifying 
what  proportion  of  the  courses  shall  be  devoted  to  lectures,  practical 
demonstrations,  examinations,  and  tutorial  work  respectively.  The 
Senatus  shall  transmit  such  scheme,  with  such  observations  as  they 
may  think  fit  to  make  thereon,  to  the  University  Court  for  approval. 

(2)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Professors  and  Lecturers  annually,  at 
the  end  of  each  winter  session,  to  submit  to  the  Faculty  of  Science 
(through  the  proper  F)oard  of  Studies)  a  syllabus  of  the  subjects  and 
books  proposed  for  the  work  of  their  classes  during  the  next  academical 
year.  The  Faculty  of  Science  shall  transmit  such  syllabus,  with  such 
observations  as  they  may  think  fit  to  make  thereon,  to  the  Senatus  for 
approval. 

VII.  The  provisions  of  the  immediately  preceding  section  shall  not 
apply  to  approved  Institutions  or  recognised  teachers  outside  Edin- 
burgh ;  but  the  University  Court  shall  not  grant  or  continue  recognition 
to  any  Institutions  or  teachers  unless  they  shall  be  satisfied  that  the 
courses  of  instruction  are  equivalent  to  the  courses  sanctioned  in  the 
University  of  Edinburgh  where  such  exist.

8.  Forest  Entomology. 

9.  Forestry,  theoretical  and  practical,  in  all  its  branches. 

10.  Elementary  Engineering. 

11.  Geometrical  Drawing  and  Surveying. 

First  Science  Examination. 

IX.  (i)  There  shall  be  a  First  Science  Examination  in  the  four 
following  subjects,  viz.  (i)  Zoology;  (2)  Botany;  (3)  Natural  Philos- 
ophy ;  (4)  Chemistry. 
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{2)  The  examination  in  all  these  subjects  shall  be  of  the  same  standard 
as  the  First  Science  examination  in  these  subjects  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  Pure  Science. 

(3)  Candidates  may  present  themseh'es  in  any  one  or  more  of  the 
subjects  of  the  First  Science  examination  at  any  examination  held  after 
they  have  attended  a  full  course  in  the  subject  or  subjects  professed. 

Final  Science  Examination. 

X.  (i)  There  shall  be  a  Final  Science  examination  in  the  remaining 
subjects  (5  to  II  inclusive)  specified  in  Section  VIII.  hereof. 

{2)  Candidates  may  present  themselves  in  any  one  or  more  of  these 
subjects  at  any  examination  held  after  they  have  passed  the  whole  of 
the  subjects  comprised  in  the  First  Science  examination,  and  have 
attended  the  required  courses  in  the  subjects  professed. 

General. 

XI.  A  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Forestry 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  have  attended  a  class  as  part  of  the  curriculum 
for  that  degree  who  does  not  present  a  certificate  bearing  not  only 
that  he  has  given  regular  attendance,  but  also  that  he  has  duly  per- 
formed the  work  of  the  class. 

XII.  Candidates  who  produce  certificates  that  they  have  satisfied  all 
the  conditions  prescribed  by  this  Ordinance,  and  who  have  passed 
the  necessary  examinations,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  Forestry,  on  payment  of  the  fees  required. 

XIII.  The  fee  for  admission  to  examination  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science  in  Forestry  shall  be  six  guineas,  and  the  proportion  of  that 
sum  to  be  paid  by  a  candidate  at  each  division  of  the  examination  shall 
be  regulated  from  time  to  time  by  the  University  Court. 

XIV.  If  a  candidate  is  rejected  in  one  or  more  subjects  in  any  division 
of  the  examination,  the  University  Court  shall  have  power  to  charge  a 
fee  for  re-admission  to  examination. 

XV.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Forestry  shall  in  no  case 
be  conferred  on  persons  who  have  not  complied  with  the  conditions 
hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  shall  not  be  conferred  honoris  causa  lanium.

Competitors  must  have  regularly  attended  at  least  one  full  Course  or 
two  Half-Courses  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh  during  each  Academic 
year  in  which  they  claim  to  have  been  Matriculated  Students,  and  no 
Candidate  is  eligible  who  has  discontinued  attendance  at  the  University 
of  Edinburgh  for  more  than  one  year.  The  years  of  Academic  study 
count  from  the  first  year  in  which  a  Candidate  has  attended  one  of  the 
classes  qualifying  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc. 

Each  scholarship  is  tenable  for  three  years,  on  condition  that  the 
scholar  submits  annually  to  the  University  evidence  that  he  is  prosecut- 
ing his  studies  or  his  professional  work  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the 
Senatus.  The  evidence  may  consist  of — (i)  A  certificate  of  attendance 
on  lectures  or  laboratories  approved  by  the  Senatus  ;  or  (2)  a  certificate 
of  having  acted  as  an  assistant  to  a  Professor  in  this  or  some  other 
University  ;  or  (3)  a  written  report  of  his  work  done  during  the  year, 
together  with  a  Thesis  composed  by  himself  in  connection  with  some 
part  of  that  work. 

Not  more  than  one  of  these  Scholarships  can  be  held  by  the  same 
person.  Scholars  cannot  hold,  along  with  their  Scholarships,  any  other 
Fellowship,  Scholarship,  or  Bursary  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh. 

Candidates  must,  on  entering  for  the  Examinations,  produce  evidence 
that  they  have  fulfilled  the  conditions  of  eligibility. 

Candidates,  if  not  already  matriculated,  are  required  to  pay  the 
Matriculation  Fee  for  the  year  in  which  the  competition  takes  place. 

The  names  of  Candidates  highly  distinguished  in  the  examinations 
may  be  published.

IX.  STEVEN  SCHOLARSHIP  IN  AGRICULTURE. 

This  Scholarship  was  founded  in  1882  by  the  Misses  Steven  of  Bella- 
houston  in  memory  of  their  brother  Moses  Steven,  Esq.

Hope)  in  connection  with  the  Chemical  Laboratory  of  the  University, 
each  of  the  value  of  about  ^^30  per  annum,  tenable  for  one  year,  and 
awarded  annually  at  the  end  of  the  Winter  Session.

In  case  of  resignation  of  a  Scholar,  or  of  a  Scholar  failing  to  fulfil 
the  conditions,  the  Professor  of  Chemistry  may,  if  he  thinks  proper, 
recommend  a  student  working  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory  for  the 
remainder  of  the  Scholarship  so  become  vacant,  the  new  scholar  so 
appointed  to  perform  the  duties  and  receive  the  payments  during  the 
remainder  of  the  tin)e  for  which  his  predecessor  was  appointed.

ESSAY  PRIZE  IN  METEOROLOGY. 

The  Scottish  Meteorological  Society  offers,  through  its  Council, 
a  prize  of  £20  for  the  best  essay  on  a  meteorological  subject.  As  an 
indication  of  the  kind  of  essay  the  Council  are  prepared  to  consider, 
the  following  subject  may  be  mentioned  : — 

"A  discussion  of  the  extent  to  which  the  heat  set  free  when  water 
vapour  is  converted  into  the  liquid  state  influences  the  temperature  of 
the  atmosphere,  with  special  reference  to  the  climatology  of  different 
parts  of  Scotland." 

The  Council,  however,  wish  it  to  be  clearly  understood  that  an  essay 
on  any  other  subject  will  be  equally  eligible. 

The  following  are  the  conditions  on  which  the  prize  is  offered  : — 

1.  The  competition  shall  be  open  to  regular  students  of  the  four 

Scottish  Universities  and  of  University  College,  Dundee,  who 
have  attended  classes  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy, 
or  to  graduates  of  the  Scottish  Universities  who,  at  1st  January 
1910,  shall  be  of  not  more  than  five  years'  standing. 

2.  The  essays  must  be  lodged  with  the  Secretary  to  the  Scottish

CURRICULUM  FOR  THE  MINISTRY   IN  THE 
CHURCH  OF  SCOTLAND. 

The  Laws  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  require  that  every  Theo- 
logical Student,  who  desires  to  qualify  himself  for  the  Ministry, 
should  attend  the  Class  of  Divinity,  either  during  tlirce  full  and 
regular  Sessions,  or  during  two  regular  and  three  partial 
Sessions; — and  also  that  he  should  regularly  attend  during  two 
Sessions  each  of  the  Classes  of  Hebretv,  Ecclesiastical  History, 
and  Biblical  Criticism. 

Entrance  Examinations. 

All  Students,  before  they  can  be  enrolled  for  the  first  year  of 
their  curriculum  with  a  view  to  the  Ministry  of  the  Church  of 
Scotland,  must  produce  to  the  Professor  of  Divinity  a  certificate 
of  their  having  passed  the  Examination  of  the  Examining  Board 
instituted  by  Act  IX.  of  Assembly,  1903.  The  Board  consists 
of  sixteen  members  and  a  Convener  appointed  by  the  General 
Assembly.  The  Examinations  are  held  simultaneously  at  the 
four  Universities  shortly  before  the  commencement  of  every 
2  c 
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Session. ^  The  Convener  of  the  Board  is  the  Rev.  David  Paul, 
LL.D.,  53  Fountainhall  Road,  Edinburgh,  and  the  Vice- 
Convener  for  the  University  of  Edinburgh  is  the  Rev.  James 
CouUie,  B.D.,  The  Manse,  Pencaitland.  For  all  necessary 
information,  and  for  copies  of  the  Schedules  that  must  be 
filled  up  previous  to  the  Examination,  apply  to  either  of  these. 
See  also  for  subjects  of  Examination,  "  The  Church  of  Scotland 
Year-Book,'^  p.  32. 

All  Students — graduates  as  well  as  non-graduates — will  be 
examined  in  New  Testament  Greek,  and  those  whose  certificates 
in  their  progress  to  a  degree  do  not  cover  Gieek,  Latin,  Moral 
Philosophy,  and  Hebrew,  will,  in  addition^,  be  examined  in  any 
or  all  of  those  subjects  not  included. 

.  Exit  Exa>ni?tation. 

An  Examination  by  the  Examining  Board  must  be  passed  by 
every  Student  at  the  termination  of  his  Divinity  Course  as  a 
qualification  for  Licence.  This  Examination  will  be  held  on 
April  26th  and  27th,  1910,  at  10  a.m.,  at  the  University.  For 
the  subjects  of  Examination,  apply  to  the  Convener  or  Vice- 
Convener,  or  consult  "The  Church  of  Scotland  Year-Book"  as 
above.  Students  who  have  passed  for  the  Degree  of  B.D.  will 
be  examined  only  in  Apologetics,  Greek  New  Testament  ad 
apert.,  and  Confession  of  Faith. 

Discourses. 

Every  Student  of  Divinity  is  required  during  his  curriculum 
to  deliver  with  approbation  six  discourses  upon  subjects  pre- 
scribed by  the  Professors  of  Divinity,  viz.,  a  Homily,  an 
English  Essay  on  some  subject  in  Biblical  Theology,  a  Lecture, 
a  popular  Sermon,  a  Hebrew  Exercise  on  a  passage  of  the  Old 
Testament,  and  an  Exercise  with  additions  on  a  passage  of  the 
Greek  New  Testament. 

The  following  Regulations  have  been  made  by  the  Faculty  of 
Theology  in  regard  to  the  delivery  of  these  Discourses.  (i) 
Students  of  the  first  year  shall  give  in  their  Homily  to  the 
Professor  of  Divinity  not  later  than  ist  February  ;  (2)  Students 
of  the  scco?id  year  shall  give  in  their  English  Essay  not  later 
than  the  16th  December,  and  shall  be  prepared  to  deliver  their 
Lecture  not  later  than  the  loth  January  ;  (3)  Students  of  the 
third  year  shall  give  in  their  Hebrew  Exercise  and  their  Greek 
Exercise  with    additions,   to    the    Professors    of    Hebrew    and

Attendance  at  Fo7-eign  Universities. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1868,  with  the  consent  of  a  majority* 
of  Presbyteries,  enacted  and  ordained: — (i)  That  all  Candidates 
for  the  ministry  shall  attend  during  at  least  two  sessions  the 
Theological  Classes  at  one  or  more  of  the  Universities  of  Scot- 
land, and  shall  deliver,  with  approbation,  the  Six  Trial  Dis- 
courses required  by  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  ;  and 
(2)  That  any  Student  who  wishes  to  prosecute  the  remainder 
of  his  Theological  Curriculum  at  any  Protestant  University  or 
Universities  not  within  the  bounds  of  this  Church,  shall,  before 
repairing  thither,  undergo  satisfactory  examination  by  the  Pres- 
bytery with  which  he  is  connected,  and  shall, moreover,  satisfy  the 
same  Presbytery  in  regard  both  to  the  Classes  which  he  proposes 
to  attend,  and  to  the  proticiency  he  has  acquired  in  the  language 
used  in  the  Foreign  University  in  which  he  intends  to  study.

On  Wednesdays  the  Class  is  taken  by  Rev.  Bruce  M'Ewen, 
D.Phil.,  University  Lecturer  on  Apologetics,  who  lectures  on 
Theism. 

Senior  Class — 12  to  i. 

In  the  Senior  Class  the  course  extends  over  two  years, 
and  includes  as  its  staple  the  system  of  Christian  doctrine. 
Lectures  are  also  given  on  the  History  of  Theology  and  on 
Christian  Ethics.  Homiletics  is  studied  theoretically  and 
practically.  The  syllabus  contemplated  for  Session  1909-10  is 
as  follows  : — 

Mondays,  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays. — Prolegomena  to  Dog- 
matics. The  first  part  of  the  doctrinal  system— Theology  and 
Anthropology. 

Wednesdays.— Studies  in  Christian  Apology  (Dr  M'Ewen). 

Fridays. — Introduction  to  Christian  Ethics— Criticism  of  Dis- 
courses. 

The  work  of  both  classes  includes  two  written  examinations 
and  an  essay. 


II.  HEBREW  AND  SEMITIC  LANGUAGES. 

PROFESSOR    KENNEDY. 

A.  Hebrew. 
Junior  Class — i  to  2. 

It  is  assumed  that  students  attending  this  Class  have  already 
mastered  the  first  thirty  sections  of  the  text-book  (Davidson's 
Introductory  Hebreisj  Graininar).  The  work  of  the  Class  con- 
sists mainly  in  the  further  study  of  the  Grammar,  with  home 
exercises,  varied  by  the  reading  of  easy  prose  passages  from 
the  Old  Testament  (Genesis  and  Ruth),  and  a  few  selected 
Psalms. 

The  students'  progress  is  tested  by  a  written  examination  at 
the  close  of  each  tei-m. 
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Senior  Class — 2  to  3  {Wednesdays  i  to  2  or  <^  to  10). 

Study  of  Davidson's  Hebrew  Sytitax.  Hebrew  Prose  Com- 
position.    Reading  of  unpointed  texts. 

Reading  and  Exposition  of  portions  of  the  Historical,  Poetical, 
and  Prophetical  Books  of  the  Old  Testament.  For  Session 
1909-1910,  Deuteronomy  iii.-xviii.;  Numbers  xiii.-xviii.;  Psalms 
Ixxiii.-lxxxix. ;  Jeremiah  i.-vi. ;  Jonah,  Malachi.  (R.  Kittel's 
Biblia  Hebraica  or  parts  thereof  indispensable.) 

A  Course  of  Lectures,  extending  over  two  Sessions,  on  Old 
Testament  Introduction  (including  History  of  the  Canon,  Text 
and  Versions)  is  given  on  Wednesdays  to  both  Classes  at  i  p.m. 
(or  9  A.M.  if  convenient  for  all  students). 

There  is  a  written  examination  at  the  close  of  each  term. 

The  Senior  Hebrew  Class  is  also  the  Graduating  Class  in 
Hebrew  for  the  Ordinary  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts.  (See 
under  Faculty  of  Arts.) 

Those  who  propose,  in  a  subsequent  Session,  to  take  up 
Hebrew  as  one  of  their  Graduation  Subjects,  will  have  an 
opportunity  of  attending  the  Tutorial  and  Junior  Classes  in 
that  language  during  the  Session  1909-1910. 

For  Tutorial  Class  for  Beginners  (see  page  401). 

B.  Arabic — 3  to  4. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  Arabic  extends  over  one  Summer 
and  two  Winter  Sessions. 

(i)  A  Preparatory  Class  for  elementary  Arabic  is  conducted 
during  the  Summer  Term  by  the  Class-Assistant,  under  the 
superintendence  of  the  Professor.  Intending  students  of  Arabic 
are  strongly  advised  to  take  tJiis  Class.  Text-books  :  Socin's 
Arabic  Grammar  (New  Edition,  1895)  and  Jacob's  Bible 
Chrestomathy.     The  fee  is  £2,  2s. 

(2)  A  Junior  Class  in  continuation  of  the  above,  meeting  three 
days  a  week  throughout  the  three  terms  of  the  Arts  Session 
in  alternate  years  (next  in  1909- 19 10).  Text-books  :  Socin's 
Grammar,  Bruennow's  Chrestomathy  of  Arabic  Prose  Pieces^ 
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Nallino's  Chrestoniathia  Qorani  Arabica.  Elementary  Arabic 
Composition.     The  fee  is  ^3,  3s. 

(3)  A  Senior  Class,  meeting  ordinarily  three  days  a  week 
throughout  the  three  terms  of  the  Arts  Session  in  alternate 
years  (next  in  1910-1911),  for  more  advanced  reading  in  prose 
and  poetry,  and  for  the  study  of  Arabic  syntax  and  composition. 
Textbooks  (besides  those  already  mentioned)  :  The  Koran 
(Fluegel's  edition),  Kalilah  wa-Dhnnah  (Beyrout  edition), 
Selections  from  the  Atutals  of  Tabari  (Semitic  Study  Series), 
Noeldeke  and  Mueller's  Delectus  Veteruin  Carmiiiuni  Arabi- 
coruni  (tSgo),  Wright's  Arabic  Grammar  (3rd  edit.,  1896).  The 
fee  is  £%  3s. 

This  is  the  Arabic  Class  which  qualifies  for  Graduation  in 
Arts,  see  under  Faculty  of  Arts. 

C.  Syriac — 3  to  4. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  Syriac  extends  over  two  Winter 
-Sessions,  and  is  arranged  at  the  beginning  of  each  Session 
according  to  the  requirements  of  intending  students. 

(i)  A  Junior  Class,  meeting  on  two  days  a  week  in  alternate 
sessions,  for  the  study  of  the  grammar  and  the  reading  of  por- 
tions of  the  Syriac  gospels.  Textbooks  :  Noeldeke's  Syriac 
Gra7nmar^  Syriac  New  Testament. 

(2)  A  Senior  Class,  meeting  on  two  days  a  week  in  alternate 
sessions  for  the  study  of  syntax  and  composition  and  for  more 
advanced  reading  in  prose  and  poetry,  such  as  the  extracts 
from  Bar-Hebraeus  and  Ephrem  Syrus  in  Roediger's  Chresto- 
mathy  (3rd  edit.)  and  the  Syriac  Old  Testament. 

The  fee  for  each  of  these  classes  is  £1,  2s. 


III.  ECCLESIASTICAL  HISTORY. 

PROFESSOR   JAMES  MACKINNON. 

Subject  of  Lectures.— The.  History  of  the  Christian  Church 
during  the  First  Six  Centuries.  The  subject  will  be  treated 
partly  in   outline,  party  in   detail.      Special  attention   will  be 
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devoted  to  the  diffusion  of  Christianity  and  the  development  of 
the  doctrine  and  constitution  of  the  Church.  The  History  of 
the  early  British  Church  will  also  form  the  subject  of  special 
treatment.

LECTURESHIPS. 

I.  GIFFORD   LECTURES  ON  NATURAL  THEOLOGY. 

Lecturer — W.  Warde  Fowler,  M.A. 

These  Lectures  were  endowed  by  the  late  Adam  Gifford, 
Senator  of  the  College  of  Justice,  "for  promoting,  advancing, 
teaching,  and  diffusing  the  study  of  Natural  Theology  in  the 
widest  sense  of  that  term." 

According  to  the  Trust  Deed,  "the  lecturers  appointed  shall 
be  subjected  to  no  test  of  any  kind,  and  shall  not  be  required  to 
take  any  oath,  or  to  emit  or  subscribe  any  declaration  of  belief,

or  to  make  any  promise  of  any  kind  ;  they  may  be  of  any 
denomination  whatever,  or  of  no  denomination  at  all  ;  they 
may  be  of  any  religion  or  way  of  thinking,  or,  as  is  sometimes 
said,  they  may  be  of  no  religion  ;  or  they  may  be  so-called 
sceptics  or  agnostics  or  free-thinkers  ; — provided  only  that  the 
'  patrons'  will  use  diligence  to  secure 'that  they  be  able,  reverent 
men,  true  thinkers,  sincere  lovers  of  and  earnest  inquirers  after 
truth.  I  wish  the  lecturers  to  treat  their  subjects  as  a  strictly 
natural  science,  the  greatest  of  all  possible  sciences,  indeed,  in 
one  sanse,  the  only  science, — that  of  Infinite  Being,  without 
reference  to  or  reliance  upon  any  supposed  special  exceptional 
or  so-called  miraculous  revelation.  The  lecturers  shall  be  under 
no  restraint  whatever  in  their  treatment  of  their  theme.  The 
lectures  shall  be  public  and  popular,  that  is,  open  not  only  to 
students  of  the  Universities,  but  to  the  whole  community,  with- 
out matriculation." 


II.  THE  GUNNING  VICTORIA  JUBILEE 
LECTURESHIP. 

Lecturer— Rtv.  Professor  G.  A.  Smith,  D.D.,  LL.D. 

With  a  view  to  promote  the  study  of  Natural  Science  among 
candidates  for  the  ministry,  and  to  bring  out  among  ministers 
the  fruits  of  study  in  Science,  Philosophy,  Language,  Antiquity, 
and  Sociology,  Dr  R.  H.  Gunning,  of  Edinburgh  and  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  has  founded  a  Lectureship  in  the  Faculty  of  Divinity 
of  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  to  be  knov/n  as  "The  Gunning 
Victoria  Jubilee  Lectureship." 

The  Gunning  Lectureship  is  a  triennial  appointment  of  the 
value  of  ^loo,  and  the  appointment  shall  be  made  by  the 
Faculty  of  Divinity.  The  lecturer  may  be  any  Scottish  Presby- 
terian clergyman  at  home,  or  in  the  Mission  field,  eminent  in 
Science,  Philosophy,  Language,  Antiquity,  or  Sociology,  and 
the  lectures  may  be  delivered  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh, 
or  such  other  place  as  the  Faculty  may  appoint.

(Candidates  ivJio  began  the  study  of  Divinity  with  a  view  to  Graduation  be/ore 
\st  October  1896  are  referred  to  the  Calendar  yi??'  1896-97  and  to  fii-evious 
Calendars.) 

I.  No  one  is  admitted  to  examination  as  a  Candidate  for  the  Degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  (B.D.)  unless  he  be  (i)  a  Graduate  in  Arts  of 
the  University,  and  have  taken  a  complete  Theological  Course  in  a 
Scottish  University  or  Universities,  or  in  an  institution  or  institutions 
specially  recognised  for  the  purpose  by  the  University  Court,  or  partly 
in  a  Scottish  University  or  Universities  and  partly  in  such  institution  or 
institutions  ;  or  (2)  a  Graduate  in  Arts  of  any  Scottish  University  or 
other  University  specially  recognised  as  aforesaid,  and  has  completed 
his  Theological  Course,  of  which  not  less  than  two  years'  attendance 
has  been  given  in  this  University. 

II.  The  Examiners  are  the  Professors  of  the  subjects  included  in  the 
examinations,  and  two  additional  Examiners  appointed  by  the  Uni- 
versity Court.  The  mode  of  conducting  the  examination  is  fixed  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Senatus  Academicus. 

By  a  Supplementary  Ordinance  it  is  provided  that,  notwithstanding 
the  provisions  of  Section  I.  hereof,  the  Senatus  Academicus  may,  under 
this  Section,  admit  candidates  to  examination  in  not  more  than  three 
of  the  subjects,  after  the  completion  of  the  second  session  of  attendance 
on  their  Theological  Course. 

III.  The  subjects  of  examination  are  arranged  in  two  departments  : 
— The  First  Department  embracing — (i)  Hebrew,  and  (2)  Apologetic 
Theology,  or  the  Evidences  of  Natural  and  Revealed  Religion  ;  and  the 
Second  Department  embracing — (i)  Ecclesiastical  History,  (2)  Sys- 
tematic Theology,  and  (3)  Biblical  Criticism  and  Biblical  Antiquities. 

IV.  Every  Student  who  at  the  time  when  these  Regulations  came 
into  operation  had  completed  a  part  of  his  Theological  Course  with  a 
view  to  Graduation  as  B.D.,  under  Regulations  hitherto  in  force,  and 
shall  thereafter  complete  his  course  of  study  in  conformity  with  such 
Regulations,  may  become  a  Candidate  for  the  Degree  of  B.D.  without 
complying  with  the  provisions  of  these  Regulations. 

V.  The  Degree  of  B.D.  is  in  no  case  confen^ed  on  persons  who  have 
not  complied  with  the  conditions  hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  is  not  con- 
ferred honoris  causa  tantut/t. 

Candidates  are  required  to  communicate  their  names,  together  with 
evidence  of  their  being  qualified  in  terms  of  the  above  Regulations,  to 
the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Divinity,  at  least  one  week  before  the  first 
day  of  the  Examination.

I.  PITT  CLUB  DIVINITY  SCHOLARSHIP. 

This  Scholarship  was  instituted  in  1862  by  the  Pitt  Club,  is  of  the 
annual  value  of  about  ;^ii8  (under  deduction  of  Examiners'  fees), 
and  tenable  for  three  years.  By  Ordinance,  No.  77,  of  the  Univer- 
sities' Commissioners,  this  Scholarship  is  open  to  competition  to  all 
Masters  of  Arts  of  any  of  the  Universities  of  Scotland  who  have  given 
regular  attendance  in  the  Faculty  of  Divinity  in  the  University  of  Edin- 
burgh for  three  complete  Sessions,  and  who  are  in  the  course  of  study- 
ing with  the  view  of  becoming  Clergymen  of  the  Church  of  Scotland. 
No  person  is  admissible  who  has  been  entered  as  a  Student  of  Divinity 
more  than  six  years  prior  to  the  time  of  the  competition. 

Candidates  are  examined  on  (i)  The  Evidences  of  Revealed 
Religion  ;  (2)  Systematic  Theology ;  (3)  Hebrew  ;  (4)  Church  His- 
tory ;  (5)  Biblical  Criticism.  It  cannot  be  held  with  any  other  Scholar- 
ship, Fellowship,  or  Bursary  of  any  Scottish  University,  or  along  with 
any  parochial  or  pastoral  charge,  whether  as  minister  or  assistant.

II.  MAXTON  DIVINITY  SCHOLARSHIP. 

This  Scholarship  was  founded  by  the  Trustees  of  the  late  John 
Maxton,  Esq.,  in  1867,  is  of  the  annual  value  of  about  ^42  (under  de- 
duction of  Examiners'  fees),  and  is  tenable  for  three  years.  It  is  open 
only  to  Students  who  are  members  of  the  Established  Church  of  Scot- 
land, and  who  have  completed  the  course  of  study  in  the  Faculty  of 
Divinity  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh.  See  Deed  of  Foundation,  at

This  Scholarship  was  founded  in  1875  by  Subscribers  to  a  Fund  for 
commemorating  the  memory  of  the  Rev.  W.  Glover,  D.D.,  and  by  the 
University  Endowment  Association.  It  is  of  the  annual  value  of  about 
£^\  (under  deduction  of  Examiners'  fees),  tenable  for  three  years, 
and  open  to  all  Masters  of  Arts  of  any  of  the  Universities  of  Scotland 
who  have  finished  their  study  of  Theology,  before  entering  the  Church 
of  Scotland,  within  six  years,  and  who  have  attended  the  last  Session 
of  their  course  at  least  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh.  It  cannot  be 
-held  with  any  other  Divinity  Scholarship  or  Bursary  in  any  Scottish  Uni- 
versity, and  it  is  not  offered  for  competition  in  any  year  where  there  is  a 
vacancy  in  the  Pitt  Divinity  -Scholarship  or  the  Maxton  Divinity  Scholar- 
ship.

IV.  THE  AITKEN  THEOLOGICAL  SCHOLARSHIP. 

This  Scholarship,  founded  in  1875  by  bequest  of  the  Rev.  David 
Aitken,  D.D.,  formerly  minister  of  Minto,  is  of  the  annual  value  of 
about  £\'i,2  (under  deduction  of  Examiners'  fees).  Its  purpose  is  to 
make  provision  for  the  study  of  Church  History  and  Biblical  Criticism 
at  one  or  more  University  Seats  in  Germany,  or  elsewhere  on  the  Con- 
tinent of  Europe,  in  the  case  of  meritorious  students  at  Edinburgh 
University.

These  prizes  are  ten  in  number,  and  comprise  a  series  of  five  prizes  of 
;^50,  ;^40,  £'}p^  £20,  and;,^io,  for  excellence  in  Theological  subjects, 
and  a  series  of  five  prizes  of  similar  values  for  excellence  in  Natural 
Science  subjects.  In  their  order  the  prizes  in  each  series  correspond 
in  value.  A  minimum  standard  of  proficiency  will  be  required  in  each 
series.  The  successful  competitors  may  each  take  both  the  prize  in 
the  Theological,  and  the  prize  in  the  Natural  Science  series  to  which 
their  marks  may  respectively  entitle  them. 

The  prizes  are  competed  for  triennially  at  the  close  of  the  Divinity 
Session,  and  are  open  to  all  Students  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  or 
other  Scottish  Churches  holding  the  Confession  of  Faith,  who  are  gradu- 
ates of  this  University,  or  have  attended  two  classes  in  the  Faculty  of 
Divinity  in  this  University,  and  who  have  completed  their  Theological 
curriculum  within  two  years  of  the  close  of  the  Session  when  the  com- 
petition takes  place. 

Candidates  must  enter  both  for  the  Theological  and  Science  subjects, 
and  a  minimum  of  proficiency  is  required  in  each. 

The  examination  in  the  Natural  Science  series  will  be  on  Natural 
History,  Botany,  and  Geology,  and  of  the  same  standard  as  the  First 
B.Sc.

I.  CIVIL  LAW. 

PROFESSOR   MACKINTOSH,  LL.D. 
The  complete  Course  on  the  history  and  principles  of  Roman 
Law  extends  over  the  Winter  and   Summer  Sessions,  and  is 
covered  by  one  fee  of  ^5,  5s.     It  is  divided  as  follows  : — 

I.  History. — This  Course,  given  during  the  first  half  of  the 
Winter  Session,  includes  a  sketch  of  the  Constitutional  and 
Legal  History  of  Early  Rome  ;  a  survey  of  the  primitive  law 
in  its  various  branches  ;  and  a  discussion  of  the  Sources  of 
the  law,  the  rise  and  progress  of  Jurisprudence,  Codification, 
and  other  topics  belonging  to  the  external  history  of  the  civil 
law  down  to  the  reign  of  Justinian.  It  is  intended  to  serve  as  an 
historical  introduction  to  the  study  of  the  special  departments 
mentioned  below. 

II.  Institutes.— The  remainder  of  the  Course  is  devoted 
to  a  systematic  exposition  of  the  law  (i)  of  Persons  and  the 
Family,  (2)  of  Property  and  Real  Rights,  (3)  of  Wills  and  Suc- 
cession, and  (4)  of  Obligations  and  Contract. 

These  subjects  are  divided  between  the  second  half  of  the 
Winter  Session  and  the  Summer  Session.  The  order  in  which 
they  are  taken  alternates  from  year  to  year,  so  that  attendance 
on  two  successive  Summer  Sessions  constitutes  a  full  Course 
on  the  Institutes. 

The  Lectures  are  adapted  to  the  requirements  of  students 
qualifying  for  the  legal  profession  in  Scotland  or  England,  or  for 
service  in  India  or  the  Colonies. 

Textbooks. — The  Institutes  of  Gaius  and  Justinian,  and  the 
Professor's  "  Roman  Law  of  Sale."  In  connection  with  the 
Historical  Lectures,  students  are  referred  to  Muirhead's 
"  Historical  Introduction  to  the  Private  Law  of  Rome,"  and 
Maine's  "Ancient  Law." 

The  "  Muirhead  Prize"  and  the  "  Forensic  Prize  "  are  offered 
annually  for  competition.

PROFESSOR    RANKINE,  K.C.,    LL.D. 

Students  are  recommended  to  make  themselves  familiar  either 
with  Erskine's  "'Principles  "  or  his  "Institutes"  (edition  by  J. 
Badenach  Nicolson,  Esq.,  1871).  The  twentieth  edition  of  the 
former  work  will  be  the  textbook  of  the  Class.

III.  CONVEYANCING.

LL.B.  AND  B.L. 

Two  Degrees  in  Law  are  conferred  on  Examination,  viz.,  Bachelor 
of  Law  (B.L.)  and  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LL.B.).  Either  Degree  admits 
to  the  profession  of  Law  Agent,  provided  the  Candidate  has  included 
Scots  Law  and  Conveyancing  among  his  Graduation  subjects,  and  has 
passed  an  Examination  in  the  Practice  of  the  Courts  under  the  Law 
Agents  Act. 

The  Degree  of  LL.B.,  if  the  Candidate  has  been  examined  in  Civil

(5)  Constitutional  Law  and   History,   during  a  course  of  not  less 

than  eighty  lectures. 

(6)  Conveyancing,  during  a  course  of  not  less  than  eighty  lectures  ; 

or  Political  Economy,  or  Mercantile  Law,  during  a  course  of 
not  less  than  eighty  lectures. 

(7)  Any   two   of    the    following   subjects,   namely  : — International 

Private  Law,  Political  Economy,  Administrative  Law,  and 
Forensic  Medicine  ;  in  each  case  during  a  course  of  not  less 
than  forty  lectures. 

1  The  following  Degrees  have  been  recognised  in  terms  of  this  Section:  B.A.  of 
New  Zealand  University  ;  B.A.  of  Cape  of  Good  Hope  University  ;  B.A.  of  Dalhousie 
University,  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia;  Queen's  College,  Kingston,  Canada;  B.A.  of 
the  Universities  of  Calcutta,  Madras,  Harvard,  and  Michigan  ;  M'Gill  University, 
Montreal;  University  of  Allahabad;   University  of  Toronto. 
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III.  (i)  The  course  of  study  necessary  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor

Moral  Philosophy.     (2)  Latin.     (3)  One  additional  Arts  subject,   not 
being  one  of  those  which  belong  also  to  the  Faculty  of  Law. 

And  he  must  have  studied  at  least  one  of  these  subjects  in  a  full

II.  The  course  of  study  in  Law  necessary  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor

(2)  Law  of  Scotland,  during  a  course  of  not  less  than  eighty  lectures. 

(3)  Conveyancing,  during  a  course  of  not  less  than  eighty  lectures. 

(4)  Forensic  Medicine,  during  a  course  of  not  less  than  forty  meetings 
of  the  class  ;  or,  in  the  option  of  the  Candidate,  a  half-course  in  one  of 
the  branches  of  Law  specified  in  sub-section  i  of  this  section,  if  net 
already  taken. 

III.  (i)  The  course  of  study  in  Law  necessary  for  the  Degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Law  extends  over  two  Academical  years. 

(2)  No  Candidate  for  a  Degree  is  deemed  to  have  attended  a  class 
as  part  of  the  course  of  study  necessary  for  that  degree  who  does  not 
present  a  certificate  bearing  not  only  that  he  has  given  regular  attend- 
ance, but  also  that  he  has  duly  performed  the  work  of  the  class. 

(3)  The  Candidate  may  prosecute  his  studies  during  the  prescribed 
two  years  in  one  Scottish  University,  or  in  different  Scottish  Univer- 
sities, or  in  a  Scottish  University  and  a  University  or  School  of  Law 
specially  recognised  by  the  University  Court  ;  but  one  at  least  of  these 
years  must  be  spent,  and  all  the  examinations  in  the  subjects  men- 
tioned in  the  preceding  section  must  be  passed,  at  the  University  in 
which  he  intends  to  graduate. 

IV.  The  Candidate  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Law  must  undergo 
examination  and  pass  in  the  four  or  more  subjects  selected  by  him  ;  but 
he  may  present  himself  for  examination  in  one  subject  or  group  of  sub- 
jects at  a  time,  provided  that  he  has  completed  the  course  of  study  for 
such  subject  or  group  of  subjects,  and  provided  also  that  in  that  case  a 
higher  standard  of  proficiency  shall  be  exacted.

DEGREE  OF  DOCTOR  OF  LAWS  (LL.D.). 

The  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  is  conferred  honoris  causa  tantum.  It 
was  first  granted  in  1695.  Previously  to  1751  it  had  been  conferred  on 
seven  persons  only.  Since  then  more  than  400  names,  including  some 
of  the  most  distinguished  in  Europe,  have  been  added  to  the  list.  The 
degree  is  not  conferred  in  absence  except  in  very  special  cases.

V.  The  Larimer  Travelling  Scholarship. 

The  Lorimer  Travelling  Scholarship,  of  the  annual  value  of  about 
;f  44,  tenable  for  two  years,  for  the  encouragement  of  the  study  of  the 
"  Law  of  Nature  and  Nations  "  in  foreign  Law  Schools  by  Students 
and  Graduates  in  the  Faculty  of  Law,  was  founded  by  the  Lorimer 
Memorial  Committee  and  the  Association  for  the  better  Endowment  of 
the  University.  The  Scholarship  is  open  to  Candidates  who,  during 
the  two  years  immediately  preceding  that  in  which  a  scholar  falls 
to  be  appointed,  have  completed  the  examinations  for  a  Degree  in 
Law  in  the  University  in  the  following  subjects,  namely— (i)  The 
"  Law  of  Nature  and  Nations  "  (including  therein  the  Philosophy  of 
Law) ;  (2)  The  Civil  Law  ;  and  (3)  Either  [a)  Constitutional  Law 
and  History,  or  (1^)  Political  Economy.  The  foreign  Law  School  or 
Schools  which  the  Scholar  proposes  to  attend  must  be  previously 
approved  by  the  Faculty  of  Law.  The  Candidate  who,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  faculty  of  Law,  passes  with  most  distinction  in  the  examina- 
tions for  Graduation  in  Law,  in  the  subjects  above  set  forth,  during 
the  two  years  immediately  preceding  the  election,  and  who  is  willing 
to  fulfil  the  conditions  imposed  by  the  Deed  of  Foundation,  will  be 
eligible,  consideration  being  always  given  to  his  proficiency  in  the 
first  of  the  above-named  subjects,  and  to  his  Icnowledge  of  the  modern 
language  or  languages  spoken  in  the  Law  School  or  Schools  where 
he  proposes  to  study.

The  attention  of  all  Bursars  in  the  Faculty  of  Law  is  particularly 
called  to  the  following  Regulation  :  — 

Bursars  connected  with  the  Faculty  of  Law  must  annually  attend 
and  perform  the  work  of  at  least  one  Class  in  the  Faculty. 

Each  Scholar,  Bursar,  or  Prizeman,  when  he  applies  to  the  Factor 
for  a  payment,  must  produce  a  Certificate,  signed  by  the  Dean  or  the 
Professor  to  whose  department  the  Foundation  is  attached,  attesting 
his  regular  attendance  on  the  proper  Classes,  or  otherwise  that  he 
has  fulfilled  the  conditions  attached  to  the  F'oundation. 

Certificates,  in  terms  of  this  regulation,  will  be  given  to  Bursars  by 
the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Law  after  the  12th  November  ;  also  at  the 
end  of  the  Session  in  March.  In  applying  to  the  Dean  for  the  Certificate 
in  November,  Bursars  must  present  to  him  their  Class  Cards  for  the 
Session,  as  evidence  that  they  have  enrolled  in  their  classes  ;  and  at 
the  end  of  the  Session  they  must  present  to  him  certificates  from  the 
Professors  to  the  effect  that  they  have  attended  with  regularity  and  have 
performed  the  work  of  the  Classes.  Payments  are  made  by  the  Factor 
for  the  University,  Sir  Henry  Cook,  \V.S.,  61  Castle  Street,  Edin- 
burgh, on  and  after  14th  November  for  the  Martinmas  payments,  and 
on  and  after  19th  May  for  the  Whitsunday  payments, — between  10 
and  3  o'clock.

The  training  is  suited  not  only  for  Students  studying  for 
Science  and  Arts  Degrees  or  for  the  Examinations  of  the  Institute  of 
Chemistry,  but  also  for  persons  desiring  to  qualify  themselves  as 
analysts,  technical  chemists,  &c.  The  Chemistry  Department  will  be 
closed  on  12th  March  and  13th  July  for  the  Winter  and  Summer 
Sessions  respectively.

3.  Excursions.  —  Excursions  are  made  on  Saturdays  for  the 
practical  study  of  plants  in  the  fields. 

The  Royal  Botanic  Garden,  with  the  Botanical  Museum  and 
Herbarium,  are  open  daily  for  the  examination  of  living  as  well 
as  preserved  specimens  of  plants. 

IL  NATURAL  HISTORY. 
professor  ewart. 

I.  Lectures  on  Zoology. — Summer  Session. — The  Course 
will  treat  of  the  Principles  of  Biology  as  illustrated  by  the 
Life-History,  Morphology,  and  Physiology  of  one  of  the  Verte- 
brata,  the  Distinctive  Characters  of  the  Chordata,  and  the 
structure,  habits,  &:c.,  of  a  series  of  vertebrate  types  will  also 
be  considered.  The  rest  of  the  Course  will  be  chiefly  devoted 
to:  (i)  Leading  types  of  Invertebrates;  (2)  Structure  and 
life-history  of  the  more  important  animal  parasites  ;  and 
(3)  Elements  of  Embryology,  Classification,  and  Geographical 
Distribution  of  Animals. 

Winter  Session. — An  Elementary  Course,  qualifying  for  the 
First  Professional,  will  be  given  by  the  Professor,  during  the 
Winter  Session  1909-ro. 
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2.  Elementary  Practical  Zoology.—  Winter  and  Sum- 
mer  Sessions. — In  these  classes  students  have  the  opportunity 
of  studying  practically  the  more  important  types  described  in 
the  Lectures,  amongst  others  : — Amceba,  Paramoecium,  Hydra, 
Hirudo,  Arenicola,  Helix,  Nephrops,  Raia,  Rana,  Columba,  and 
Lepus. 

3.  Advanced  Courses  in  Zoology  and  Comparative 
Anatomy. — These  Courses  are  intended  for  students  pre- 
paring for  the  Degree  of  B.Sc. 

(1)  Dr  J.  H.  Ashworth,  University  Lecturer  in  Invertebrate 
Zoology,  will  give  a  Course  during  the  Summer  Session, 
dealing  with  some  portion  of  the  Invertebrata. 

(2)  Dr  J.  Beard,  University  Lecturer  on  Comparative  Em- 
bryology and  on  Vertebrate  Zoology,  will  give  Courses  on 
these  subjects  during  the  Winter  Session.

I.  Lectures,  daily  during  the  Winter  Session,  at  12  noon.— 
In  the  Lectures  the  general  laws  of  chemical  action  are  ex- 
plained and  illustrated. 

The  chief  non-metallic  elements  and  their  more  important  com- 
pounds are  discussed  in   some  detail.      The  metals  and   the 
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different  series  of  metallic  salts  are  considered  more  gener- 
ally, details  being  given  in  the  case  of  the  more  important 
substances. 

The  principles  upon  which  the  classification  of  organic  sub- 
stances is  based  are  explained,  and  the  properties  of  the  chief 
groups  illustrated  by  means  of  examples. 

For  synopsis  of  other  classes  in  Chemistry,  and  for  Chemical

2.  Medical  Practical  Chemistry. — The  work  of  this 
Class  consists  in  the  study  of  the  preparation  and  reactions 
of  the  commoner  salts,  etc.,  and  of  typical  organic  substances, 
together  with  simple  volumetric  determinations.

PROFESSOR   CUNNINGHAM,    WITH    MR    HAROLD  J.   STILES,   DR 

DAVID  WATERSTON,  AND  DR  JAMIESON,  Lecturers, 

AND  DRS   A.  C.  GEDDES,  R.    B.  THOMSON,   LEWIS  BEESLY, 
AND  T.  B.  JOHNSTON,  Assistants. 

Winter  Courses. 

I.  Lectures  on  Anatomy,  at  ii  a.m. — It  is  intended  in  this 
Course  to  bring  before  the  student,  in  a  systematic  manner, 
the  structure  of  the  Human  Body.  The  different  systems  and 
organs  will  be  described,  and  their  development  and  growth 
explained.  The  Lectures  are  illustrated  by  recent  dissections, 
by  wet  and  dry  preparations,  by  a  large  collection  of  Osteo- 
logical  specimens,  and  by  drawings,  diagrams,  and  lantern 
projections.  Structures  too  minute  to  be  recognised  by  the 
naked  eye  are  demonstrated  under  the  microscope  and  by 
lantern  projections. 

This  Course  may  be  divided  and  taken  in  two  parts,  the  first 
half  during  the  first  three  months  of  the  First  Winter  Session, 
and  the  second  half  in  the  second  portion  (after  Christmas)  of 
the  Second  Winter  Session. 

To  assist  the  Junior  Members  of  the  Lecture  Class  to  acquire 
a  knowledge  of  Osteology,  &c..  Tutorial  Demonstrations  on  the 
Bones  and  Muscles  will  be  given  during  the  first  Half-Session 
without  additional  fee.  In  connection  with  the  second  Half- 
Session  Tutorial  Classes  on  the  Brain  and  on  Embryology  are 
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held.  These  are  open  without  additional  fee  to  those  attending 
this  part  of  the  Course. 

All  the  members  of  this  Class  have  access  to  a  systemati- 
cally arranged  series  of  osteological  specimens  and  of  models. 
Written  Examinations  for  both  Junior  and  Senior  Students  are 
held  periodically  during  the  Session. 

Text-Books. — "  Text-Book  of  Anatomy,"  ed.  by  Cunningham  ; 
Ouain's  "  Elements  of  Anatomy." 

2.  Practical  Anatomy,  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Professor,  aided  by  the  Demonstrators,  David  Waterston, 
M.A.,  M.D.,  CM. ;  E.  B.  Jamieson,  M.D.,  Ch.B. :  A.  C.  Geddes, 
M.D.,  Ch.B.  ;  R.  B.  Thomson,  M.B.,  Ch.B.  ;  Lewis  Beesly, 
F.R.C.S.E.  ;  and  T.  B.  Johnston,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  and  by  several 
other  assistants.  Examinatio)is  of  both  Junior  and  Senior 
Students  on  dissected  parts  are  conducted  by  the  Professor 
and  the  Demonstrators.  Tutorial  Demonstrations  will  be  given 
to  Senior  Students  on  special  subjects. 

This  Course  will  commence  on  ist  October.  The  Dissect- 
ing-rooms are  open  from  9  a.m.  to  5  P.M.,  and  on  Saturdays 
from  9  A.M.  to  noon.  The  Mackenzie  Bursaries  are  awarded 
to  members  of  this  Class  for  proficiency  in  dissection.

Regional  Anatomy  (Anatomical  Demonstrations).

In  this  Course,  which  is  conducted  in  the  Theatre,  the 
structure  of  the  human  body  is  displayed  and  demonstrated 
topographically. 

During  the  first  three  months  of  the  Winter  Session,  the 
Course  of  Demonstrations  on  Topographical  Anatomy  begun 
in  Summer  is  continued,  and,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  Session, 
demonstrations  are  given  of  some  special  regions  of  the  body. 

Non-competitive  Written  Examinations  are  held  at  intervals 
during  the  Session. 
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Class  of  Applied  Anatomy, 
(medical  and  surgical.) 
HAROLD  J.  STILES,  M.B.,  CM.,  Lecturer. 
This  Course  is  conducted  in  the  Theatre  by  Mr  Stiles.     It 
will  consist  of  the  following  : — 

1.  Demonstrations  of  Surface  Anatomy  on  the  living  subject. 

2.  Demonstrations  of  those  points  in  Anatomy  which  have  a 
special  bearing  on  practical  Medicine  and  Surgery.  (This  part 
of  the  Course  will  be  illustrated  by  dissections  and  also  by 
lantern  slides.  The  normal  anatomy  of  the  body  as  shown 
by  X  rays  will  likewise  be  exhibited.) 

The  entire  Course  will  consist  of  not  less  than  thirty  demon- 
strations, and  these  will  be  given  during  January,  February 
and  March. 

Summer  Courses. 

Practical  Anatomy, 
prop^essor  cunningham. 
This  Course,  beginning  on  3rd  May,  is  conducted  in  the  same 
manner  as  in  Winter.  The  Rooms  are  open  from  9  a.m.  to  5

conducted  on  dissected  parts  by  the  Professor  and  by  the 
Demonstrators,  D.  Waterston,  M.A.,  M.D.,  CM.;  E.  B.

Regional  Anatomy  (Anatomical  Demonstrations).

This  Course  of  Demonstrations  on  Regional  Anatomy  com- 
mences on  3rd  May,  and  is  continued  during  the  Summer 
Session  and  the  first  three  months  of  the  ensuing  Winter 
Session.  The  Topographical  Anatomy  of  the  human  body  is 
described  and  exhibited  by  recent  dissections,  and  by  other 
specimens.  The  study  of  Surface  Anatomy  also  forms  an 
important  part  of  the  Course.

Systematic  Course. 

Course  of  about  100  Lectures  and  Demonstrations,  held  in 
Winter  :  — 

The  Courses  in  Physiology  and  Practical  Physiology  em- 
brace the  study  of  the  minute  Structure,  Composition,  and 
Functions  of  the  Tissues  and  Organs  of  the  Body. 

Text-Books. — Elementary. — Howell's  Text-book  of  "  Physiol- 
ogy," Schafer's  "Essentials  of  Histology";  or  one  of  the 
following  : — Starling's  "Elements  of  Physiology,"  Halliburton's 
"  Physiology,"  Stewart's  "  Physiology,"  Noel  Paton's  "  Essen- 
tials of  Physiology."  Advanced.—  Schafer's  "  Advanced  Text- 
Book  of  Physiology,"  Parts  of  Quain's  "  Anatomy." 

Course  of  Practical  Physiology. 

This  Course  is  divided  into  three  sections — 

1.  Experimental  Physiology,  in  which  every  student  studies 
practically  the  methods  which  are  employed  to  investigate  the 
functions  of  muscle,  nerve,  heart,  respiration,  sense-organs, 
&c.,  and  records  the  results  by  graphic  methods. 

This  Class  is  held  in  the  first  half  of  the  Winter  Session. 
Text-Book  (to  be  brought  to  all  the  meetings  of  the  Class). — 
Schafer^s  "Directions  for  Class  work  in  Practical  Physiology." 

2.  Practical  Chemical  Physiology,  in  which  every  student 
studies  the  methods  which  are  employed  in  the  investigation  of 
the  Chemistry  of  Proteins  and  Carbohydrates,  Blood,  Milk, 
Bile,  and  Digestion,  and  the  composition  of  the  Urine,  with 
special  reference  to  clinical  work. 

This  Class  is  held  in  the  second  half  of  the  Winter  Session. 
Text-Book  (to  be  brought  to  all  the  meetings  of  the  Class). — 
Milroy's  "  Practical  Physiological  Chemistry." 

3.  Practical  Histology,  in  which  every  student  prepares, 
examines,  and  preserves  for  himself  most  of  the  tissues  and 
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organs  of  the  body.  Each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope, 
and  all  reagents,  but  it  is  an  advantage  for  a  student  to  bring 
his  own  microscope,  provided  it  is  a  sufficiently  good  one.  The 
Professor  or  Assistants  should  be  consulted  as  to  the  best  kind 
of  microscope  to  be  obtained. 

Text-Book  (to  be  brought  to  all  the  meetings  of  the  Class). — 
Schafer's  "  Course  of  Practical  Histology." 

This  Class  is  held  in  Summer. 

Each  meeting  of  the  Class  of  Practical  Physiology,  as  a  rule, 
occupies  two  hours,  but  students  may  remain  longer  or  may 
use  the  Laboratory  at  other  times  if  they  are  unable  to  com- 
plete their  work  satisfactorily  within  the  time  allotted. 

No  certificate  of  satisfactory  attendance  is  granted  in  Practical 
Physiology  without  the  production  of  the  records  of  work,  and 
the  class  certificates  and  medals  are  allotted  according  to  the 
character  of  the  work  done  in  the  class. 

Course  of  Advanced  Practical  Physiology,

The  Laboratory  of  Physiology  is  open  daily  throughout  the 
year  for  the   prosecution   of  Research.      Application  must  be 
made  to  the  Professor. 

VII.  MATERIA  MEDICA. 

PROFESSOR  SIR  THOMAS  R.  ERASER. 
Materia  Medica  comprises  the  subjects  of  pharmacognosy, 
pharmacy,  pharmacology  and  therapeutics,  diet,  remedial  uses 
of  electricity  and  galvanism,  heat  and  cold,  climate,  &c.  In- 
struction in  Materia  Medica  is  given  in  (A)  a  Course  of  100 
Lectures  during  the  Winter  Session,  and  in  (B)  Practical 
Classes  during  the  Summer  Session,  and  of  equivalent  duration 
during  the  Winter  Session. 
2  H 
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A. — Lectures  on  Materia  Medica — This  Course  includes 
the  natural  history,  sensible  and  chemical  properties,  physio- 
logical action  (or  pharmacology),  therapeutical  uses,  and  modes 
of  administering  remedies,  ordinarily  so  called.  Such  remedies 
consist  of  (a)  inorganic  substances  ;  {b)  chemical  products  ;  {c) 
vegetable  substances ;  {ci)  animal  substances.  Although  for- 
merly comprised  in  the  course  of  instruction  in  Materia  Medica, 
the  remedial  uses  of  Diet,  Electricity,  Climate,  &c.,  cannot  now 
be  taught  with  any  advantage  in  this  course,  as,  under  the  New 
Medical  Ordinances,  the  study  of  Materia  Medica  is  required 
to  be  completed  before  the  student  has  entered  upon  the  study 
of  the  diseases  to  which  the  above  are  applicable. 

B. — Practical  Classes. — Practical  instruction  is  given  in 
the  following  subjects,  w^hich  cannot  satisfactorily  be  taught  in 
lectures  : — i.  Pharmacy,  or  the  processes  for  obtaining  the 
pharmaceutical  preparations  of  drugs.  2.  Prescription-writing. 
3.  Dispensing,  or  the  making  up  of  medicines  in  forms  suit- 
able for  administration  in  disease.     4.   Incompatibility. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Practical  Class  be  attended  and 
the  examination  be  passed  in  Practical  Materia  ^Medica  before 
the  student  becomes  a  member  of  the  Materia  Medica  Class. 
Practical  Classes  are  taught  in  the  Summer  Session  daily,  at 
such  hours  as  are  found  most  convenient.  A  Winter  Class 
may  also  be  formed  in  October  and  in  January,  provided  a 
sufficient  number  of  students  present  themselves. 

Research  Laboratories. 
The  above  laboratories  will  be  open  daily  for  research  on  the 
pharmacological  action  and  chemical  composition  of  medicinal 
substances,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Professor  and  his 
assistants.     Application  to  be  made  to  the  Professor. 

EXPERIMENTAL  PHARMACOLOGY. 

w.  c.  sillar,  M.D.,  B.sc,  Lecturer. 

This  Course,  having  an  important  bearing  on  the  use  of 
remedies  in  disease,  consists  of  (i)  practical  instruction  in  the 
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methods  employed  in  pharmacological  research  and  (2)  the 
experimental  study  of  the  pharmacological  action  of  a  number 
of  typical  medicinal  substances. 

The  Course  is  intended  for  students  who  desire  a  practical 
knowledge  of  pharmacology,  and  who  have  attended  the  Class 
of  Materia  Medica. 

Previous  instruction  in  Advanced  Practical  Physiology  is 
strongly  recommended. 

The  Course  will  commence  in  May. 


Vlll.  PATHOLOGY  AND  MORBID  ANATOMY. 

PROFESSOR  GREENFIELD. 

This  Course  includes  General  Pathology,  General  Patho- 
logical Anatomy  and  Histology,  and  Systematic  Morbid 
Anatomy  : — 

The  first  half  of  the  Course  is  chiefly  occupied  with  General 
Pathology  and  General  Pathological  Anatomy.  Under  this  are 
included  the  Derangements  of  Nutrition,  Inflammation,  Repair, 
Morbid  Growths,  &c.  The  causes  of  disease,  and  their  mode 
of  action,  with  special  reference  to  Parasitic  and  Infective 
Diseases,  including  {ci)  The  Bacteriology  and  Morbid  Anatomy 
of  the  more  important  Infective  Diseases,  and  the  subject  of 
Immunity  ;  {b)  The  Life  History,  Characters,  and  Pathogenic 
Effects  of  the  principal  Animal  Parasites. 

In  the  second  half  of  the  Course  the  Morbid  Anatomy  and 
Histology  of  the  various  systems  and  organs  of  the  body  are 
systematically  studied. 

There  are  frequent  naked  eye,  microscopic,  and  lantern 
demonstrations  in  illustration  of  the  lectures. 

Text-Books. — Greenfield  and  Lyon,  "  Chapters  in  Path- 
ology"; Beattie  and  Dickson,  "General  and  Special  Path- 
ology"; Muir  and  Ritchie,  "Pathological  Bacteriology"; 
Manson,  "Tropical  Diseases." 
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Practical  Pathology. 

Classes  for  Practical  Instruction  in  Morbid  Anatomy  and 
Pathological  Histology  are  carried  on  during  the  first  half 
of  the  Winter  Session  and  during  the  Summer  Session.  During 
the  Winter  Session  the  Class  meets  at  11  a.m.  on  five  days  of 
the  Week. 

In  Summer  the  Class  is  divided  into  three  sections,  each  of 
which  meets  for  one  hour  in  the  morning  on  four  days,  and  for 
two  hours  in  the  afternoon  on  one  day  in  each  week.  The 
morning  sections  meet  at  8,  9,  and  10  a.m.  ;  the  afternoon  hours 
are  from  2  to  4. 

Microscopes  and  Reagents  are  supplied. 

The  Course  consists  of— ist.  Naked  Eye  Demonstrations; 
2nd,  Histological  investigation  and  preparation  of  Morbid 
Structures  and  Organs  ;  3rd.   Elementary  Bacteriology. 

The  Laboratory  is  also  open  daily  from  10  a.m.  till  4  p.m.  for 
Pathological  Research,  under  the  Professor  and  his  Assistants. 

Practical  Bacteriology. 

\\.  K.  CARNEGIE  DICKSON,  M.D.,  B.sc,  Lecturer. 

Laboratory  Courses,  each  of  three  months'  duration,  are  held 
during  the  Winter  and  Summer  Sessions. 
The  Course  includes — 

1.  The  methods  of  Bacteriological  Investigation,  Separation, 
Culture,  and  microscopical  study  of  Bacteria  in  Fluids  and 
Tissues. 

2.  The  characters  and  pathogenetic  relations  of  the  com- 
moner organisms  of  Wound  Infections  and  Septic  Diseases  : 
Staphylococci,  Streptococci,  Pneumococci,  etc. 

3.  The  organisms  of  Tubercle,  Glanders,  Leprosy,  Actino- 
mycosis, Tetanus,  Malignant  Oedema,  Anthrax,  Diphtheria, 
Typhoid,  Cholera,  Plague,  etc.,  and  their  relations  to  the  pro- 
duction of  the  special  lessions  ;  together  with  the  study  of  the 
affected  organs  and  tissues. 
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4.  The  phenomena  of  Agglutination,  and  other  special 
methods  for  the  distinction  of  certain  Pathogenetic  Bacteria. 

5.  Methods  of  investigation  and  preparation  of  Toxins,  Anti- 
toxins, etc. 

6.  Phagocytosis,  Hzemolysis,  etc. 

7.  The  microscopic  characters  of  the  following  Animal 
Parasites  as  seen  in  the  fluids  and  tissues  of  the  body,  and  of 
the  histological  changes  produced  by  them  :  Malaria  Parasites, 
Leishman-Donovan  Bodies,  Entamaba  of  Dysentery,  Schisto- 
somum  hamatobiuvi  {^Bilharzia\  Ankylostoina,  etc.

IX.  PRACTICE  OF  MEDICINE. 

PROFESSOR   WYLLIE. 

The  Course  of  Instruction  comprises  Lectures  on  the  aetiology, 
morbid  anatomy,  clinical  history,  diagnosis,  prognosis,  and 
treatment  of — 

I.  General  diseases. 

II.  The  diseases  of  the  different  systems  and  organs  of  the 
body. 

It  is  intended  that  each  Course  shall  be,  as  far  as  possible, 
a  complete  review  of  the  present  aspects  of  the  Principles  and 
Practice  of  Medicine. 

The  Course  is  illustrated  by  specimens  of  morbid  anatomy 
and  by  numerous  drawings,  diagrams,  and  charts  from  the  Ana- 
tomical Museum,  and  from  the  Professor's  private  collection. 

Tutorial  Class. 

Practical  instruction  in  connection  with  the  Course  is  given 
to  the  members  of  the  Class  by  the  Assistant.

This  Course  consists  of — 

1.  Systematic  Lectures  in  the  University  during  the  Summer 
Session  on  the  Classification,  Symptoms,  Causes,  and  Treat- 
ment of  Mental  Diseases. 

2.  Clinical  instruction  in  the  "West  House"  of  the  Royal 
Asylum,  Morningside,  in  all  the  forms  of  Mental  Disease. 
Students  have  the  opportunity  of  personally  coming  in  contact 
with  and  examining  the  cases,  so  as  to  learn  the  modes  of 
managing  and  treating  patients  labouring  under  Mental 
Disease,  and  they  are  exercised  in  the  diagnosis  of  Insanity 
and  the  drawing  up  oi  certificates;  the  aim  being  to  enable 
them  to  recognise  its  symptoms  and  early  stages,  to  distinguish 
its  varieties,  to  adopt  suitable  treatment,  and  to  advise  the 
relatives  as  to  sending  the  patient  to  an  asylum.  There  is 
a  clinical  field  of  500  beds.  This  part  of  the  Course  extends 
through  the  Summer  Session. 

3.  Pathological  demonstrations,  naked  eye,  lantern,  and 
microscopic,  in  the  University  and  at  the  Royal  Asylum, 
Morningside,  of  the  Morbid  Anatomy  of  Insanity. 

4.  Instruction  in  regard  to  the  medico-legal,  hereditary, 
educational,  and  social  relations  of  Mental  Disease,  and  on  its 
bearings  and  significance  in  ordinary  medical  practice. 

There  are  Resident  Physicianships  and  Unqualified  Clinical 
Clerkships  in  the  Royal  Edinburgh  Asylum  in  connection 
with  the  Class,  and  there  is  a  well-equipped  laboratory  under  a 
Bacteriologist  for  the  prosecution  of  clinical  researches  by 
those  holding  these  appointments.

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X.  SURGERY. 

PROFESSOR 

Winter  Session. 

1.  Lectures. — This  Course  is  devoted  to  a  systematic  con- 
sideration of  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery.  Each 
Course  is  intended  to  embrace,  as  far  as  possible,  a  complete 
view  of  the  present  aspects  of  the  Science  and  Practice  of 
Surgery.  During  the  Winter  Term  (October  to  December), 
the  General  Principles  of  Surgery,  during  the  Spring  Term 
(January  to  March)  Regional  Surgery  will  be  discussed. 

A  written  examination  is  held  at  the  end  of  each  term,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  Session  a  practical  examination  is  held  on 
the  work  of  the  Tutorial  Classes. 

2.  Tutorial  Instruction,  at  hours  most  convenient  for  the 
students,  includes — 

(a)  Practical  Instruction  in  Bamia^^tt!^  and  the    Treatment  of  Frac- 

tures and  Dislocations  on  the  living  subject.     This  Class  is 
divided  into  sections  for  Senior  and  jvinior  Students. 

(b)  Special  Demonstrations  to  Senior  Students  on 

(i)  Surgical  Anatomy. 
(2)  Surgical  Pathology. 

These  Demonstrations  are  illustrated  by  museum  specimens,  photo- 
graphs, and  lantern  slides. 

Summer  Session. 

The  Summer  Session  is  devoted  to  the  Practical  Aspects  of 
Surgery.  Special  attention  is  given  to  Surgical  Anatomy  and 
Operative  Surgery.  Oral  examinations  and  tutorial  instruction 
in  the  Treatment  of  Fractures  and  Dislocations,  and  in  the  uses 
of  Surgical  Instruments,  form  a  special  part  of  the  Course. 
Special  demonstrations  are  given  on  Surgical  Anatomy  and 
Surgical  Pathology. 

The  Surgical  Laboratory  for  (i)  Surgical  Pathology;  and  (2) 
Bacteriology,  is  open  daily  for  original  work  during  the  Winter 
and  Summer  Sessions,  under  superintendence  of  the  Professor, 
assisted  by  W.  J.  Stuart,  M.A.,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  F.R.C.S.E.,  and 
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A.  C.  B.  M'Murtrie,  M.B.,  Ch.B.     Applications  to  be  made  to 
the  Professor.

DISEASES  OF  THE  EYP:. 
GEORGE  MACKAY,  M.D.,  Lecturer. 

The  Course  of  Instruction  on  Diseases  of  the  Eye  is  given 
thrice  annually,  namely  in  the  first  half  of  the  Winter  Session, 
again  after  Christmas,  and  in  the  Summer  Session. 

The  Course  will  consist  of  at  least  twelve  systematic  lectures, 
and  of  twelve  or  more  clinical  lectures  at  the  Royal  Infirmary. 

In  addition  there  will  be  meetings  for  individual  clinical  in- 
struction, including  Refraction  and  Ophthalmoscopy,  conducted 
by  A.  W.  Beveridge,  M.B.

DISEASES  OF  THE  LARYNX,  EAR,  AND  NOSE. 
A.  LOGAN  TURNER,  M.D.,  F.R.C.S.E.,  lecturer. 

A  Summer  Course  of  Instruction  given  in  the  Royal  Infirmary 
consists  of  not  less  than  eighteen  meetings.  The  Class  meets 
on  Mondays  and  Thursdays,  at  1 1  o'clock  A.M. 

A  similar  Course  will  be  given  commencing  in  October,  and 
another  commencing  in  January. 

In  the  clinical  lectures,  patients  are  brought  before  the  Class 
and  their  condition  is  examined  into  and  discussed,  and,  where 
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possible,  operative  treatment  is  carried  out.  Methods  of  exam- 
ination, instruments  and  appliances  used  in  diagnosis  and 
treatment  are  demonstrated. 

Arrangements  will  be  made  to  enable  students  of  the  Class 
to  attend  the  out-patient  clinics  at  least  one  day  during  the 
week.  Out-patient  clinics  are  held  on  Tuesdays,  Fridays,  and 
Saturdays  at  1 1  o'clock  A.M. 

Tutorial  instruction  in  the  practical  methods  of  examining 
patients,  and  in  the  use  of  instruments  and  appliances,  is  given 
by  G.  W,  Porter,  M.B.,  F.R.C.S.E.,  at  suitable  hours  in 
connection  with  the  lectures. 

XI.  MIDWIFERY. 

PROFESSOR   SIR   J.    HALLIDAY   CROOM. 

The  Course  of  Instruction  comprises  Lectures  on — 

I.  Anatomy  and  Physiology  of  the  Female  Organs  of  Repro- 
duction. 

II.  Physiology  of  Pregnancy. 

III.  Physiology  of  Parturition. 

IV.  Physiology  of  the  Puerperal  State. 

V.  Pathology  of  Pregnancy. 

VI.  Pathology  of  Parturition. 

VII.  Pathology  of  the  Puerperal  State. 

Clinical  Instruction. 

Midwifery  may  be  studied  clinically  in  the  Royal  Maternity 
Hospital,  of  which  the  Professor  is,  ex  officio,  one  of  the  Medical 
Officers,  and  where  he  attends  during  the  first  three  months  of 
the  Winter  Session,  and  conducts  cliniques  daily,  along  with 
practical  instruction  in  the  conduct  of  labour. 

Tutorial  Classes. 

After  the  Class-roll  is  made  up,  Tutorial  classes  are  formed  for 
Practical  Instruction  in  the  use  of  Obstetric  and  Gynecological 
Instruments  and  Appliances. 
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Summer  Session, 

A  Course  of  Instruction,  conducted  conjointly  by  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Midwifery  and  the  Lecturer  on  Systematic  and  CHnical 
Gynecology,  in  Obstetrical  and  Gynecological  Operations,  with 
Demonstrations  of  the  use  of  Instruments  and  Appliances,  is 
given  in  the  Summer  Session,  at  lo  A.M.

A.  H.  F.  BARBOUR,  M.A.,  M.D.,  LL.D.,  Lecturer  on  Systematic 
and  Clinical  Gynecology. 

1.  Systematic. — Twenty  systematic  lectures  on  the  Diseases 
of  Women  will  be  delivered  during  the  Winter  Session,  in  con- 
nection with  the  University  Class  of  Midwifery. 

2.  Clinical. — (a)  Clinical  lectures  will  be  delivered  in  connec- 
tion with  the  University  Class  of  Clinical  Medicine  ;  {h)  limited 
clinicjues  for  practical  instruction  in  Diseases  of  Women  will  be 
conducted  daily  in  the  Royal  Infirmary. 

Tutorial  instruction  in  Gynecology  is  given  in  the  Infirmary 
by  B.  P.  Watson,  M.D.

XII.   FORENSIC   MEDICINE. 

PROFESSOR  HARVEY  LITTLEJOHN. 

This  Course  will  embrace,  so  far  as  possible,  the  following 
subjects  : — 

Legal  responsibilities  and  duties  of  medical  men  ;  methods 
of  judicial  investigation  ;  procedure  in  Courts  of  Justice  ; 
medical  evidence — oral  and  documentary. 
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Death  in  its  medico-legal  relations  ;  certification  of  death  ; 
the  signs  of  death  and  post-mortem  changes  ;  the  medico- 
legal examination  of  the  dead  body. 
Modes  of  death. 

Sudden  death  :  its  causation  and  medico-legal  importance. 
Identity  of  the  living  and  of  the  dead. 
Death  from  violence  and  unnatural  causes. 
Suicide. 

Death  from  wounds  and  the  consideration  of  various  ques- 
tions connected  with  mechanical  violence. 
Death  from  asphy.xia  ;  drowning  ;  hanging  ;  strangulation  ; 

suffocation,  etc. 
Death   from   burning  ;    firearms    and   e.xplosives ;    starva- 
tion ;   e.xtremes  of  temperature  ;    lightning  and   electric 
shock. 
Medico-legal  relations  of  pregnancy  and  delivery. 
Criminal  abortion. 
Infanticide. 

Criminal  assaults  on  females  ;  rape. 
The  examination  of  blood  and  seminal  stains. 
Insanity  in  its  medico-legal  relations  ;  criminal  responsi- 
bility ;  lunacy  certificates  ;  testamentary  capacity. 
Toxicology ;    consideration   of    the   general    evidences   of 
poisoning  and  of  the  poisons  most  frequently  met  with 
in   practice,   together  with   the   symptoms   and   morbid 
appearances  produced,  the  means  of  detection,  and  the 
treatment  of  poisoning. 
These  lectures  will  be  supplemented  by  practical  demonstra- 
tions embracing  the  examination  of  the  dead  body  ;   museum 
specimens  ;  blood  and  seminal  stains  ;  hair  and  fibres,  and  the 
tests  for  poisons. 

Every  facility  will  be  afforded  to  those  who  wish  to  obtain 
practical  insight  into  any  branch  of  the  subject  or  to  undertake 
research  work.

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XIII.  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

PROFESSOR  HUNTER  STEWART. 

The  Course  consists  of  Lectures  and  Demonstrations,  and 
embraces  the  following  : —

micro-organisms— Their  nutrition— The  efifects  of  heat,  light, 
and  chemical  substances— Toxins  and  anti-toxins— Immunity. 

2.  Air.,  Clitnate  and  ^<?//.— Variations  in  the  chemical  and 
bacteriological  constituents  and  meteorological  condition  of 
the  atmosphere  as  caused  by  seasonal  and  local  conditions-

affecting  health.

7.  Causes  of  the  occurrence  and  spread  of  the  more  com- 
monly met  with  infective  diseases  —  Means  of  prevention- 
Isolation  hospitals— Disinfection  of  clothing,  of  rooms,  and  of 
emanation  from  the  sick.

9.  Disposal  of  the  dead. 

Research  Laboratories  in  the  John  Usher  Institute  of 
Public  Health. — Several  research  rooms  have  been  fitted  up  in 
the  Institute  for  research  in  Bacteriology  and  Bacteriological 
Chemistry  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor,  assisted  by 
J.  Buchanan  Young,  M.B.,  D.Sc.  (Public  Health).  Application 
to  be  made  to  the  Professor. 
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XIV.  CLINICAL  SURGERY. 

{a)  PROFESSOR    CAIRD. 

The  subjects  of  this  Course  are  the  symptoms,  diagnosis, 
pathology,  and  treatment  of  Surgical  diseases  and  injuries  as 
met  with  in  the  living  body.  Patients  are  brought  before 
the  Class  in  the  University-Clinical  Surgical  Theatre  of  the 
Infirmary',  and  their  condition  is  examined  and  discussed.  In 
addition  Ward  Cliniques  are  held  by  the  Professor,  and  by  the 
Assistant-Surgeon  attached  to  the  Clinical  Wards.  Practical 
instruction  in  the  use  of  instruments,  the  application  of  dres- 
sings, and  in  Surgical  Pathology  and  Surgical  Anatomy  is 
given  by  the  Clinical  Tutor  (D.  P.  D.  Wilkie,  M.D.,  F.R.C.S., 
Ed.)  attached  to  the  Chair.  Special  instruction  in  the  admin- 
istration of  Anesthetics  is  also  given.  The  two  last  of  these 
SiYefree  to  all  students  attending  the  Course. 

In  connection  with  this  Class  it  is  to  be  noted  that  under  the 
New  Regulations — (i)  Nine  months'  attendance  on  Lectures 
is  required,  and  it  is  advised  that  at  least  six  months  of  this  be 
continuous.  (2)  That  attendance  at  the  Ward  Cliniques  is 
compulsory  and  forms  part  of  the  Course.  A  certificate  that 
the  student  has  also  acted  as  Dresser  or  Clerk  in  the  Sursfical 
Wards  for  six  months  is  required  for  graduation. 

Details  as  to  hours  of  instruction  and  arrangement  of  Clinical 
work  will  be  posted  at  the  entrance  to  Ward  7,  Royal  Infirmary. 

(b)  PROFESSOR  ,  Lecturer. 

A  Course  is  conducted  in  which  lectures  are  delivered  on 
Mondays  and  Thursdays  at  12  o'clock.  Ward  Cliniques  are 
held  on  these  days  from  11  to  12,  and  on  Wednesdays  from  11 
to  I.  The  operations  are  performed  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays 
at  1 1  o'clock.  Students  are  required  to  give  ten  hours'  attend- 
ance in  each  week.  Members  of  the  Class  act  as  Dressers  and 
Clerks. 

Tutorial  instruction  is  given  at  the  evening  visit  (7  to  8)  by 
the  House  Surgeon  and  non-resident  Clinical  Assistant. 


494  Courses  in  Faculty  of  Afedicine. 

During  the  Winter  term,  from  October  to  January,  in  which 
senior  students  in  their  fifth  year  are  required  to  attend  Clinical 
Surgery,  there  may  be  an  alteration  of  the  above  hours  if  the 
members  of  the  Class  desire  to  attend  the  special  Clinical 
departments  from  1 1  to  12,  and  in  that  case  the  hours  of  neces- 
sary attendance  at  Clinical  Surgery  will  be  from  12  to  1.30.  The 
instruction  in  the  Winter  term  will  be  adapted  to  the  needs  of 
senior  students.  The  junior  students  attend  Clinical  Surgery 
in  the  Spring  (January  to  April)  and  Summer  (May  to  July) 
terms. 

XV.  CLINICAL  MEDICINE. 

PROFESSOR.S  StR  THOMAS  R.  FRASER,  GREENFIELD,  WYLLIE, 
AND  (FOR  DISEASES  OF  WOMEN)  DR  A.  H.  FREELAND 
BARBOUR. 

This  Course,  consisting  of  Clinical  Lectures  and  Instruction 
in  the  University  wards  of  the  Royal  Infirmary,  is  conducted 
conjointly  by  the  Clinical  Professors — all  being  on  duty  both 
in  the  Winter  and  Summer  Sessions,  the  University  Lecturer 
on  Gynecology  giving  lectures  and  clinical  instruction  on 
Gynecology. 

The  Course  consists  of: — i.  Practical  Instruction  on  three  days 
a  week  at  the  bedside.  2.  Critical  Expositions  and  Discussions 
of  cases  in  the  lecture-room  on  two  days  a  week. 

Every  facility  is  afforded  to  students  to  act  as  Clinical  Clerks, 
and  those  are  preferred  who  have  had  a  course  of  tutorial 
instruction.  At  the  close  of  each  Summer  Session,  eight  gentle- 
men, who  have  been  members  of  the  Class,  are  appointed 
Resident  Physicians  in  the  Clinical  Wards  for  the  following 
Winter  and  Summer  Sessions  ;  and  in  the  wards  of  several  of 
the  Professors,  Clinical  Assistants  are  also  appointed. 

Clinical  Tutorial  Class. 

Practical  instruction  in  the  Methods  of  Physical  Examination 
is  given  to  the  Class  by  the  University  Clinical  Tutors. 
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Junior  Students  are  strongly  advised  to  take  this  course  of 
instruction  along  with  their  first  course  of  Clinical  Medicine. 


DISEASES  OF  THE  SKIN. 
NORMAN  WALKER,  M.D.,  CM.,  Lecturer. 

The  Course  of  Instruction,  which  is  given  in  the  Royal  In- 
firmary, consists  of  not  less  than  twenty  Lectures,  delivered 
on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays  at  1 1  o'clock  A.M.,  and  of  clinical 
instruction  to  each  section  of  the  class  once  a  week  on  Mon- 
days, Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  at  1 1  A.M.  in  the  Dermatological 
Department. 

The  Ordinary  Out-patient  Cliniques  of  the  Department  are  held 
on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays.  These  are  open  to  all  students 
holding  an  Infirmary  Ticket.

CLINICAL  INSTRUCTION  ON  DISEASE  IN  CHILDREN 

(a/  the  Royal  Hospital  for  Sick  Children). 

G.  H.  MELVILLE  DUNLOP,  M.D.,  Lecturer.,  and  the  Staff  of  the 
Royal  Hospital  for  Sick  Children. 

The  Courses  consist  of  one  Clinical  Lecture  and  three  Ward 
Cliniques  weekly,  demonstrations  in  the  post-mortem  room,  and 
attendance  at  the  out-patient  department,  also  at  operations  on 
fixed  days.  In  the  surgical  out-patient  department  a  large 
number  of  minor  surgical  operations  are  performed  daily. 

The  Courses  are  made  as  practical  as  possible,  and  students 
have  full  opportunities  given  for  studying  cases  clinically  and 
for  becoming  acquainted  with  the  methods  of  examining  chil- 
dren, and  the  diseases  more  peculiar  to  them. 
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At  least  two  Courses  will  be  conducted  annually,  one  in  the 
Winter  before  Christmas,  and  one  in  the  Summer  Session.  A 
second  Winter  Course  after  Christmas  will  also  be  given  if 
sufficient  students  eome  forward. 


HISTORY  OF  MEDICINE. 
JOHN  D.  COMRIE,  M.A.,  B.sc,  M.B.,  Lecturer. 

This  Course  of  lectures  will  deal  with  the  History  of  Medical 
Knowledge  and  of  the  advances  that  have  taken  place  in  the 
practice  of  the  healing  art  and  in  its  related  sciences. 

Each  Course  will  consist  of  twenty  lectures,  which  will  be 
delivered  in  the  Materia  Medica  Class  Room,  at  4  p.m.  The 
Course  will  include  a  series  of  lectures  upon  Ancient  and 
Medi:i:val  Medicine,  and  a  series  upon  the  advances  of  Medicine 
in  the  past  three  centuries. 

The  Course  is  intended  for  senior  matriculated  students,  to 
whom  it  is  free,  and  for  others  on  payment  of  a  fee.

Three  Courses  of    three   months  each  are  held  annually — 
October  to  December,  January  to  March,  and  May  to  July.

{b)  A  systematic  study  of  the  morphology,  staining  re- 
actions, cultural  characters,  methods  of  obtaining  cultures, 
special  characters  and  distribution  in  fluids  and  in  tissues  of, 
and  the  characters  of  the  lesions  resulting  from  the  following 
Bacteria  : — 

1.  The  organisms  of  Septic  Wound  Infection. 

2.  Bacteria  of  Tubercle,  Glanders,  Leprosy,  Actinomycosis, 
Tetanus,  Anthrax,  Diphtheria,  Typhoid,  Influenza,  Cholera, 
Plague,  Malta  Fever,  and  Dysentery.  Agglutination  and  other 
special  reactions  for  the  distinction  of  certain  Bacteria.

(Ch.M.).  The  Degree  of  Ch.B.  is  not  conferred  on  any  person  who 
does  not  at  the  same  time  obtain  the  Degree  of  M.B.,  and  the  Degree 
of  M.B.  is  not  conferred  on  any  person  who  does  not  at  the  same 
time  obtain  the  Degree  of  Ch.B. 

[These  Degrees  admit  to  the  Medical  Register.  They  qualify  for 
Practice  throughout  His  Majesty's  dominions,  and  for  admission  to  the 
Naval,  Military,  and  other  Public  Medical  Services.] 

II.  Subject  to  Regulations  to  be  made  from  time  to  time  by  the 
University  Court,  the  University  may  also  confer  Diplomas  in  Special 
Branches  of  Medical  and  Surgical  Practice  on  Graduates  of  the  Uni- 
versity in  Medicine  and  Surgery.

Before  commencing  medical  studies,  each  student  must  pass 
a  Preliminary  Examination  in  (i)  English,  (2)  Latin,  (3)  Elementary 
Mathematics,  and  (4)  Greek  or  French  or  German  :  Provided  alway.<: 
that,  in  the  case  of  a  candidate  whose  native  language  is  not  English, 
an  examination  in  the  native  language  of  the  candidate'- may  be  sub- 
stituted for  one  in  either  French  or  German,  and  an  examination  in 
any  other  classical  language  -  for  one  in  Latin  or  Greek.

than  four  Class-room  lectures,  ten  meetings  for  Clinical  in- 
struction in  the  Medical  Wards,  and  four  meetings  in  the  Out- 
patient Department  of  the  Hospital, ^^  together  with  attendance 
at  Post-Mortem  Examinations.^  -  (2)  A  course  of  instruction  in 
diseases  of  the  Larynx,  Ear,  and  Nose,  given  by  a  University 
Lecturer,^  ~  or  by  a  recognised  Teacher,  at  not  less  than  six  Class- 
room meetings,  and  twelve  meetings  for  Clinical  instruction  in  the 
Wards  of  a  recognised  Hospital,  or  in  the  Wards  of  a  Hospital 
and  in  a  Dispensary,  both  recognised  for  the  purpose.'-  (3)  A 
course  of  clinical  instruction  in  diseases  of  the  Skin,  given  by  a 
University  Lecturer,  or  by  a  recognised  teacher,  at  not  less  than 
Twenty  meetings  in  the  wards  of  a  recognised  Hospital,  or  in 
the  wards  of  a  Hospital  and  in  a  Dispensary  both  recognised  for 
the  purpose.'  * 

II.  The  Candidate  must  have  attended,  under  the  superintendence 
of  a  registered  Medical  Practitioner,  twenty-five  cases  of  labour, 
or  such  additional  number  as  the  Senatus,  with  the  sanction  of 
the  University  Court,  may  from  lime  to  time  determine  ;  or  have 
attended  for  three  months  the  practice  of  a  Lying-in  Hospital, 
or  of  the  Maternity  Department  of  a  General  Hospital  or  other 
Public  Charitable  Institution,  and  have  conducted  personally 
twelve,  or  such  an  additional  number  of  cases  of  labour  as  the 
Senatus,  with  the  approval  of  the  University  Court,  may  from 
time  to  time  determine. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  General 
Medical  Council,  adopted  by  the  Senatus  Academicus  and  the 
Royal  Maternity  Hospital  and  Associated  Dispensaries,  it  is 
required  that,  before  commencing  the  study  of  Practical  Mid- 
wifery, every  student  shall  have  held  the  offices  of  Clinical 
Medical  Clerk  and  Surgical  Dresser,  and  have  attended  a  Course 
of  Lectures  on  Surgery  and  Midwifery.  Further,  it  is  required 
that  every  student  who  adopts  the  second  alternative  in  the 
preceding  paragraph  shall,  during  one  month,  give  regular  daily 
attendance  upon   the  indoor  practice  of  the    Royal    Maternity

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Hospital,  or  other  Lying-in  Hospital  recognised  for  the  purpose, 
and  have  therein  conducted  cases  of  labour  under  the  personal 
supervision  of  a  Medical  Officer  of  the  Hospital,  who  shall, 
when  satisfied  of  the  student's  competence,  authorise  him  to 
conduct  out-door  cases  under  official  Medical  supervision.  The 
attendance  on  out-door  cases  shall  extend  over  a  period  of  two 
months,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Extern  Obstetric 
Physicians  of  the  Maternity  Hospital,  who  are  attached  to  the 
Dispensaries.' 

12.  The  Candidate  must  have  been  properly  instructed  in  Vaccina- 

tion at  a  Public  Vaccination  Station,  by  a  Public  Vaccinator, 
authorised  by  the  proper  Government  Authority  to  grant  Certifi- 
cates of  Proficiency  in  Vaccination. - 

13.  No  Candidate  for  a  degree  will  be  deemed  to  have  attended  a 

class  as  part  of  the  Curriculum  necessary  for  that  degree  who 
does  not  present  a  certificate  bearing  not  only  that  he  has  given 
regular  attendance,  but  also  that  he  has  duly  performed  the 
work  of  the  class.     (See  pages  522-523.) 

VHI.  With  respect  to  the  Places  and  Institutions  at  which  the 
studies  of  the  Candidate  may  be  prosecuted,  the  following  Regulations 
have  effect : — 

1.  Two  of  the  five  years  of  medical  study  must  be  spent  in  the 

University  of  Edinburgh,  each  year  of  study  including  always 
the  attendances  specified  in  section  VH.,  sub-section  2. 

2.  The  remaining  three  years  may  be  spent  in  any  University  of  the 

United  Kingdom,  or  in  any  Intlian,  Colonial,  or  Foreign  Univer- 
sity recognised  for  the  purpo.se  by  the  University  Court,  or  in 
such  Medical  Schools  or  under  such  Teachers  as  may  be  recog- 
nised for  the  purpose  by  the  University  Court,  each  year  of  study 
during  the  first  four  years  including  always  the  attendances 
specified  in  section  VH.,  sub-section  2. 

3.  Of  the  subjects  of  study  specified  in  section  \TI.,  sub-section  4, 

not  less  than  eight  must  be  taken  in  the  University  of  Edin- 
burgh, or  (subject  always  to  the  provisions  as  to  attendance 
contained  in  the  immediately  preceding  sub-sections)  in  some 
oiher  University  of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  in  some  Foreign  or 
Colonial  University  entitled  to  confer  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of

-  The  Candidate  must,  when  he  enters  for  the  Final  Examination,  produce  a 
certificate  of  instruction  and  e.\amination  in  vaccination  of  the  standard  required 
by  the  Local  Government  ISoard  from  a  Vaccine  Department  in  an  Hospital, 
Dispensary,  or  otlier  public  Institution  recognised  for  (he  purpose  by  the  Local 
Government  Hoard.  The  recognised  Vaccine  Departments  in  Kdinburgh  are  the 
Western  Dispensary,  go  Kountainbridge  ;  the  Kdinburgh  Provident  Dispensary, 
Marshall  Street;  the  Livingstone  Dispensary,  39  Cowgate  ;  and  the  New  Town 
Dispensary,  17  Thistle  Street — Vaccinator,  Dr  J.  B.  Buist  ;  and  the  Roy.il  Public 
Dispensary,  21  West  Richmond  Street — Vaccinator.  Dr  W.  G.  Aitchison  Robertson. 
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Medicine,  recognised  for  the  purpose  by  the  University  Court, 
or  in  a  College  incorporated  with,  or  affiliated  to  a  University, 
entitled  to  confer  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  recog- 
nised for  the  purpose  by  the  University  Court :  Provided  always 
that  where  in  any  of  said  subjects  of  study  two  or  more  Courses 
are  required,  the  taking  of  one  of  those  Courses  will  constitute 
a  taking  of  the  subject  for  the  purpose  of  this  sub-section. 

4.  The  remainder  of  such  subjects  of  study  may  (subject  always  as 

aforesaid)  be  taken  in  such  Medical  Schools  or  under  such  Teachers 
as  may  be  recognised  for  the  purpose  by  the  University  Court. 

5.  All    Candidates,    not  Matriculated    Students   of  the  University, 

availing  themselves  of  the  permission  to  attend  the  Lectures  of 
Extra-Academical  Teachers  in  Edinburgh,  must,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  each  year  of  such  attendance,  enrol  their  names  in 
a  book  to  be  kept  in  the  University  for  that  purpose,  paying  a 
Fee  of  the  same  amount  as  the  Matriculation  Fee  paid  by 
Students  of  the  University,  and  having,  in  respect  of  such 
payment,  a  right  to  the  use  of  the  Library  of  the  University. 

6.  The    Fee    for    attendance,    for    purposes    of  graduation,    on    the 

Courses  of  instruction  of  recognised  Extra- Academical  Teachers 
in  Edinburgh,  must  be  not  less  than  the  amount  exigible  for  the 
corresponding  Courses  in  the  University. 

[The  fee  must  be  paid  at  the  commencement  of  the  Course,  and  the 
Certificate  mtist  state  the  amount  of  the  fee  paid.'\ 

7.  The   University   Court   will  not  recognise  as    qualifying  for  ex- 

amination in  any  of  the  subjects  specified  in  section  VIL,  sub- 
section 4,  the  class  of  any  teacher  who  is  at  the  time  a  teacher  of 
more  than  one  of  the  said  subjects,  except  in  those  cases  where 
Professors  in  the  University  are  at  liberty  to  teach  the  two  sub- 
jects :  Provided  always  that  a  Professor  or  other  Teacher  in  any 
endowed  public  College  or  Listitution,  who,  by  the  terms  of  his 
appointment,  is  required  to  teach  more  than  one  subject  of  Medical 
Study  therein,  may  be  recognised  under  sub-section  2  of  this 
section  as  a  Teacher  of  any  one  of  the  subjects  which  he  teaches. 

8.  A  Teacher,  attendance   on  whose  course  of  instruction,  before 

the  date  of  the  approval  of  these  Regulations  by  Her  Majesty  in 
Council,  had  been  recognised  for  the  purposes  of  graduation  in 
the  University,  is  not  required  to  obtain  a  new  recognition 
from  the  University  Court  ;  and  attendance  on  the  course  of 
instruction  of  every  such  Teacher  may  continue  to  be  recognised 
as  heretofore. 

9.  It  is  in  the  power  of  the  University  Court,  if  it  sees  cause,  at  any 

time  to  withdraw  or  suspend  any  recognition  which  it  may  have 
granted. 

IX.   In    the    University  of  Edinburgh  it   is  the  duty  of  the  Pro- 
fessors of  the  subjects  specified  in  section  VIL,  sub-section  4  hereof 
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,  (except  Practical  Anatomy  and  such  other  subjects  as  the  Senatus,  with 
the  approval  of  the  University  Court,  may  from  time  to  time  determine), 
so  to  conduct  the  Courses  that  Students  may  receive  instruction  sufficient 
for  graduation  in  any  one  of  the  said  subjects  by  attendance  on  one 
Course  of  five  or  six  months,  or  of  two  and  a  half  or  three  months  as  the 
case  may  be.^ 

X.  If  any  Candidate,  before  presenting  himself  for  his  Prelimi- 
nary Examination,  has  attended  in  any  University  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  or  in  any  University  or  Institution  specially  approved,  or 
under  any  Teacher  specially  recognised  for  the  purpose  by  the  Uni- 
versity Court,  a  Course  or  Courses  of  instruction  in  Physics,  Chemistry, 
Botany,  or  Zoology,  equivalent  in  the  judgment  of  the  Senatus  to  the 
qualifying  Course  in  the  same  subject  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh, 
such  attendance  will  (notwithstanding  anything  hereinbefore  stipulated) 
be  held  as  entitling  him  to  be  examined  in  these  subjects ;  and  if  the 
Candidate  has  attended  such  Course  or  Courses  in  each  of  the 
said  subjects,  he  will  be  held  to  have  completed  his  first  year  of 
Medical  Study  :  Provided  always  that  the  evidence  of  such  attendance 
at  such  equivalent  Course  or  Courses  must  be  presented  to  the  Senatus 
at  the  time  when  the  Candidate  presents  himself  for  his  Preliminary 
Examination ;  and  the  Senatus  will,  if  satisfied,  grant  a  certificate  to 
that  effect.  2 

By  a  Supplementary  Ordinance  of  the  Commissioners,  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  have  effect  except  where  the  University  Court 
shall  allow  the  application  after  a  report  by  the  Senatus,  setting  forth 
special  grounds  therefor, 

PROFESSIONAL  EXAMINATION  FOR  M.B.  AND  Ch.B. 

XI.  Each  Candidate  shall  be  examined,  both  in  writing  and  orally, 
and  also  clinically  where  the  nature  of  the  subject  admits,  in  the  follow- 
ing divisions,  viz.  : — First,  in  Botany,  Zoologj',  Physics,  and  Chemistry; 
Second,  in  Anatomy  and  Physiology  ;  Third,  in  Pathology  and  Materia 
Medica  and  Therapeutics ;  and  Fourth,  in  Surgery  and  Clinical  Surgery, 

1  A  question  having  been  raised  as  to  the  construction  of  section  IX.,  the  follow- 
ing interpretation  was  officially  issued  by  the  University  Commissioners  : — 

"  It  is  not  intended  to  require  of  the  Professor  a  complete  course  of  instruction  by 
lectures  during  each  session,  or  to  limit  the  Examinations  for  Degrees  to  subjects 
which  shall  be  discussed  in  the  lectures  of  the  Professor  at  the  time  th^t  the 
Student  attended  the  Course.  The  word  "  instruction,'  as  used  in  this  section,  is  to 
be  held  to  include  lectures  upon  such  parts  of  the  subject  as  the  Professor  may  be 
able  to  overtake,  supplemented  by  directions  as  to  the  use  of  textbooks  or  other 
sources  of  information  for  the  remainder  of  the  subject  ;  and  it  is  also  intended  that 
the  Examination  may  be  taken  over  the  whole  field,  even  when  the  Professor  has 
not  been  able  to  include  it  all  in  his  course  of  lectures." 

-  N.B. — The  benefit  of  this  section  can  only  be  allowed  in  very  exceptional  cases, 
and  after  full  consideration  of  a  formal  application  by  the  Candidate.  Applications 
from  Candidates  who  have  appeared  for,  and  failed  in,  the  University  Medical  Pre- 
liminary Examination,  and  have  thereafter  attended  the  Courses  for  which  recogri 
tion  is  sought,  cannot  be  considered. 
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Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine,  Midwifery,  Forensic  Medicine,  and 
Public  Health. 

In  subjects  which  admit  of  practical  instruction,  the  examination 
shall  be  such  as  to  test  the  practical  acquirements  of  the  Candidate. 

Provided  always  that  if  a  Candidate  have  completed  in  a  University 
of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  in  any  other  University  specially  recognised 
for  the  purpose  by  the  University  Court,  a  course  of  study,  and  have 
passed  an  examination  in  Botany,  Zoology,  Physics,  or  Chemistry 
qualifying  for  a  Degree  in  Science  or  in  Arts,  he  shall  be  held  to  have 
passed  his  examinations  in  the  said  subject  or  subjects  ;  provided  that 
in  the  case  of  a  University  not  in  the  United  Kingdom  the  course  of 
study  and  the  standard  of  examination  are  satisfactory  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Senatus  Academicus.^ 

XII.  Candidates  who  profess  themselves  ready  to  submit  to  an 
examination  in  any  of  the  subjects  comprised  in  the  first  division,  viz., 
Botany,  Zoolog)',  Physics,  and  Chemistry,  may  be  admitted  to  examina- 
tion in  one,  or  in  any  number,  of  these  subjects,  at  any  examination 
held  after  they  have  attended  the  necessary  qualifying  course  or  courses 
in  each  of  the  subjects  professed. 

XIII.  Candidates  who  have  passed  their  examinations  in  the  subjects 
comprised  in  the  first  division  may  be  admitted  to  examination  in  each 
of  the  subjects  of  the  second  division,  after  they  have  attended  the 
necessary  qualifying  course  or  courses  in  that  subject,  viz.,  in 
Physiology  at  any  time  ;  in  Anatomy  at  any  time  after  the  end  of  the 
first  half-session  of  their  third  winter  session. 

XIV.  Candidates  who  have  passed  their  examinations  in  the  subjects 
comprised  in  the  first  and  second  divisions  may  be  admitted  to  exam- 
ination in  each  of  the  subjects  of  the  third  division  after  they  have 
attended  the  necessary  qualifying  Course  or  Courses  in  that  subject, 
viz.,  in  Pathology  at  any  time  after  the  end  of  the  third  summer 
session  in  the  case  of  those  students  who  begin  the  Medical  Curriculum 
in  October,  and  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  summer  session  in  the  case  of 
those  students  who  begin  their  Medical  Curriculum  in  May  ;  and  in 
Materia  Medica  at  any  time  after  the  end  of  the  fourth  winter  session  ; 
provided  always  that  candidates  may  be  admitted  to  examination  in 
Practical  Pharmacy,  and  also  the  physical,  chemical,  and  botanical  char- 
acters of  medicinal  substances,  at  any  examination  held  after  they  have 
attended  the  necessary  qualifying  course  of  instruction  in  that  subject. 

XV.  Candidates  who  have  passed  their  examinations  in  the  subjects 
comprised  in  the  first,  second,  and  third  divisions  may  be  admitted  to 
examination  in  each  of  the  subjects  of  the  fourth  or  final  division  after 
they  have  attended  the  necessary  qualifying  Course  or  Courses  in  that 
subject,  viz.,  in  Forensic  Medicine  and  Public  Health  at  any  lime; 
in  Midwifery  at  any  time  after  the  end  of  the  first  half  session  of  the 
fifth  winter  session;  in  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  at  any  time

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after  the  end  of  the  fifth  winter  session  ;  and  in  Clinical  Medicine 
(including  the  subject  of  the  Diseases  peculiar  to  Women)  and  Clinical 
Surgery  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  year  of  study. 

Note. — By  a  Regulation  of  the  Faculty,  students  are  not  permitted  to 
appear  for  the  systematic  and  Clinical  subjects  at  one  period  of  examina- 
tion. An  interval  of  three  months  must  elapse  between  the  date  of 
passing  the  systematic  subjects  and  the  date  of  appearing  for  the  Clinical 
Examinations.     This  interval  should  be  occupied  in  Clinical  study. 

XVI.  If  any  Candidate  at  these  examinations  be  found  unqualified  in 
one  or  more  subjects,  he  will  not  again  be  admitted  to  examination 
unless  he  has  pursued  his  medical  studies  for  such  time,  and  subject  to 
such  conditions,  as  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  may  prescribe.^ 

XVII.  If  any  Candidate  at  these  examinations  be  found  to  have 
passed  in  one  or  more  subjects  with  sufficient  merit,  he  will  not  be 
liable  to  re-examination  in  such  subject  or  subjects,  although  he  may 
have  been  found  unqualified  in  a  subject  or  subjects  comprised  in  the 
same  division  as  hereinbefore  specified. 

XVIII.  Every  Candidate  must  deliver,-  on  or  before  such  day  as  the 
Senatus  may  from  time  to  time  determine,  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine,  a  declaration,  in  his  own  handwriting,  that  he  has  completed 
his  twenty-first  year,  or  that  he  will  have  completed  it  on  or  before  the 
day  of  graduation,  and  that  he  will  not  be,  on  the  day  of  graduation, 
under  articles  of  apprenticeship  to  any  surgeon  or  other  master. 

XIX.  After  the  Candidate  has  satisfied  the  Examiners,  the  Dean  of 
the  Faculty  of  Medicine  lays  the  proceedings  before  the  Senatus, 
by  whose  authority  the  Candidate  will  be  admitted,  on  such  day  as  the 
Senatus  may  from  time  to  time  appoint,  to  the  Degrees  of  M.  B.  and 
Ch.B. ,  on  payment  of  the  required  fees. 

XX.  Candidates  for  graduation  must  produce  evidence  of  their 
having  conformed  to  the  Regulations  which  were  in  force  at  the  time 
they  commenced  their  Medical  Studies. 

PROFESSIONAL  EXAMINATION  FOR  M.D.^ 

XXI.  I.   Subject  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  specified,  the  Degree 
of  M.D.  is  conferred  on  any  Candidate  who  has  obtained  the 


1  Satisfactory  certificates  that  the  candidate  has  complied  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Faculty  must  be  produced  when  candidates  re-enter  for  examination.  The 
fees  paid  to  Extra-Academical  teachers  in  Edinburgh  for  re-attendances  must  be  of 
the  same  amount  as  those  payable  for  the  corresponding  classes  in  the  University 
and  the  certificates  of  attendance  must  show  the  amounts  of  the  fees  paid.

^  Candidates,  settled  for  a  period  of  years  in  foreign  parts,  who  have  complied 
with  all  the  regulations  for  the  Degree  of  ISI.D.  or  for  the  Degree  of  Ch.M.,  but  who 
cannot  appear  personally  to  receive  the  Degree,  may,  on  satisfying  the  Senatus  to 
that  effect,  by  production  of  sufficient  official  testimonials,  have  the  Degree  conferred 
on  them  in  absence. 
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Degrees  of  M.B.  and  Ch.B.,  and  is  of  the  age  of  twenty-four 
years  or  upwards,  and  has  produced  a  certificate  of  having 
been  engaged,  subsequently  to  having  received  the  Degrees  of 
M.B.  and  Ch.B.,  for  at  least  one  year  in  attendance  in  the 
Medical  Wards  of  an  Plospital,  or  in  scientific  work  bearing 
directly  on  his  profession,  such  as  is  conducted  in  the  Research 
Laboratories  of  the  University,  or  in  the  Military  or  Naval 
Medical  Services,  or  for  at  least  two  years  in  Practice  other 
than  Practice  restricted  to  Surgery. 

2.  Each  Candidate  for  the  Degree  of  M.D.  is  required  to  pass  an 

examination  in  Clinical  Medicine  and  in  such  of  its  special 
departments  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  determined  ;  and  he 
may  present  himself  for  examination  in  Clinical  Medicine  at  any 
period  of  examination  subsequent  to  one  year  after  he  has  received 
the  Degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  and  Bachelor  of  Surgery. 
This  Examination  in  Clinical  Medicine  for  each  Candidate 
consists  of  a  written  Report  and  Commentary,  with  any  oral 
questions  that  may  be  considered  desirable,  upon  at  least 
three  Medical  cases.  In  the  selection  of  the  cases,  special 
regard  should  be  given  to  the  opportunities  they  afford  for 
testing  the  Candidate,  not  only  in  the  ordinary  methods  of 
clinical  investigation,  but  also  in  the  more  advanced  methods 
requiring  practical  knowledge  in  the  applications  of  the 
ophthalmoscope  and  laryngoscope,  in  the  chemical  and  micro- 
scopical examination  of  excreta,  the  quantitative  determination 
and  microscopic  characters  of  the  chief  constituents  of  blood 
possessing  clinical  importance,  the  recording  by  instruments 
of  the  condition  of  the  circulation,  the  applications  of  electri- 
city, &c.  :  Provided  always  that  one  of  the  three  cases  on 
which  a  Candidate  shall  be  examined  may  be  the  case  of  a 
patient  suffering  from  a  Gynecological  or  Mental  Disease,  or 
Disease  of  Childhood,  if  the  Candidate  on  entering  his  name 
for  the  Examination  declare  a  wish  to  this  effect.  So  far  as 
possible,  the  Examination  in  these  Departments  will  be  on  a 
standard  equal  to  that  of  the  Examination  on  the  Medical 
cases. 

3.  Each  Candidate  for  the  Degree  of  M.D.  must  submit  for  the 

approval  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  a  Thesis,'  on  any  branch 
of  knowledge  comprised  in  the  second,  third,  or  fourth 
examinations  for  the  Degrees  of  M.B.  and  Ch.B.,  which  he 
may  have  made  a  subject  of  study  after  having  received  those 
Degrees,  excepting  subjects  which  are  exclusively  Surgical  ; 
and  the  Thesis,  accompanied  by  a  declaration  signed  by  the 
Candidate,  that  the  work  has  been  done  and  the  Thesis  com- 


1  After  graduation  as  M.D.,  candidates  may  borrow  their  Theses  for  a  limited 
:riod,  on  obtaining  permission  from  the  Dean  to  do  so,  and  depositing  £,\. 
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posed  by  himself,  must  be  lodged  with  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine  on  or  before  a  date  to  be  fixed  by  the  Senatus.^ 
4.  A  Bachelor  of  Medicine  and  Bachelor  of  Surgery,  who  produces 
to  the  Senatus  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  intention  of  entering 
within  twelve  months  after  obtaining  such  degrees  on  the 
practice  of  his  profession  in  a  British  Possession  or  Colony,  or  in 
a  foreign  Country,  may,  under  Regulations  to  be  framed  by  the 
Senatus,  be  admitted  to  the  examination  in  Clinical  Medicine 
at  any  period  of  examination  after  he  has  received  such  Degrees  ; 
but  the  Degree  of  M.D.  will  not  be  conferred  on  him  unless 
he  produces  a  certificate  that,  subsequently  to  having  received 
the  Degrees  of  M.P].  and  Ch.B.,  he  has  been  engaged  for  at 
least  one  year  in  attendance  in  the  Medical  Wards  of  an 
Hospital,  or  in  scientific  work  bearing  directly  on  his  profes- 
sion, such  as  is  conducted  in  the  Research  Laboratories  of  the 
University,  or  in  the  Naval  or  Military  Medical  Services,  or  for 
at  least  two  years  in  Practice  which  has  not  been  exclusively 
surgical,  and  unless  his  Thesis,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine,  is  of  exceptional  merit. 

Bachelors  of  Medicine  and  Masters  of  Surgery  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Edinburgh,  who  have  graduated  under  the  regula- 
tions in  force  before  5th  August  1892,  may  proceed  to  the 
Degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  had  graduated  under 
the  new  Regulations. 

PROFESSIONAL  EXAMINATION  FOR  Ch.M.2 

XXII.  I.  Subject  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  specified  the  Degree 
erf  Ch.M.  will  be  conferred  on  any  Candidate  who  has  obtained 
the  Degrees  of  M.B.  and  Ch.B.  of  the  University,  and  is  of 
the  age  of  twenty-four  years  or  upwards,  and  has  produced  a 
certificate  of  having  been  engaged,  subsequently  to  his  having 
received  the  Degrees  of  M.B.  and  Ch.B.,  for  at  least  one 
year  in  attendance  in  the  Surgical  Wards  of  an  Hospital,  or  in 
scientific  work  bearing  directly  on  his  profession,  such  as  is 
conducted  in  the  Research  Laboratories  of  the  University,  or  in

2.  Each  Candidate  for  the  Degree  of  Ch.M.  is  required  to  pass 

an  examination  in  the  following  subjects  : — Surgical  Anatomy, 
Operations  upon  the  dead  body,  and  Clinical  Surgery,  and  in 
such  of  the  special  departments  of  Clinical  Surgery  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  determined  ;  and  he  may  present  himself 
for  examination  in  these  subjects  at  any  period  of  examination 
subsequent  to  one  year  after  he  has  received  the  Degrees  of 
M.B.  andCh.B. 

The  Examination  in  Clinical  Surgery  for  the  Degree  of  Master 
of  Surgery  should  for  each  Candidate  consist  of  a  written  Report 
and  Commentary,  with  any  oral  questions  that  may  be  con- 
sidered desirable,  on  at  least  three  Surgical  cases  :  Provided 
that  one  of  the  three  Surgical  cases  on  which  a  Candidate  shall 
be  examined  may  be  the  case  of  a  patient  suffering  from  an  Eye, 
Throat,  Ear,  or  Gynecological  Disease,  if  the  Candidate  on  enter- 
ing his  name  for  the  Examination  declare  a  wish  to  this  effect. 
So  far  as  possible,  the  Examination  in  these  Departments  shall 
be  on  a  standard  equal  to  that  of  the  Examination  on  the  Sur- 
gical cases.  The  Candidates  shall  also  be  examined  in  Surgical 
Anatomy  and  Operations  upon  the  dead  body. 

3.  Each  Candidate  for  the  Degree  of  Ch.M.   must  submit,  for  the 

approval  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  a  Thesis '  on  any  branch  of 
knowledge  comprised  in  the  second,  third,  or  fourth  Examinations 
for  the  Degrees  of  ALB.  and  Ch.B.,  which  he  may  have  made  a 
subject  of  study  after  having  received  those  Degrees,  excepting 
subjects  that  are  exclusively  medical ;  and  the  Thesis,  accom- 
panied by  a  declaration  signed  by  the  Candidate  that  the  work 
has  been  done  and  the  Thesis  composed  by  himself,  must  be 
lodged  with  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  on  or  before 
a  date  to  be  fixed  by  the  Senatus.^ 

4.  A  Bachelor  of  Medicine  and  Bachelor  of  Surgery  who  produces  to 

the  Senatus  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  intention  of  entering  within 
twelve  months  after  obtaining  such  Degrees  on  the  practice 
of  his  profession  in  a  British  Possession  or  Colony,  or  in 
a  foreign  Country,  may,  under  Regulations  to  be  framed  by  the 
Senatus,  be  admitted  to  examination  in  the  subjects  specified  in 
sub-section  2  of  this  section  at  any  period  of  examination  after  he 
has  received  such  Degrees  ;  but  the  Degree  of  Ch.M.  shall  not 
be  conferred  on  him  unless  he  produces  a  certificate  that,  sub- 
sequently to  having  received  the  Degrees  of  M.B.  and  Ch.B.,  he 
has  been  engaged  for  at  least  one  year  in  attendance  in  the  Surgical

Faculty  of  Medicine  is  of  exceptional  merit. 

REGULATIONS  FOR  GRADUATION  OF  WOMEN. 

1.  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  University  Court  to  admit  Women 
to  graduation. 

2.  The  conditions  for  graduation  shall  be  the  same  for  women  as 
for  men,  subject  to  the  following  modifications,  which  shall  have  effect 
until  provision  is  made  for  the  instruction  of  women  in  all  the  subjects 
qualifying  for  graduation,  in  which  provision  is  made  for  the  instruction 
of  men. 

3.  Section  VIII.  of  Regulations  for  Degrees  in  Medicine  shall  not 
be  applicable  to  the  graduation  of  women  in  Medicine. 

So  long  as  within  the  Faculty  provision  is  not  made  for  the  instruction 
ojf  women  in  any  subject  qualifying  for  graduation  in  which  provision  is 
made  for  the  instruction  of  men,  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Univer- 
sity Court  to  admit  to  graduation  women  who  have  received  the 
requisite  instruction  in  that  subject  in  any  University  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  or  in  any  Indian,  Colonial,  or  Foreign  University  recognised 
for  the  purpose  by  the  University  Court,  or  in  such  Medical  Schools 
or  under  such  teachers  as  may  be  recognised  for  the  purpose  by  the 
University  Court  :  Provided  always  that  every  Candidate  for  graduation 
shall  produce  evidence  of  having  satisfied  the  conditions  laid  down  in 
the  Regulations  for  Degrees  in  Medicine  with  respect  to  the  Preliminary 
Examination,  and  shall  be  examined  in  all  the  subjects  necessary  for 
graduation  by  the  Examiners  of  the  University.^ 

4.  So  soon  as  within  the  University  provision  is  made  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  women  in  all  subjects  qualifying  for  graduation  in  which  provision 
is  made  for  the  instruction  of  men,  the  conditions  for  the  graduation  of 
women  shall  be  the  same  as  the  conditions  for  the  graduation  of  men. 

5.  In  the  case  of  women  who  began  their  studies  before  these  Regula- 
tions came  into  operation,  it  shall  be  competent  to  the  University  Court

When  granting 
recognition  to  Medical  Schools  or  Teachers  for  the  medical  instruction  of  women, 
the  University  Court  requires  that  the  classes  shall  not  be  mixed  classes,  except  on 
special  cause  shown. 
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to  admit  to  graduation  in  Medicine  women  who  may  complete  their 
medical  studies  in  accordance  either  with  the  Regulations  for  graduation 
hitherto  in  force,  or  with  the  present  Regulations  ;  declaring  that  as 
regards  their  studies  prior  to  the  date  at  which  these  Regulations  came 
into  operation  (ist  October  1892),  such  women  may  have  obtained  their 
instruction  in  any  classes  which  the  University  Court  may  accept  for 
che  purpose,  and  provading  that  before  beginning  their  medical  stuiiies 
they  shall  have  passed  a  Preliminary  Examination  which  the  University 
Court  shall  consider  to  have  been  adequate. 

6.  Women  who  attend  classes  in  the  University  must  matriculate,  pay- 
ing a  fee  of  the  same  amount  as  that  exigible  for  other  students.  Women, 
who  are  Candidates  for  graduation  but  not  matriculated  students,  and 
who  may  attend  classes  in  Edinburgh  under  the  provisions  above 
set  forth,  must,  at  the  commencement  of  each  year  of  such  attend- 
ance, enrol  their  names  in  a  book  to  be  kept  in  the  University  for  that 
purpose,  paying  a  Fee  of  the  same  amount  as  the  Matriculation  Fee 
paid  by  students  of  the  University  [and  having,  in  respect  of  such  pay- 
ment, a  right  to  the  use  of  the  Library  of  the  University]. 

DATES  OF  ENTERING  FOR  PRELIMINARY  EXAMIN- 
ATION AND  FOR  PAYMENT  OF  FEES. 

Each  Candidate  is  required  to  pay  a  Fee  of  los.  6d.  for  each 
appearance  at  the  Preliminary  Examination. 

Candidates  for  Examination  may  obtain  Schedules  at  the 
Matriculation  Office,  University  (Old)  Buildings,  on  and  after 
23rd  August  1909,  and  on  and  after  15th  February  1910.  The 
Schedules  must  be  completed  and  returned  along  with  the  Fees 
not  later  than  3rd  September  1909  and  ist  March  1910,  for 
the  autumn  and  spring  Examinations  respectively. 

The  Examinations  are  held  in  the  Examination  Rooms,  Uni- 
versity (Old)  Buildings,  South  Bridge,  Edinburgh. 

Candidates  who  cannot  pay  the  Fees  personally  may 
transmit  them  to  Jas.  Dowie,  University,  Edinburgh,  by 
Post  Office  or  Postal  Orders.  If,  after  payment  of  the  Fee,  a 
Candidate  withdraws  his  name,  or  fails  to  present  himself  at  the 
Examination,  he  will  not  receive  back  the  Fee,  but  will  be  allowed 
to  enter  on  one  subsequent  occasion  for  Examination  without 
payment  of  any  additional  Fee.  When  names  are  not  entered 
and  Fees  paid  on  or  before  the  stated  dates,  an  additional  or 
late  entry  Fee  of  los.  must  be  paid  before  the  Candidate  can  be 
admitted  to  Examination.

REGULATIONS  AS  TO  CLASS  EXAMINATIONS. 

With  a  view  to  promote  the  Educational  interests  of  the 
students  during  the  time  they  are  occupied  with  the  respective 
subjects  in  the  Classes,  the  Senatus  recommend  : — 

1.  That  there  should  be  at  least  two  Special  Class-Examinations  in 
the  Classes  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  during  each  Session,  conducted  by 
means  of  questions  and  written  answers,  without  aid  from  books  or  notes. 

2.  That  in  the  event  of  a  student  gaining  75  per  cent,  or  more  of  the 
available  marks  in  any  department,  he  shall  obtain  a  Certificate  in  the 
First  Class  of  Honours. 

3.  That  in  the  event  of  a  student  gaining  50  per  cent,  or  more,  but 
less  than  75  per  cent.,  of  the  available  marks  in  any  department,  he 
shall  receive  a  Certificate  in  the  Second  Class  of  Honours. 

University  Bronze  Medals  are  also  given  for  Competitive 
Class  Examinations. 


CERTIFICATES  OF  ATTENDANCE  ON  CLASSES 
IN  THE  FACULTY  OF  MEDICINE. 

The  Senatus  Academicus  have  resolved  that  the  Certificates 
of  Attendance  to  be  granted  to  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Medi- 
cine shall  be  regulated  in  the  following  manner  : — 
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Each  Professor  shall  ascertain  the  presence  of  his  pupils  at  least 
twenty-six  times  in  a  Course  of  six  months'  duration,  and  thirteen  times 
in  a  Course  of  three  months'  duration. 

Those  who  have  been  absent  on  one-third  or  more  of  the  occasions 
on  which  attendance  has  been  ascertained,  or  have  not  duly  performed 
the  work  of  the  Class,  including  any  Examinations  that  may  be  held, 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  Certificate. 

The  following  is  the  form  of  Certificate  which  must  be  adopted  in  all 
cases  : — 

"  I  certify  that  Mr  attended  my  Course  of  Instruction 

on  during  the  Session  ;  that  he  was   present  on 

of  the  occasions  on  which  attend- 

ance was  ascertained  ;  and  that  he  duly  performed  the  work  of  the 
class." 

Exceptions  will  be  admitted  in  the  case  of  those  who  may  be  absent 
from  sickness  or  other  unavoidable  causes,  the  particulars  of  which  must 
be  stated  to  the  Professor  in  writing,  accompanied  with  certificates.  All 
excuses  for  non-attendance  must  be  given  in  immediately  upon  the 
student  returning  to  his  class.  If  any  student  shall  have  been  absent 
for  six  weeks  or  upwards  in  a  Course  of  six  months,  or  for  three  weeks 
in  a  Course  of  three  months  (whatever  the  cause  of  absence  may  be),  his 
case  must  be  transmitted  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  for  the  decision  of 
the  Faculty. 

Whenever  the  student's  cause  for  absence  shall  be  admitted  by  the 
Professor  or  by  the  Faculty,  the  Certificate  shall  bear  that  he  "attended," 
and  shall  state  the  amount  of  the  irregularity  and  the  nature  of  the 
excuse.

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REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  DIPLOMA  IN  TROPICAL 
MEDICINE  AND  HYGIENE  (D.T.M.  AND  H.). 

1.  The  University  shall  grant  a  Diploma  in  Tropical  Medicine  and 
Hygiene  to  Graduates  in  Medicine  and  Surgery  of  the  University. 

2.  No  Candidate  shall  be  admitted  to  examination  for  this  Diploma 
until  a  period  of  at  least  six  months  has  elapsed  since  the  Degrees  in 
Medicine  and  Surgery  had  been  obtained. 

3.  There  shall  be  two  periods  of  examination  in  each  year,  one  in 
December  and  the  other  in  July  ;  and  no  Candidate  shall  be  eligible 
who  is  not  Matriculated  for  the  year. 

4.  Before  admission  to  examination,  the  Candidate  must  present 
evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  of  having  attended 
courses  of  instruction  of  not  less  than  three  months'  duration  in  each 
of  the  following: — (l)  Practical  Bacteriology  (with  special  relation  to 
the  pathogenic  micro-organisms  of  tropical  diseases  and  their  cultiva- 
tion, the  preparation  of  culture  media  and  the  examination  of  blood), 
(2)  Diseases  of  Tropical  Climates  (including  parasitic  tropical  diseases 
and  poisoned  weapons),  and  (3)  Tropical  Hygiene  (including  general 
and  personal  sanitation  and  practical  laboratory  work  in  the  examination 
of  water,  food,  and  beverages,  and  in  the  application  of  disinfectants)  ; 
of  having  attended,  during  at  least  one  month,  a  practical  course  of 
instruction  on  the  zoological  characters  and  life-history  of  disease- 
carrying  insects,  disease-producing  protozoa,  and  venomous  animals  ; 
and  of  having  attended,  during  a  period  of  at  least  six  months,  a  course 
of  Clinical  instruction  in  Tropical  Diseases  in  a  hospital  or  hospitals 
receiving  patients  suffering  from  these  diseases,  of  which  at  least  three 
months  must  be  taken  after  graduation  in  Medicine  and  Surgery. 

5.  Provision  shall  be  made  in  the  University  for  instruction  in  the 
above  subjects,  but  any  two  of  them  may  be  taken  under  Extra- 
Academical  Teachers,  recognised  for  the  purpose  by  the  University 
Court  ;  and  it  shall  also  be  competent  for  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  to 
exempt  any  Candidate  from  attendance  on  the  last-mentioned  course 
of  instruction  who  has  been  engaged  for  a  period  of  at  least  twelve 
months  in  the  treatment  of  Tropical  Diseases  in  anj'  tropical  or  sub- 
tropical country. 

6.  Candidates  shall  also  be  required  to  produce  certificates  of  pro- 
ficiency in  the  making  of  post-mortem  examinations  and  in  the  prej^ar- 
ing  of  reports  on  them.^ 

7.  No  certificate  of  instruction  shall  be  accepted  which  does  not  bear 
that  the  Candidate  not  only  attended  the  course  of  instruction  with

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regularity,  but  also  performed  the  work  of  the  course  in  a  meritorious 
manner. 

8.  The  examinations  shall  be  written,  oral  and  practical,  and  shall 
be  on  the  above  subjects  of  instruction  ;  and  the  Examiners  shall  be 
the  Professors  and  other  University  Teachers  of  the  subjects,  and  the 
additional  Examiners  in  Pathology,  Medicine,  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory Work  and  Clinical  Medicine. 

9.  Candidates  shall  appear  for  all  the  subjects  of  examination  on  the 
first  occasion  of  presenting  themselves  for  examination,  and  any  Candi- 
dates who  fail  to  pass  the  entire  examination  within  a  period  of  twelve 
months  after  a  first  appearance,  shall  be  required  to  reappear  for  all 
the  subjects  on  again  presenting  themselves  for  examination. 

10.  If  any  Candidate  fail  to  pass  in  any  part  or  parts  of  the  examina-

A  University  Certificate  by  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine  to  each  member  of  the  Class  who  besides  having 
attended  the  course  of  instruction  in  Tropical  Diseases,  has 
attended  a  course  of  instruction  on  Pathological  Bacteriology,  in- 
cluding theMicro-organisms  of  Tropical  Diseases,  and  who  has 
performed  the  work  of  both  of  these  Classes  in  a  satisfactory 
manner.

The  Degree  of  DOCTOR  OF  Medicine  may  be  conferred 
on  any  candidate  who  has  obtained  the  Degrees  of  Bachelor 
of  Medicine  and  .Master  in  Surgery,  and  is  of  the  age  of  twenty- 
four  years,  and  produces  a  certificate  of  having  been  engaged 
subsequently  to  his  having  received  the  Degrees  of  Bachelor  of 
Medicine  and  Master  in  Surgery,  for  at  least  two  years  in 
attendance  on  an  Hospital,  or  in  the  Military  or  Naval  Medical 
Services,  or  in  Medical  and  Surgical  Practice: 

Provided  always  that  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  shall 
not  be  conferred  on  any  person,  unless  he  be  a  Graduate  in  Arts 
of  one  of  the  Universities  of  England,  Scotland,  or  Ireland,  or  of 
such  other  Universities  as  have  been  specially  recognised  for 
that  purpose,  or  unless  he  shall,  before  or  at  the  time  of  his 
obtaining  the  Degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  and  Master  in 
Surgery,  or  thereafter,  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  Greek,  and  in  either  Logic  or  Moral  Philosophy,  and  in  one 
of  the   following   subjects   at  the   option  of  the   Candidate— 

1  Candidates  for  M.D.  under  Old  Regulations,  who  have  not  passed  all  the  re- 
quired Preliminary  subjects  may,  if  they  prefer  to  do  so,  take  the  examinations  in 
Clinical  Medicine  and  graduate  under  the  new  Regulations.     (See  pp.  511-513., 
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namely,  French,  German,  Higher  Mathematics,  and  Natural 
Philosophy. 

And  provided  also  that  the  candidate  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine  shall  submit  to  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  a  Thesis,  cer- 
tified by  him  to  have  been  composed  by  himself,  and  which  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Faculty,  on  any  branch  of  knowledge  com- 
prised in  the  professional  examinations  for  the  Degrees  of  Bachelor 
of  Medicine  and  Master  in  Surgery,  which  he  may  have  made  a 
subject  of  study  after  having  received  those  Degrees.  The 
Candidate  must  lodge  his  Thesis  with  the  Dean  on  or  before 
30th  April  of  the  year  in  which  he  proposes  to  graduate.  No 
Thesis  will  be  approved  by  the  Medical  Faculty  which  does  not 
contain  either  the  results  of  original  observations  in  practical 
Medicine.  Surgery,  Midwifery,  or  in  some  of  the  sciences 
embraced  in  the  curriculum  for  the  Bachelor's  and  Master's 
Degrees  ;  or  else  a  full  digest  and  critical  exposition  of  the 
opinions  and  researches  of  others  on  the  subject  selected  by  the 
Candidate,  accompanied  by  precise  references  to  the  publica- 
tions quoted,  so  that  due  verification  may  be  facilitated.^ 

Candidates,  settled  for  a  period  of  years  in  foreign  parts,  who 
have  complied  with  all  the  regulations  for  the  Degree  of  M.D., 
but  who  cannot  appear  personally  to  receive  the  Degree,  may, 
on  satisfying  the  Senatus  to  that  effect,  by  production  of  suffi- 
cient official  testimonials,  have  the  Degree  conferred  on  them 
in  absence.

LECTURESHIP. 

The  S'lviney  Lectureship  on  Geology,  value  ^^144  per  annum,  tenable 
for  five  years,  is  open  to  Graduates  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh. 
It  is  in  the  patronage  of  the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum. 
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All  holders  of  undergraduate  Fellowships,  Scholarships,  and 
Bursaries  in  the  Facuhy  of  Medicine  must  annually  attend  at  least 
two  of  the  Classes  necessary  for  the  Degrees  of  M.B.  and  Ch.B.,  and 
must  present  themselves  for  the  several  Examinations  necessary  for 
these  Degrees  at  the  proper  periods  in  the  Curriculum. 

Holders  of  Fellowships,  Scholarships,  or  other  pecuniary  awards 
implying  original  Research  on  the  part  of  the  holder,  are  not  allowed 
to  assume  any  other  office,  but  must  devote  their  whole  time  to  the 
Research  authorised  by  the  Senatus. 

Each  Fellow,  Scholar,  Bursar,  or  Prizeman,  when  he  applies  to  the 
Factor  for  payment,  must  produce  a  Certificate  signed  by  the  Dean, 
attesting  his  regailar  attendance  on  the  proper  Classes,  &c. ,  or  otherwise 
that  he  has  fulfilled  the  conditions  attached  to  the  Foundation. 

Certificates,  in  terms  of  this  regulation,  wHl  be  given  to  Bursars,  by 
the  Dean  of  the  Facility  of  Medicine,  on  and  after  13th  November  1 909, 
and  iSth  May  1910.  In  applying  to  the  Dean  for  the  Certificate, 
Bursars  must  present  their  Class  Cards  for  the  Session,  and  also  all 
Class  Certificates  and  Honours  Certificates  obtained  since  the  last 
payment.  All  holders  of  Research  Fellowships  and  Scholarships 
must  present  certificates  regarding  tlieir  work  from  the  head  of  the 
department  in  which  it  has  been  conducted.  Payments  are  made  by 
the  University  Factor,  Sir  Henry  Cook,  W.S.,  61  Castle  Street, 
Edinburgh,  on  and  after  14th  November  for  the  Martinmas  payments, 
and  on  and  after  19th  May  for  the  Whitsunday  payments, — between 
10  and  3  o'clock, 

N.B. — Bursars,  Scholars,  and  Fellotvs  who  desire  to  resis'n  should 
at  once  announce  this  to  the  Dean  and  to  the  Factor.  They  i/iiist  apply 
to  (he  Factor  for  the  instalments  due  to  them  within  three  months 
after  they  have  becotne  payable,  otherwise  they  will  he  regarded  as  having 
resigned.

Students  who  do  not  intend  to  graduate  in  Music  may,  with- 
out matriculating  or  passing  any  Preliminary  Examination, 
attend  any  of  the  Classes  on  payment  of  the  Class  Fees,  and  the 
University  Entrance-Fee  of  Five  Shillings  for  each  class. 

Paynietit  of  the  Entrance  Fee  does  not  entitle  a  Stmtent  to  a 
Class  Certificate  nor  confer  any  other  University  pri^nlege. 

Those  desiring  to  graduate  must  pass  the  Preliminary  Exam- 
ination, and  must  Matriculate  (see  p.  32)  before  enrolling  in  any 
Class  if  they  wish  the  Lectures  to  qualify  for  Graduation. 

The  Classes,  open  both  to  men  and  women  students,  will  meet 
as  undernoted.  They  will  meet  for  the  last  time  before  the 
Christmas  Vacation  on  Thursday,  i6th  December  1909;  will 
reassemble  on  Monday,  loth  January  1910,  and  will  be  closed 
on  Friday,  i8th  March  1910.  The  Graduation  Ceremonial  in 
Music,  etc.,  will  be  held  in  March. 

The  Class  Fees  are  collected  by  the  Factor.  For  the  purpose  oj 
receiving  Fees  he  will  attend  at  the  University  for  a  short  period 
at  the  beginning  of  the  Winter  Session,  and  Fees  not  then  paid 
will  be  taken  at  his  office,  61  Castle  Street.  All  communications 
regarding  Class  Fees  should  be  addressed  to,  and  all  cheques 
for  same  drawn  in  favour  of,  the  Collector  of  Class  Fees, 
Edinburgh  University.

I.   Two   degrees   in   Music   are   conferred   by  the   University,  viz., 
Bachelor  of  Music  (Mus.B. ),  and  Doctor  of  Music  (Mus.  D.). 


Preliminary  Examination. 

II.  I.  Every  Candidate  for  the  degree  of  Mus.B.  must  pass  a 
preliminary  examination  in  :  — (i)  English,  including  Geography  and 
British  History  ;  (2)  Elementary  Mathematics  or  Elementary  Physics 
or  Logic  ;  (3)  any  two  of  Latin,  Greek,  French,  German,  and  Italian, 
but  one  at  least  must  be  a  modern  language. 

2.  The  extent  and  standard  of  the  preliminary  examination  is 
determined  by  the  Senatus. 

3.  A  degree  in  Arts  not  being  a  degree  honoris  catisd  iaiition,  in  any 
University  of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  in  any  Colonial  or  Foreign 
University,  specially  recognised  for  the  purpose  by  the  University 
Court,  after  consultation  with  the  Senatus,  exempts  from  the  prelim- 
inary examination  ;  and  the  Senatus  has  power  to  determine  what 
examinations,  other  than  those  for  the  degree  mentioned,  will  be 
accepted  in  whole  or  in  part  in  place  of  the  preliminary  examination.

University  Attendance. 

III.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Mus. B.  must  attend,  in  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  during  a  whole  Winter  Session,  a  course  or 
courses  of  instruction  extending  in  all  to  not  less  than  eighty  Lectures, 
and  including  a  course  on  the  History  of  Music. 

First  Professional  Examination. 

IV.  There  is  a  First  Professional  Examination  in  Music  in  the 
following  subjects  : —

Each  Candidate  will  also  be  required  to  submit  the  following  exercises

(c)  An  Instrumental  Composition    (other  than  a  Dance)    for   the 

Pianoforte  or  Organ,  or  for  any  Stringed  or  Wind  Instrument 
with  Pianoforte  or  Organ  Accompaniment. 

The  extent  and  standard  of  examination  is  fixed  by  the  Senatus. 
The  examination  is  partly  written  and  partly  oral  and  practical. 

Doctor  of  Music. 

V.  Bachelors  of  Music  of  this  University,  of  not  less  than  three 
years'  standing,  and  not  less  than  twenty-five  years  of  age,  may  offer 
themselves  for  the  degree  of  Mus.D.  under  the  following  regula- 
tions:— The  degree  is  given  in  three  Departments,  those  of(i)  Com- 
posers ;  (2)  Executants  ;  (3)  Theorists  or  Historians  ;  and  Candidates 
may  present  themselves  in  one  or  more  Departments. 

VI.  (i)  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Mus.D.  as  Composers  must 
submit  a  prescribed  number  of  Vocal  and  Instrumental  Compositions 
in  the  larger  forms  (such  as  Oratorio,  Opera,  Cantata,  Symphony, 
Sonata,  Overture).  Each  work  must  be  the  original  and  unaided  com- 
position of  the  Candidate,  and  must  be  accompanied  by  a  declaration  to 
that  effect  signed  by  the  Candidate. 

(2)  Candidates  will  be  examined  in  the  following  subjects  : — 

{a)  The  more  recondite  Contrapuntal   Forms — Fugal  Writing  in 

more  than  four  parts,  &c. 
{b)  Instrumentation,  including  prescribed  books  on  the  subject. 
(<■)  The  works  of  the  great  Composers  from  Palestrina  onwards. 

VII.  (i)  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Mus.D.  as  Executants  will 
be  required  to  show  tlieir  special  skill  in  the  execution  of  Solo  and 
ensemble  works  in  different  styles.  The  works  will  be  selected  partly 
by  the  Candidates  and  partly  by  the  examiners. 

(2)  The  Candidates  will  be  examined  in  sight-reading,  and  must  give 
evidence  of  their  power  of  playing  Orchestral  .Scores,  and  will  be 
required  to  invent  Transitions  and  to  modulate  from  one  Key  and  Piece 
to  another.  They  will  further  be  required  to  pass  an  examination  on 
the  History  and  Literature  of  their  special  instrument,  and  on  the 
method  of  teaching  that  instrument. 

VIII.  (i)  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Mus.D.  as  Theorists  or 
Historians  must  present  one  or  more  treatises  on  Theoretical  or  Historical 
subjects,  which  must  be  the  result  of  research  and  original  thought,  not 
mere  abstracts  or  compilations  of  existing  works.  They  must  be 
accompanied  by  a  declaration  signed  by  the  Candidate  that  they  are  his 
own  unaided  work. 
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(2)  Candidates  will  also  be  required  to  pass  an  examination  [a)  in 
the  Theory  and  (b)  in  the  History  of  Music. 

The  examination  will  be  on  a  higher  standard  in  the  subject  which 
the  Candidate  selects  as  his  specialty. 

IX.  The  examiners  for  the  degree  of  Mus.D.  are  the  same  as  for 
the  degree  of  Mus.  B. 

It  is  competent  to  the  University  Court  of  the  University  of 
Edinburgh,  after  consultation  with  the  Senatus,  to  modify  from  time 
to  time  the  provisions  as  to  curriculum  hereinbefore  contained,  in  case 
such  modification  shall  be  rendered  desirable. 

X.  (i)  The  degree  of  Mus.D.  may  be  conferred  honoris  causa  tanUim. 
(2)  The  honorary  degree  of  Mus.D.  will  not  be  conferred  by  the 

Senatus  on  any  person  unless  recommended  by  the  Faculty  of  Music  in 
a  reasoned  representation,  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Senatus,  and 
considered  and  approved  by  the  Senatus  at  a  special  meeting  at  which 
not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  members  were  present. 


Preliminary  Examination. 

The  examination  in  English,  Latin,  Greek,  Mathematics, 
French,  German,  and  Italian,  or  such  other  language  as  the 
Senatus  may  approve,  is  the  same  as  the  Preliminary  Examina- 
tion in  English,  Lower  Latin.  Lower  Greek,  Lower  Mathe- 
matics, French,  German,  and  Italian,  or  other  language 
approved  by  the  Senatus,  for  the  degree  in  Arts  ;  and  the 
examination  in  Logic  and  Elementary  Physics  is  of  the  same 
standard  as  the  Preliminary  Examination  in  these  subjects  for 
degrees  in  Medicine,  under  the  Old  Regulations. 

Candidates  for  examination  must  apply  at  the  Matriculation 
Office,  University  (Old)  Buildings,  for  schedules,  which  must 
be  completed  and  returned  along  with  the  fees,  not  later  than 
3rd  September  1909  and  ist  March  1910  for  the  autumn  and 
spring  examinations  respectively.^ 

Candidates  applying  for  information  regarding  the  Prelimi- 
nary Examination  will  be  supplied  with  a  copy  of  the  Regula- 
tions for  the  Preliminary  Examinations  for  Degrees  in  Arts, 
which  gives  the  outlines  and  dates,  etc.,  for  the  Preliminary 
Examination  for  Degrees  in  Music.

BUCHER  SCHOLARSHIP  IN  MUSIC.

(jf  Examination  include  Harmony,  Rhythm,  and  Counterpoint.  The 
competition  is  open  to  young  men  between  the  age  of  sixteen  and 
twenty-five  inclusively,  who  were  born  in  Scotland,  who  may  show 
a  natural  talent  for  music  and  wish  to  make  it  their  profession,  for 
the  purpose  of  improving  their  education,  and  who  either  are,  or  have 
been,  enrolled  as  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Music  in  this  University. 
The  scholar  must,  during  his  tenure  of  the  Scholarship,  prosecute  the 
study  of  the  science  and  art  of  Music  in  Italy,  Germany,  and  France, 
as  the  vSenatus,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty  of  Music, 
may  determine.  The  Scholarship  may  be  open  in  March  1911.  Names 
to  be  entered  on  or  before  ist  February.

I.  ABSTRACT  OF  WAR  -  OFFICE  REGULATIONS 
UNDER  WHICH  COMMISSIONS  IN  THE  ARMY 
MAY  BE  OBTAINED  BY  UNIVERSITY  CANDI- 
DATES. 

1.  Commissions  in  the  Cavalry,  the  Royal  Artillery,  the 
Infantry,  and  the  Army  Service  Corps,  may  be  granted  each 
half-year  on  the  nomination  of  recognised  universities,  or  of 
groups  of  recognised  universities,  as  indicated  hereafter,  to 
members  of  such  universities  who  have  fulfilled  certain  con- 
ditions of  academic  and  military  qualification. 

2.  The  Scottish  universities  have  been  constituted  a  unit  for 
the  purpose  of  nomination. 

3.  Each  university,  or  group  of  universities,  will  appoint  a 
Nomination  r>oard,  to  which  the  War  Office  will  add  one  or 
more  military  members,  who  will  have  a  veto  on  any  selection. 
The  selection  of  candidates  by  the  University  Boards  will  be 
made  after  each  half-yearly  examination  in  military  subjects. 

4.  A  candidate  for  nomination — 

[a)  Must  be  between  the  ages  of  20  and  25  on  the  ist  of 

April,  or  on  the  ist  of  October,  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  half-yearly  nomination  for  which  he 
presents  himself 

(b)  Must  be  unmarried. 

\c)  Must  be,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Army  Council,  in  all 
respects  suitable  to  hold  a  commission  in  the  Regular 
Forces. 

5.  A  candidate  must — 

iti)  Reside  for  three  academic  years  at  an  approved  uni- 
versity or  college  of  the  same. 
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{b)  Qualify  for  a  degree  in  an  approved  subject  or  group 

of  subjects, 
(r)  Produce  a  certificate  of  good  conduct  from  the  head  or 
other  competent  authority  of  the  university,  or  college 
of  the  same,  in  which  he  has  resided. 
At  the  Scottish  universities  a  candidate  must  have  graduated 
after  a  course  of  study  e.xtending  over  three  academic  years. 

6.  Candidates  may  graduate  in  any  of  the  subjects,  or  groups 
of  subjects,  current  at  the  several  universities,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Theology,  Medicine,  Music,  and  Commerce. 

7.  A  candidate  who  has  graduated  with  first-class  honours  in 
an  approved  subject  or  group  of  subjects,  or  with  other  dis- 
tinctions recognised  by  the  Army  Council  as  equivalent  thereto, 
will,  if  nominated,  be  entitled  to  count  one  year  of  seniority  on 
obtaining  his  commission. 

8.  Graduation  with  first-class  honours  in  the  Scottish  uni- 
versities is  defined  as  follows  : — A  first  class  in  any  honours 
group,  or  the  B.Sc.  degree  in  pure  science  or  in  engineering, 
provided  that  the  diploma  of  the  graduate  certifies  that  he  has 
obtained  special  distinction  in  at  least  one  of  the  subjects  of  his 
final  science  examination. 

9.  A  candidate  for  a  commission  in  the  Royal  Artillery  must 
produce  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Nomination  Board  that  he 
has  duly  qualified  in  the  same  mathematical  subjects  ^  as  are 
required  in  the  competitive  examination  for  entrance  to  the 
Royal  Military  Academy. 

10.  In  addition  to  the  academic  qualifications  specified  in 
paragraph  5  above,  a  candidate  for  nomination  must  present 
certificates  of  military  qualifications,  practical  and  theoretical. 

In  this  connection — 
{a)  He  will  be  required,  in  addition  to  the  military  instruc- 
tion which  will  form  part  of  the  curriculum  during 
his  residence  at  the  university,  to  be  attached  to  a 
Regular  unit  for  a  minimum  period  of  6  consecutive 
weeks,  and  to  obtain  a  satisfactory  certificate  as  to 
his  proficiency,^  also  to  be  an  "efficient"  member  of 
the  Senior  Division,  Officers'  Training  Corps.  If 
the  candidate  is  an  officer  of  the  .Special  Reserve  of 
Ofiicers,  the  probationary  period  of  training  with  a 

1  Full  details  of  the  requirements  in  mathematics  are  given  in  Appendix  II.,  and  of 
the  certificates  of  military  qualification  in  Appendix  III.  of  the  War  Office  Regulations 
for  university  candidates,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  in  the  University  office. 
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Regular  unit  will  count  as  the  equivalent  of  the 
"attachment  to  a  Regular  unit."  Under  special 
circumstances,  where  a  candidate  has  not  been 
during  his  residence  at  the  University  a  member  of 
the  O.T.C.,  Senior  Division,  he  will  require  to  be 
attached  to  a  Regular  unit  for  6  consecutive  weeks 
in  each  of  two  consecutive  years,  or  12  consecutive 
weeks  in  one  year.  Before  such  attachment  the 
candidate  must  have  been  instructed  in  Squad  Drill, 
as  laid  down  in  "  Infantry  Training." 

Candidates  should  apply  for  attachment  to  a  Regu- 
lar unit  through  the  authorities  of  their  university 
to  the  Secretary,  War  Office.  Arrangements  will 
then  be  made,  firstly  for  his  appointment  to  a  tem- 
porary commission  on  the  unattached  list  for  the 
Territorial  Force,  and  secondly  for  his  attachment 
to  a  Regular  unit.'  In  the  case  of  such  an  un- 
attached officer,  the  compulsory  provision  of  uniform 
will  be  limited  to  the  provision  of  the  service  dress 
with  sword,  etc. 

Durin.g  these  periods  of  attachment  no  candidate 
will  be  eligible  for  an  outfit  allowance,  nor  will  he 
receive  either  pay  or  allowances. 
{b)  He  will  be  required  to  qualify  in  military  subjects  at 
an  examination,  which  will  be  held  in  March  and 
October  of  each  year  at  the  several  universities, 
under  instructions  from  the  War  Office.

To  qualify,  a  candidate  must  obtain  .4  in  each  paper,  and  .5 
in  the  aggregate  of  all  the  papers  taken  at  any  one  examination. 

A  candidate  who  fails  to  cjualify  in  one  paper  only,  but  who 
obtains  .5  in  the  aggregate  of  the  remaining  papers  then  taken, 
may  be  re-examined  in  that  paper  only. 

If  he  fails  to  qualify  in  more  than  one  paper,  or  in  the 
aggregate,  he  must  be  re-examined  in  all  the  papers  taken  at 
that  examination. 

12.  Notice  will  be  given  from  time  to  time  of  the  number  of 
commissions  which  will  be  allotted  to  university  candidates, 
and  of  the  proportion  assigned  to  each  nominating  unit.^ 

If  any  university,  or  group  of  universities,  on  the  recognised 
list  shall  not  be  able  in  any  half-year  to  fill  up  the  number  of 
commissions  allocated  to  it,  such  unallocated  surplus  will  be 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Army  Council,  to  be  allocated  to  any 
other  university,  or  group  of  universities,  in  such  list,  which  may 
have  qualified  candidates  over  and  above  the  number  originally 
assigned  to  it. 

To  provide  for  such  contingencies,  any  said  university,  or 
group  of  universities,  may  prepare  a  supplementary  list  of  quali- 
fied candidates  both  for  ordinary  commissions  and  for  antedated 
commissions. 

13.  The  candidates  nominated  each  half-year  will  be  arranged 
in  one  list,  as  follows  : — 

One  name  will  be  taken  successively  from  the  list  of  nomina- 
tions of  each  university. 

Honours  men  who  are  entitled  to  antedated  commissions, 
under  paragraph  7,  will  take  precedence  before  all  other  candi- 
dates. 

Medical  Inspection. 

14.  The  selected  candidates  will  be  examined  by  Medical 
Boards  in  London,  Dublin,  and  Edinburgh,  and  no  candidate 
will  be  accepted  unless  recommended  by  this  Medical  Board  as 
physically  fit  for  His  Majesty's  Service.- 

1  Under  present  ajrange/nenis  the  follouiing Comtnissions  will  be  allotted  each 
half-year  to  the  unit  constituted  by  the  Scottish  Universities,  viz.  : — 

(a)  Five  Commissions  in  theCavalry,  Brigade  o/Guards,  or  Infantry  of  the  Line. 

(b)  One  Commission  in  the  Royal  Artillery. 

(c)  One  Commission  in  the  Indian  Army. 

-  The  general  conditions  as  to  height,  weight,  chest  measurement,  eyesight,  etc., 
etc.,  requireH,  are  given  in  Appendix  I.  of  the  War  Office  Regulations  for  university 
candidates,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  University  Office.  The  Boards 
have,  however,  discretionary  power  to  recommend  a  candidate  slightly  below  one  or 
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Candidates  who  are  pronounced  unfit  will  be  allowed  to  pre- 
sent themselves  for  re-examination  by  an  Appeal  Board  which 
will  assemble  in  London  a  few  days  later.  The  decision  of  the 
Appeal  Board  will  in  all  cases  be  absolutely  final. 

Preliminary  Medical  Examination. 

15.  It  is  suggested  that  a  candidate  before  commencing  his 
course  of  study  should  undergo  a  thorough  medical  examination. 
By  such  an  examination  any  serious  physical  disqualification 
would  be  revealed,  and  the  candidate  probably  spared  expense 
and  the  mortification  of  rejection. 

16.  Candidates  may  undergo  a  preliminary  examination  by  a 
military  .Medical  Board,  not  more  than  two  years  before  they 
compete,  under  the  following  conditions  : — 

{a)  Applications  must  be  addressed  to  the  Secretaiy,  War 
Office,  Whitehall,  London,  accompanied  by  a  fee 
of  two  guineas.  (Cheques,  etc.,  should  be  made 
payable  to  the  Director  of  Armv  Finance,  War 
Office.) 

[b)  Instructions  will  be  issued  for  the  examination  to  take 
place  at  the  military  station  where  a  Medical  Board 
can  be  held,  nearest  the  candidate's  residence.  The 
result  will  be  notified  to  candidates  by  the  Board. 

(^)  Candidates  must  pay  their  travelling  expenses. 

{d)  Candidates  found  unfit  by  the  preliminary  Medical 
Board  are  not  bound  to  accept  its  finding,  but  may, 
at  their  own  risk.,  continue  their  studies,  and  if 
nominated  may  then  submit  themselves  for  medical 
examination  by  xh^  final  Medical  Board. 

{e)  It  must  be  distinctly  understood  that  passing  such  pre- 
liminary Medical  Board  is  solely  for  the  candidate's 
information,  and  would  give  him  no  sort  of  claim  to 
be  accepted  as  physically  fit  when  he  is  nominated 
by  the  University  Board.  His  acceptance  will  de- 
pend entirely  upon  the  report  of  the  final  Medical 
Board,  which  examines  nominated  candidates.  Can- 
didates may  be  fit  for  the  service  at  the  preliminary 
examination,  but  may  become  disqualified  by  some 
subsequent  physical  deterioration. 

other  of  these  conditions  in  a  case  in  which  they  are  satisfied  that  he  will  fulfil  them 
within  six  months.  A  candidate  so  recommended  will  be  re-examined  at  the  end  of 
six  months,  and  will  not  be  granted  a  commission  unless  he  has  attained  the  standard 
rt-ci'.ured  accordmg  to  his  age.  No  relaxation,  however,  of  the  eyesight  qualifica- 
tion will  be  allowed.

II.  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  TRAINING  IN  MILI- 
TARY SUBJECTS  AT  EDINBURGH  UNIVERSITY, 
AS  APPROVED  BY  THE  WAR  OFFICE. 

(i)  During  each  of  the  three  years  of  his  Degree  Course  the 
student  shall  attend  the  Course  of  Military  Lectures  held  each 
Session. 

(2)  He  shall  be  a  member,  during  the  whole  time,  of  the 
University  Contingent  of  the  Officers'  Training  Corps,  and 
shall  be  certified  "  efficient  "  each  year.^ 

(3)  During  the  second  or  any  subsequent  year  he  shall  serve 
for  six  weeks  with  a  Unit  of  the  Regular  Army,  as  an  unattached 
Territorial  Officer. 

(4)  He  shall,  during  or  at  the  end  of  the  Degree  Course, 
undergo  a  qualifying  E.xamination  in  Military  Subjects.  This 
Examination  is  set  by  the  War  Office,  and  can  be  taken  in 
Groups,  as  stated  in  para.  11,  p.  5.  The  University  Candidate 
does  not  compete  ;  he  qualifies  by  obtaining  a  certain  percentage 
of  marks,  and  obtains  from  the  War  Office  a  certificate  of  his 
qualification. 

(5)  He  then  appears  in  person  before  the  Scottish  University 
Board  of  Selection,  and  presents  his  Certificates  as  follows  : — 
Birth,  Character,  Graduation,  certificates  of  "efficiency"  from 
O.T.C.  or  Proficiency  as  Sergeant,  Rider  and  Signaller  (see 
footnote).  Certificate  from  the  Military  Lecturer  that  he  has  duly 
performed  the  work  of  the  .Military  Course  of  Lectures,  the 
War  Office  Qualification  Certificate  as  in  (4),  Report  from  O.C. 
of  his  University  Corps  as  to  his  efficiency  and  qualifications 
generally,  and  a  Certificate  of  Proficiency  from  the  Commanding 
Officer  of  the  Regular  Unit  with  which  he  served. 

There  are  therefore  two  branches  of  study. 

1.  Attendance  at  the  military  lectures. 

2.  Practical  drill  and  field  training. 


1  Candidates  who  commenced  their  Course  before  the  First  Term  of  the  1909-10 
Session,  may,  instead  of  these  "efficient"  certificates,  obtain  a  certificate  of  pro- 
ficiency as  a  Sergeant,  and  certificates  for  Riding  and  Signalling.  The  Signalling 
certificate,  which  must  be  given  by  a  qualified  Officer,  is  to  show  that  the  Candidate 
can  read  : — 

T.  A  paragraph  message  of  150  letters  on  small  flag  at  six  words  a  minute  ; 

2.  A  paragraph  message  of  150  letters  on  lamp  at  six  words  a  minute  ;

The  fee  for  the  Winter  Course  of  Lectures  is  3  guineas. 

The  Course  of  Military  Lectures  is  open  to  any  others, 
whether  fully  Matriculated  Students  or  not,  who  are  interested 
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in  the  subject,  an  entrance  fee  of  5s.  being  charged  in  addition 
to  the  3-guinea  fee  for  the  Course,  in  the  case  of  Non-Matricu- 
lated Students.  The  Course  is  divided  into  hve  Sections,  of  12 
to  15  lectures  each  ;  any  single  Section  may  be  taken  at  a  fee 
of  15s.,  with  a  single  5s.  entrance  fee  if"  not  matriculated. 

Students  working  for  a  Degree  may  take  half  of  the  Technical 
Mathematics  Course  and  the  Topography  Lectures  in  lieu  of  a 
Pure  Mathematics  Course  for  the  Degree  ;  those  who  take 
this  alternative  will  be  examined  with  special  reference  to  the 
courses  in  Mathematics  and  Topography  thus  taken.  The 
Course  has  been  recognised  by  the  Senatus  as  one  in  which 
attendance  for  three  Winter  -Sessions  is  taken  as  qualifying 
attendance  for  an  Arts  Degree  Subject ;  Military  History  having 
been  added  as  a  Degree  Subject  under  History. 

Candidates  are  recommended  to  take  the  Summer  Course  of 
Surveying  given  by  the  Professor  of  Engineering. 

[A'./j. — This  Course  consists  of  lectures,  of  practical  work  in 
the  field,  and  of  plotting  work  in  the  drawing  office.  The  subjects 
dealt  with  include  surveying  with  the  chain  and  with  angular 
instruments  ;  levelling  ;  the  optical  and  mechanical  principles  ; 
tests  and  various  adjustments  of  surveying  and  levelling  instru- 
ments ;  setting  out  of  curves  ;  triangulation  and  tacheometry. 

The  Class  meets  three  times  a  week,  and  the  whole  of  each  of 
these  days  will  be  occupied  in  the  work  of  the  class  from  10  to 
4.  The  Course  begins  early  in  May,  and  will  be  completed 
about  the  end  of  June.     Fee  for  the  Course — 3  guineas.] 


IV'.  PRACTICAL  FIELD  TRAINING  AND  DRILL. 
A.  INFANTRY. 

The  candidate  must  be  a  member  for  the  three  years  of  his 
course  of  No.  4  (University)  Company,  Royal  Scots  (Queen's 
Edinburgh).

A  Joint  Board  of  Examiners,  which  controls  and  supervises  the 
Preliminary  Examinations,  is  appointed  annually  by  the  Uni- 
versity Courts  of  the  four  Scottish  Universities,  and  holds  office 
from  1st  February  to  31st  January  in  the  succeeding  year.  The 
Board  sits  for  a  year  at  each  University  in  rotation,  viz.  :— 
St  Andrews,  Glasgow,  Aberdeen,  Edinburgh.  The  Principal  of 
the  University  at  which  the  Board  sits  is  Chairman  for  the  time, 
and  the  Secretary  of  the  University  Court  is  Convener.

The  Joint  Board  from  time  to  time  issues  Supplementary 
regulations  for  the  Preliminary  Examination,  and  sets  the 
papers,  which  are  common  to  all  the  Scottish  Universities.  It 
also  gives  instructions  to  the  Examiners  with  a  view  to  securing 
adequate  and  uniform  examination. 


PRELIMINARY  EXAMINATION  FOR  DEGREES  IN   ARTS 

AND  SCIENCE. 

In  addition  to  the  Regulations,  Sections  III.  to  V.  inclusively, 
pages  23-26,  the  Joint  Board  have  made  the  following  Supplementary 
Regulations : — 

I,  English  will  include  Grammar,  Composition,  Literature,  History, 
and  Geography. 

(a)  Grammar  v<\\\  include  Analysis,  Parsing,  Derivation,  and  Correc- 
tion of  Sentences. 

[b)  Composition  will  include  an  Essay  and  Paraphrasing.  In  place 
of  a  paraphrase  proper,  the  interpretation  or  discussion  of  one  or  more 
passages  in  prose  or  verse  may  be  required. 

(<-)  Literature  will  comprise  a  knowledge  of  certain  prescribed  books 
of  two  or  three  writers.  Questions  requiring  a  general  knowledge  of 
the  life  and  works  of  the  greater  writers  will  not  be  set  ;  but  one  or 
two  questions  may  be  set,  giving  an  opportunity  to  candidates  who 
have  read  widely  in  English  Literature  to  show  their  knowledge. 

The  books  prescribed  are:— For  September  1909— i.  Shakespeare, 
Richard  II.  2.  Byron,  Childe  Harold,  iii.  and  iv.  ;  The  Spectator 
(first  Fifty  Essays).'  For  1910— i.  Shakespeare,  Twelfth  Night;  2. 
Milton,  Comtts;  3.   Scott,  The  Fortunes  of  Nigel. 

(d)  History. — There  will  be  no  prescribed  period,  but  the  paper  will 
contain  general  questions  on  the  history  of  Britain  from  B.C.  55. 

{e)  Geography  will  include  a  general  knowledge  of  the  Geography  of 
the  World,  and  a  special  knowledge  of  the  Geography  of  the  British 
Empire. 

The  first  paper  in  English  will  consist  of : — 

1.  Essay. 

2.  A  question  in  Paraphrasing  as  explained  above. 

3.  4,  5,  6.  Questions  in  Grammar  as  explained  above. 

2.  The  L.vriN  Examination  on  the  Higher  Standard  will  include 
Translation,  Prose  Composition,  Grammar,  and  Sentences. 
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3.  The  Greek  Examination  on  the  Higher  Standard  will  include 
Translation,  Sentences  {or  an  easy  passage  of  continuous  English 
Prose  set  either  as  an  alternative  or  as  a  substitute),  and  Grammar. 

The  passages  for  Translation  both  from  Greek  and  Latin  will  include 
Prose  and  Verse. 

4.  The  Latin  Examination  on  the  Lower  Standard  will  include 
Translation  and  Parsing,  Prose  Composition,  Grammar,  and  Sentences. 

5.  The  Greek  Examination  on  the  Lower  Standard  will  include 
Translation,  Sentences,  and  Grammar. 

In  the  Latin  ami  ttie  Greek  papers,  both  on  the  Higher  and  Ljywer 
Standards,  candidates  are  required  to  satisfy  the  Examiners  both  in 
composition  and  in  translation. 

Candidates  who,  having  taken  in  Latin  or  Greek  the  Examination 
on  the  Higher  Standard,  have  failed  to  pass  on  that  Standard,  but 
have  obtained  a  percentage  of  marks  equivalent  to  a  pass  on  the 
Lower  Standard,  may  be  held  by  the  Board  to  have  passed  the  Exam- 
ination on  the  Lower  Standard.  But  those  to  whom  it  is  important  to 
obtain  a  Lower  Pass,  in  the  event  of  failure  for  the  Higher,  are  advised 
to  take  the  Lower  Paper. 

6.  In  the  Examination  in  Mathematics  on  the  Higher  and  Inter- 
mediate, and  on  the  Lower  Standards,  each  question  in  Geometry  will 
consist  of  two  parts,  of  which  one  will  be  an  easy  deduction  or  illus- 
trative exercise  on  the  proposition  set  as  book  work. 

There  will  be  two  papers  in  Mathematics  on  the  Higher  and  on 
the  Intermediate  Standard.  The  first  paper  will  consist  of  questions 
on  Geometry  and  on  Trigonometry  in  the  proportion  of  four-fifths 
Geometry  and  one-fifth  Trigonometry.  The  second  paper  will  consist 
of  questions  on  Alt^ebra  (including  Arithmetic)  and  on  Trigonometry 
in  the  proportion  of  four-fifths  Algebra  anti  one-fifth  Trii:;onoinetry,  and 
shall  contain  two  or  more  questions  on  Arithmetic,  of  which  one  at 
least  shall  be  taken  by  all  candidates. 

Candidates  for  the  Higher  Standard  may  obtain  full  marks  by  doing 
correctly  about  two-thirds  of  the  questions  set  in  each  subject ;  but 
the  Examiners  will  be  entitled  to  reject  a  candidate  who  makes 
in  any  subject  less  than  a  certain  minimum  of  the  marks  allotted  to  that 
subject. 

The  pass  mark  for  candidates  on  the  Intermediate  Standard  is  fixed 
with  reference  to  the  total  number  of  marks  assigned  to  questions  which 
fall  under  the  syllabus  of  the  Intermediate  Standard  ;  but  such  candi- 
dates will  receive  credit  for  any  question  they  may  answer. 

No  candidate  can  pass  on  the  Intermediate  Standard  who  either  does 
not  at  the  same  time  pass  on  the  Lower  Standard,  or  has  not  previously 
passed  on  the  Lower  Standard. 
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The  paper  in  Mathematics  on  the  Lower  Standard  will  be  devoted 
to  the  various  subjects  comprised,  in  as  nearly  as  possible  the  following 
proportions  :— Four-ninths  to  Geometry,  three-ninths  to  Algebra,  and 
two-ninths  to  Arithvietic. 

Candidates  may  obtain  full  marks  by  doing  correctly  about  two-thirds 
of  the  questions  set  in  each  subject  ;  but  the  Examiners  will  be  entitled 
to  reject  a  candidate  who  makes  in  any  subject  less  than  a  certain 
minimum  of  the  marks  allotcd  to  that  subject. 

7.  The  paper  on  Dynamics  will  be  directed  to  test  the  candidate's 
knowledge  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  subjects  included  in  it, 
as  defined  by  the  Regulations,  Section  III.  (9),  page  155. 

Questions  may  be  set  which  involve  the  Trigonometry  of  right-angled 
triangles. 

Candidates  may  obtain  full  marks  by  doing  correctly  about  two-thirds 
of  the  questions  set  in  each  section  of  the  paper. 

8.  For  the  Examination  in  French  and  German  : — 

Two  papers  will  be  set  in  French  and  two  in  German,  two  hours 
being  allowed  for  each  ;  the  first  paper  to  contain  a  passage  for  trans- 
lation from  English  into  French  or  German,  and  a  test  in  free  com- 
position on  some  easy  subject  ;  the  second  paper  will  contain  two 
unseen  translations  into  P^nglish  (one  in  prose,  one  in  verse),  three 
grammatical,  one  philological,  and  one  literary  question.  Of  these 
five  questions  the  candidates  will  be  allowed  to  choose  three. 

Literature  will  comprise  a  general  knowledge  of  the  life  and  works  of 
at  least  one  of  four  standard  writers  (for  French  literature,  two  at  least 
from  the  nineteenth  century,  and  one  at   least  from  the  seventeenth 
century),  with  special  reference  to  one  particular  work  by  each  of  them. 
Two  of  the  authors  will  be  changed  from  year  to  year.

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Examinations  Exempting  from  the  Preliminary 
Examination  in  Arts  and  Science. 

Note. — Applications  for  exemption  on  the  ground  of  having  passed 
examinations  not  included  in  the  following  list,  should  be.  addressed 
to  the  Convener  of  the  Board.  As  several  Universities  have  to  be 
consulted,  a  decision  on  a  new  case  cannot  be  guaranteed  in  less  time 
thanfom  two  to  three  weeks. 

The  Joint  Board  accept  the  following  Examinations  as  exempting  from 
the  Preliminary  Examination  in  Arts  and  Science,  either  wholly  or  in 
part : — 

1.  Degrees. — A  Degree  in  Arts  or  in  Science,  not  being  an  Honorary 
Degree,  in  any  of  the  Universities  of  the  United  Kingdom,  shall 
exempt  from  the  Preliminary  Examination  in  Arts  or  in  Science,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

2.  Leaving  Certificates. — For  the  Preliminary  Examination  in  Arts 
and  .Science,  Passes  in  the  Higher  and  Honours  Grade  of  the  Leaving 
Certificate  Examinations  of  the  Scotch  Education  Dejxirlmcnt  in  Latin, 
Greek,  and  Mathematics  will  be  accepted  as  equivalent  to  the  Higher 
Standard  in  each  of  these  subjects,  as  prescribed  by  the  Arts  Regula- 
tions, and  Passes  in  the  Lower  Grade  or  Intermediate  Certificate 
Examinations  to  the  Lower  Standaril  ;  '  Passes  in  the  Higher  and 
Honours  Grade  in  English,  in  Modern  Languages,  and  in  Dynamics 
will  be  accepted  as  equivalent  to  the  standard  prescribed  for  each  of 
these  subjects  V)y  the  Arts  Regulations  ;  a  Pass  in  the  Leaving  Certifi- 
cate in  Science  will  be  accepted  as  equivalent  to  the  examination  in 
the  subject  of  Dynamics. 

The  Regulation  that  all  the  subjects  of  the  examination  shall  be 
passed  at  one  or  not  more  than  two  Examinations  shall  not  be  held  to 
apply  to  the  Leaving  Certificate  Examinations. 

3.  London  University. — A  Certificate  of  having  passed  in  the  Honours 
or  First  Division  in  English  in  the  London  University  Matriculation 
Examination  will  be  accepted  as  equivalent  to  English  in  the  Arts  and 
Science  Preliminary  Examination  ;  and  the  Joint  Board  also  accepts  for 
the  Preliminary  Arts  and  Science  Examination  (l)  London  University 
Matriculation  Mathematics  as  equivalent  to  Lower  Mathematics  ; 
(2)  London  University  Matriculation  Mechanics  as  equivalent  to 
Dynamics  ;  and  (3)  London  University  Intermediate  Mathematics  as 
equivalent  to  Intermediate  and  Higher  Mathematics. 


1  Passes  in  individual  subjects  in  the  Intermediate  Examination  are  accepted  only 
where  the  Scotch  Education  Department  have  notified  to  the  Clerk  of  Senatus  or 
Joint  Board  that  a  sufficient  standard  had  been  reached  in  such  subjects. 
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4.  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Schools  Examination  Board. — Exemption 
will  be  granted  as  follows  : — A  Pass  in  Latin  or  Greek  for  the  Lower 
Certificate  or  the  "Leaving  Certificate"  will  be  accepted  for  Lower 
Latin  or  Lower  Greek.  A  Pass  in  Latin  or  Greek  for  the  Higher 
Certificate  will  be  accepted  for  Higher  Latin  or  Higher  Greek.  A  Pass 
in  French  or  German  for  the  Higher  Certificate  will  be  accepted  for  the 
Arts  and  Science  Pass  in  these  subjects  respectively. 

In  Mathematics.  Elementary  Mathematics  of  the  "  Leaving  Certifi- 
cate," and  Elementary  Mathematics  of  the  Higher  Certificate,  will  each 
be  accepted  for  Lower  Mathematics.  Additional  Mathematics  for  the 
"  Leaving  Certificate,"  if  endorsed  with  Trigonometry,  and  Additional 
Mathematics  for  the  Higher  Certificate,  will  each  be  accepted  for 
Higher  Mathematics.  Of  these  two,  the  former  if  not  endorsed 
with  Trigonometry  will  be  accepted  for  Lower  Mathematics  only, 
Natural  Philosophy  (Mechanical  Division)  will  be  accepted  for 
Dynamics. 

In  English.  The  Higher  Certificate  with  English,  the  Higher

Regulations  for  the  Preliminary  Examination  for  Degrees

FROM  THE  Regulations  of  the  Ioint  Board. 

The  papers  set  in  Latin,  Greek,  and  Mathematics  are  the  same 
as  those  set  on  the  Lower  Standard  in  these  subjects  in  the  Arts  and 
Science  Preliminary  Examination. 

These  are  defined  in  the  Regulations  relating  to  the  Arts  and  Science 
Preliminary,  as  follows  : — 

The  Latin-  Examination  will  include — Translation  and  Parsing, 
Prose  Composition,  Grammar,  and  Sentences. 

The  Greek-  Examination  will  include — Translation,  Sentences, 
and  Grammar. 

In  the  Latin  and  Greek  papers,  candidates  are  required  to  satisfy  the 
Examiners  both  in  composition  and  in  translation. 

Mathematics  will  comprise  : — 

(i)  Arithmetic,  including  Vulgar  and  Decimal  Fractions,  Propor- 
tion, Percentage,  Square  Root,  Simple  Interest. 

(2)  Algebra,  including  Fractions,  Factors,  Square  Root,  Equations 

of  the  First  Degree,  Simultaneous  Equations  of  the  First 
Degree,  Easy  Quadratic  Equations,  Problems  leading  to 
the  above  Equations. 

(3)  Geometry — Euclid,    Books   i.,   ii.,   and   iii.    (or  their   equiva- 

lents), with  Easy  Deductions.  Demonstrations  other  than 
Euclid's  will  be  accepted  if  they  assume  no  propositions 
which  in  Euclid's  order  are  subsequent  to  the  proposition 
under  consideration. 

The  paper  in  Mathematics  will  be  devoted  to  the  various  subjects 
comprised  in  as  nearly  as  possible  the  following  proportions :  four- 
ninths  to  Geometry^  three -ninths  to  Algebra,  and  two -ninths  to 
Arithmetic. 

Candidates  may  obtain  full  marks  by  doing  correctly  about  two-thirds 
of  the  questions  set  in  each  subject ;  but  the  Examiners  will  be  entitled 
to  reject  a  Candidate  who  makes  in  any  subject  less  than  a  certain 
minimum  of  the  marks  allotted  to  that  subject. 

In  English  no  set  books  are  prescribed,  nor  is  a  general  knowledge 
of  the  life  and  works  of  the  greater  authors  expected  of  Candidates,

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but  one  or  two  questions  may  be  set,  giving  an  opportunity  to  Candi- 
dates to  show  a  knowledge  of  famous  literary  works.  The  his- 
torical questions  will  not  be  confined  to  any  one  period,  but  will 
cover  the  whole  of  British  History,  and  will  be  set  in  such  a  way  as  to 
give  an  opportunity  to  Candidates  who  have  confined  their  studies  to  a 
single  period  to  show  their  knowledge.  A  single  three  hours'  paper 
will  be  set,  containing  an  Essay,  a  Paraphrase,  two  questions  on 
History,  two  on  Geography,  four  on  Grammar  (including  Correction  of 
Sentences,  Parsing,  Analysis  of  Sentences,  and  Derivations),  two  of  a 
literarj'  and  general  kind.  Eight  answers  will  be  required.  The 
Essay,  the  Paraphrase,  one  answer  on  History,  and  one  on  Geography 
will  be  compulsor)'. 

French  and  German.^ — One  paper  will  be  set  in  French  and  one 
in  German.  The  papers  will  be  of  a  Lower  .Standard  than  those 
set  in  these  subjects  in  the  Arts  and  Science  Preliminary.  The  time 
allowed  for  each  of  these  papers  will  be  three  hours.  The  paper 
in  each  subject  will  comprise  questions  in  Grammar,  translation  into 
English,  a  piece  of  English,  and  some  short  sentences  in  English  of 
an  idiomatic  character  for  translation. 

It  shall  be  in  the  option  of  any  Candidate  for  the  Medical  Preliminary 
to  take  the  papers  set  on  the  Higher  .Standard  for  the  Arts  Preliminary 
in  any  of  the  subjects.     (See  Arts  Regulations.) 

Candidates  who,  having  taken  English,  Latin,  Greek,  Alatheinatics,- 
or  a  Modem  Language,  on  the  Higher  Standard,  as  prescribed  by  the 
Regulations  for  the  Arts  and  Science  Preliminary,  have  obtained  a  satis- 
factory percentage  of  marks,  will  be  held  to  have  passed  the  Medical 
Preliminary  in  these  subjects,  provided  that  all  the  required  subjects 
are  p.assed  at  not  more  than  two  Examinations. 

It  shall  be  at  the  Board's  discretion  at  all  times  in  the  case  of  any 
Candidate  for  the  Medical  Preliminary  who  professes  all  his  four  sub- 
jects at  one  time,  and  who  has  obtained  in  all  a  number  of  marks 
equivalent  to  the  sum  of  the  marks  required  for  a  pass  in  each,  to  allow 
such  Candidate  a  pass  in  the  whole  examination,  provided  that  in  no 
single  subject  he  has  obtained  less  than  half  of  the  marks  required  for 
a  pa.ss,  and  that  the  pass-mark  be  reached  in  the  English  Paper.

Provided  always  that  the  Regulations  of  the  General  Medical  Council 
regardifig  the  Regist7-ation  of  Students  of  Medicine  be  complied  with. 

(Note. — Applications  for  exemption  on  the  ground  of  having  passed 
Examinations  not  included  in  the  following  list,  should  be 
addressed  to  the  Convener  of  the  Board,  University,  Edinburgh. 
As  several  Universities  have  to  be  consulted,  a  decision  on  a  netv 
case  cannot  be  guaranteed  in  less  time  than  from  two  to  three 
weeks. ) 

1.  In  terms  of  the  Regulations  for  Degrees  in  Medicine  and  Surgery, 
' '  a  Degree  in  Arts  or  in  Science  (not  being  a  Degree  honoris  causa 
tantum)  in  any  of  the  Universities  of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  in  any 
Colonial  or  Foreign  University,  specially  recognised  for  the  purpose  by 
the  University  Court,  will  exempt  from  the  Preliminary  Examination." 

In  virtue  of  the  powers  conferred  on  them  by  the  Medical  Regulations, 
Section  VI.,  page  502,  the  Joint  Board  have  resolved  as  follows  : — 

2.  Any  Candidate  who  produces  a  Certificate  of  having  passed  the 
Preliminary  Examination  in  Arts  or  Science  in  any  Scottish  Univer- 
sity, either  at  the  University  Examination  or  through  the  Leaving 
Certificates  of  the  Scotch  Education  Department,  or  partly  at  the 
University  Examination,  and  partly  through  the  Leaving  Certificates, 
will  be  held  to  have  passed  the  Preliminary  Examination  for  Medicine, 
provided  that  the  Examination  has  included  the  specified  subjects  of 
General  Education  as  required  under  the  Regulations  of  the  General 
Medical  Council,  and  by  the  Regulations  for  Graduation  in  Medicine 
and  Surgery  (Sections  III. -VI.  inclusive). 

3.  A  Candidate  who  has  passed  the  Arts  and  Science  Preliminary 
Examination  of  the  Joint  Board  in  any  subject  (Higher  Grade  where 
there  is  more  than  one)  recognised  for  the  Medical  Preliminary  Exam- 
ination, shall  be  exempted  from  further  examination  in  that  subject  in 
the  aforesaid  Preliminary  Examination. 

4.  A  Candidate  who  has  passed  in  the  Honours  or  Higher  Grade  in 
any  subject  of  the  Leaving  Certificate  Examinations  of  the  Scotch 
Education  Department  recognised  for  the  Medical  Preliminary  Ex- 
amination, shall  be  exempted  from  further  examination  in  that  subject 
in  the  aforesaid  Preliminary  Examination. 

The  Regulation  that  all  the  subjects  of  the  Examination  shall  be 
passed  at  one  or  not  more  than  two  Examinations  shall  not  be  held  to 
apply  to  the  above  cases,  2,  3,  and  4.  But  Candidates  complying  with 
these  Rules,  2,  3  and  4,  must  obtain  a  University  Certificate,  specifying 
the    Examinations    passed    by   them    which    have   been   accepted   as 
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equivalents  to  the  Preliminary,  and  must   present  said  Certificate  to 
the  Medical  Registrar  in  order  to  registration. 

Further,  each  such  Candidate  when  applying  for  said  Certificate 
must,  if  he  has  not  entered  for  any  part  of  the  Preliminary,  produce 
a  Matriculation  Card  from  some  one.  of  the  Scottish  Universities. 

5.  Passes  in  the  Lower  Grade  of  the  Leaving  Certificate  Examination 
of  the  Scotch  Education  Department  will  not  be  accepted  as  exempting 
from  the  Medical  Preliminary  Examination,  unless  the  examinations  in 
all  the  requisite  subjects  have  been  taken  and  passed  at  one  or  not 
more  than  two  Examinations. 

The  Intermediate  Certificate  of  the  Scotch  Education  Department 
shall  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  the  Medical  Preliminary  Examination,  pro- 
vided that  it  includes  the  four  requisite  subjects.

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THE  Revenues  of  the  University  were  formerly  scanty  and 
very  inadequate  for  the  encouragement  of  the  higher  edu- 
cation and  learning  in  the  Scottish  metropolis.  Scholarships 
and  Fellowships  were  unknown  prior  to  those  recently  instituted, 
and  the  emoluments  of  several  of  the  Chairs  are  still  greatly 
inferior  to  those  in  many  other  Universities. 

During  the  early  period  of  its  history,  the  University  received 
a  considerable  number  of  small  donations  and  bequests,  chiefly 
for  Bursaries.  Notices  of  these  will  be  found  in  the  preceding 
pages,  in  the  Histories  of  the  University  by  Bower,  Dalzel,  and 
Grant,  and  in  the  Report  of  the  Universities'  Commissioners  in 
1830.  A  list  of  early  Benefactors  to  the  Library  is  given 
at  p.  50. 

By  Act  I  and  2  Vict.,  cap.  55,  the  various  sums  of  money 
mortified  in  the  hands  of  the  Town  Council  for  the  support  of 
the  University,' amounting  tO;^i3,ii9,  were  discharged,  and  an 
annual  payment  of  ^2500  (since  reduced  to  £2ijo),  secured 
in  terms  of  "  The  Edinburgh  Corporation  Stock  Act,  1894," 
over  the  Common  Good  of  the  City,  etc. 

During  last  century,  especially  since  i860,  many  donations 
and  bequests  have  been  made  by  Benefactors  of  the  University 
for  the  foundation  of  Fellowships,  Scholarships,  and  Bursaries, 
for  the  endowment  of  Chairs,  and  for  the  erection  of  the  New 
Buildings,  including  the  "  M'Ewan  Hall,"  the  "John  Usher 
Institute  of  Public  Health,"  and  the  "  Hughes-Bennett  Physio- 
logical Laboratory."  The  new  buildings  for  the  "  Engineering 
Department"  and  the  "Natural  Philosophy  Department"  at 
High  School  Yards  are  now  complete,  and  in  full  occupa- 
tion. A  complete  description  of  the  Engineering  buildings  is 
given    in   Appendix    L,    Calendar    1906-7,    and    a    description 
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of  the  Natural  Philosophy  buildings  is  given  in  Appendix  I., 
Calendar  1907-8.  The  University,  however,  in  many  respects, 
is  still  very  inadequately  endowed,  and  much  requires  to  be 
done  that  it  may  not  fall  behind  the  requirements  of  the 
age.  Intending  Benefactors  are  respectfully  reminded  that 
additional  Chairs,  Lectureships,  Laboratory  Equip- 
ments, Library  Endowments,  Fellowships,  Scholar- 
ships, Bursaries,  and  Funds  for  Research,  for  General 
Maintenance,  and  for  Buildings,  are  urgently  required. 

As  regards  the  Library  (which  now  contains  over  230,000 
printed  volumes,  and  about  7500  AISS..  many  of  which  are  of 
great  value)  the  most  pressing  wants  are  : — (a)  A  printed 
catalogue  of  the  Library.  For  the  last  eight  years  the 
recataloguing  of  the  Library  has  been  carried  on  by  a 
special  staff  of  cataloguers,  a  grant  having  been  made  for  this 
purpose  by  the  Senatus  Academicus  from  the  residue  of  the 
Sir  William  Eraser  bequest.  This  work  is  now  complete, 
biit  no  funds  are  as  yet  available  for  the  printing  of  the 
catalogue.  An  excellent  opportunity  thus  offers  itself  to 
generous  donors  for  permanently  associating  their  names 
with  this  important  work,  {b)  A  fund  for  the  purchase  of 
scientific  and  literary  journals  and  of  larger  works  of  refer- 
ence. A  liberal  contribution  towards  meeting  this  clamant 
want  has  already  been  made  by  the  Carnegie  Trust,  but  there  is 
still  ample  room  for  the  liberality  of  generous  donors  in  this 
direction,  {c)  The  Carnegie  Trust  has  also  granted  a  consider- 
able sum  for  constructional  alterations,  and  the  introduction  of 
a  new  system  of  steel  shelving  in  part  of  the  Library,  but  a 
large  part  of  the  Library  still  remains  to  be  dealt  with  in  a 
similar  way  in  order  to  provide  additional  space  and  shelving 
for  the  accommodation  of  books. 

The  names  of  Benefactors,  if  so  desired,  may  be  connected 
with  the  Benefactions  they  bestow.

ABSTRACT  OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY 
COURT,  FROM  1ST  MAY   1908  to  ist  MAY  1909. 

Monday,  18/A  May  1908. — The  Minutes  of  last  Meeting  were 
submitted  and  approved. 

A  communication  from  Professor  Crum  Brown  was  read  re- 
questing to  be  allowed  to  retire  from  his  office  as  Professor  of 
Chemistry  on  a  retiring  allowance,  after  the  completion  of  a 
tenure  of  office  of  thirty-nine  years.  The  Court,  in  granting 
the  application,  resolved  to  record  in  their  minutes  their  regret 
at  the  severance  of  so  long  and  honourable  a  connection  with  the 
University,  and  their  sense  of  the  services  rendered  by  him  to  it. 
It  was  agreed  that  the  resignation  should  take  effect  as  from 
25th  July  next. 

The  Works  Committee  submitted  their  Report  on  the  expendi- 
ture on  general  repairs,  etc.,  on  the  University  buildings  for  the 
past  half-year. 

The  same  Committee  submitted  statements  as  to  the  cost  of 
works  recently  executed  in  the  departments  of  Geology  antl 
Pathology,  and  a  statement  of  expenditure  on  the  structural 
work  done  in  connection  with  the  new  history  library  and  reading 
room. 

A  Report  by  the  Senatus  under  the  Commissioners'  Ordinance, 
No.  II,  was  submitted. 

The  Court,  after  consultation  with  the  Senatus,  resolved  to 
admit  women  students  to  the  courses  of  instruction  recently 
instituted  in  Botany,  which  qualify  for  graduation  in  Arts  and 
Science. 

Grants  recommended  by  the  Senatus  from  the  Earl  of  Moray  En- 
dowment for  the  promotion  of  Original  Research  were  approved. 

The  Court  approved  of  the  arrangements  which  had  been 
maile  for  discharging  the  duties  of  the  Chair  of  Clinical  Surgery 
during  the  current  session. 

The  gift  by  Mrs  Caton  and  her  husband,  Dr  Richard  Caton, 
Lord  Mayor  of  Liverpool,  of  copies  of  portraits  of  George  Combe 
and  Dr  Andrew  Combe  was  accepted  with  thanks  to  the  donors. 

It  was  intimated  that  copies  had  been  received  of  Reports  by 
Committees  of  the  General  Council  of  the  University.

There  was  laid  before  the  Court  an  Order  of  His  Majest}'  in 
Council  approving  of  the  University  Court's  Ordinance,  No.  1 1 
(Regulations  for  Degrees  in  Arts). 

The  Principal  and  Professor  Rankine  were  reappointed  as  the 
Court's  representatives  on  the  Board  of  Management  of  the 
Royal  (Dick)  Veterinary  College  for  a  further  term  of  oflicc  of 
three  years  as  from  ist  July. 

The  Principal  was  reappointed  a  Governor  of  the  Trust  for 
Education  in  the  Highlands  and  Islands  of  Scotland  for  a  further 
period  of  five  years  as  from  ist  August  next. 

It  was  intimated  that  the  Governors  of  the  Edinburgh  and 
East  of  Scotland  College  of  Agriculture  had  signified  their  ap- 
proval of  the  appointment  of  a  Joint-Standing  Committee  of  the 
University  and  the  College  to  co-ordinate  joint  efforts  to  provide 
training  and  the  necessary  equipment  in  Forestry  and  Agriculture. 

It  was  reported  that  as  arising  out  of  action  taken  by  the 
University  Court  and  the  Senatus  regarding  the  Education 
(Scotland)  Bill,  a  meeting  for  conference  was  held  in  the  Court- 
room of  the  University  on  Friday  last,  15th  inst.,  at  which 
representatives,  including  three  of  the  Principals,  of  the  Scottish 
Universities  were  present  —  Principal  Sir  William  Turner  in 
the  chair.  The  Principal  of  the  University  of  St  Andrews, 
having  engagements  in  London,  was  unavoidably  absent.  After 
careful  consideration  of  the  Bill,  and  in  particular  of  the  clauses 
that  directly  affect  the  Universities,  the  conference  approved 
of  a  clause  which  it  was  considered  essential  to  have  substituted 
for  section  xiv.  (i)  (6)  of  the  Bill  as  it  stands,  if  the  integrity 
and  independence  of  the  Universities  were  to  be  safeguarded. 
The  conference  also  approved  of  an  amendment  to  section  xiii., 
in  order  to  bring  it  into  harmony  with  the  proposed  new  clause 
in  section  xiv.,  and  resolved  to  forward  copies  of  both  resolutions 
to  the  Secretary  for  Scotland.  The  Principal  now  submitted 
these  resolutions  to  the  University  Court  for  their  consideration. 
The  Court,  after  deliberation,  approved  of  the  resolutions,  and 
of  copies  of  them  being  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  for  Scotland 
and  others. 

Various  Reports  by  the  Finance  Committee  were  submitted, 
and  approved. 

Monday,  i^th  June  1908.  —  The  Minutes  of  last  Ordinary 
Meeting,  and  of  the  Special  Meeting  of  4th  inst.,  were  submitted 
and  approved. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Works  Committee  the  Court 
approved  of  plans  effecting  alterations  in  the  Mathematics 
Department,  providing  additional  accommodation  for  the  Moral 
Philosophy  and  Forestry  Departments,  adapting  the  Lower 
Museum,  Natural  History  Department,  for  examination  purposes.

and  constructing  a  fireproof  strong-room  in  the  Library  Depart- 
ment, and  accepted  tenders  for  executing  the  work. 

The  University  Court  having  considered  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  appointed  to  confer  with  a  Committee  of  the  Scottish 
Association  for  the  Medical  Education  of  Women,  and  the  scheme 
tendered  by  the  Association  as  a  basis  for  consultation  with  the 
Court,  felt  it  to  be  their  duty,  under  existing  circumstances, 
not  to  accept  the  said  scheme.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Court 
there  was  no  sufficient  evidence  that  the  Association  had,  since 
it  intimated  to  the  Court  the  fact  of  its  being  deprived  of  the 
accommodation  at  Minto  House,  made  any  serious  attempts 
in  conjunction  with  its  staff  of  teachers  to  continue  the  present 
system  of  teaching.  In  the  circumstances,  the  Court  concluded 
that  they  do  not  possess,  and  see  no  definite  prospect  of  acquiring 
resources  for  providing  separate  ccommodation  for  the  medical 
education  of  women  ;  and  further,  that  they  do  not  see  their  way 
to  approve  of  mixed  classes  in  the  Faculty  of  ^ledicme.

Monday,  20th  July  1908. — The  Minutes  of  last  Meeting  were 
submitted  and  approved. 

The  Court  approved  of  the  following  minute  with  regard  to 
Professor  Crum  Brown  :  "  The  resignation  of  the  Chair  of 
Chemistry  by  Professor  Crum   Brown   will   render   vacant   the 
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seat  on  the  University  Court,  which  he  has  occupied  as  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Senatus  since  the  Court  was  enlarged  by  the  Act 
of  1889.  The  University  will  lose  a  Professor  whose  long  ex- 
perience as  a  teacher  and  whose  scientific  reputation  have  added 
to  its  renown.  His  colleagues  on  the  Court  regret  that  they 
will  cease  to  have  the  benefit  of  the  services  rendered  by  him  so 
ungrudgingly  during  so  many  years,  and  they  desire  to  record  in 
their  minutes  their  great  appreciation  of  his  genial  nature  and 
high  personal  character." 

There  was  laid  before  the  Court  an  application  from  Professor 
Taylor  for  permission  to  retire  from  the  Chair  of  Ecclesiastical 
History.

Recommendations  made  by  the  Senatus  with  regard  to  the 
requirements  of  candidates  for  the  Degrees  of  M.B.  and  Ch.B. 
in  Practical  INIidwifery,  etc.,  under  Ordinance  No.  16,  section  vii., 
II,  were  approved. 

There  was  laid  before  the  Court  a  deed  of  gift  by  the  Right 
Hon.  William  M'Ewan,  formerly  member  of  Parliament  for  the 
Central  Division  of  the  City  of  Edinburgh,  establishing  a  fund 
to  be  called  "  The  M'Ewan  Hall  Endowment  Fund,"  amounting 
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to  ;^6450,  the  annual  income  of  which  shall  be  applied  towards 
meeting  payment  of  the  ordinary  annual  expenditure  incurred 
in  connection  with  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  said  hall, 
and  for  no  other  purpose.  The  Court,  in  accepting  the  deed  of 
gift,  resolved  to  record  in  their  minutes  their  deep  sense  of  the 
manifold  obligations  which  the  amplitude  of  Mr  M'Ewan's 
generosity  towards  the  University  has  laid  on  it ;  this  instance 
of  his  regard  for  its  interests  having  been  preceded  by  the  still 
more  munificent  gift  of  the  ^I'Ewan  Hall  itself,  together  with 
other  large  contributions  towards  University  purposes. 

The  Court  had  before  them  a  communication  from  a  minority 
of  the  Court  of  the  Scottish  Association  for  the  Medical  Educa- 
tion of  Women,  and  also  from  the  Lecturers  for  the  Medical 
Education  of  Women  in  Edmburgh.

(4)  (Graduation  of  Women  in  Medicine),  were 
granted  : — Dr  J.  W.  Ballantyne  (Midwifery)  ;  Dr  J.  Malcolm 
Farquharson  (Diseases  of  the  Ear,  Nose,  and  Throat). 

On  a  request  by  the  Edinburgh  University  Endowment 
Association,  it  was  resolved  to  accept  the  sum  of  ^^1500  offered 
by  the  Association,  to  be  appropriated  and  paid  in  equal  propor- 
tions towards  the  endowment  of  the  proposed  Chairs  of  French 
and  German  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh — the  annual  income 
arising  on  the  said  sum  of  ;^i5oo  to  be  added  to  capital,  except 
to  the  extent  of  £\o,  los.,  to  be  applied  to  continuing  the  pre- 
sent prizes  in  French  and  German  hitherto  provided  by  the 
Association. 

The  Court  resolved  meantime  to  make  a  provisional  appoint- 
ment to  the  Lectureship  in  Diseases  of  Tropical  Climates,  and 
appointed  Major  D.  G.  MarshaU,  M.B.,  CM.,  I.M.S.,  as  Lecturer 
for  the  current  winter  and  the  ensuing  summer  session. 

Lord  Dundas  was  reappointed  a  Curator  of  Patronage  for  three 
years  from  5  th  December  next. 

Colonel  Menzies  and  Professor  Hudson  Beare  were  appointed 
to  represent  the  Court  on  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Edin- 
burgh and  East  of  Scotland  College  of  Agriculture  for  three  years 
from  1 6th  proximo. 

The  members  of  the  Standing  Committees  were  reappointed 
for  the  current  academical  year.  Professor  liudson  Beare  was 
appointed  a  member  of  the  Works  Committee. 

The  Courts'  quota  of  members  on  the  Library  and  Museum 
Committees  were  reappointed  for  the  same  period,  with  the  ex- 
ception that  Dr  George  Macdonald  was  appointed  a  member 
of  the  Library  Committee,  in  lieu  of  Dr  Taylor  Innes 
resigned. 

Various  Reports  by  the  Finance  and  Works  Committees  were 
submitted  and  approved. 

Monday,  \6th  November  1908. — The  Minutes  of  last  Meeting 
were  submitted  and  approved. 

A  letter  from  the  Right  Hon.  R.  B.  Haldane,  M.P.,  to  the 
Principal,  was  read,  froni  which  the  following  is  an  extract  : — 

"  To  me  it  was  a  source  of  real  gratification  to  find  myself 
elected  by  the  students  to  the  highest  place  they  could  give 
me  in  the  old  University  which  I  had  known  intimately  ever  since 
my  youth.  I  shall  always  retain  the  deepest  interest  in  its 
welfare.  Many  changes  have  taken  place  since  I  entered  its 
portals  nearly  thirty-five  years  ago,  but  they  have  all  of  them 
laeen  changes  in  the  direction  of  development  and  reform,  and 
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they  will  be  followed,  I  hope,  by  yet  greater  growth  of  the  same 
kind. 

"  Will  you  convey  to  my  colleagues  in  the  Court  my  sense  of 
regret  at  parting  from  them.  I  wish  I  had  been  able  to  escape 
from  public  duties  for  sufficient  time  to  be  able  to  attend  the 
Court,  and  to  say  farewell  to  them  personally." 

A  letter  from  the  Rector  of  the  University  was  read,  nominat- 
ing Mr  James  Walker,  C.A.,  as  his  Assessor  on  the  University 
Court. 

Professor  Hudson  Beare  was  appointed  a  member  of  the 
electing  body  of  the  Steven  Lectureship  in  Agriculture,  in  room 
of  Professor  Crum  Brown,  resigned. 

The  Works  Committee  submitted  their  Report  on  the  work 
done  and  expenditure  incurred  on  the  buildings  for  the  past 
financial  year,  together  with  an  estimate  of  expenditure  for  the 
current  year. 

The  Senatus  intimated  the  re-election  of  Professor  Pringle 
Pattison  as  one  of  their  Assessors  on  the  University  Court. 

The  Senatus  reported  that  Mr  James  Mackinnon,  M.A.,  Ph.D., 
presented  his  commission  as  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History, 
and  that  he  was  duly  admitted  a  member  of  the  Senatus 
Academicus. 

Additional  regulations  for  degrees  and  curricula  in  Arts, 
proposed  by  the  Senatus,  were  remitted  to  a  Committee  for  con- 
sideration and  report. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Senatus,  the  class  of  Advanced 
Agriculture,  which  had  been  originally  instituted  for  two  years, 
was  continued. 

Grants  recommended  by  the  Senatus  from  the  Earl  of  Moray 
Endowment  for  the  promotion  of  Original  Research  were 
approved. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Senatus,  the  Court  granted 
recognition  to  Dr  T.  W.  Drinkwater,  Edinburgh,  as  an  extra 
academical  teacher,  whose  courses  of  instruction  in  chemistry 
shall  qualify  for  graduation  in  Science  (first  B.Sc.  examination), 
under  Ordinance  No.  12,  section  iv.  (2). 

Receipt  was  intimated  of  copies  of  a  report  by  the  Business 
Committee  of  the  General  Council.

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  proposed  regulations 
regarding  the  partial  acceptance  of  meritorious  class  examina- 
tions or  other  tests  in  lieu  of  examinations  for  the  ordinary  Degree 
of  M.A.,  and  to  consider  proposed  courses  of  instruction  in  Arts, 
gave  in  their  Report.     The  Court  approved  of  the  Report. 

Reports  by  the  Senatus  under  the  Commissioners'  Ordinance 
No.  II,  section  xiii.  (i),  and  the  Court's  Ordinance  No.  11,  section 
iv.  (5),  were  submitted. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Senatus,  the  Court  approved  of 
students  in  Divinity  being  allowed  to  attend  that  part  of  the 
Professor  of  Fine  Art's  course  which  will  be  given  in  the  spring 
term  on  payment  of  a  class  fee  of  £2,  2s.  ;  and  of  students  in  the 
Edinburgh  College  of  Art  being  allowed  to  attend  the  lectures  of 
the  Professor  of  Fine  Art  during  any  single  term  on  payment  of 
a  class  fee  of  ^2,  2s.,  a  half  course  in  Engineering  (junior)  at  a 
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class  fee  of  £2,  2s.,  and  a  half  course  in  Sui-veying  at  a  class  fee  of 
£\,  IIS.  6d. 

The  Court  approved  of  a  recommendation  of  the  Senatus  that 
the  summer  Tutorial  Class  in  Chemistry  be  discontinued  after 
next  summer  session. 

It  was  intimated  that  the  state  of  the  Crichton  Research 
Scholarships'  Fund  will  now  permit  of  three  scholarships  of  ;^  100 
each  per  annum  being  awarded  instead  of  two  as  hitherto  in  each 
year. 

Various  Reports  by  the  Finance  and  Works  Committees  were 
submitted  and  approved. 
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I.  Regulations  by  the  University  Court,  of  date  17th  June  1907, 
with  regard  to  Fees  payable  by  Research  Students  and  Fellows, 
and  Carnegie  Fellows  and  Scholars  who  engage  in  Research  in 
the  University  Laboratories. 

Research  Students  and  Fellows  under  Ordinance  of  the  Scottish 
Universities'  Connnissioners  (1889)  No.  61  (General  No.  23),  and 
Carnegie  Fellows  and  Scholars  who  make  use  of  Laboratories  for  pur- 
poses of  Research,  if  not  already  matriculated,  are  required  to  pay  a  fee 
equal  in  amount  to  the  Matriculation  Fee  for  each  Academical  year  in 
which  research  is  prosecuted. 

Persons  engaged  in  Research  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  liie 
ordinary  Laboratory  Fees,  but  they  shall  pay  any  special  expenses 
incurred  in  connection  with  their  work.  Should  they  attend  courses  of 
Laboratory  Instruction  required  for  further  graduation,  they  shall  jiay 
the  full  Laboratory  Fees.

Membership  of  the  Union  is  open  to  all  gentlemen  who  are  (i) 
Matriculated  Students  ;  (2)  Members  of  the  University  Court  ;  (3) 
Members  of  the  Senatus  Academicus  ;  (4)  Members  of  the  General 
Council  ;  or  (5)  Graduates  of  the  University  not  being  members  of  the 
General  Council. 

The  purpose  of  the  Union  is  ' '  the  provision  and  maintenance  ot 
means  of  social  and  academic  intercourse  for  its  members."  The 
Buildings  occupy  a  situation  near  both  the  New  and  the  Old  University 
Buildings,  and  with  the  extensions  which  have  been  erected  have  cost 
^41,000.  The  rooms  include  a  large  debating  hall  (capable  of  holding 
500  persons),  in  which  debates  and  numerous  social  functions  are  held 
during  the  Winter  Session,  a  spacious  dining  hall,  and  a  large  library, 
with  galleries  specially  adapted  for  study.  There  are  also  large  con- 
versation, reading  and  writing  rooms,  various  committee  rooms,  billiard 
room  with  four  billiard  tables,  and  smoking-room.  The  reading-rooms 
are  amply  supplied  with  newspapers,  and  with  the  weekly,  monthly, 
and  quarterly  periodicals.  The  library  contains  University  and  Class 
Text -Books.  In  addition  there  are  also  two  "fives"  courts,  a 
thoroughly  modern  kitchen  and  service  accommodation,  and  a  well- 
situated  conservatory  and  roof  garden. 

Terms  of  Membership.  —  Payment  of  an  entry-money  of  5s.  ;  and 
an  annual  subscription  of  (i)  £\,  is.  if  a  Matriculated  Student  :  or 
(2)  ^2,  2s.  if  not  a  Matriculated  Student. 

Various  University  Societies  have  been  granted  certain  privileges  for 
the  transaction  of  business  in  the  Union,  and  some  are  aftiliated  to  it. 

A  system  of  corresponding  membership  exists  with   the   University 
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Unions  of  Oxford,  Cambridge,  Durham,  Manchester,  Glasgow,  Aber- 
deen, St  Andrews,  Dundee,  and  Belfast. 

Debates  are  held  during  the  Winter  Session,  including  Inter- 
University  debates  with  Cambridge  and  Durham  Union  Societies,  and 
Glasgow,  St  Andrews,  and  Aberdeen  University  Unions,  and  the 
Historical  Society,  Trinity  College,  Dublin. 

The  membership  is  at  present  over  1200,  of  w^hom  nearly  1 000  are 
student  members. 

\T.  Women  Students'  Union. 

The  movement  to  institute  a  Union  for  women  students  was  started 
aliout  five  years  ago,  and  resulted  in  October  1905  in  the  opening  of 
the  present  premises,  situated  at  the  corner  of  Bristo  and  Lothian 
Streets,  within  two  minutes'  walk  of  all  University  and  Medical 
Buildings. 

The  Union  includes  a  dining-room  (where  dinner,  tea,  and  light 
refreshments  are  provided  at  moderate  charges),  a  drawing-room  (well 
supplied  with  magazines  and  newspapers),  and  a  reading-room  :  and 
on  occasion  the  three  can  be  thrown  into  one,  so  as  to  form  a  hall  in 
which  Social  Functions,  Debates,  etc.,  are  held. 

The  annual  subscription  for  ordinary  members  is  7s.  6d.,  the  sub- 
scription for  life  members  is  £,i,,  4s. 

The  membership  of  the  Union  is  over  200,  and  the  Union  has  come 
to  be  regarded  as  an  integral  part  of  the  University  life  of  the  women 
students. 

VII.  The  Edinburgh  Vacation  Courses  in  Modern  Languages 
(English  and  French)  will  be  again  held  within  the  University  in 
August  1909.

Edinburgh  Post  -  Graduate  Vacation  Course  in 
Medicine  in  connection  with  the  University  and  Royal 
Colleges. 

The  Course  for  1909  will  extend  from  Monday  the  30th  August  to 
Saturday  the  25th  September,  and  will  comprise —

full  period  of  four  weeks,  or  for  either  the  first  or  the  second  fortnight.

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The  Course  will  include  Clinical  Instruction,  Demonstrations,  and 
Practical  Laboratory  Work. 

(2)  A  Surgical  Coiiise,  to  include  Operative  Surgery,  Surgical 
Anatomy,  Surgical   Pathology,   and  X-rays  applied  to  Surgery. 

Special  Classes  on  Diseases  of  the  Blood,  Bacteriology,  Ear  and 
Throat,  Errors  of  Refraction,  Ophthalmoscopy  and  Practical  Gyne- 
cology will  also  be  held.  Each  day  a  Special  Lecture  upon  some  subject 
of  general  medical  or  surgical  interest  will  be  delivered. 

The  instruction  is  given  in  the  University,  Royal  Infirmary,  Koyal 
Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  and  other  Teaching  Institutions.  Arrange- 
ments have  been  made  whereby  those  attending  the  Course  may  reside 
and  board  in  University  Hail  at  a  fixed  weekly  rate. 

A  series  of  Classes  on  Methods  of  Diagnosis  will  be  held  from  the 
17th  to  the  28th  of  August.

XIV.  THE  CARNEGIE  TRUST  FOR  THE  UNIVERSITIES 

OF  SCOTLAND. 

Regulations  for  Beneficiaries  of  the  Trust  under  its 
Provisions  for  the  Payment  of  Class  Fees. 

I.  Age. — Applicants  must  be  over  sixteen  years  of  age. 

II.  Nationality. — Apiilicants  must  be  of  Scottish  birth  or  ex- 
traction, or  must  have  given  two  years'  attendance  after  the  age  of 
fourteen  at  a  school  or  institution  under  inspection  of  the  Scotch 
Education  Department. 

".  •  The  Executive  Committee  admit  the  claim  of  Scottish  extraction 
in  the  case  of  an  applicant  zvho  can  give  evidence  of  Scottish 
birth  of  one  or  other  of  his  parents  or  grandparents. 

III.  Preliminary  Education. — Applicants  qualified  under  the 
two  previous  regulations  will  be  eligible  for  payment  of  class  fees  if 
tliey  have  obtained  a  Leaving  Certificate  of  the  Scotch  Education 
Department    bearing    evidence    of   such    preliminary   education    as    is 
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required  by  the  Universities  for  entrance  upon  their  respective  graduat- 
ing curricula. 

■.  ■  Applicants  who  have  nol  obtained  the  aforesaid  Leaving  Cet-tifi- 
cate  may  be  considered  eligible  tipon  production  of  evidence  of  a 
preliminary  education  of  equivalent  standard. 

IV.  Course  ok  Study. — Applicants  must  have  had  their  course  of 
study  for  each  academic  year  approved  by  the  University  Adviser  of 
Studies,  or,  in  Faculties  vk-here  no  Adviser  of  Studies  has  been 
appointed,  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Trust. 

■.  ■  The  Executive  Committee  reserve  the  right,  after  consideration 
of  the  special  circumstances  of  each  case,  to  juake  such  fuii/ter 
conditions  as  in  their  opinion  will  best  secure  the  educational 
interests  of  the  applicant  in  question. 

V.  Ordinary  Classes. — Applicants  are  not  eligible  for  payment 
of  fees  of  classies  belonging  to  a  further  stage  of  their  curriculum  until 
they  have  passed  the  graduation  examinations  belonging  to  a  previous 
stage. 

•.  •  In  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  the  Executive  Committee  zcill  make 
exceptional  provision  for  cases  where  observance  of  this  regula- 
tion is  practically  impossible. 

VI.  Extra-Ordinary-Classes. — Applicants  are  not  eligible  for 
payment  of  fees  of  other  than  ordinary  qualifying  classes  until  they  have 
passed  the  ordinary  graduation  examination  in  the  relative  subject. 

'.  •  Special  application  forms  for  fees  of  Advanced  and  Honours 

classes  will  be  supplied  by  the  Secretary  to  applicants  qualified 
■under  this  Regulation. 

VII.  Reports  of  Attendance  and  Work. — Beneficiaries  come 
under  an  obligation  to  submit  to  the  Executive  Committee  at  the  end  of 
each  session  particulars  as  to  their  attendance  and  woik,  any  distinctions 
they  may  have  gained,  and  any  graduation  examinations  they  may  have 
passed. 

VIII.  Class  Certificates. — Beneficiaries  also  come  under  an 
obligation  to  refund  the  fee  of  any  class  in  whicli  ihey  have  failed  to 
obtain  a  certificate  that  they  have  given  regular  attendance  and  duly 
performed  the  work  of  the  class  during  the  session. 

•.  •  No  payment  will  be  made  of  fees  of  classes  in  which  such  certifi.- 
cates  are  not  issued  by  the  teacher. 

Note. — Applications  for  payments  of  Class  Fees  to  be  addressed  to 
the  Secretary  to  the  Car?iegie  Trust,  22  Hanover  Street,  Edinburgh. 
Applicants,  in  zvriting  for  Application  Forms  or  Class  Lists,  must 
name  the  University  and  Faculty  in  which  they  intend  to  study,  and 
must  state  whether  they  have  or  have  not  previously  obtained  the  benefits 
of  the  Trust.

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XV.   RESIDENCES  AND  BOARD  FOR  STUDENTS. 
{Not  under  the  control  of  the  University  Authorities.) 

I.  For  Men  Students. 

University  Hall,  St  Giles'  House  (22  St  Giles'  Street) ; 
Ramsay  Lodge  (Ramsay  Garden) ;  and  Blackie  House  (8  North 
Bank  Street) :  LisiER  House  (2  Mound  Place).  University  Hall  is 
designed  as  a  social  residence  for  Students,  Graduates,  and  others 
connected  with  the  University.  The  above  houses  are  all  within  five 
minutes'  walk  of  the  University  ;  they  include  common  rooms,  private 
studies,  and  bedrooms.  The  rents  range  from  8s.  to  l8s.  per  week, 
payable  by  term  or  monthly  in  advance,  and  the  board  averages 
about  13s.  per  week,  payable  at  the  end  of  each  fortnight. 

The  external  affairs  of  the  Hall  are  in  the  hands  of  The  Town  and 
Gown  Association,  Limited. 

The  internal  arrangements  of  each  house  are  managed  by  a  committee 
of  the  residents  elected  monthly. 

Milne  Murray  Lodge.  This  house  is  set  aside  for  those 
studying  Midwifery.  The  house  is  attached  to  the  Maternity  Hospital, 
of  which  it  is  in  effect  the  residence.  The  house  accommodates  twelve 
residents,  and  the  time  of  residence  is  iimiled  to  one  month. 

Application  for  rooms  should  be  made  at  the  different  houses.  Appli- 
cation for  information  with  regard  to  general  questions  on  University 
Hall  should  be  made  to  Messrs  Whitson  &  Methuen,  C.A.,  21  Rut- 
land Street,  Edinburgh.
